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CONSTITUTION 


AMERICAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


Tbx  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pious  young  men  for  the 
fospe]  ministry. 

Art.  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasoiy  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars^  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
^an,  shall  be  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
aid  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here« 
afla  added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be 
cbsen  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 

Art.  IL  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
imikma^  given  for  this  special  purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the 
ftrectc^s. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President^ 
Vkc  President^  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
lod  such  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  who  shall  continue 
ii  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Abt.  rV.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
neh  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 


Art.  Y.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Kreclore;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
^  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
'^■stitQte  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
tke  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  soli- 
Qting  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit, 
^  aid  equisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  have 
^  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  support  of  'beneficiaries ; 
tf  oamining  and  selecting  candidates  fi>r  patronage ;  of  appointing 
^^nmittees  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
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parts ;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  ail.  business  necessary  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided 
for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make  report  of  their  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry ;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructer 
or  instructers,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually  exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
.  literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary, 
after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors,  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serious 
purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VIL  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Art,  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  The  Ti'easurer  shall  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms;  make  payments  and  advances  of 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors ; 
and  annuaUy  render  to  the  Society  a  written  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  amount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested : — ^this  account  to  be  previously 
examined  and  approved,  in  writing,  by  a  Committee  of  the  Society, 
annually  chosen  for  the  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  Directors, 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Art.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Directors  shall  appoint,  to  elect  ofiicers;  to  hear  the  repot t  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
business. 
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Abt.  XI.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
tnd  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliaries  to  this, 
which  shal]  pay  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  Treasury  of 
this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Abt.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  any  State  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
basis  of  its  own,  snch  Society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence, 
and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
cooatitaent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Ererj  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
ovn  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer ;  and 
ibo  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
beneGciaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di- 
ncton  of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety; and,  if  approved,  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ninistry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Dh-ectors  of 
aid  Branch  Society ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
Bay  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  All 
uttDies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be' 
tnosmitted  to  the  general  treasury ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
wh  Society  shall  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Directors  of  this  Society. 

Aat.  XIV.  Presidents  of  Branch  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
■embers  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board 
^Directors. 

AiT.  XV.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  supply  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
^  the  next  annual  meeting. 

AtT.  XVI.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  except 
(A  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  threfe  fourths  of 
fe  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting ;  or  unless  the  proposed 
^temion  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society,  in  writing,  at  a 
Pttrioaa  meeting.

The  Society  held  its  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  in  Boston,  at  the 
ly  of  Park  street  church,  on  Monday,  the  «3d  day  of  May,  1881. 
at  4  o'clock,  P.M. 

How.  SAMUEL  HUBBARD, 
fwadoA  of  the  Society,  took  the  chair.    The  meeting  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Theophilus  Packard,  D.  D.,  of  Shelburne, 


Tlie  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  Annual  Report,  certified  by  Hon. 
Pliht  Girn.BR,  ajs  Auditor ;  and  the  same  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Directors  was  read  in  part,  and  the  further  read- 
ing thereof  referred  to  the  public  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  eyening. 

On  recommendatioa  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 

Voted,  unattimously^  That  the  second  article  of  the  Gonstitoiion  be 
m  amended  aB  to  read  thus,^ — "A  permanent  fiind,  consisting  of 
bequests,  legacies,  and  donations,  gi?en  for  this  special  purpose,  shall 
be  formed  by  the  Directors." 

The  oflken  of  the  Society  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  Society  adjourned  to  half  past  7  o'clock,  P.  M.,  to  meet  in 
Park  street  church. 

The  Society  met  agreeably  to  appointment ; — ^the  President  in  the 
chair. 

The  services  of  the  evening  were  commenced  with  prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Warren  Fay,  D.  D.  of  Charlestown,  Mass. 

The  Report  of  the  Directors  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Blatchford,  of  Bridgeport,  Con.,  seconded 
by  Rev.  David  Oliphant,  of  Beverly,  Mass. 

Resolved,  That  the  increasing  prosperity  of  this  Society  aflbrds  jost 
cause  of  gratitude  to  God ;  and  that  the  Report  of  the  Directors,  which 
has  now  been  presented,  be  accepted  and  published. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Artemas  Boies,  of  South  Hadley,  Mass.  sec- 
onded by  Rev.  John  Codman,  D.  D.  of  Dorchester,  Mass. 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Education  Society  commends  itself 
to  the  affections  and  confidence  of  the  churches,  from  the  important 
and  salutary  influence  it  exerts  on  the  character  of  the  young  men 
enjoying  its  patronage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bela  B.  Edwards,  of  Boston,  seconded  by  Rev. 
Sylvester  Holmes,  of  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

Resolved,  That  since  all  efforts  to  educate  men  for  the  ministry 
must  be  ineffectual  without  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  friends 
ef  the  American  Education  Society,  and  of  similar  institutions,  are 
bound  to  regard  with  thankfulness  and  joy  the  recent  and  extensive 
revivals  of  religion  in  our  land,  especially  in  our  seminaries  of  learning. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Lyman  Beecher,  D.  D.  of  Boston,  seconded  by 
Samuel  T.  Armstrong,  Esq. 

Resolved,  That  the  obscurations  which  occasionally  cross  the  path 
of  the  church  of  Christ,  are  no  ground  of  despondence,  but,  judging 
from  the  word  and  providence  of  God,  may  be  expected  to  be  followed 
by  a  brighter  and  more  glorious  manifestation  of  the  Sun  of  Righteous- 


The  Society  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  who  had  fcr 
vored  the  meeting  with  addresses,  and  requested  that  the  same  might 
be  furnished  for  publication. 

The  Society  adjourned,  sine  die. 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Ths  Directors  of  the  American  Education  Society,  in  present- 
ing their  Fifteenth  Annual  Report,  would  advert  with  devout  grati- 
tude to  the  extensive  effusions  of  the  Holy  Spirit  by  which  the 
present  period  is  distinguished.  It  is  not  six  months  since  it  be- 
came apparent  that  such  a  season  of  special  divine  influence  had 
commenced.  Yet  it  appears  from  various  religious  journals,  that 
ibur  hundred  and  thirty-four  towns,  in  seventeen  States,  have  been 
biased  with  revivals  of  religion  5— one  hundred  and  eighty-one  in 
'  New  England,  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  in  New  York,  and 
sixcy-six  in  other  States  of  the  Union.  When  it  is  considered 
that  this  enumeration  is  necessarily  incomplete,  that  districts  are 
frequently  named  instead  of  the  towns  which  compose  them,  and 
that  many  places  which  enjoy  but  partial  revivals,  would  not  be 
likely  to  be  mentioned  at  aU,  it  will  not  be  thought  to  exceed  the 
boimds  of  sober  judgment  to  conclude,  that  one  thousand  towns 
and  congregations  have  been  visited  within  six  months,  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  with  revivals  of  religion. 

It  would  be  premature^  at  this  time,  to  attempt  to  make  an  accu- 
rate estimate  of  the  fruits  of  this  work  of  grace.  But  from  the 
bet  that  more  than  eighteen  thousand  instances  of  credible  con- 
versioD  to  God  are  mentioned,  as  havmg  occurred  in  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  towns,  it  is  not  extravagant  to  suppose,  that  the 
whole  number  of  such  conversions,  in  all  the  places  visited,  is  not 
less  than  fifty  thousand.  Among  those  who  have  been  brought 
ioio  the  kingdom  of  Christ  are  men  of  high  influence  in  society, 
ad  meo,  who,  a  short  time  ago,  were  in  the  ranks  of  open  oppo- 
sdoQ  to  the  gospel.  Seldom,  if  ever,  since  the  primitive  age, 
hxre  the  power  and  grace  of  God  triumphed  more  gbriously. 
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It  is  worthy  of  special  notice,  also,  that  those  places  have  par- 
taken most  largely  of  the  blessing,  which  exert  tlie  greatest  influ- 
ence upon  society.     Cities  and  colleges  have  been  the  scenes  of 
the  deepest  interest,   as  if  the  divine   Spirit  would  correct  the 
streams  of  moral   influence,   by  purifying   the   fountains.     The 
annual  concert  of  prayer  for  the  colleges  was  held  on  the  last 
Thursday  in  February.     It  was  a  day  of  unusual   s6leinnity,  and 
of  united  and  earnest  prayer  by  many  friends' of  Zion  ;  and,  while 
they  were  yet  speaking,  the   heavenly  influence  descended  in  a 
shower  of  blessings.     The  colleges  which  have  been  most  favored 
are  Yale,   Amherst,  Middlebury,  Bowdoin,  Williams,  Hamilton, 
Jefferson,  Kenyon,  Union,  Hampden  Sydney,  New  Jersey,  West- 
ern Reserve,  Brown  University,  and  the  University  of  Ohio.     The 
whole  number  of  students  who  appear  to  have  become  subjects  of 
piety  in  these  institutions,  during  the  present  revival,  is  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty.     The  effects  of  this  change  will  not  be  limited  to 
these  young  men.     Hundreds  and  thousands  will,  doubtless,  ex- 
perience in  consequence  of  it,  a  similar  change  in  their  character 
and  destiny  for  eternity,  and  a  multitude  which  no  man  can   num- 
ber will  rejoice  in  the  result  forever. 

While  this  most  seasonable   and  gracious  interposition  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  affords  encouragement  to  all  who  are  laboring  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Christ,  it  is  specially  animating  to  those  who 
are  striving  to  increase  the  number  of  pious  and  efficient  ministers 
of  the  gospel.     It  is  to  revivals  of  religion  that  Education  Soci- 
eties and  all  otl)er  institutions  must  look  for  a  supply  of  candidates 
for  the  sacred  office.     No  human  attainments  can  be  substituted 
for  that  devotedness  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  produced 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,     When,  tlierefore,  God  revives  his  work   in 
Sabbath  schools,  and  schools  of  education  generally  ;  especially, 
when  he  sheds  tlie  influence  of  his  Spirit  upon  colleges,  and  con- 
verts those  who  are  soon  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  public    life, 
the  church  has  great  reason  to  rejoice.     It  is  not  possible  to  pre- 
dict how  many  pastors  and  missionaries  will  enter  her  service    in 
consequence  of  the  present  revivals,  but  the  number  will  unques- 
tionably be  increased  beyond  all  antecedent  means  of  supply-  with- 
in her  reach.     Who  that  has  come  to  tliis  anniversary  will  not,    in 
this  view,  unite  with  the  Directors  and  hail  with  joy  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  who  has  come  and  taken  the  work  of  raising  up  labor- 
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ers  for  the  harvest  into  his  own  hands.     He  hath  given  the  word, 
and  great  will  be  the  companj  of  those  that  shall  publish  it.* 

In  reviewing  the  progress  of  the  Society  for  another  year,  the 
Directors  Cnd  much  to  excite  gratitude  and  to  inspire  hope,  in 
addition  to  those  signal  manifestations  of  divine  favor  to  which 
allusion  has  now  been  made.  It  has  been  a  year  of  severe  pressure 
npoD  the  Society,  but  a  year  of  unexampled  success.  Its  wants 
were  never  greater,  and  never  have  they  been  sustained  by  the 
community  with  more  decided  liberality.

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  have  been  received  during  the 
jev  who  have  not  before  been  assisted  by  the  Society,  and  of 
whom  more  than  half  are  in  academies,  preparing  to  enter  college. 

ATumber  who  enter  the  Ministry  the  present  year, 
lyiy  young  men,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  the  mem- 
fccfs  of  six  theological  seminaries,  will  this  year  complete  their 
wurse  of  study  and  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry. 
Most  of  them  are  already  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  in  a 
f^  months  they  will  be  scattered,  in  pagan  lands,  in  the  destitute 
repoos  of  America,  and  among  the  older  and  more  favored  por- 
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tions  of  our  country.  The  amount  appropriated  towards  their 
education  is  fifteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  being, 
on  an  average,  three  hundred  and  eight  dollars  to  each.  Without 
this  aid,  some  of  them  would  never  have  entered  the  ministry,  and 
others  would  have  gone  to  their  field  of  labor  with  very  limited 
means  of  usefulness,  compared  with  what  they  now  possess. 

Deaths. 
Three  young  men  of  promise  have  been  removed  by  death  dur- 
ing the  year ;  one,  a  member  of  the  middle  class  in  the  theolo- 
gical seminary  at  Andover ;  another,  a  member  of  the  senior  class 
in  Amherst  college ;  and  the  third,  a  member  of  the  sophomore 
class  in  Bowdoin  college.  Seven  hundred  and  seven  dollars  have 
been  appropriated  towards  their  education ;  but  this  is  a  trifling  con- 
sideration, compared  with  the  loss  of  their  services  to  the  church.* 

Patronage  toithdravm* 
Fidelity  requires  it  should  be  stated  that  it  has  been  deemed 
necessary  to  withdraw  the  patronage  of  the  Society  from  nine 
young  men,  all  of  whom  except  two  were  in  the  first  stage  of 
education.  In  one  instance,  the  ground  of  this  procedure  was  a 
gross  violation  of  moral  obligation  ;  in  most  of  the  other  cases  it 
was  want  of  scholarship. 

Character  rf  those  assiited. 
While  these  examples  of  disappointed  hope  try  our  faith,  it  is 
gratifying  to  reflect  that  they  constitute  but  a  small  proportion 
of  the  whole  number  who  have  been  patronized.  The  great 
majority  are  young  men  of  decided  talents,  of  untiring  industry, 
and  of  unquestioned  piety.  It  would  be  difficult  to  bring  together 
an  equal  number  of  youth  exhibiting  the  same  promise  of  future 
usefulness.  They  have  proved  themselves  an  invaluable  blessing 
to  the  seminaries  with  which  they  are  connected,  as  it  would 
be  easy  to  show  from  correspondence  with  their  instructors. 
Especially  has  this  been  true,  during  the  present  religious  attention 
in  colleges.  It  cannot  be  supposed  that  two  hundred  and  seventy 
pious  young  men  have  been  connected  with  twenty-one  colleges, 
at  such  a  time,  without  exerting  a  great  and  salutary  influence.

Moral  Culture. 

In  performing  the  duties  of  pastoral  supervision,  the  secretary- 
lias  had  assistance  from  the  agents  of  the  Society,  and  from  the 
Rev.  John  Brown,  D.  D.  of  Hadley,  Mass.  and  the  Rev.  Asahel 
Nettleton,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Board  to  visit  a  number  of 
cdleges  in  New  England.  There  have  been  distributed  among 
the  young  men,  nearly  five  hundred  copies  of  a  pocket  manual 
consisting  of  selected  portions  of  scripture  for  every  day  in  the 
year,  entitled  "  Daily  Food  for  Christians,"  for  which  the  Direc- 
tors are  indebted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Philips  Fund  at  Andover. 
A  circular  letter,  suggested  by  the  present  state  of  religion,  has 
been  addressed  to  the  young  men,  witb  a  view  to  excite  them  to 
greater  efibrts  for  the  religious  welfare  of  the  institutions  to 
which  they  belong.*  In  this  connection,  it  is  proper  to  add, 
diat  the  day  appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  to 
be  observed  as  a  season  of  fastmg  and  jprayer,  with  reference  to 
the  more  copious  efiiisions  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  those  who  are 
preparing  for  the  ministry,  was  very  generally  observed.  There  is 
evidence  to  believe  that  the  solemnity  was  followed  with  a  blessing. 

The  Directors  would  rejoice  to  see  these,  and  all  other  means 
of  promoting  the  piety  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  increased. 
A  high  standard  of  Christian  attainment  is  demanded  in  this  age 
of  self-denial,  and  of  active  ministerial  labor ;  and  no  system  of 
edocatioQ  is  adapted  to  meet  the  claims  which  are  now  made  upoit 
the  sacred  office,  'which  does  not  provide  for  the  daily  growth  in 
grace  of  those  who  are  to  preach  the  gospel.  The  work  of  Edu- 
cation Societies  will  not  be  half  accomplished,  if  those  whom  they 
bring  into  the  ministry,  are  men  of  only  ordmary  piety.  With 
such  piety,  how  few  will  be  induced  to  pass  the  line  of  civilization, 
and  to  encounter  the  ignorance  and  superstition  and  degradation 
wUch  lie  beyond  it  ?  How  few  will  scale  the  strong  holds  of 
vice  and  impie^,  and  plant  the  standard  of  the  cross  on  the  citadel 
of  the  prince  of  darkness  ?  The  weapons  of  this  warfare  must  be 
of  celestial  temper,  and  they  must  be  wielded  by  men  of  such 
spmt  as  Hall,  and  Brainerd,  and  Paul.  It  may  not  be  in  the 
power  of  this  Board,  or  of  this  Society,  to  do  all  which  is  desirable 
01  order  to  persuade  those  under  their  care  to  cultivate  this  spirit 
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with  becomiog  earnestness ;  but  they  can  do  something,  najr,  it  is 
believed  that  they  can  do  niuch,  towards  the  accomplishment  of 
this  end. 

Amount  earned. 

The  reports  which  have  been  received  during  the  year  exhibit, 
as  usual,  the  result  of  efforts  made  by  tlie  young  men  to  support 
themselves.     From  these  it  appears  that, 

90  students  in  theological  seminaries  have  earned  $2,268  01 

197      do.       in  colleges  have  earned 6,562  77 

97      do.       in  the  first  stage  of  study  have  earned  2,629  92 

384  students,  have  earned $11,460  70 

To  this  sum  add  the  amount  of  earnings  reported  for  the  four 
preceding  years,  and  it  gives  a  total  of  forty  thousand  three 

HUNDRED  AND    FORTY-SEVEN  DOLLARS,  aS  the  fruit  of  thoSC  CXer- 

tions  which  have  been  made  in  five  years,  by  young  men  under  the 
care  of  this  Society,  to  support  themselves.* 

Refunded. 
Closely  allied  with  habits  of  industry  and  economy  acquired  m 
obtaining  an  education,  are  the  disposition  and  ability  to  refund,  in 
after  life,  what  has  been  received  from  the  hand  of  benevolence. 
In  regard  to  this  subject,  it  cannot  but  gratify  the  advocates  of 
those  great  principles  which  now  govern  the  pecuniary  distributions 
of  the  American  Education  Society,  to  perceive  that  they  are 
leading  to  corresponding  results  ;  as  the  following  summary  will 
show.  The  Society  was  formed  in  1815,  the  loaning  system  was 
partially  adopted  in  1820,  and  went  mto  full  operation  in  1826.

The  rules  of  the  Society  do  not,  however,  require  any  to 
refund,  when  by  so  doing  their  usefubess  would  be  hindered,  or 
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their  pecuniary  burdens  unreasonably  increased.  The  obligation 
to  refund,  is  determined  ultimately  by  the  actual  ability  of  the 
iodindual.  If  Providence,  by  some  unforeseen  stroke,  puts  it 
beyond  bis  power  to  refund;  or,  if  he  has  voluntarily  disabled 
himself  by  engaging  in  the  self-denying  labors  of  a  missionary, 
the  Rules  make  it  imperative  upon  the  Directors  to  cancel 
the  obligation,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  at  their  discretion.  Eleven 
missionaries,  two  foreign,  and  nine  domestic,  have,  the  last  year, 
applied  for  this  privilege ;  and  th^ir  notes,  amounting  to  two 
thous3iid  eight  hundred  and  forty-six.  dollars,  have  been  cancelled, 
or  placed  in  such  a  state  as  not  to  create  embarrassipent. 

Receipts, 
The  receipts  for  the  year,  as  appears  by  the  Treasurer's  Re- 
port, amount  to  forty  thousand  four  hvndred  and  fifty 
DOLLARS  AND  THIRTY-FOUR  CENTS.  Of  this  sum,  three  thousand 
two  hmdred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and  two  cents  have  been  re- 
ceived on  account  of  permanent  scholarships,  and  one  hundred 
iJlsrs  on  account  of  the  permanent  fund ;  leaving  thirty-^ven 
tkusand  and  esghty^six  dollars  and  thirty^two  cents  for  the  cur- 
rent uses  of  the  Society,  which  is  eleven  ^thousand  dollars 
oxMe  than  was  received  the  last  year  for  the  same  purposes. 

Expenditures. 
The  expenditures  for  the  year  amount  to  forty  one  thousand 
Jfee  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ;  which 
uided  to  the  debt  of  the  Society  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  and 
UDoanting  to  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars

Funds  appropriated. 
To  meet  this  charge,  there  have  been  appropriated,  from  the 
cniRKKT  FUND,  the  wholc  amount  received  during  the  year,  being 
IS  above  stated,  thirty-seven  thousand  and  eighty-six  dollars  and 
*trtj.ftpo  cents;  from  the  scholarship  permanent  fund, 
^sferred  by  the  request  of  the  donors,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Board,  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and  eighty^

Meven  cents;  and  from  the  general  permanent  fund,  trans- 
ferred by  order  of  the  Directors,  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  ;  making  the  whole  amount  of  Amds  appropriated 
during  the  year,  forty  nine  thousand  and  sikteen  dollars 
AND  NINETEEN  CENTS  ;  leaving  still  a  small  debt  upon  the  So- 
ciety, of  eight  Hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents. 

Reduction  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  statement  which  has  now  been  made, 
that  more  than  twelve  thousand  dollars  have  been  transferred  the 
last  year  from  the  permanent  to  the  current  fund,  while  the  ad- 
ditions made  to  the  former,  do  not  much  exceed  three  tliousand. 
The  transfer  has  been  made  chiefly  from  the  general  permanent 
fund.  This  fund  has  been  accumulating  since  the  formation  of 
the  Society,  and  was  created  in  accordance  with  the  second  arti- 
cle of  the  constitution,  which  provides  that,  '<  A  permanent  fund 
shall  be  formed  of  bequests,  legacies,  donations,  and  grants  thus 
appropriated  by  the  donors ;  and  of  any  other  property  of  the 
Society,  as  the  Directors  may  think  best  calculated  to  promote  the 
object  in  view."  In  consequence  of  this  provision  in  the  con- 
stitution, the  practice  was  early  estabUshed,  of  investing  not  only 
those  sums  which  were  expressly  given  to  the  permanent  fund, 
but  all  legacies  and  bequests,  of  whatever  amoimt,  which  were 
given  to  the  Society.  As  the  article  in  die  constitution  evidently 
contemplated  the  investment,  by  the  Directors,  of  property  not 
expressly  given  to  the  permanent  fund,  this  division  was  found 
as  convenient  as  any  other.  The  only  departures  from  this  rule 
occurred  in  1818  and  '1822,  when  the  receipts  of  the  Socie^ 
considerably  exceeded  its  expenditures,  and  the  surplus  funds 
were  carried  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  purpose  of  being  in- 
vested until  called  for  by  the  future  wants  of  the  Society.  The 
rapid  increase  of  applications  for  patronage  soon  exhausted  these 
funds,  and  rendered  it  necessary  to  adopt  the  most  vigorous  mea- 
sures to  meet  the  engagements  of  the  Society.  This  considera- 
tion, with  other  reasons,  induced  the  Directors  to*  examine  the 
conditions  on  which  the  different  items  composing  the  permanent 
fund  had  been  given,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  what  proportion 
was  still  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Board.  In  the  mean  time 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  trans- 
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ferriog  from  the  pennanent  to  the  current  fund,  all  sums  not  given 
expressly  to  the  ibrraer.  The  committee, reported  in  favor  of  the 
oansfer,  and  their  report  was  adopted.*  In  consequence  of  this 
decision,  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  have  been 
tnosferred  to  the  current  fund,  which  was  the  amount  found,  upon 
orefiil  investigation,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board.  There 
is  now,  not  a  dollar  of  permanent  fund  belonging  to  the  Society, 
orer  which  the  Directors  have  any  discretionary  power. 

Scholauhip  Permanent  Fund. 
The  scholarship  fund  is  differently  situated.  It  has  received 
its  pennanent  character  from  the  founders.  The  intelligent  and 
Aeral  contributors  to  this  fund  thought  it  important  that  a  so- 
cietjr  on  whose  success  mterests  of  immense  magnitude  arei  de- 
pnding,  should  be  placed  upon  a  permanent  basis ;  they  had 
oiwrred  with  regret  how  precarious  had  been  the  support  given 
to  tUsparticular  object  of  benevolence ;  and  they  saw  the  necessity 
of  more  vigilant  attention  to  the  character  of  applicants  than  was 
EUf  to  be  rendered  while  the  executive  officers  and  agents  were 
oUiged  to  consume  their  time  and  effi>rts  in  providing  the  means 
tf  n^porting  those  under  their  patronage ;  and,  for  these  reasons, 
^  deteraiined  to  establish  foundations,  the  income  of  which 
dttild  enable  the  Directors  to  bring  forward  a  succession  of  young 
nn  without  the  hazard  of  great  pecuniary  embarrassment.  While 
^  Directors  have  allowed  to  these  considerations  their  due 
*^  tbejr  have  not  wished  to  render  the  Society  independent  of 
jublb  opinion,  nor  of  public  support.  They  have  been  satisfied 
^  the  regpomibUity  should  rest  with  the  giver,  of  judging  to  what 
chss  of  funds  a  donation  shall  belong.  For  thesq^e  reason,  they 
^  consented  to  transfer  donations  from  the  scholarship  to  the 
Qnent  fund,  when  requested  by  the  donors.  The  treasurer's 
'^  shows  that  above  three  thousand  dollars  have  been  trans- 
fared  the  past  year. 

Appropriations  reduced. 
h  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  that  it  bad  been  deter- 
^^  to  appropriate  the  same  sum  to  young  men  in  eveiy  stage 
tf  their  education,  and  that,  in  consiequence,  the  grants  in  the  first 
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Stage  would  be  raised  from  forty-eight  to  seventy-five  dollars  per 
annum.  It  was  hoped  that  this  •  measure  would  obviate  diffi- 
culties existing  in  particular  portions  of  the  country,  without  pro- 
ducing any  injurious  consequences  to  the  young  men  themselves. 
The  Directors  are  convinced,  after  a  suitable  trial,  that  the  former 
rule  of  appropriation  is  the  best,  and  have  therefore  voted  to  return 
to  it,  after  October  next,  so  far  as  relates  to  young  men  b  the  first 
stage  of  education,  under  the  immediate  patronage  of  the  Parent 
Society,  and  of  such  Branch  Societies  as  shall  concur  in  this 
measure.  The  amount  paid  the  last  year,  beyond  what  would 
havd  been  necessary,  had  the  former  rate  of  appropriations  con- 
tinued, is  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars ; 
while  the  amount  earned  is  less,  in  proportion  to  the  whole  number 
assisted,  than  in  the  preceding  year.  It  is  a  truth  verified  by  all 
experience,  that  human  efibrt  is  called  forth  by  nothing  so  effec- 
tually as  by  the  pressure  of  necessity.  While  it  is  incumbent  on 
the  Directors  of  Education  Societies  to  remove  burdens  too  heavy 
to  be  borne,  it  is  most  manifestly  their  diity  to  leave  unimpaired 
the  motives  to  vigorous  efibrt,  and  to  unshrinking  self-denial. 
The  facUities  for  self-support  which  are  now  afibrded  in  seminaries 
where  manual  labor  is  combined  with  study,  render  it  perfectly- 
practicable  for  any  young  man  of  industrious  and  eoon(Hnioal  habits 
to  pursue  his  studies  advantageously  with  such  assistance  as  this 
Society  proposes  to  lend  him.  If  there  were  no  reason  for 
limiting  appropriations  but  this,  that  it  will  encourage  young  men 
to  go  where  regular  exercise  will  promote  health  of  body,  and 
vigor  of  mind,  at  the  same  time  that  it  will  lessen  the  expense  of 
an  education,  this  would  be  sufficient.  Tlie  best  of  all  methods  of 
aiding  the  indigent  scholar,  is  to  place  him  in  circumstances  where 
he  may  efiisctually  help  himself.  If  every  dollar  loaned  or  given, 
can  be  made  in  his  hands,  and  by  his  exertions,  to  produce  two 
dollars,  the  favor  conferred  upon  him  will  be  doubly  valuable. 

Agents. 
The  agents  wl^o  were  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  as  being  in 
the  emplojrment  of  the  Society,  have,  with  one  exception,  con- 
tinued their  services  through  the  year ;  and  it  is  owing  in  no  small 
degree  to  their  unwearied  and  successfiil  effi)rts  that  the  Society 
has  attained  to  its  present  prosperous  state  in  regard  to  funds. 
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The  Rev.  William  Cogswell,  General  Agent  for  New  England, 
hs  given  strength  and  activity  to  the  operations  of  the  Society,  in 
thb  portion  of  the  country,  beyond  what  has  ever  before  been  wit- 
nessed. He  has  visited  every  State  in  New  England,  except  Ver- 
moot,  during  the  year ;  engaged  extensively  in  the  business  of  rais- 
ing fimds ;  and  organized,  with  the  aid  of  a  few  associates,  sixteen 
inxiliaiy  societies.  The  Board  of  Directors  cannot  forbear  to 
expiess  their  high  sense  of  the  value  of  the  services  which  Mr. 
Cogsnrell  has  rendered  to  the  cause  of  the  American  Education 
Soci^,  in  every  place  which  he  has  visited.  Fo€  these  reasons,  it 
has  beea  thought  proper  to  commit  the  entire  work  of  raising  fimds 
ioNew  England,  to  his  supervision,  and  they  have  instructed  him  to 
cany  into  execution  the  system  of  organization  which  he  has  com- 
meoced  with  h  fair  prospect  of  increasing  the  resources  of  the 

The  agents  associated  with  Mr.  Cogswell  during  a  part  of  the 
fear,  have  been,  the  Rev.  John  K.  Young,  who,  having  rendered 
impoitant  aid  to  the  Society  in  the  States- of  New  Hampshire  and 
CoDoecticut,  resigned  his  agency; — ^the  Rev.  Henry  Little,  who 
nsded  Worcester  County,  Mass.  ;---«nd  the  Rev.  George  A. 
CalhooD,  of  Coventry,  Connecticut,  who  spent  a  few  weeks  in 
Maine,  and  organized  an  auxiliary  society. 

lo  the  month  of  October  last,  Mr.  Little  was  du-ected  to  visit 
d»  Western  country.  He  has  labored  in  Indiana,  Ohio,  and 
Kentaeky.  From  information  received,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
te  his  exertions  have  prepared  the  way  for  extensive  good. 

The  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark,  who  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Re- 
port as  having  been  instrumental  of  forming  a  Branch  Society  in 
ik  Western  Reserve,  Ohio,  has  b^en  appointed  by  the  Board, 
lidi  the  concurrence  of  the  Branch  Society,  Permanent  Agent, 
nh  a  view  to  his  laboring  in  that  part  of  the  State,  and  in  the 
^joinmg  territory  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Clark  was  enabled  to 
fann  zn  auxiliary  society  in  Michigan,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
fear;  after  which,  he  attended  the  annual  meetmgs  of  various 
ceckaiastical  bodies,  and  took  measures  for  prosecuting  his 
ageacy  in  Ohio  and  Kentucky.  Wherever  he  has  labored,  be  has 
kid  the  satisfaction  of  witnessing  results  highly  favorable  to  the 
case  of  the  Society. 
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Necessity  of  Agents. 

Notwithstanding  all  ^hich  has  heen  said  respecting  the  expense 
of  employing  special  agents  to  raise  funds,  no  method  has  yet  been 
devised,  ss  a  substitute,  upon  which  benevolent  societies  can  rely 
vrith  any  confidence.  Experience  shows,  that  without  such  agents 
it  is  impracticable  to  organize  the  community  efficiently  for  the 
purposes  of  benevolence ;  or  when  organized,  to  call  forth  its  re- 
sources statedly  and  permanently,  in  aid  of  objects  depending  upon 
popular  support.  The  expense  which  attends  the  employment  of 
agents  is  no  valid  objection,  so  long  as  it  appears  that  the  highest 
interests  of  these  Societies  are  promoted  by  it,  more  fully  than  in 
any  other  way.  K  the  object  itself  is  great  enough,  and  good 
enough,  to  deserve  and  to  demand  the  united  exertions  of  the  com- 
munity, true  economy,  no  less  than  wisdom  and  fidelity,  require 
that  Uiose  measures  be  taken  which  are  likely  to  promote  its  in- 
terests in  the  most  effectual  manner.  If  in  such  cases  it  be  alleged 
that  societies  are  too  poor  to  support  agents,  the  answer  is,  They 
are  too  poor  to  do  without  them.  Until  a  "  more  excellent  way  " 
is  ascertained  by  actual  experiment,  no  speculations,  however  in- 
genious, can  weigh  against  the  evidence  of  facts. 

Western  Agency. 

The  Western  Agency  established  at  Cincinnati  in  Ohio,  has 
continued  in  active  operation  during  the  year.  The  Rev.  Frank- 
lin Y.  Vail,  Secretary  to  the  Agency,  has  felt  it  to  be  his  dutj 
to  leave  his  office  for  a  few  months,  to  engage  in  another  kindred 
object  of  benevolence,  during  which  time  he  has  received  no  com- 
pensation from  this  Society;  but  notwithstanding  this  interruption 
he  has  raised  a  number  of  scholarships,  obtained  other  donations 
and  in  other  ways  promoted  the  interests  of  the  Society,  in  the  wid< 
field  which  he  occupies. 

Operations  of  Bfranch  Societies. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  operations  of  Branch  Socio 
ties,  and  of  the  Western  Agency ;  includbg  funds  appropriates 
by  the  Branch  Societies,  or  remitted  by  the  Parent  Society  t 
supply  their  deficiencies  durmg  the  year ;  together  with  the  num 
ber  of  young  men  assisted  by  each  Branch  Society  respectively.

Illinois  Branch. 
A  Branch  Society  has  been  fonned  during  the  year  in  the  State 
of  niiiiois.  Such  is  the  rapidity  with  which  all  institutions  for 
difibsiDg  knowledge  and  religion  are  risbg  in  that  fertile  portion 
of  the  West,  and  so  numerous  is  the  population  likely  to  become, 
ID  consequence  of  emigrations  from  the  Eastern  and  other  States, 
that  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  of  the  importance  of  this 
Branch  Society.  A  number  of  young  men  are  already  under 
its  patronage  in  the  college  at  Jacksonville. 

Auxiliaries  recognized. 
The  Miami  Presbytery,  in  Ohio/ having  voted  to  become  aux- 
iliary to  the  American  Education  Society,  has  been  duly  recog- 
nized— and  also  the  Franklin  County  Education  Socie'ly  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, which,  until  the  past  year,  conducted  its  operations 
under  an  independent  form. 

Me-organizaiion  of  the  Presbyterian  Branch. 
An  arrangement  has  recently  been  made  with  the  Presbjrterian 
Branch  for  a  re-organization  of  that  important  Society,  by  which 
k  win  hereafter  conduct  its  operations  upon  a  more  extended 
scale,  and  take  the  general  oversight  of  the  affiurs  of  the  American 
Education  Society  out  of  New  England.  The  particulars  of  this 
arrangement  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  of  this  Report.*  The 
principles  and  rules  of  the  American  Education  Society,  as  they 
DOW  exist,  or  as  they  may  be  altered,  hereafter,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  will  constitute  still,  the  basis 

»  Appendix  F. 
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of  future  proceedings.  But  the  administration  of  those  principles 
and  rules,  put  of  New  England,  is  committed  to  the  Presbyterian 
Society  ;  and  a  report  of  their  doings  is  to  be^  forwarded  quarterly 
to  the  Parent  Society.  Branch  Societies  beyond  New  England, 
are  requested,  if  they  concur  in  this  arrangement,  to  make  their 
returns  to  the  Presbyterian,  as  heretofore  tliey  have,  to  the  Ameri- 
can Society.  Notes  of  young  men  for  grants  received  of  the 
Presbyterian  Education  Society  or  its  Branches,  are  ta  be  held  and 
disposed  of  without  any  control  from  the  Parent  Society.  For 
the  purpose  of  giving  unity,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  efficiency,  ta 
the  entire  system  of  operations  in  different  sections  of  the  country, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  has  been  invited  to  become 
Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  and  it  is  expected  that  he 
will  hereafter  reside  m  New  York,  instead  of  Boston.  He  will, 
however,  sustain  the  same  general  relation,  as  formerly,  to  the 
American  Education  Society,  and  particularly  to  the  young  men 
who  are  patronized. 

Quarterly  Register. 

The  prosperity  which  has  attended  other  interests  of  the 
Society,  has  been  extended  io  its  periodical,  the  Quarterly  Regis- 
ter. The  character  of  the  wock  has  been  gradually  rismg  in  public 
estimation,  and  the  patronage  which  it  has  received  has  been 
increased.  It  has  acquired  its  reputation  chiefly  through  the 
labors  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and  upon  him  the  editorial 
responsibility  of  conducting  it  will,  in  future,  rest.  The  value  of 
the  work  not  only  to  this  Society,  but  to  the  cause  of  benevolence 
generally,  renders  it  desirable  that  all  suitable  measures  be  takea 
to  extend  its  circulation,  and  to  place  its  support  upon  a  liberal 
footing. 

Res^nation. 
In  consequence  of  his  removal  from  Boston,  the  Rev.  John 
Brown,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  his  office  as  Director,  and  his  resigna- 
tion has  been  accepted. 

General  view  of  the  Year. 

On  a  review  of  the  facts  which  have  now  been  communicated, 
the  friends  of  a  pious  and  educated  ministry  will  find  new  cause 
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of  gratitude.  While  the  moral  necessities  of  mankind  lead  us  to 
wish  that  more,  much  more  had  been  done,  it  is  matter  of  joy 
that  what  has  been  accomplished  is  in  advance  of  all  that  has  been 
done  in  any  former  year,  by  this,  or  any  other  Education  Society, 
tt>  raise  np  ministers  of  the  gospel.  Of  six  hundred  and  four 
joung  men  who  have  been  aided  during  the  year,  it  has  been  seen 
that  jyiy  are  about  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry. 
These  will  preach  to  more  than  fifty  thousand  souls,  before  they 
shaD  have  rested  from  their  labors.  Nay,  it  is  hot  improbable 
that  some  one  of  them  may  preach  to  a  larger  number  than  this, 
and  be  instrumental  of  bringing  forward  a  succession  of  ministers 
and  missionaries,  who  shall  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  to 
hondreds  of  thousands,  after  he  is  dead. 

It  affi>rds  occasion  of  lively  gratitude,  also,  that  God  has  put  it 
IDID  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  come  forward,  in' a  time  of  peculiar 
pressure  arising  from  the  want  of  fundS)  and  to  relieve  the  Society 
of  a  load  which  threatened  to  overwhelm  it  with  pecuniary,  embar- 
raasment.  In  all  these  tokens  of  divine  favor,  the  friends  of  the 
Society  will  not  fail  to  perceive  firm  ground  of  confidence  that 
fimve  exigencies  will  be  provided  for,  though  they  should  far  exceed 
the  wants  of  every  former  period.  The  pledge  has  repeatedly 
been  given  by  this  Society  of  aid  to  every  suitable  applicant  in 
the  United  States,  who  is  not  otherwise  provided  with  the  means 
of  an  education  for  the  ministry.  HitbertOj  it  has  been  redeemed. 
Trusting  in  the  same  Almighty  source  of  help,  the  Directors  hesi- 
tate not,  in  the  name  of  the  Society,  to  renew  the  assurance* 
Were  they  permitted,  they  would  repeat  it  in  the  hearing  of  every 
foong  man  in  the  nation,  who  is  panting  for  the  honor  of  being 
an  ambassador  for  Christ,  and  who,  though  qualified  by  natui'e  and 
grace  for  this  sacred  employment,  is  prevented  by  poverty  from 
aeqcdring  the  intellectual  discipline,  and  the  knowledge,  which,  in 
das  age,  is  pre-^eminently  demanded  of  ministers  of  Christ. 

View  of  the  Society  froin  its  commencement. 
If  the  history  of  the  Society  from  its  organization  to  the  present 
tine  be  considered,  the  reasons  for  encouragement  which  have 
beea  mentioned,  will  come  home  to  the  heart  with  augmented 
ibree.  The  summary  which  follows,  is  not  so  complete  as  might 
W  widied,  owing  to  the  extreme  difficulty  of  obtaining  recent  and 
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accurate  information  respecting  the  destination  of  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  young  men,  scattered  over  the  whole  country  5  yet  it 
shows  that  those  who  commenced  this  enterprize,  and  those  who 
have  sustained  it,  are  favored  instruments  of  good  to  the, church. 
The  first  appropriations  from  the  treasury,  were  made  in  March, 
IB  16.     Since  ^at  period,

Thus  it  appears,  that,  from  among  those  who  have  been  assisted 
by  this  Society,  the  church  has  ahready  received  four  hundred 
ministers  of  the  gospel.  This  is  more  than  the  whole  number 
of  evangelical  ministers,  of  the  Congregational  denomination,  in 
Massachusetts  ;  it  is  double  the  number  of  such  ministers  in  Con- 
necticut ;  and  it  is  more  than  four  fifths  of  the  whole  number  of 
Presbyterian  ministers  in  the  State  of  New  York.  It  has  been 
ascertained  that  one  sixth,  if  not  one  fifth,  of  all  the  students  con- 
nected with  theological  seminaries  in  the  United  States,  are  bene- 
ficiaries of  this  Society.  One  tenth  of  ordinations  and  installations 
reported  in  the  religious  journals  of  the  country,  are  cases  of  young 
men  who  were  once  under  the  patronage  of  this  Society.  Of 
those  who  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  hardships  of  a  foreign 
missionary^  life,  a  still  greater  proportion  are  indebted  for  their 
means  of  usefulness  to  the  fostering  care  of  Education  Societies. 
How  many  churches  and  congregations,  now  blessed  with  revivals 
of  religion,  have  been  furnished  with  pastors  by  the  same  means  ! 
Hundreds  and  thousands  have  probably  been  brought  out  of  dark-

ness  into  manrfelloiis  light,  within  a  few  months,  through  their  in- 
strumentality. These  will  rejoice  and  bless  God  forever  that  this 
Society  has  been  instituted.  But  for  this  event,  the  man  upon  whom 
they  now  look  as  their  spiritual  father,  might  have  remained  in 
his  native  -fields,  or  in  the  work-shop,  and  the  links  m  that  chain 
which  connects  them  with  heaven  might  never  have  been 
completed. 

While  such  have  been  the  results  of  the  past  effi)rts  of  this  So^ 
ciety,  what  an  incalculable  amount  of  good  maybe  anticipated  from 
its  increased  exertions  in  future  years !  Nothing  less  than  an 
exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory  is  the  destined  reward  of 
anted  and  persevering  zeal  in  such  a.  cause.  Let  the  spirit  with 
which  every  effort  is  made  be  holy,  let  the  principles  upon  which 
the  enterprize  is  conducted  be  chosen  with  a  wise  reference  to  the 
intellectual  and  moral  energy  of  the  ministry,  and  let  the  prayers 
of  the  church  ascend  continually  for  the  blessing  of  God,  and  un*- 
bom  generations  will  celebrate  the  day  on  which  this'  Society  came 
into  existence,  as  one  of  the  bright  eras  of  time. 

Increase  of  Education  Societies. 
In  a  work  of  such  magnitude  there  is  room  for  many  laborers. 
h  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  Education  Societies  are  becoming 
more  numerous,  and  more  efficient.  Experience  is  gradually  forming 
them  in  the  same  mould,  and  giving  them  an  established  character. 
Under  the  influence  of  this  faithful  guide,  what  was  once  thought 
impracticable,  will  be  found  easy  of  attainment ;  and  the  opinions 
of  men  concerning  the  expedience  and  importance  of  maintaining 
this  part  of  the  great  system  of  benevolence,  will  be  harmonious. 
One  thing  is  certain  ;  the  most  efficacious  method  of  enlightening 
the  public  mind,  and  arousing  the  energies  of  the  church,  on  this, 
as  GO  most  other  subjects,  is,  to  exhibit  the  light  of  a  successful 
example.  Theories  may  deceive  men,  but  facts  seldom  fail  of 
leading  to  safe  conclusions. 

Closing  Appeal. 

Is  it,  then,  the  ordinance  of  heaven,  that  men  shall  be  saved  by 

the  preaching  of  the  gospel  ?     Does  human  experience  show,  that 

the  means  of  grace  spread  no  farther,  commonly,  than  the  voice  of 

the  living  preacher  is  heard  ?    And  can  we  look  on  the  condition 
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of  hundreds  of  thousands  in  this  land,  and  of  hundreds  of  millions 
in  other  lands,  who  are  ignorant  of  the  way  of  life,  without  deep 
emotion  ?  Do  we  believe  that  the  soul  is  immortal,  and  doomed, 
without  the  sanctifying  influence  of  the  gospel,  to  certain  and 
irretrievable  ruin  ?  If  so,  how  can  we  excuse  the  neglect  and 
apadiy  which  characterize  our  conduct  in  regard  to  the  spiritual  in- 
terests of  our  fellow  men  ?  O  !  that  the  agonies  of  the  lost  might 
wake  us  from  this  indifference,  and  engage  us  to  real  earnestness 
in  the  work  of  human  salvation  !  Or,  if  the  cry  of  those  who  are 
past  hope,  be  too  distant  to  strike  our  dull  sense  with  effect,  would 
that  we  might  be  roused  by  the  thunders  of  that  dark  cloud  of 
wrath  which  is  gathering  over  millions  of  living  and  impenitent 
men,  and  threatening  every  moment  to  burst  upon  them  in  an 
eternal  storm !  Were  we  to  exchange  situations,  for  one  half  hour, 
with  those  who  have  gone  to  hell  or  to  heaven  ;  or,  could  we  enter 
into  the  feelings  of  the  Son  of  God,  when  he  poured  out  his  blood, 
as  a  ransom  for  the  guilty,  who  of  us  would  think  it  enough  that 
the  churches  united  in  support  of  this  Society,  had  sent  forth 
fifty  ministers  of  the  gospel,  by  its  exertions,  in  a  year ;  or,  four 
hundred,  in  fifteen  years.  Ages  must  coll  away,  and  generation 
after  generation  must  pass  into  eternity,  before  it  will  be  possible, 
at  this  rate,  to  supply  the  destitute  portions  of  the  earth  with  the 
gospel. 

Monitory  Voice  of  Providence. 
But,  however  urgent  the  call  for  Increased  exertion  is,  we 
are  admonished  that  the  time  allotted  us  for  labor  is  short.  It 
is  rare  that  an  anniversary  returns  without  a  new  impression  of 
this  solemn  truth  having  been  made,  by  the  removal  of  some  of 
our  companions  from  the  scenes  of  their  earthly  labors.  But  the 
voice  of  Providence  has  seldom  spoken  to  us,  in  so  affecting  a 
manner,  as  at  the  present  time.  Within  a  short  time,  three  of 
the  members  of  this  Society  have  been  called,  as  we  trust,  to 
their  reward  in  heaven.  To  one  of  them,  in  particular,  this  Society 
owes  the  tribute  of  its  grateful  recollection.  He  was  among  the 
earliest  of  its  friends  and  supporters ;  and  until  within  a  few  months 
of  his  death,  he  was  one  of  its  most  frequent,-  as  well  as  able  coun- 
sellors. By  this  event,  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  has  been 
deprived  of  a  distinguished  leader ;  philanthropy  and  religion  have 
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lost  aD  eminent  advocate ;  but,  the  friends  of  a  pious  and  educated 
ministry  participate  deeply  in  the  afflictive  bereavement.  To  many 
who  are  engaged  in  this  sacred  cause,  the  name  of  Jerekiah 
EvAETs  is  not  less  endeared  by  services  rendered,  than  it  is  to 
multitudes  who  are  associated  in  support  of  other  objects  of  Chris- 
tian benevolence.  But  though  dead  he  yet  speaketh.  His  exam- 
ple lives,  and,  like  a  star  of  the  first  magnitude,  sheds  a  cheerfid 
raj  upon  the  path  of  those  who  survive  him.  May  his  useful 
life,  and  his  triumphant  death,  incite  them  to  similar  diligence  in 
their  Master's  work,  that  when  their  course  shall  be  finished,  they 
also,  may,  with  him,  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament,  and 
as  the  stars  forever  and  ever.

The  Be?.  John  Blatchford,  of  Bridgeport-,  Connecticut,  on  moving  the  ac- 
ceptaDce  of  the  Beport,  delivered  an  address  of  which  the  following  b  an  abstract, 
flopied  from  the  Christian  Watchman. 

He  alluded  to  the  first  efforts  made  in  this  association  for  educating 
pioQs  joang  men  for  the  Christian  ministry.  The  Society  in  its  early 
opentioDB  was  hardly  known;  but  ita  influence  gradually  attracted  the 
bm  of  the  public,  and  it  has  rolled  onward  in  its  happy  tendencies  to 
fiffiue  its  blessings,  till  we  are  now  told  the  astonishing  fact,  that  its 
nedpts  in  the  last  year  exceeded  $40,000.  But  the  amount  of  its  pecuni- 
uy  patronage  from  the  benevolent,  is  the  meanest  shade  in  this  picture  of 
boierolence,  which  has  a  color,  tints  and  glory,  far  surpassing  anything 
eoDmoiucated  by  man.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  given  the  seal  of  his  authority 
to  the  labors  in  this  cause.  The  Son  of  God  has  blest  it  And  thousandls 
M  sing  redeeming  grace  in  the  realms  of  glory,  in  consequence  of  the 
Meanngs  which  this  Society  shall  be  the  instrument  of  diffusing. — In  the 
RTinls  of  religion  which  are  spreading  over  our  country,  we  see  a  whitened 
iMTOt  God  is  giving  answers  to  prayer,  and  bestowing  his  favor  in 
eofioos  measure.  Thus  is  he  inviting  us  to  press  onward.  By  means 
of  the  heralds  of  salvation,  which  tliis  Society  will  assist  in  qualifying  for 
nKfolness,  hundreds  of  thousands  shall  know  the  terrors  of  the  Lord  against 
inqoity,  and  shall  hear  the  proclamation  of  pardon  to  the  penitent  believer. 
Hiey  Bhsll  feel  for  the  ruin  in  which  sin  has  involved  the  world,  and  shall 
go  &nrard  to  publish  a  free  salvation  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Mr.  Oliphant,  of  Beverly,  seconded  the  motion,  and  remarked  on  one 
featiire,  which  the  Report  disclosed,  and  which  promised  success.  This 
VM)  that  the  Society  encouraged  young  men  to  help  themselves  by  their 
o*B  effixts.  Men  who  are  inured  to  labor,  and  to  feel  its  necessity,  and  to 
pnctioe  self-denial,  will  be  able  and  willing  to  do  much. 

Hie  weoDd  Resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  Artxmas  Boibs,  who  remarked  in 
■**««»  as  follows : — 

It  k  well  known  that  much  has  been  written,  and  more  has  been  said, 
iguostwhat  has  been  termed  the  influence  of  the  clergy.  But  it  is  in  vain 
to  deny  this  influence.  It  is  identified  with  their  oflice,  and  you  cannot  de- 
ftray  it  without  blotting  out  that  ordinance  of  Heaven  under  which  the  min- 
iiby  is  instituted.  The  Pastor  sustains  a  relation  to  his  flock  which  is  unique. 
?«re  is  no  exact  parallel  to  it  in  any  of  the  affinities  of  life.  He  is  brought 
is  contact  wiA  every  cord  of  the  human  heart ;  with  every  age,  and  class,  and 
condition  in  the  community,  with  which  he  is  connected.  Like  the  vital 
ind  in  the  animal  system,  he  moves  not  only  through  the  arteries,  but  every 
^  in  the  body  corporate  to  which  he  ministers.  There  is  not  a  scene  of 
TO«ticsorrow,orof  joy,in  whichhe  is  not  called  to  mingle— there  is  not  a 
movement  for  intellectual  improvemeint — not  a  scheme  for  moral  and  reli- 
sh efibrt,  but  looks  to  him  for  the  impulse  and  energy  of  his  example. 
Ihit  ibovs  all,  he  is  intrusted  with  the  training  of  the  moral  principle,  or 
Pover  in  man,  which  gives  shape  to  his  character  and  settles  his  destiny. 
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The  teacher  whose  work  is  with  conscience,  sustains  a  responsibility  and 
wields  a  power  over  the  haman  mind,  which  no  other  man  can  exert  It  is  to 
no  purpose  to  say,  We  are  free — we  call  no  man  master  of  oar  faith.  This 
is  true ;  but  I  am  speaking  offsets,  not  theories  ;  of  what  man  is,  not  what 
he  loftily  pretends  to  be ;  and  I  ask.  Where  is  there  a  church,  where  is 
there  a  society,  I  care  not  of  what  sect,  who  do  not  consider  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Bible  which  they  receive  from  the  Pastor  in  whom  they  confide,  as 
the  true  interpretation  ?  So  it  is  historically  as  weU  as  scripturally  true,  Like 
Pastor,  like  people.  Let  me  repeat,  then,  you  cannot  destroy  the  influence, 
the  difiusive^  the  powerful  influence  of  the  clergy,  without  annihilating  their 
existence  as  a  distinct  body  of  men — without  extinguishing  the  last  pulsation 
of  life  in  the  inner  man.  Admitting  this,  of  what  immense  importance  is 
the  character  of  the  clergy. 

The  history  of  the  church  and  of  the  world  raises  a  note  of  admonition  on  this 
subject  which  we  cannot  easily  disregard.  It  bids  us  take  diligent  heed  to  that 
•  apostolic  injunction — ^Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man.  It  bids  us  guard  witli 
sleepless  vigilance  every  avenue  to  the  sacred  ministry.  For  who,  Sir, 
above  all  others,  have  poured  out  the  very  life  blood  of  the  church  like  water. 
Who  has  rolled  in  upon  the  heritage  of  God  wave  after  wave  of  corruption, 
and  darkness,  and  death  ?    Who  has  grasped  with  unhallowed  hands  the 

Sillars  of  our  &ith  and  of  our  hope,  and  as  far  as  mortal  strength  could  do, 
ave  torn  them  from  their  basement  ?  Who  has  sung  a  requiem  over  the 
guilty  sinner  through  his  whole  life,  and  at  the  gate  of  death  has  given  him 
a  spurious  passport  to  heaven  ?  Who,  by  the  earthliness  of  his  afiectioDs 
and  his  life,  and  the  compromising  spirit  of  his  ministrations,  has  done  more 
to  blot  out  the  distinctive  character  of  the  Christian  religion  from  the  earth, 
than  all  the  open  infidels  and  atheists  that  ever  lived  ?  I  answer  without  the 
least  hesitation — ^unfaithful,  time-serving,  graceless  ministers  of  the  GospeL 
And  more ;  who  have  leagued  with  political  authorities  and  crowned  heads  to 
wrest  from  man  his  dearest  rights,  and  for  the  luxury  of  an  ample  sinecure, 
for  the  glory  of  a  mitre,  and  the  magnificence  of  a  palace,  have  kindled  a  fire 
to  consume  vital  Christianity  and  civil  liberty  on  Uie  same  altar  ?  I  answer. 
An  ambitious,  secular  priesthood. 

On  the  other  hand — go  to  the  place  which  has  long  been  favored  with  the 
presence  of  a  devoted  minister  of  the  New  Testament — ^whose  speech  and 
whose  preaching  is  not  with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in 
demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  with  power — ^whose  example  is  the  li£[ht  of 
his  flock — ^whose  unfainting  purpose  is  the  salvation  of  souls — whose  home 
— ^much-loved  home,  is  at  the  foot  of  the  cross^  and  you  will  find  the  greenest 
spot  on  earth.  You  will  find  the  cup  of  heaven's  blessings  full  and  run- 
ning over.  You  will  see  every  domestic  relation  cherished — every  branch 
of  mdustiy  prosperous — everv  civil  right  respected — every  virtue  buddinfr 
and  bloommg  like  the  rose.  Vou  will  see  vice  hanging  his  head  in  confusion 
and  giving  up  his  ground  in  despair.  When  I  cast  my  eyes  over  our  beloved 
country — the  fairest,  the  fireest,  the  happiest  on  the  globe — and  see  our 
literary  and  religious  institutions,  which  are  the  sinews  of  our  republic,. the 
glory  of  the  church,  and  the  admiration  of  the  world,  almost  entirely  under 
the  control  ttml  tlircction  of  iiii^n  looking  to  or  connected  with  the  sacred 
oflTice,  I  ciuinoi  but  feelj  tLiit  cot  only  the  welfiu^  of  the  church,  but  the 
xleajitm*'  ^f"  *»!■  titttioti,  is,  und«r  God,  identified  with  the  character  of  our 

chara€kr  he  f    If  it  were  not  assuming  in  me  I  would

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faomiMnu— an  fire — fliming  fire.  They  would  then  be  what  they  were 
onfmiUy— -the  light  of  the  world.  Ignorant  and  incompetent  men — ^who 
ire  a  reproach  to  any  profession — ^were  never  designed  by  the  great  Head 
of  the  church  to  disgrace  the  ministry.  "  I  will  give  you  pastors  according  to 
my  heart,  which  shdl  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding.^  Such, 
•M  snch  only,  are  pastors  after  6od*s  own  heart 

Bui  how  art  our  churches  to  he  tuppKed  ttnih  such  mm  9  Not  by  might, 
nor  bv  power.  If  I  may  use  the  metaphor;  the  oil  and  the  fire  must  ceme 
from  heaven— ^e  trimming  of  the  lamp  belongs  to  us.  God  must  give  us 
the  material ;  and  blessed  be  his  name,  he  is  doing  it  in  rich  abundance. 
fie  moat  hew  the  rock  from  its  native  quarry-^ut  he  leaves  it  with  us  to 
Bake  it  a  polished  shaft,  or  a  majestic  pillar  in  his  temple. 

When  there  were  no  churches — when  the  wealth,  and  talent,  and  influenea 
ef  the  world  were  pressed  into  the  service  of  the  enemy— 4he  ministry  was 
filed  up  by  the  putting  forth  of  simple  Omnipotence.  He  said  to  the  moral,  as 
he  said  to  the  natural  world — ^Let  there  be  light,  and  there  was  light  He 
wronght  by  miracle,  what  he  how  accomplishes  by  means.  There  are  no 
doven  tongues  of  living  fiame  accompanying  our  rentecost  seasons.  If  a 
BHD  would  apeak  in  dirorent  languages,  he  must  learn  them.  If  he  would 
have  a  wiadom  which  none  of  his  adversaries  can  gainsay  or  resist,  he  must 
search  lor  it  as  for  hid  treasure.  It  must  be  acquired  by  toilsome  study^ 
eoatmnoae  meditation,  and  fervent,  persevering  prayer.  There  are  no  signs 
ia  heaven,  nor  gift  of  tongues,  to  help  our  clerical  drones.-  The  efifect  of  a 
we]]  adapted  system  of  instruction  and  discipline  on  the  character  of  young 
nen  destined  for  the  holy  ministry  is  incalcuUbly  great  Why  were  Ae 
Spartan  yooth  and  the  Roman  legions  so  invincible  ?  It  was  owing  to  their 
tiBtninf  ,  which  was  exclusively  military.  And  it  was  doubtless  in  afiusion  to 
tbttn^at  Paul  gave  this  important  hint  to  Timothy,  a  young  soldier  of  the 
erasa — No  man  that  warreth  entangleth  himself  with  the  affairs  of  this  lifsi 
that  he  may  please  him  that  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier. 

Why  did  David  Brainerd  display  a  moral  heroism  and  a  spiritual  tact 
which  rendered  him  so  formidable  to  the  powers  of  darkness  ?  Whv,  iCmid 
the  laagnor  of  bodily  disease,  did  he  exhibit  such  an  energy  of  soul  in  his 
work,  and  achieve  such  conquests  for  Christ,  that  his  name  is  embalmed  in 
the  hearts  of  God^  people,  and  will  be  until  the  end  of  time  ?  Unouestion- 
Mjj  under  God,  it  was  owing  to  the  habits  which  he  adopted,  and  the  cIt' 
dances  in  which  he  was  ^aced.  He  placed  himself,  in  a  spiritual  sensoi 
-  Spartan  laws.  His  piety  grew,  and  expanded,  and  ripened  amid  the 
B.  He  threw  himselfas  mr  as  possible  above  and  beyond  the  attraction 
of  the  world.  He  took  his  station  at  his  post,  midway  between  earth  and 
heaven — and  like  the  kindred  spirits  in  the  night  vision  of  the  patriarch,  he 
was  constantly  ascending  and  descending,  until  he  was  not,  for  God  took  him* 
Q,  Sir,  if  we  had  such  men  in  the  field,  how  would  one  chase  a  thousand^ 
aed  two  pot  ten  thousand  to  flight 

Where  vital  godliness  is  rooted  in  the  heart,  and  native  strength  pervades 
the  intellect,  yon  have  a  foundation  on  which  a  character  may  be  reared 
whkh  wffl  be  an  ornament  to  the  ministry  on  earth,  and  a  star  of  brighter 
loBtie  in  the  celestial  firmament  Yet  it  is. not  to  be  disguised,  that  there 
sfe  babits  and  circumstances  of  life  which  seriously  impede  the  formation 
of  aoch  a  character.  Piety,  we  all  kno^,  is  an  exotic  in  every  heart — ^but 
vhen  ft  lifts  its  head  amidst  the  luxuriance  of  wealth,  and  sheds  its  fragrance 
over  cmslea  of  fashion  and  of  fkme,  it  seems  almost  like  the  summer  flower 
^emn^  its  bosom  to  the  snows  of  January.  God  may  sustain  it,  and  in 
■■■e  iMigfat  examples  he  has  done  so ;  but  it  is  an  anomaly  in  the  operations 
sf  his  Horace.  Not  many  wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not 
ty  noMe  are  called.  There  was  matchless  wisdom,  as  well  as  sovereigntyf 
electing  the  first  preaehers  firom  the  flabermen  of  Galilee.  It  was  not; 
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only  to  pour  contempt  on  the  boasted  omnipotence  of  vealth,  and  rank,  and 
influence  among  men,  but  to  bring  into  the  field  men  whose  previous  habits 
and  privations  qualified  them  far  better  for  the  self-denial,  and  toils,  and 
perils  connected  with  the  sacred  ministry,  than  if  they  had  been  clothed  in 
purple  and  reared  in  ease  and  afiluence. 

Now,  Sir,  the  principles  and  operations  of  this  Society  appear  to  me  to 
accord  exactly  with  the  principles  and  method  adopted  by  our  divine  Master, 
in  selecting  laborers  ^r  his  vineyard.  It  is  the  design  of  this  insitution 
to  go  into  the  cabinet  which  God  has  opened  in  our  churches,  and  take  the 
brightest  jewel.  The  youth  is  taken  from  the  dwelling  of  poverty,  from  the 
&M  of  labor  and  enaurance,  and  placed  in  circumstances  where  every 
sun  that  shines  upon  him— every  book  he  opens — every  convenience  he  en- 
joys, tells  him  be  is  a  chUd  of  Providence,  of  charity,  and  of  the  church ;  thnt 
a  thousand  eyes  are  upon  him— that  a  thousand  hearts  are  yearning  over  him 
— that  every  step  he  takes  he  is  followed  by  the  sympathies  and  prayers  of 
God's  people,  and  that  if  he  proves  unworthy,  he  will  cover  not  only  the 
parental  dwelling,  but  the  church,  with  sackcloth.  Nor  is  this  all ;  he  no 
sooner  disappoints  the  hopes  of  bis  patrons,  by  a  failure  in  his  studies,  or 
improprieties  in  his  deportment,  than  he  is  struck  from  the  roll  of  beneficia- 
ries, and  the  pall  of  death  is  thrown  over  his  prospects  for  the  sacred  ministry. 

Under  such  circumstances,  what  could  be  done  more  than  is  done  by  this 
Society  and  itB  auxiliaries,  to  furnish  the  churches  with  able  and  devoted 
ministers  of  the  New  Testament  And  how  salutary  and  important  is  the 
influence  which  is  exerted  on  the  character  of  the  young  men  enjoying  its 
patronage  ?  Such  is  the  portion  of  these  indigent  students.  Such  are  the 
claims  which  this  institution  has .  upon  the  anections  and  support  of  the 
churches. 

I  am  aware  I  have  exhausted  my  time,  and  probably  the  patience  of  this 
audience ;  but  I  ask  for  one  moment  more,  while  I  put  the  question — Shall 
this  noble  institution  be  sustained  ?  Will  iwe  swell  this  foimtain,  the 
streams  of  which  have  already  turned  many  a  desert  spot  into  the  warden 
of  God  ?  Shall  we  bring  forward  young  men  ^o  are  now  sighing  ror  the 
privilege  of  carrying  the  news  of  salvation  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  or  shall 
they  sigh  and  weep,  till  death  wipes  awav  aU  tears  from  their  eyes  ?  Shall 
we  supply  our  churches  with  pastors  clothed  with  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
and  through  their  entire  course,  watched  with  more  than  parental  vigilance, 
and  nurtured  in  the  arms  of  faith  and  prayer,  or  will  we  leave  them  tu  be 
supplied  in  some  other  way.  Ministers  of  some  sort  will  be  supplied.  We 
shall  have  men  at  oar  altars,  enough  and  to  spare.  If  the  church  will  ZK>t 
put  them  there,  the  world  will. 

Man  is  so  constituted  that  he  must  have  his  god,  his  altar  and  his  priest. 
There  are  Micahs  enough  at  this  day,  who.  are  ready  to  turn  a  portion  of 
their  treasures  into  an  image,  a  silver  deity,  and  then  call  in  some  rambling' 
Levite  to  bo  tlieir  priest,  and  to  think— -Now  know  I  that  the  Lord  will  do 
me  good,  seeing  I  have  a  Levite  (no  matter  what  his  character  may  be)  to 
be  my  priest  And,  I  am  ashamed  to  say  it,  there  is  no  want  of  men  like  Uxmt 
vagrant  from  Bethlehem  Judah,  who  are  wiUing  to  turn  in,  and  for  ten 
shekels  of  silver,  and  their  apparel  and  bread,  to  put  on  the  ephod  and  bo^w 
the  knee  to  the  same  image,  and  offer  incense  to  the  same  idol. 

I  repeat  it — We  shall  have  men  at  our  altars,  enough  and  to  spare.  Dur- 
ing one  of  the  darkest  periods  in  the  history  of  Israel,  when  the  judgments  of 
Heaven  were  sweeping  over  the  land  like  a  whirlwind,  there  was  no  lack 
of  ministers.  True,  Uiere  was  but  one  prophet  of  the  Lord  who  lifted  up 
his  voice  against  the  abominations  that  prevailed,  but  then  there  were  four 
hundred  and  fifty  prophets  of  Baal,  and  four  hundred  prophets  of  the  grove 
under  the  auspices — I  need  not  say  of  whom.  And  when  we  have  seeia 
God  bowing  the  heavens,  and  coming  down  in  our  congregations  in  all  tlie 
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najestT  of  his  grace — ^when  we  see  ao  many  hearts  throbbing  with  the 
ingoish  of  sin — and  so  many  weeping  eyes  turned  to  their  pastor,  to  tell 
tbem  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved — and  when  under  eveiy  sermon  they 
hear,  some  are  doubtless  sealed  for  heaven  or  hell,  my  spirit  sinks  within 
me  at  the  thought  of  unfaithful,  ignorant  men,  placed  as  watchmen  of  souls. 
0,  Sir,  if  we  would  have  the  seven  vials  of  the  last  plagues  of  the  Apoca- 
lypse emptied  into  one,  and  that  poured  upon  our  churches,  let  us  leave 
tfaem  to  the  ministrations  of  men  who  will  heal  the  hurt  of  the  people  slightly 
—who  will  cry  peace,  peace,  when  there  is  no  peace. 

hi  presentiiig  the  third  Resolutioii, 

Mr.  Edwards  spoke  of  the  special  tokens  of  approbatioli,  and  favor,  which 
God  is  now  ifiving  to  the  cause  of  education,  by  the  revivals  in  the  colleges ' 
md  seminaries  c^  learning.  These  connect  ovaf  literary  men,  who  have 
omnerous  relatives  and  acquaintance,  with  the  community  at  large,  and 
thus  make  learning  and  religion,  a  common  interest  This  seems  to  revive 
the  feeling'  of  New  England,  existing  140  years  since,  when  such  an 
interest  was  felt  by  good  men  in  the  prosperity  of  Oambridge  College. 
Ineiease  Mather  was  so  engaged  in  this  matter,  that  he  consented  to  act 
as  President  15  yean,  at  the  time  when  he  was  the  pastor  of  a  church 
ia  Boston. 

Ib  support  of  the  fourth  Resolution,  Dr.  Beecher  remarked  upon  the  con- 
dition in  which  the  providence  of  God  has  placed  us  in  this  world.  It  is  a 
state  of  alternate  hope  and  fear,  of  joy  and  sorrow,  of  clouds  and  sunshine. 
We  cannot  bear  uninterrupted  prosperity.  We  must  be  pressed  by  an  iron- 
handed  necessity.  The  strongest  motives  are  indispensable  to  overcome 
the  m  mertUsj  which  is  in  our  natures.  There  is  a  strange  propensity  to 
be  elated  by  success.  When  we  sail  down  the  smooth  stream,  we  grow 
secure  and  relax  our  efforts.  Men  will  not  work  unless  they  are  compelled. 
The  energies  of  the  soul  will  forever  remain  dormant,  and  hidden,  unless 
they  are  developed  by  something  other  and  different  than  such  motives  as 
prosperity  presents.  Such  being  the  course  of  this  world,  it  is  no  reason 
fcr  mscooragement  when  the  providence  of  God  looks  darL  When  the 
Reformation  burst  on  the  world,  it  was  out  of  midnight  darkness.  .  The 
witnesBes  were  prophesying  in  sackcloth,  when  Luther  lifted  up  his  voice 
and  shook  the  Papd  throne  to  its  foundations.  It  was  out  of  the  thick 
^oom  of  the  French  Revolution,  and  of  the  horrible  infideliQr  which  led  it 
on,  and  which  marked  its  way  in  blood  and  fire,  that  those  noble  efforts  of 
Christian  benevolence  took  their  rise,  which  are  now  spreading  the  tidings 
of  salvation  through  the  whole  earth.  It  was  when  Washington's  little  band 
vere  marching  barefooted  through  New  Jersey,  and  leaving  on  the  frozen 
Delaware  the  traces  of  their  footsteps  in  their  own  blood,  that  this  whole 
eonntry  was  aroused ;  Christians  every  where  felt  that  their  hope  was  in 
God;  and  supplications,  fervent  and  unremitted,  ascended  to  the  throne  of 
the  Lord  of  hosts.  It  was  when  Moscow  was  in  flames,  that  the  immense 
power  of  the  Russians  came  out,  terrible  as  their  own  winter.  Six  months 
ago  it  was  a  period  of  dark  and  melancholy  foreboding  in  the  prospects  of 
oar  country ;  the  love  of  many  was  waxing  cold ;  divisions  were  distractinff 
the  churches  ;  infidelity  was  lifting  up  its  scarred  and  unblushing  face,  ana 
atteiing  its  names  of  blasphemy.  But  how  gloriously  and  how  suddenly 
me  our  prospects  changed !  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  lifted  up  a  standard, 
Tlie  Son  of  righteouwtiess  has  burst  forth  with  healing  in  his  beams.

To  the  young  men  under  4he  patronage  of  the  American  Education  Society. 
My  Dear  Young  Brethren, 

At  no  time,  since  I  have  sustained  my  present  relation  to  you,  have  I 
taken  up  my  pen  to  address  you  under  circumstances  so  deeply  interestiii^ 
to  you  and  to  the  church.  The  Spirit  of  God  is  descending,  in  a  manner 
which  indicates  that  the  prayers  of  many  generations  are  about  being 
answered,  and  Christ  is  coming  with  power  and  great  glory  to  set  up  hia 
kingdom  in  the  earth.  Particularly,  is  this  the  fact  in  our  own  highly 
favored  land.  Cities  and  colleges,  the  two  most  important  fountains  of 
moral  influence  in  every  civilized  countrv,  are,  with  us,  the  chosen  ground, 
on  which  God  is  displaying  the  riches  of  his  mercy  in  Christ  JesuB.  It  is 
impossible  not  to  see  in  these  movements  of  the  Ixing  of  Zion,  an  evident 
design  to  extend  the  conquests  of  the  cross,  beyond  former  precedent. 
Heralds  of  salvation  are  fast  multiplying,  and  means  are  providing  for  sending 
them  to  the  remotest  parts  of  the  earth.  These,  ana  other  signs  of  the 
times,  excite  the  hope,  and  warrant  the  expectation,  of  the  near  approach  of 
a  brighter  day  than  has  ever  yet  dawned  upon  the  church. 

At  such  a  time  as  this,  and  m  the  midst  of  these  displays  of  God's  powerful 
grace,  you  have  c(»ne  forward,  and  offered  yourselves  for  the  high  and 
sacred  office  of  ministers  of  Christ.  What  manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to 
be  in  all  holy  conversation  and  godliness !  Your  lot  is  not  more  favored, 
than  your  responsibility  is  solemn  and  awful ! 

In  a  communication  which  I  addressed  to  you  some  time  since,  I  endeavored 
to  remind  you  of  the  expectations  which  the  church  justly  entertains  respect- 
ing you.  I  would,  in  this  letter,  dwell  for  a  moment  upon  those  personal 
and  relative  duties,  which  are  incumbent  upon  you  in  tins  period  of  the  re- 
markable effusions  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

And  first,  dear  brethren,  let  me  earnestly  request  you,  if  you  have  not 
already  done  it,  to  institute  a  solemn  and  faithful  inquiry  into  the  state 
of  your  own  souls.  To  every  one  of  you  the  Spirit  of  God  speaks  di- 
rect, as  Jehovah  did  to  our  apostate  progenitor  in  the  garden,  Whert  art 
Hum  %  Where,  my  brethren,  does  the  same  God  find  each  one  of  you,  now 
that  he  has  come  to  display  liis  glory  and  to  shake  terribly  the  earth  ?  Have 
you  left  your  first  lo)ve  ?  Have  you  broken  the  covenant  which  you  made 
with  God  when  you  gave  up  yourselves  to  him,  and  promised  to  be  his,  and 
his  only  forever?  Has  your  closet  become  solitary,  and  cold,  and  dark ? 
Have  you  lost  that  keen  relish  for  the  word  of  God  which  made  the  Bible 
so  familiar  and  so  precious  a  companion,  in  former  'days  ?  Has  the  love  of 
distinction  obtained  an  ascendency  in  your  heart,  and  made  you  more  anxious 
to  be  great,  than  to  be  holy — ^to  be  honored,  than  to  be  useful  ?  Can  you 
lay  your  hand  on  your  heart,  and  say— Lord  Jesus,  thou  knowest  all  things ; 
thou  know^t  that  it  is  the  supreme  desire  of  my  heart,  and  the  daily,  steady 
aim  of  all  my  studies,  cares  and  efforts,  to  please  thee,  to  serve  thee,  and  to 
promote  thy  glory  ?  And  compared  with  fliis,  do  you  count  all  the  honors 
and  emoluments  which  talent  and  learning  can  procure,  as  lighter  than  air  ? 
It  is  the  common  complaint  of  pious  students  that  their  studies  have  a  tenden- 
cy to  damp  the  ardor  of  piety.  Such  is  indeed  the  result,  where  the  proper 
means  for  keepii^  the  heart  are  neglected.  How  is  it  with  you  in  Uiis 
respect  ?  Be  futhful,  dear  brethren,  and  if  your  conscience  reproach  you, 
remember  that  your  next  duty,  and  that  which  claims  your  first,  your  im- 
mediate attention,  is  repeadcauit.  Were  you  permitted  to  converse,  face  to 
face,  with  the  Lord  Jesus,  you  know  what  he  would  say.  «  Repent,  and  do 
thy  first  works."  If  you  cannot  do  this,  where  is  the  evidence  that  you  ever 
have  repented  ?  Do  you  expect  to  preach  this  great  duty  to  oUiera — and 
shall  you  not  practise  it  yourselves  ?  How  terrible  must  be  the  doom  of 
him,  who  after  preaching  to  oUiers,  shall  be  himself  a  castaway !    Set 
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iput  a  season  for  fasting  and  prater,  my  brethren,  with  reference  to  thid 
very  point  of  discovering  every  sm  which  now  lies  upon  your  conscience 
unrepented  of — and  let  ffodly  sorrow,  and  a  fresh  application  to  the  blood 
of  atonement,  prepare  the  way  for  the  return  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  your 
heiztB.  If  you  have  already  done  this,  do  it  again,  that  the  joy  of  God's 
nJ  nation  may  abide  with  you. 

Having  thus  prepared  the  way  of  the  Lord  in  your  hearts,  set  yourselves^ 
directly^  and,  as  you  have  opportunity,  laboriously,  to  the  work  of  promoting 
the  salvation  of  others,  especially  of  your  impenitent  companions  and  ac- 
quaintance. Pray  for  an  immediate  and  powerful  outpouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Desire  and  expect,  at  this  time,  a  glorious  revival  of  religion  in  the 
seminary,  or  place,  where  you  are.  ,^^ne  together  to  ask  this  blessing  of 
God,  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing.  It  is  expected  of  you,  that  you 
win  woftA,  and  ^d^,  and  act,  that  you  will  not  fail  to  be  used  by  God  as 
iflgtruments  of  a  revival  of  religion  where  you  are.  God  shows  you  how 
ready  he  is  to  hear  and  answer  prayer.  Each  of  you  may  now  be  the  means 
of  savingr  many  souls,  even  while  you  are  only  preparing  for  the  work  of  the 

■  eir  blood  will  assuredly  be  required  at  your 


_jd,  if  you  are  not,  their  L ^ ^ ^  _  __ 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  anoint  you  afresh  for  this  hallowed  work,  and

Report  of  tk§  JohU  Committee  on  reducing  the  Permanent  Fund, 

The  original  Constitution  of  the  American  Education  Society  contains 
in  aiticle  which  proyides  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  fund,  in  the 
vords  following : — 

**  Art.  IV.  A  permanent  fund,  of  which  five  sixth  parts  of  the  interest 
only  may  be  expended,  shall  be  formed  of  bequests,  legacies,  donations, 
and  grants  thus  appropriated  by  the  donors,  and  from  a  portion  of  the 
annoal  receipts,  to  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Society." 

In  January,  1818,  the  Constitution  was  amended,  and  this  article  was 
altered,  so  as  to  read  thus  : — 

**  Art.  11.  A  permanent  ftind  shaJ!  be  formed  of  bequests,  legacies,  do- 
nations, and  grants  thus  appropriated  by  the  donors,  and  of  any  other  pro- 
perty of  the  Society,  as  the  Directors  may  think  best  calculated  to  promote 
the  object  in  view." 

Two  important  alterations,  it  will  be  perceived,  were  thus  made  in  the 
original  article.  The  whole  of  the  interest,  instead  of  five  sixths,  was  to  be 
expended ;  and  the  power  of  transferring  money  from  the  current  to  the 
permanent  fiind  was  vested  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  mstead  of  the  So- 
ciety.   The  article  has  remained  in  this  form  to  the  present  time. 

By  examining  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  records  of  the  Board, 
it  wOl  be  seen  that  the  practice  under  this  article  has  been  to  vest,  in  a 
permanent  form,  all  legacies  of  any  amount,  whether  given  specifically  to 
the  permanent  ^nd,  or  not  In  addition  to  these  appropriations,  there  have 
been  two  instances  in  which  several  thousand  dollars  of  surplus  current 
iands  have  been  transferred  to  the  permanent  fund,  with  the  design  of 
vithdrawing  the  same  whenever  tJie  exigencies  of  the  Society  should  make 
it  necessary.  It  may  also  be  observed,  that  the  Board,  in  1828,  voted  to 
appropriate  legacies  under  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  current  fund,  unless 
they  were  expressly  given  by  the  donors  to  the  permanent  fund.  The 
snrpliifl  funds  which  had  been  transferred  have  been  withdrawn ;  and  the 
permanent  fand  has  been  reduced  to  twenty  thousand  dollars.  By  a  vote 
of  the  Board  passed  in  October,  1829,  the  income  of  tliis  amount  iwas  to  be 
appropriated,  so  far  as  necessary,  to  the  support  of  the  Secretary,  until  pro- 
vigon  could  be  specially  made  for  that  object 

The  question  has  of  late  been  frequently  raised.  Is 'it  expedient  for  a 
Society,  like  the  American  Education  Society,  to  possess  any  permanent 
fionda,  except  such  as  have  received  this  designation  from  the  donors  them- 
selves? 

After  matarely  considering  the  question,  the  joint  committee  to  whom 
the  subject  was  referred  at  Uie  late  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, are  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient,  for  the  following  reasons. 

L  The  current  necessities  of  the  Society  are  great  and  constantly^  in- 
creaaiiig.  For  two  or  three  years  past  its  wants  have  been  greater  than 
its  income;  in  consequence  of  which,  large  advances  have 'been  made,* 
which  have  rendered  it  necessary  to  incur  a  heavy  debt  To  many,  it 
i^ean  incongruous  to  be  laying  up  money  while  there  is  such  urgent 
aced  of  it  for  immediate  use ; — especially,  as  by  not  thus  using  it,  the  So- 
ciety is  loaded  with  a  debt     '  ^ 

i  The  friends  of  the  Society  have  less  inducement  to  contribute  liberajly 
la  aid  of  its  operations,  while  the  Directors  have  funds  at  their  command, 
vhich  they  can  use  if  they  think  proper.  Facts  could  be  mentioned,  were 
It  necesaary,  to  prove  this.  For  the  same  reason,  appeals  to  the  comma- 
■itv,  whether  made  through  the  press,  or  by  public  agents,  are  rendered 
leia  efficaciooa.    The  public  must  see  and  feel  £hat  the  Society  has  no 
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resource  on  which  to  rely,  but  the  continaed  and  Rowing  liberality  of  its 
friends,  and  then  they  will  feel  constrained  to  give  it  their  support 

3.  There  is  a  growing  prejudice  in  some  parts  of  the  country  against  the 
employment  of  permanent  funds  of  any  kind  to  support  objects  of  popular 
benevolence.  Now,  whether  this  prejudice  be  well  or  ill  founded,  it  is 
obviously  a  dictate  of  wisdom  to  avoid  giving  unnecessary  strength  to 
those  objections  Ivhich  proceed  from  this  source.  If  an  individual  chooses 
to  ffive  his  money  to  a  permanent  fund,  he  has  a  right  to  do  so,  and  few 
will  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  donation  ought  to  be,  rejected.  But  if  the 
Society  take  the  responsibility  entirely  ijipon  themselves,  it  is  easy  to  see 
that  occasion  may  be  taken  to  excite  popular  objections. 

4.  Much  the  largest  part  of  the  present  permanent  fund  has  been  given 
with  this  designation.  Such  is  the  case  in  regard  to  permanent  scholar- 
ships ;  such  also  is  the  fact  in  regard  to  a  large  part  of  the  general  perma- 
nent fund.  It  seems  unwise,  for  the  sake  of  a  comparatively  smail  sum, 
to  expose  the  Spciety  to  popular  prejudice.  More  is  lost,  than  gained,  in 
such  circumstances. 

5.  The  loaning  system  adopted  by  the  Society  creates  a  returning  fund, 
which  is  destined  to  increase  from  year  to  year,  and  which  will  probably 
enable  the  Society  to  realize  most  if  not  all  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  investment  of  a  large  amount  of  capital.* 

For  the  above  reasons  the  joint  committee  recommend  to  the  Board  the 
following  resolutions : — 

1.  Votedj  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  and  directed  to  place  to  the 
current  fund  all  donations  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  made  to 
the  Society,  unless  given  expressly  to  the  permanent  fund  by  the  donors. 

2.  Voted,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Society  at  the  next  annual 
meeting,  to  amend  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  read — 
A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and  donations  given  for 
this  special  purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the  Directors.

FLAN  OF  OPERATIONS, 
Af  amwutod  and  fimUy  aeooptad  by  the  Board  ofDirectora  of  the  Preibytoriaa  Braooh,  and  coneumd 
in  bj  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  this  Board,  that  the  interests  ol 
the  American  Education  Society  would  be  promoted  by  a  re-orraiization  ol 
the  Presbyterian  Branch,  so  as  to  extend  its  operations  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Board  being  anxious  to  afford 
every  facility  for  accomplisliing  the  object  which  the  Society  has  in  view- 
it  is  agreed  on  the  part  of  this  Board,  That  hereafter  the  adininistratioxi  o: 
the  anairs  of  the  American  Education  Society  within  the  territorial  limitj 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  out  of  New  England,  be  committed  to  the  Pre« 
byterian  Branch,  if  agreeable  to  said  Branch,  in  conformity  with  the  fblloir 
ing  arrangement  or  plan  of  union : 

1.  The  Branch  Society  to  modify  its  constitution  suitably  to  the  extea 
sion  of  its  operations  within  the  proposed  limits. 

*  Money  lelVudad  ta  in  all  inatancei  tnunodiately  expended,  ualoM  «Cherwien  ofdeff«d  by    %m 
ori|bwI  dooor.  ' 
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2.  The  principles  and  rules  of  the  Amerioan  Edncatipn  Society,  as  ex- 
isting at  the  time  of  this  arrangement,  or  as  they  maj  be  hereafler, deter- 
mined with  the  concurrence  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  received 
and  observed  in  all  cases  where  they  are  cabbie  of  being  applied. 

3.  The  Presbyterian  Society  to  assume  all  the  engagements  of  the  Ameri- 
can, within  the  limits  mentioned ;  and  the  tVo  Societies  shall,  as  they  may 
be  able,  render  pecuniary  aid  each  to  the  other  whenever  the  immediate 
Tints  of  either  shall  require. 

4.  Branch  Societies,  or  Agencies,  within  the  above  limits,  to  hold  the 
same  relation  to  the  Presbyterian,  which  they  have  heretofore  held  to  the 
American  Society,  and  to  make  all  their  returns  to  the  former,  unless  such 
Bnnch  Societies  or  Agencies  shall  dissent  from  this  arrangement 

5.  The  vote  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  upon 
all  applications  for  patronage,  for  dismission,  or  for  cancelling  of  obligations 
of  beneficiaries  within  its  limits,  and  upon  all  matters  relating  to  tiie  stand- 
ing of  yoong  men  under  its  patronage,  shall  be  final ;  but  a  report  of  the 
aame,  fully  and  accurately  made  out,  with  the  schedules,  original  or  copied, 
upon  which  the  votes  are  founded,  to  be  forwarded  quarterly  to  the  Parent 
Boeietj  and  deposited  in  its  archives. 

6L  Notes  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  to 
belmig  to  said  Society,  and  to  be  held  and  collected  by  its  Treasurer  in  the 
same  manner  as  heretofore  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society ;  but  a 
fist  of  all  monies  received  by  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  forwarded 
mvteiljr  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  American 
Sodety,  for  publication  in  its  Journal. 

7.  Beneficiaries  of  either  Society  to  be  admitti^d^  equal  privileges,  with- 
Qot  le-ezamination,  on  transferring  their  relation  from  one  Society  to  the 
other. 

8L  The  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  to  have  the  liberty  of  residing  in 
New  York  and  superintending  the  afllairs  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  if  in 
kb  judgment  he  can  better  promote  by  such  an  arrangement  the  general 
iaterest  confided  to  him — ^in  which  case  his  support  to  be  provided  for  by  the 
two  Societies  in  such  manner  and  proportion  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
ikar  respective  Boards,  or  Committees. 

9.  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  to  reside  in  Boston,  and 
to  be  Editor  of  the  Quarterly  Register  and  Journal. 

10.  The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Board  to  confer  with  the  Executive 
Authority  of  the  Presbyterian  Branch  in  relation  to  the  foregoing  plan  of 
UmoOy  and  to  take  such  further  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the 

into  effect,  whenever  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  said  Branch. 
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PRESBYTERIAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  The  Pres^ 
hyterifitn  Education  Society. 

II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  educate  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  upon  the  principles,  and  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the 
American  Education  Society,  as  .existing  at  the  time  of  adopting  this 
constitution,  or,  as  they  may  hereafter  be  determined,  with  the  con* 
currency  of  the  executive  authority  of  this  Society. 

III.  This  Society  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  its  Annual  Report  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

lY.  Every  person  paying  any  sum  annually  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Society  ;  Every  person  paying  thirty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  member  for  life,  and  every  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars  shall 
be  a  director  for  life. 

Y.  The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Directors,  which,  exclusive  of  their  officers,  shall  consist  of  twenty-ibur 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually.  The  Board  shall  annually 
elect  their  own  officers,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice  Presidents, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary. 
They  may  fill  their  vacancies,  appoint  executive  committees,  and  do 
every  thing  not  contrary  to  this  constitution  which  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient.    Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in  a  reasonable  sum,  to  be 
determined  by  the  Directors,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

VII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  city  oF 
New  York,  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Directors. 

VIII.  Members  of  Auxiliaries  and  Branch  Societies  are  entitled  to 
vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.

Section  1.  Be  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  William  Phillips,  Samuel 
Salisbury,  Eliphalet  Pierson,  William  Reed,  Joshua  Bates,  Asa  Eaton,  Samuel  H. 
Walley,  and  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  together  with  those  who  have  associated,  and  • 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a 
body  politic,  by  the  name  of  The  American  Education  Societt.  And  the 
Society  aforesaid  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  common  Seal, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  may  purchase  and  receive* 
by  gift  or  devise,  lands,  tenements,  and  real  estate  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  hold 
in  tee  simple  or  less  estate,  the  annual  income  and  profits  whereof  shall  not  exceed 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  Society  is  hereby  enabled  to  take 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  charitably  disposed  persons,  and  may  take  any  personal 
estate  in  succession ;  and  all  donations  to  the  Society,  either  by  subscription,  legacy, 
or  otherwise,  (excepting  such,  as  shall  be  differently  appropriated  by  the  donors,  or 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society  agreeably  to  their  Constitution,)  shall  make  a  part  or  be  put 
into  the  capital  stock  of  the  Society,  which  tthall  be  put  out  on  interest  on  good  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  income  or  profits  applied 
to  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  hopeful  piety  in  acquiring 
a  learned  and  competent  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Society  may  choose  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  see  fit ;  and 
may  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  incorporation,  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
meml)er8  present  at  said  meeting,  adopt  such  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and 
By-laws,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  orderly  conducting  and  executing  the 
business  of  said  Society,  and  for  the  most  efiectually  securing  the  object  of  their 
institution  ;  which  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and  By-laws  shall  be  for  the 
government  of  said  Society,  and  shall  not  be  altered  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  but 
in  the  manner  thsrein  pointed  out :  provided  such  Rules  and  By-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Cpnstitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.' 

Section  S.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Society  aforesaid  may  at  all  times  under 
the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  or  Agents,  to  prosecute  and  defend  suits  with  power  of  substitution  ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawfiil  for  the  said  Society  to  make  sale  of  any  estate  or  personal  property, 
given  or  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  way  or  right  accruing  to  them  in 
tneir  corporate  capacity,  (unless  that,  which  Is  given,  be  otherwise  expressly  ordered 
or  appropriated  by  the  donor,)  and  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  other  leigal  instrumeat, 
duly  executed ;  and,  when  the  property  to  be  conveyed  is  real  estate,  under  the 
hand  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Seal  of  the  Society :  provided  that  all  moneys,  arising 
from  such  sale,  be  applied  to  the  same  use  to  wnich  the  income  thereof  was  before 
applied. 

Section  4L  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  William  PhUlips,  Esquire,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  by  notification,  in  any  two  of  the  newspapers,  printed  in  Boston,  to 
appoint  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society.

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DIRECTIONS  TO  APPI<ICANTS. 

I.  No  one  can  be  considered  a  candidate  for  patronage,  who  has  not 
parsued  classical  studies  for  at  least  three  months,  and  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  fourteen  years. 

II.  No  person  shall  be  regarded  as  a  candidate  who  does  not  dis- 
cover promising  talents,  decided  piety,  and  who  is  not  in  the  way  of 
obtaining  a  thorough  classical  and  theological  education ;  that  is, — pre- 
puing  to  enter  college ;  or  a  member  of  some  regularly  constituted, 
college,  where  a  thorough  classical  course  is  pursued  ;  or  engaged  in  a 
three  years'  theological  course. 

III.  When  a  young  man  applies  for  patronage,  he  must  obtain  de- 
cided testimonials  from  three  or  more  respectable  persons,  best  ac- 
quainted with  him,  stating  his  age,  place  of  residence,  indigence,  moral 
(md  religious  character,  including  church  connection,  talents,  previous 
education,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  his  life  to  the  Christian  ministry. 
These  testimonials  should  be  sealed  papers,  that  the  writers  may  speak 
freely  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  applicant.  Having  obtained 
these  testimonials,  the  applicant'  must  present  his  request  for  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  to  some  Examining  Committee  in  his 
neighborhood.  If  no  such  Committee  is  known  to  have  been  appointed, 
the  applicant  or  his  friends  may  write  for  information  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Parent  Society  ;  or  if  he  resides  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch, 
to  the  Secretary  of  said  Branch. 

Whenever  a  young  man  has  taken  the  above  course,  and  been 
examined,  and  recommended,  by  an  authorized  Committee,  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  or  of  one  of  its  Branches,  he 
may  he  admitted  on  trial,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  for  a  period 
not  leas  than  three  months. 

Examining  Committees  are  sentinels  placed  at  the  door  of  the  Chris- 
tian  ministry.  Their  recommendation  is  the  most  important  step 
ixnrards  obtaining  access  to  the  funds.  If  they  are  unfaithful,  it  will  be 
difficult  to  prevent  a  perversion  of  these  funds,  and  a  serious  injury 
to  the  church  of  God. 

The  concerns  of  this  Society  are  so  extensive  and  complicated,  that 
a  rigid  conformity  to  the  Rules  is  indispensable. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board,  when  only  appropriations  will 
be  made,  are  on  the  second  Wednesdays  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October.  All  returns  and  applications  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Society  by  the  first  day  of  each  of  these 
montiis.  The  Boards  of  the  several  Branch  Societies  meet  a  few  toeeks 
prtmous  to  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society.  Returns 
and  applications  from  young  men  within  the  limits  of  the  respective 
Ranches,  should  be  sent  to  their  several  Secretaries,  in  early  season 
for  these  meetings.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Presbyterian  Edu- 
cation Society,  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  March,  June,  September, 
and  December. 

Blank  Schedules,  Notes,  and  copies  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society, 
may  be  had  gratuitously,  at  any  time,  by  applying  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Parent  Society,  or  to  the  Secretaries  of  either  of  the  Branches.

Thi  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pious  young  men  for  the 
go^  mioistry. 

AiT.  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
treasoiy  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
dollars,  shall  be  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
lad  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here^ 
after  added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  yote^  shall  be 
dioseQ  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting* 

An.  II.  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
donations,  given  for  this  special  .purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the 
Directors. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President^ 
^Ke  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
and  8Dch  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  who  shall  continue 
m  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  IV.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
^och  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 

Art.  V.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Kreetors;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  soli* 
Qting  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit, 
the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  have 
tlie  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  ibr  the  support  of  beneficiaries  ; 
of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  patronage;  of  appointing 
I  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
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parts ;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  all  business  necessarj  (or  the^ 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided' 
lor.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make Yepoit  of  their  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters^  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor 
or  instructors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  anilually  exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  firotn  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary y- 
after  his*  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  th^ 
Directors^  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serious 
purpose  to  dievotie  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VII.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  ifae  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who' 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sura  expended  for  his  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Art.  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Pre^ 
dent,  in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shaU  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art..  IX.  The  Treasurer  shdl  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonaUe  snttr^  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dv^ 
charge  of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms;  make  payments  and  advances  <^ 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors ; 
and  annually  render  to  the  Society  a  written'  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  amount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested  : — this  account  to  be  previously 
examined  and  approved,  in  writing,  by  a  Committee  of  the  Society, 
annually  chosen  for  the  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  Directors, 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  thd  state  of  the 
treasury. 

Art.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Directors  shall  appoint,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
business. 
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Aet.  XI.  At  ah  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
^oisite  to  coQstitale  a  (fuoram;  and  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
and  (tf  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliaries  to  this, 
which  shall  jMiy  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  treasury  of 
this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio^  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Art.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabits 
ants  of  any  Stale  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
bttb  of  its  own,  such  Society,  upon  due  notice  of  its  existence^ 
and  desire  of  anion,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
fopstituent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Every  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
own  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer ;  and 
also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  fundd  for  the  assistance  of 
beDeficiarieSy  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Efery  candidate  fof  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di» 
reetors  of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety ;  and,  if  approved^  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of 
aid  Branch  Society ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
may  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  All 
ttonies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  general  treasury ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
ach  Socie^  shall  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Directors  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XIY.  Presidents  of  Branch  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
nembers  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.

Tn  Society  held  its  Sixteenth  Annual  Meeting  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  tt  the  American  Tract  House,  on  Thursday,  May  10,  1832,  at 
M  past  eight,  A.  M. 

Rev.  JEREMIAH  DAY,  D.  D. 
Fresideat  of  Yale  College,  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  took  the  chair. 
Tbe meeting  was  opened  with  prayer. hy  the  Rev.  Samuel  Fisher, 
JX  D.,  of  Patterson,  New  Jersey. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read. 

Tbe  Treasurer  presented  his  Annual  Report,  certified  by  the  Hon. 
Pumr  Cutler,  as  Auditor ;  and  the  same  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  Report  of  the  Directors  was  postponed  to  the 
tiae  of  the  public  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  evening. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  were  elected  for  the  year  ensuing. 

The  Society  adjourned  to  half  past  7,  f .  M.  to  meet  in  Chatham 
Sbcet  Chapel. 

The  SociMy  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Day 
look  the  chair.

Od  motion  of  Rev.  Bennet  Tyler,  D.  D.  of  Portland,  Maine, 
KeoDded  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Matthews,  D.  D.  of  New  York, 

Eaohed,  That  the  increasing  prosperity  of  this  Society  should  be 
R|irded  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  God ;  and  that  the  Report  of  the 
Kieeiors,  an  abstract  of  which  has  been  read,  be  adopted  and  publish- 
ed aader  their  direction. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Leonard  Bacon,  of  New  Haven,  Connectiqrt 
seconded  by  Rev.  Asa  JIilltee,  D.  D.  of  Orange,  New  Jenej, 

Resolved,  That  the  happy  influence  of  the  American  Edueatioa 
Society  on  our  public  institutions  of  learning,  and  its  tendency  to  hmg 
forward  a  ministry  adapted  to  the  exigencies  of  this  country  and  of  tbe 
world,  constitute  a  just  claim  for  its  enlarged  operiUions. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Hebian  Hubiphret,  D.  D.  President  of  Amhenl 
College,  Mass.  seconded  by  Rev.  Alvan  Htde,  D.  D.  of  Lee,  Man. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  American  Education  Society  is  a  greit 
central  spring  of  action,  upon  which  the  vital  energy  of  all  the  religioaB 
and  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  materially  depends ;  it,  therefore, 
peculiarly  demands  the  patronage  and  prayers  of  every  Christian,  aad 
of  every  friend  to  his  country,  and  to  mankind. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Skinnee,  D.  D.  of  Philadelphia, 
seconded  by  Rev.  Wiluam  Patton,  of  New  York, 

Resolved,  That  in  conducting  the  business  of  educating  young  ma 
for  the  ministry,  this  Society  should  cherish  a  deep  sense  of  dependence 
on  the  Spirit  of  God. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  voted  to  those  who  had  addrosed 
the  meeting,  and  copies  of  their  addresses  were  requested  fiir  poUh 
cation. 

The  meeting  was  then  dissolved. 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  history  of  every  Christian  enterprise  is,  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree,  a  history  of  afflictions.  The  servants  of  Christ  are 
caDed  to  experience  a  sort  of  probationary  discipline,  no  less 
wiiea  associated  for  a  benevolent  purpose  than  as  individuals.  In 
his  providence,  God  has  seemingly  counteracted  what  he  has  com- 
manded in  his  precepts  and  assured  of  success  in  his  promises. 
Tie  certainty  and  the  near  approach  of  the  conversion  of  the 
world,  the  difficulty  of  the  work,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  to  be 
iccomplished  by  human  agency,  do  not,  in  many  respects,  alter 
the  arrangements  of  Providence,  nor  render  the  continued  ex- 
isteace  of  any  individual  necessary.  God  setteth  up  one  and 
potteth  down  another.  In  the  moment  of  apparently  the  utmost 
Mcd,  some  highly-gifted  laborer  has  been  cut  down,  while  sur- 
mors  have  gathered  around  his  burial-place  in  mute  astonishment, 
and  with  a  sorrow  too  deep  for  tears. 

No  event  which  has  occurred  in  the  history  of  benevolence  for 
die  last  forty  years  was  more  unexpected,  and  scarcely  any  event 
coQld  have  been  apparently  more  disastrous,  than  was  the  death 
of  the  late  Secretary  of  this  Society.  In  one  capacity — ^that  of 
a  public  agent,  or  an  executive  officer  of  a  benevolent  association, 
Mr.  CoRinsLius  has  not,  perhaps,  left  his  equal  in  the  Christian 
vorid.  The  qualities  which  fit  a  man  for  that  station,  he  pos* 
Kssed  in  a  very  eminent  degree.  He  had  uncommon  muscular 
caergy,  a  form  of  body  at  once  commanding  and  attractive,. ex- 
citability and  depth  of  emotion,  a  voice  of  great  compass  and 
power,  comprehensiveness  of  mind  and  liberality  of  feeling,  ad- 
n&rable  pecuniary  and  business  habits,  extensive  knowledge  of  the 
cooditioQ  of  the  whole  country,  and  a  deep  sense  of  dependence 
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on  Christ  for  success.  He  united,  what  is  very  rarely  found  in 
the  same  individual,  ardent  feeling  and  sound  judgment.  For  a 
number  of  years,  he  conducted  the  afiairs  of  a  great  and  com- 
plicated institution,  with  a  wisdom  and  zeal  which  secured  to  him 
the  universal  confidence  of  the  community.  But  he  rests  from 
his  labors,  and  his  works  do  follow  him.  He  devoted  himself 
directly  and  most  efficiently  to  that  species  6f  labor — ^the  pre- 
paring of  men  to  preach  the  gospel — ^which  is  intimately  con- 
nected with  (rod's  appointed  means  for  the  renovation  of  the 
world.  Of  course,  he  laid  the  foundation  for  conferring  per- 
manent benefits  upon  the  world,  after  iiis  death.  His  usefulness, 
great  while  he  lived,  was,  in  an  uncommon  d^ee,  prospective — 
for  other  and  coming  ages. 

Formation  of  the  Society, 
The  American  Education  Society  was  formed  m  December, 
1815.  In  March,  1816,  four  individuals  were  received  upon  its 
funds.  The  first  of  these  was  Samuel  Moseley,  afterwards  a 
missionary  at  Mayhew,  in  the  Choctaw  nation,  where  he  died. 
In  Deceihber,  1816,  the  Society  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts. 

Progress  of  the  Society  from  1816  to  1826 :  ten  years. 
Previously  to  1820,  assistance  had  been  rendered  to  young 
men  without  requiring  any  obligation  to  refund,  or  in  other  words, 
as  an  exclusive  charity.  In  October,  1820,  the  general  rule  was 
adopted,  that  "each  person,  in  making  application  for  the  con- 
tinued aid  of  the  Society,  shall  transmit  to  the  treasurer  a  promis- 
sory note  for  one  half  the  sum  of  the  appropriation,  which  he  had 
last  received  from  the  funds."  This  note  was  not,  however,  to 
become  due  till  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  time  the  student 
entered  on  his  profession.  If  not  paid  by  the  end  of  that  year, 
it  was  to  be  thenceforward  on  interest.  If  any  young  man  did 
not  choose  to  obligate  himself  in  this  manner,  he  was  allowed, 
notwithstanding,  to  receive  one  half  the  usual  appropriation. 
The  requisition  was  generally  complied  with.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  young  men  who  had  been  assisted  by  the  Society,  in  May, 
1826,  was  541.     The  number  received,  during  the  first  year  after 
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tbe  oirgaaizatioQ  of  the  Societj,  was  7 ;  m  the  tenth  year,  fiO. 
Tbe  greatest  number  receiyed  io  any  one  year  was  65 ;  in  one 
qoarteFy  22.  The  total  of  receipts  of  all  kinds,  during  this 
period,  was  ^121,769  75.  The  greatest  sum  received  in  one 
year,  was  $19,330  65 ;  the  smallest  sum  in  one  year,  j[5,714  42. 
For  want  of  a  permanent  executive  officer,  the  operations  of  the 
Society  were  several  times  exceedingly  embarrassed,  and  almost 
suspended.  It  is  obvious  that,  at  the  close  of  this  period,  the 
direct  and  visible  effects  of  the  Society's  efforts  must  have  been 
ipcoosiderable.  The  time  necessary  for  acquiring  a  public  edu- 
cation, is  about  the  whole  period  of  the  Society^s  existence  at 
diat  time.  Of  those  assisted,  only  13  were,  in  1826,  ordained 
ministers.  There  were  besides,  10  missionaries  or  agents  for 
charitable  societies,  and  1  ]  licensed  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

ERstaryofihe  Society  from  May,  1826,  to  May^  1831  :five  years. 

In  the  summer  of  1626,  the  Rev.  Elias  Cornelius,  pastor  of  the 
Tabernacle  Church  in  Salem,  Mass.  was  elected  Secretary.  He 
had  previously  performed  a  very  successful  agency  for  the  Society, 
ill  which  he  obtained  about  $40,000.  Soon  after  Mr.  Cornelius 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  the  autumn  of  1826, 
another  change  in  the  mode  of  rendering  assistance  was  effected. 
An  obligation  to  refund  was  required  for  the  whole  amount  appro- 
priated. This  aheration  was  made  with  great  unanimity.  Efficient 
measures  were  also  adopted  in  relation  to  the  pastoral  supervision 
of  those  assisted  by  the  Society.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to 
use  all  proper  measures  to  promote  in  them  an  elevated  and  ardent 
piety.  The  system  of  auxiliary  and  branch  Societies  was  also 
greatty  extended.  In  1827,  the  Presbyterian  Education  Society, 
wUcfa  had  its  seat  of  operations  in  New  York  City,  and  which 
was  assisting  at  that  time  100  men,  and  receiving  an  annual  income 
of  about  $5,000,  was  connected  with  the  American  Education 
Society.  Two  important  agencies  were  established  in  the  western 
portion  of  the  United  States ;  one  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  the 
other  at  Hudson,  Ohio,  v  Previously  to  1828,  assistance  was 
extended  to  individuals  only  m  their  academic  and  collegiate 
coarse*  In  diat  year,  all  restrictions  were  removed,  and  properly 
qnalified  candidates  were  received  in  every  stage  of  education. 
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At  the  close  of  the  period  under  review.  May  1831,  twdtfe  kun' 
dred  and  four  young  men  had  received  assistance,  and  660  during 
the  period  under  review*  In  the  same  time  about  350  men  were 
licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  making  400  since  the  organization 
of  the  Society.  The  amount  of  receipts  was  jt  166,279  10 — a 
sum  greater  by  about  $40,000  than  was  received  during  the  first 
ten  years  of  the  Society's  existence. 

Reviev)  of  the  past  year. 
The  past  year  has  been  one  of  uniform  and  increasing  prosper^ 
ity.     A  deeper  and  broader  foundation  has  been  laid  for  accom- 
plishing the  great  results  which  the  Society  have  in  view. 

JSTumber  assisted  during  the  year. 
Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  there  have  been  assisted  from  the 
funds, 

'151  young  men  in  11  theological  seminaries, 
279         do.       in  21  colleges, 
228        do.       in  77  academies  and  public  schools, 
15         do.  under  private  instruction- 

Total,  673  young  men,  in  113  institutions  of  learning. 
Of  these,  there  have  been  aided  in  New  England,  428  men  in 
61  places  of  education ;  in  other  portions  of  the  United  States, 
245  men  at  52  institutions.  More  than  one  third  of  the  whole 
number,  as  it  appears  from  the  preceding  statement,  are  in  the 
first  stage  of  education. 

JVcw  applicants. 
The  whole  number  of  individuals,  who  have  been  received 
upon  the  funds,  as  new  applicants  during  the  year,  is  222 ;  of 
whom  127  are  members  of  various  academies ;  44  of  colleges  ^ 
and  50  of  theological  seminaries.  This  number  is  greater  by 
48,  than  were  received  during  the  last  year,  and  greater  by  20 
than  have  ever  been  admitted  in  any  preceding  year.  It  is  also  a 
fact  worthy  of  notice,  that  127  men,  or  32  more  than  one  half  of 
the  whole  number,  are  in  the  first  stage  of  study — a  proportion 
which  has  never  existed  before. 
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JWtm&er  who  enter  the  Ministry  this  year. 
The  Directors  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  with  entire  accii- 
mcjj  the  number  who  will  be  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel, 
during  the  present  year.  They  have  ample  reason,  however,  for 
believing,  that  between  ^y  ancJ^ia^^y  individuals  will,  in  the  course 
of  five  or  six  months,  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  the  Christian 
ministry.  An  unusual  proportion  of  them  are  expecting  to  engage 
ID  the  service  of  Christ  among  th^  pagan  nations. 

f^atronage  withdravm. 

It  is  proper  to  mention,  that  the  patronage  of  the  Society  has 
been  withdrawn  from  five  individuals.  It  b  gratifying  to  state,  that 
in  no  instance  was  this  measure  adopted  on  account  of  moral 
definquency.  The  cause  was  either  want  of  talent  and  scholar- 
ship,  or  an  unwillingness  in  individuals  to  pursue  the  regular  course 
of  education  prescribed  by  the  Society. 

Promotion  of  personal  piety. 
The  connection  between  eminent  holiness  and  eminent  useful- 
ness is  not,  by  any  means,  so  well  understood  as  it  ought  to  be. 
Hie  highest  religious  attainments  are  perfectly  consistent  with  the 
most  indefatigable  pursuit  of  science  and  literature.  The  powers 
of  the  human  mind  will  never  be  developed  as  they  can  be,  till  the 
ennobUng  and  purifying  influence  of  the  Christian  religion  shall 
control  and  pervade  the  entire  moral  and  intellectual  nature  of 
man.  It  is  upon  the  deep  and  firm  religious  principle  of  the 
ministers  of  Christ,  more  than  upon  theu:  number,  that  the  sal- 
ntioQ  of  the  world  is  depending.  Entertaining  these  views, 
i»  Directors  have  ever  been  anxious  to  promote,  in  all  possible 
vijs,  a  decided  piety  in  all  the  young  men  whom  they  assist. 
Measures  have  been  recently  taken  to  secure  a  more  eflicient  and 
faithful  pastoral  supervision  than  has  hitherto  been  practicable. 
%t  last  deed  of  kindness,  which  the  late  Secretary  was  permitted 
to  perform  for  the  Society,  was  to  make  a  donation  of  a  copy  of 
the  Memoir  of  Henry  Martyn,  to  each  person  who  had  been 
saisted  during  his  connection  with  the  Society. 
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Receipts. 

The  receipts,  for  the  year,  as  appears  by  the  Treasurer's 
report,  amount  to  forty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty' 
seven  dollars  and  j^teen  cents.  Of  this,  sum,  $4,325  05  were 
received  on  account  of  scholarships,  and  $37,606  10  for  current 
use. 

Expeikditurts. 
The  amount  of  expenditures,  during  the  year,  was  $41,362  56 ; 
which,  with  the  debt  of  last  year,  leaves  at  the  present  time,  a 
debt  upon  the  Society  of  $3,588  05. 

Amount  of  earnings. 

The  young  men  assisted  by  the  Society  enjoy  various  opportU' 
nities,  to  aid  themselves  in  part,  by  manual  labor,  by  school  keep 
ing,  and  by  performing  agencies  and  other  services  in  vacations 
The  whole  amount  reported,  as  having  been  earned,  in  this  way 
during  the  year  just  closed,  was  fifteen  thousand  five  HUff- 
PBKD  AND  sixtt-eight  DOLLARS.  Of  this  sum,  56  men  in  ' 
theological  seminaries  earned  $3,282,  or  $58  each  on  an  average 
149  men  in  18  colleges  earned  $9,270,  or  $62  on  an  average ;  aiu 
116  individuals  in  47  academies  earned  $3,016,  or  $36  each  oi 
an  average.  No  report  was  received  from  352  persons.  Tb 
following  statemQQ];  will  show  the  amount  of  earnings  for  six  year 
past.

OUigations  cancelled. 

The  obligations  of  24  young  men  have  been  cancelled  duriz 
the  past  year,  in  whole  or  m  jpart,  or  placed  in  such  a  situation  t 
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lopreveot  any  embarrassment.     Of  this  number  19  are  missiona- 
ries, 4  foreign  and  15  domestic. 

Reorganization  of  the  Presbyterian  Branch. 
The  Presbyterian  Education  Society  was  formed  on  the  27th 
d'NoFember,  1818.  It  maintained  an  independent  existence  till 
1837.  In  May,  1827,  it  became  connected  with  the  American 
Edncatioo  Soci^,  under  the  title  of  the  Presbyterian  Branch  of 
the  American  Education  Society,  confi|»ing  its  operations  princi-* 
palljr  to  the  middle  States.  In  May  last,  it  was  judged  best  that 
the  Branch  should  enlarge  its  sphere  of  operations  to  its  former 
dimeDsioos,  and  appropriate  its  own  funds ;  e^ecially  as  those 
most  Deeding  them  were  in  the  limits  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 
Bjr  virtue  of  this  new  arrangement,  the  Branch  resumes  its  former 
inme  of  Presbyterian  Education  Society,  and  occupies  its  former 
{Toond.  It  takes  as  its  own  the  rules  of  the  American  Society, 
ud  assumes  its  engagements  within  prescribed  limits.  The  entire 
CQBcerDs  of  that  Society,  out  of  New  England,  are  now  committed 
to  the  Presbyterian  Society  as  an  associate  or  co-ordinate  institu* 
tioD.  In  regard  to  the  important  trust  of  holding,  collecting,  and 
ctticeUiDg  obligations  for  funds  loaned  to  young  men,  the  Ameri-^ 
can  Socie^  has  no  pecuniary  interest,  and  retains  no  conUtd,^ 
£ach  institution  agrees  to  fiunish  aid  to  the  other,  when  needed^ 
shooU  circumstances  permit  ^  and  in  the  alteration  of  rules  inten-* 
M  Co  apply  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  such 
alteration  must  be  concurred  in  by  the  executive  authority  of  the 
<^  Society,  before  it  can  take  effect.  A  regular  quarterly 
Kport  of  proceedings  is  also  sent  to  the  American  Society, 
rnder  this  arrangement,  Mr.  Cornelius,  who  was  chosen  Secretary 
^  the  Presbyterian  Society,  removed  his  residence  from  Boston 
to  New  York,  retaining,  however,  bis  connection  with  the  American 
Society,  and  performing  a  part  of  the  duties  belonging  to  the 
Secreiary  of  that  institution. 

Resignation  of  Mr.  Cornelius. 

h  October  last,  Mr.  Cornelius  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.  This 
tfpnatment  he  accepted  in  December,  and  in  January,  1832, 
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resigned  bis  connection  with  the  American  and  Presbyterian  Edu- 
cation Societies. 

Supply  of  the  vacancy. 

Soon  after  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Cornelius,  the  Rev.  WiOiam 
Cogswell  was  chosen  Secretary  of  the  American  Education  Soci- 
ety, ahd  Mr.  B.  B.  Edwards,  Recording  Secretary.*  The  Rev. 
William  Patton  was  chosen  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Educa- 
tion Society,  and  the  Rev^  John  J.  Owen,  Assistant  Secretary. 

Agencies, 

The  present  Secretary  during  the  year,  has  officiated  as  General 
Agent  of  the  Society.  Through  his  instrumentality,  fourteen 
County  Education  Societies  have  been  formed  in  the  difiereot 
States  of  New  England  under  auspicious  circumstances.  His 
'  efforts  have  been  succeeded,  not  only  in  raising  funds  for  imme- 
diate use,  forming  auxiliaries,  attending  anniversaries,  and  estab- 
lishing, temporary  scholarships,  but  also  in  attending  to  other 
concerns  of  the  Society  of  a  general  nature.  He  has  been  kindlj 
received  by  the  community  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  him.  New  England  is  now  nearly  organized  into  County 
Auxiliaries.  It  has  been  deemed  absolutely  necessary  to  adopt 
this  plan  of  operation  in  order  to  awaken  and  keep  up  an  interest  in 
behalf  of  the  cause.  Other  societies  have  found  it  expedient  to 
pursue  a  similar  method  in  the  promotion  of  their  objects.  This 
mode  of  effort  is  dictated  by  long  experience.  And  the  hope  is 
entertained  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  whole  country 
will  be  organized  into  branch  and  auxiliary  societies,  and  agencies, 
and  a  mighty  impulse  be  given  throughout  the  land  in  respect  to 
raising  up  a  pious  and  devoted  ministry. 

The  Rev.  William  L.  Mather  was  appointed  the  last  autumn  to 
act  as  a  temporary  Agent  in  those  parts  of  New  England  which 
needed  most  to  be  visited.  He  commenced  his  agency  in  Frank- 
lin county,  in  MassacRusetts,  and  after  laboring  there  to  good 
advantage  for  a  few  weeks,  he  passed  into  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut. His  eflbrts  have  been  principaUy  in  the  counties  of  Hart- 
ford,  Tolland,   and  Middlesex,   and   have   been   crowned  with 

*  The  Recording  Secretiry  ifl  expected  to  devote  but  a,part  of  hit  time  to  the 
biisiiieM  of  the  Society. 
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Riccess.  He  is  now  prosecuting  his  agency  for  a  short  time  in 
Middlesex  county,  in  Massachusetts. 

A  Dumber  of  settled  clergymen  in  different  parts  of  New 
England  have  heen  appointed  to  act  as  agents  in  tlie  counties 
where  they  reside,  so  far  as  the  duties  of  their  pastoral  charge 
wodld  permit.  Their  services  wiU  be  gratuitous.  It  is  hoped 
something,  in  this  way,  will  be  done  for  the  cause,  though 
not  so  much  as  was  anticipated.  From  experience  on  this 
subject,  it  appears  that  nothing  to  a  great  amount  can  be  ex- 
pected, but  from  regular  agents — ^persons  solely  devoted  to  this 
work. 

A  Branch  Society  has  been  recently  formed  for  the  States 
of  Illinois  and  Missouri ;  and  the  Rev.  John  M.  EUis,  of  Jack- 
sonville, has  performed,  within  a  few  months  past,  a  successful 
agency  within  the  limits  of  this  Branch.* 

Loaning  System. 
One  of  the  most  distinctive  and  important  features  in  the  system 
of  the  American  Education  Society,  is,  that  it  renders  assistance 
in  the  form  of  loans^  requiring  of  those  to  whon^  it  makes  appro- 
priations written  obligations  to  refund.  The  Society  has  made 
trial  to  a  considerable  extent,  of  three  plans.  For  four  years,  it 
practised  upon  the  method  of  an  exclusive  charity ;  for  six  years, 
upon  the  partial  loaning  system ;  and  for  tlie  last  six  years,  upon 
the  entire  loaning  system,  without  interest.  After  this  ample 
experiment  upon  three  different  methods,  the  Directors  are 
imanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  last  named  of  the  three,  and  the 
one  which  they  are  now  pursuing,  is  the  most  wise  and  efficient. 
A  great  majority  of  the  young  men,  who  were  assisted  at  the  time 
the  change  was  made,  were  decidedly  in  favor  of  it.  It  also 
received  the  written  and  authorized  approbation  of  a  great  number 
of  eminent  laymen  and  clergymen.  It  is  now,  in  substance, 
adopted  by  all  the  Education  Societies,  which  have  been  formed 
subsequently.  This  is  certainly  as  conclusive  a  proof  of  its  wisdom 
and  expediency,  as  could  ^ be  brought  forward.  A  large  number 
of  associations  among  different  denominations  of  Christians,  would.

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of  course,  adopt  that  system,  which  combined  the  greatest  number 

of  advantages. 

Some  prejudices  may  have  been  excited  against  it,  from  a  mis- 
apprehension of  its  nature.  It  is  not  a  rigid,  unrelenting  plan. 
The  Directors  hold  in  their  hands  the  power  of  cancelling  obliga- 
tions, either  in  whole,  or  in  part.  This  power  is  frequently 
exercised.  No  less  than  twenty-four  individuals  received  the 
benefits  of  its  application,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  during  the 
last  year.  Whenever  the  operation  of  the  rule  subjects  a  young 
man  to  unreasonable  hardship  and  embarrassment,  the  remedy  is 
always  applied  by  the  suspension  or  relaxation  of  the  rule.  But 
here  it  should  be  remarked,  that  if  the  system,  in  general,  is  a 
worthy  one,  it  ought  to  be  mamtained.  The  instances  in  which 
the  refunding  of  an  appropriation  is  not  required,  ought  to  be  so 
few  as  not  to  impair  the  principle.  The  exceptions  should  not  be  so 
numerous  as  to  destroy  the  rule.  Rather  than  weaken  the  opera- 
tion of  an  important  principle,  it  would  be  better  that  a  few  indi- 
viduals should  suffer  considerable  hardship.  The  movements  of 
an  extensive  and  complicated  system  must  be  the  occasion  of  some 
personal  inconvenience. 

The  assistance  which  the  Society  renders  to  young  men,  on  the 
present  plan,  is  of  great  value.  It  is  periodically  and  regularly 
furnished.  Full  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  it  at  all  times.  It 
does  not  depend  upon  the  will,  or  caprice,  or  ability  of  any  indi- 
vidual. The  fluctuations  of  business  and  the  accidents  of  sickness 
or  death  do  not  affect  it.  This  is  an  important  consideration  to 
him,  who  has  commenced  an  extended  course  of  education.  No 
interest,  moreover,  is  required  upon  the  appropriations,  till  after 
the  young  man  has  been,  for  a  considerable  period,  in  his  profes- 
sion. To  a  person  in  indigent  circumstances,  the  remission  of 
interest  upon  three  or  four  hundred  dollars,  for  eight  or  ten  years, 
is  a  very  timely  and  essential  assistance. 

But  the  operation  of  the  system  upon  character,  is  its  most 
decided  recommendation.  It  promotes  habits  of  economy  and 
careful  expenditure.  The  money  is  borrowed  with  the  expecta- 
tion and  intention  of  repayment.  It  is  not  received  as  a  gift,  where 
gratitude  and  the  right  use  of  it  are  all  the  returns  which  are  con- 
templated. Plans  are  formed  and  calculations  are  made  for 
returning  what  has  been  received.     In  this  way,  habftsof  economy 
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are  cultivated  from  the  beginning.  The  system  of  exclusive 
charity  exerts  an  unfavorable  influence  upon  those  traits  of  charac- 
ter, which  are  of  great  importance  as  a  preparation  for  usefulness. 
In  the  strictest  sense  of  the  term,  this  Society  is  not  a  charitable 
institution.  The  young  men,  whom  it  assists,  are  not  properly 
beneficiaries  or  charity  students.  The  consciousness  that  they  are 
not  80  dependent,  must  exert  a  decided  influence  upon  their  whole 
character.  It  gives  them  a  force,  freedom,  elasticity  and  indepen- 
dence of  thought  and  feeling,  which  cannot  be  acquired  on  any  other 
plan.  The  student,  who*  refunds,  becomes,  in  his  turn,  a  benefac- 
tor. He  replenishes  the  hand  which  poured  out  its  blessings  upon 
him.  He  renews  the  strength  which  has  been  expended  in  his 
behalf.  He  thus,  in  a  measure,  relieves  the  Society  from  that 
necessity,  which  would  be  otherwise  laid  upon  it,  of  exhausting  all 
its  energies  in  collecting  pecuniary  resources.  He  furnishes  it 
time  and  opportunity  to  accomplish  other  important  purposes. 

The  principal  objection,  which  has  been  urged  against  this 
plan,  is,  that,  in  connection  with  other  necessary  debts,  and  with 
the  small  compensation  which  clergymen  frequently  receive  in  this 
country,  it  will  prove  exceedingly  burdensome,  and  a  serious 
encumbrance  to  usefubess.  Ministers,  it  is  said,  ought  to  enter 
qwD  their  great  work,  with  as  little  pecuniary  embarrassment  as 
po^ble.  Besides,  the  condition  of  the  country,  the  scattered  and 
ever  emigrating  population,  the  many  desert  places  to  be  reclaim- 
ed, and  the  numerous  parochial  divisions,  render  the  situation  of 
ministers  one  of  great  privation  and  self  denial.  To  needlessly 
increase  their  burdens,  is  certainly  inexpedient  and  unreasonable. 

To  these  remarks  it  may  be  replied,  in  the  first  place,  that  tlie 
ioamng  system  was  adopted  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  which 
have  been  mentioned.  It  was  supposed  that  the  effect  of  the 
Sfslem  would  be  to  diminish  the  expenses,  which  students  would 
ocherwise  incur.  It  would  induce  fhem  to  make  more  effectual 
efiuts  to  help  themselves.  It  would  lead  them  to  form  habits  of 
ecooomy,  and  would  operate  in  various  ways,  to  increase  their 
strength  and  firnmess  of  character.  A  small  class  of  students, 
pievbusly  to  the  establishment  of  Education  Societies,  defrayed 
the  expenses  of  an  education  by  borrowing  money  on  the  usual 
interest  Their  obligations  they  were  able  to  meet,  after  they  had 
entered  upon  their  profession.     It  is  true  that  the  hardships  of  this 
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course  were  so  great,  that  but  a  few  individuals  comparatively,  bad 
the  resolution  to  commence  an  education.  And  hence  the  neces- 
sity of  Education  Societies.     Still  it  shows  what  is  practicable. 

In  the  second  place,  the  favorable  circumstances  in  the  condition 
of  the  country,  as  weD  as  the  unfavorable,  ought  to  be  taken  into 
the  account.  The  literary  institutions  are  very  numerous,  and, 
on  the  whole,  very  proportionably  distributed.  This  circumstance, 
of  course,  diminishes  the  expense  of  an  education.  The  compe- 
tition also,  between  various  seminaries,  renders  the  pecuniaiy 
charges  at  them  all  very  nearly  uniform,  while  it  reduces  these 
charges  to  a  very  low  rate.  Tuition,  at  our  more  important  sem- 
inaries, is  entirely,  or  in  part,  gratuitous  for  indigent  students. 
The  expense  of  board,  by  the  week,  is  not,  on  an  average,  more 
than  one  dollar  and  a  half,  amounting,  for  forty  weeks'  study,  per 
annum,  to  sixty  or  seventy  dollars— a  less  sum  than  is  now  appro- 
priated to  an  individual  by  the  American  Education  Society. 

Other  incidental  expenses  can,  assuredly,  be  defrayed,  by  the 
assistance  of  personal  and  family  friends,  and  from  manual  labor. 
Thus  at  the  close  of  a  literary  course,  the  student  will  be  indebted 
only  to  the  Education  Society,  and  that  debt  to  proceed,  for  a  con- 
siderable lime,  witliout  interest.  There  may  be  exceptions  to  these 
remarks.  There  may  be  extraordinary  calamities  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God.  But  as  a  general  thing,  where  is  the  hardship  of 
the  loaning  system?  Where  is  the  injustice  or  the  inexpediency  of 
the  arrangement  ?  Where  is  the  man,  who  cannot,  in  ordinary 
circumstances,  earn  in  one,  two,  or  three  years,  after  he  enters 
upon  his  profession,  or  before  he  enters  upon  it,  three  or  four 
hundred  dollars?  Individuals  have  done  it,  in  many  instances,  and 
in  circumstances  not  the  most  favorable.  In  this  way,  Joseph 
Milner,  Claudius  Buchanan,  and  William  Carey  became,  in  their 
turn,  the  patrons  of  struggling  genius,  and  of  obscure  and  humble 
piety.  Never  were  circumstances  more  favorable  than  they  are 
in  our  country  for  developing  the  hidden  energies  of  the  mind,  and 
for  making  effort  with  the  certainty  ahnost  of  a  full  reward.  The 
demand  for  talent  of  every  kind  is  very  great,  and  it  is  constantly 
increasing.  In  a  vacation  of  seven  or  eight  weeks,  during  the  last 
autumn,  an  indigent  student  earned,  solely  by  personal  labor, 
nearly  two  hundred  dollars.  It  was  an  employment  which  he 
sought  for  himself,  and  in  which  there  is  no  monopoly.      Multi- 
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todes  of  Others  may  enter  into  precisely  the  same  employmenti 
and  if  they  have  the  same  energy  and  perseverance,  they  will  meet 
with  an  equal  measure  of  success. 

Regular  course  of  Education. 

It  is  very  obvious,  tliat  an  institution,  whose  concerns  are  as  ex- 
tended and  complex  as  those  of  the  American  Education  Society, 
most  proceed  on  general  and  uniform  principles.  It  could  not, 
with  propriety,  offer  assistance  to  one  individual,  and  refuse  it  to 
iDOtfaer,  in  similar  circumstances.  In  reference  to  a  thorough 
preparatory  course  for  the  ministry,  it  has  steadily  adhered  to 
Qoe  role  from  the  beginning.  *  It  has  thrown  all  the  influence 
wiiieh  it  could  command,  in  faVor  of  the  most  ample  training  for 
4e  sacred  oflice.  No  reasons  have  yet  appeared  to  justify  a 
dqMurtare  from  this  rule.  It  still  continues  to  be  of  great  impor- 
tance, that  as  many  as  jpossible  of  those  who  minister  at  the  sdtar, 
ahoald  be  men  of  vigorous  understanding  and  extensive  acquire- 
ment, well  versed  in  the  laws  of  the  human  mind,  close  and  accurate 
reasQDers,  skilled  in  the  use  of  language,  and  able  effectively  to 
communicate  their  thoughts.  The  honor,  if  not  the  very  existence 
of  religion,  is  depending,  in  no  unimportant  degree;  on  the  deep 
and  various  scholarship,  as  well  as  eminent  piety,  of  Christian 
Bioisters.  This  profession  does  not,  in  this  country  particularly, 
rest  upon  official  distinction,  but  on  capacity  and  character.  It 
B  tbe  tendency  of  this  age  to  sweep  away  every  thing  which  is 
Petitions  and  conventional.  Nothing  will  abide  the  fiery  trial,  but 
tiiat  which  has  an  enduring  nature  in  the  constitution  and  soul  of 
man,  and  in  the  revelation  and  character  of  (rod.  The  ministry 
must  acquire  and  maintain  a  high  reputation  for  enlightened  zeal 
and  efficient  piety.  Anything  which  would  essentially  impair  that 
repotatioQ  is  to  be  deprecated  as  an  inexpressible  calamity.  No 
meoDsiderable  portion  of  the  good,  which  ministers  of  an  imper- 
fect education  are  enabled  to  accomplish,  results  from  that  gen- 
enl  injflaence  and  character  which  the  educated  ministry  have 
SBtained. 

Extensive  acquisitions  in  ministers  are  perfectly  in  accordance 
with  the  possession  of  a  self-denying  spirit.  It  is  not  the  least 
eokivated  minds,  who  covet  a  dishonorable  ease.  Many  persons  of 
tich  classical  taste,  and  of  strong  mental  power,  have  engaged  in 
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the  foreign  missionary  enterprise.'  The  individuals,  who  have 
been  sent  by  the  American  churches  to  heathen  lands,  would  noi 
suffer,  in  the  comparison  as  men  of  learning,  with  any  portion  of 
their  brethren  in  the  United  States.  Some  of  them  were  amoag 
the  ablest  members  of  the  classes  to  which  they  were  attached  in 
college.  This  is  also  the  fact  with  foreign  missionaries  of  odier 
countries.  Morrison,  Milne,  Martyn,  Carey,  Marshman,  Bucha- 
nan, Heber,  are  not  unhonored  names  on  the  roll  of  science  and 
taste. 

Knowledge,  in  general,  is  on  the  advance.  The  studies  of  law 
and  medicine,  in  this  country,  are  pursued  with  more  and  moie 
vigor  and  system.  The  taste  •of  the  reading  community  is 
becoming  more  healthful  and  invigorating.  A  higher  order  of 
intellect  is  demanded  in  those  who  write  for  the  community. 
Now,  in  such  circumstances,  the  course  for  the  ministry  to  pursue 
is  perfectly  obvious.  Their  usefulness,  is  gone  at  once,  if,  in 
general  knowledge,  they  sink  below  any  other  class.  T^ey  must 
advance  with  the  onward  movement  of  society.  If  they  fulfil 
I  their  trusts,  they  are  to  exert  an  incalculable  influence  on  the 
I  most  precious  destinies  of  man.  But  they  can  do  this  only  through 
\the  mind  of  man,  by  understanding  the  laws  of  human  thought  and 
laction. 

Again,  the  individuals  patronized  by  Education  Societies,  must, 
at  least,  be  respectable  scholars,  if  they  would  esert  a  powerful 
religious  influence,  while  in  a  course  of  education.  A  weak 
minded  student  will  not  gain  access  to  those  who  are  unfriendly  to 
religion.  To  be  heard  wfth  respect  and  confidence,  as  a  religious 
teacher,  some  literary  reputation  is  necessary. 

Furthermore,  there  ought  to  be  no  line  of  mental  demarkation 
between  the  men  patronized  by  Education  Societies,  >  and  those 
who  are  educated  in  other  ways.  Both  descriptions  of  students, 
as  a  general  thing,  should  be  equal  in  scholarship.  But  there 
would  be  a  marked  distinction,  unavoidably,  if  Education  Societies 
should  take  a  different  course  from  the  one  which  they  now  pur- 
sue. They  might  adopt  or  relax  a  single  rule,  which  would  be 
followed  by  the  most  disastrous  consequences. 

It  is  an  interesting  and  important  consideration,  that  all  men 
reason  correctly  on  this  subject,  where  they  are  personally  con- 
cerned.    No  man  prefers  an  incompetent  minbtry  for  himself  or 
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his  childreii.  The  voice  from  a  feeble  New  England  parish, 
iram  the  southern  plantation,  from  beyond  the  western  mountains, 
from  the  depths  of  pagan  lands,  is  for  thoroughly  educated  cler- 
Qrmen — all  unite  in  the  requisition  for  well  trained  and  accom* 
plished  ministers  and  missionaries. 

Oeneral  Results.     Whole  number  aided. 
Since  the  establishment  of  the  Society,  fourteen  hundred 
AND  twcntt-six  young  men  have  been  aided,  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  from  its  funds.     They  may  be  distributed  into  the  follow- 
ing classes :

Thus  it  appears,  that  between  four  hundred  and  fifty  and  five 

hundred  ministers  and  missionaries,  who  were  once  aided  by  this 

Society,  are  now  preaching  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.      The 

iiooant  of  good  which  has  been  accomplished  by  them,  may  be 

seen,  in   some  measure,  from  the  following  statements,  recently 

leoeired  by  the  Directors,  from  ninety-two  of  the  individuals  who 

bare  been  assisted.     They  have  been  laboring  in  the  ministry  from 

«De  to  fourteen  years. 

They  have  taught  schools  aod  academies,  in  all  201  years. 

They  have  instructed  26,866  children  and  youth. 

They  have  been  instrumental  of  188  revivals  of  religion,'  and  of  the  conversion  of 

about  20,000  persons. 
There  are  now  instructed  in  Bible  classes,  in  their  parishes,  14,800  persons. 
They  preach  statedly  to  about  40,000  hearers. 

In  their  parishes  are  contributed  annually  for  varioos  benevolent  purposes,  $16,000.. 
Number  of  young  men  whom  they  have  been  the  means  of  inducing  to  study  for 

tlie  ministry,  147. 

Concluding  Observations. 

The  statements  which  have  just  been  made,  show  some  of  the 
dract  and  palpable  efifects  of  the  Society's  labors,  if,  indeed,  the 
coorerskMi  of  thousands  of  sinners  from  the  error  of  their  ways  ta 
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holiness  and  to  God,  can  be  said  to  be  effects,  which  are  palpaUe 
and  to  be  estimated.  There  are  other  residts,  which  are  collate- 
ral and  indirect,  but  which  are  worthy  of  distinct  consideratioo. 
One  of  the  prominent  dif&cuhies  in  the  way  of  the  conversioD  of 
mankind  is  the  want  of  efficient  laborers.  Men  are  needed. 
There  is  hardly  an  important  Christian  enterprise  in  this  land, 
which  is  not  now  languishing  from  this  cause.  There  is  a  great 
dearth  of  effective,  sanctified  talent.  We  have  no  supernumeraij 
force.  When  a  breach  is  made  in  the  ranks  of  the  ChristiaB 
ministry,  the  breach  remains.  There  is  no  rear  rank  to  step  in. 
The  fall  of  a  minister,  is^like  the  fall  of  a  soldier  in  Washingt(»'s 
army,  in  New  Jersey,  in  1777.  It  is  a  palpable  diminution  of 
the  strength  of  the  whole  force.  When  Rice,  and  Cornei^ius,  arc 
numbered  with  the  dead,' we  may  well  weep  sore,  for  if  their  places 
can  be  supplied,  that  very  supply  occasions  an  equal  loss  at  an- 
other point.  It  is  sometimes  said  that  men  of  great  usefulness  are 
removed  by  death  to  give  place  to  successors — if  they  had  not 
been  taken  away,  the  talents  of  some  other  individuals  would  have 
remained  undeveloped  and  unemployed — ^there  must  be  a  suc- 
cession of  ministers  as  well  as  of  other  men. — But  this  reasoning 
has  no  application  in  this  country.  There  is  ample  space  for  the 
development  and  employment  of  a  far  greater  amount  of  sancti- 
fied talent  then  we  possess.  Men  of  the  right  kindy  in  great 
numbers^  are  needed.  And  here  is  seen  the  vital  importance  of 
Education  Societies.  They  bring  forward  men.  They  furnish 
the  living  instruments  and  agents  for  every  other  work.  They 
impart  vitality  to  every  other  laudable  undertaking.  They  are  the 
means  of  fulfilling  most  directly  the  great  command  of  the  risen 
Saviour,  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  They  engage  in 
a  work,  which  is  in  immediate  and  full  accordance  with  that  aflect- 
ing  and  authoritative  injunction. 

But,  compared  with  the  great  results  to  be  accomplished,  their 
efforts  are  few  and  feeble.  Important  and  cheering  as  their 
success,  with  the  favor  of  God,  has  indeed  been,  yet  in  compari- 
son with  the  momentous  work  to  be  accomplished,  it  vanishes  into 
insignificance.  When  shall  an  effort  be  made,  in  some  degree 
corresponding  to  the  exigencies  of  a  world  of  dying  men  ?  With 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  there  is  connected  an  amount  of  tem- 
poral good,  which  human  laoguage  cannot  adequately  descnbe. 
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When  on  eartb,  where  in  all  past  time,  were  hdman  rights  better 
secured,  and  personal  happiness  more  certain,  than  in  this  country, 
for  fifty  years  after  its  settlement  ?  But  this  happy  state  of  society 
was  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  thorough  add  faithful  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel  to  the  whole  population.  But  when  we  look  at 
the  happiness  of  a  redeemed  human  soul,  the  joys  of  pardoned  sin, 
communion  with  the  Lord  and  Saviour  of  the  \Vorld — and  the 
eternal  blessedness  of  that  soul  in  the  presence  of  its  God,  where 
is  the  power,  where  is  the  arithmetic,  which  caii  estimate  the 
magnitude  of  this  Society's  undefrtaking  ? 

The  necessity  for  greatly  increased  effort  is  clear  and  impera- 
ti?e.  We  are  called  to  act  for  masses  of  human  beings.  We  are 
the  representatives  of  millions.  The  number  of  souls  added,  every 
year,  to  the  population  of  this  country,  is  as  large  as  that  comprised 
in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  Besides,  we  have  now  at  a  low  cal- 
culation, five  millions  who  are  destitute  of  religious  teachers  oi 
Cfery  description — ^five  millions  to  be  the  parent  and  germ  of  other 
thronging  millions.  Who  is  to  look  after  their  spiritual  interests  ? 
We  have  a  great  object  placed  before  us.  We,  of  this  generation, 
ve  solemnly  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing  moral  and  intel-' 
lectual  sustenance,  for  myriads  of  souls.  We  are  to  surround  this 
entire  nation  with  a  spiritual  atmosphere,  as  pressing,  as  all  con^ 
troQing  on  the  human  conscience  and  heart,  as  this  earth's  superin- 
cambent  atmosphere  is  on  human  bodies.  But  where  are  the  men 
fcr  this  work  ?  Where  are  the  men,  who,  with  the  blessing  of  God^ 
^U  renovate  this  land,  shall  thoroughly  purify  the  great  mass  of 
American  sentiment,  and  make  this  nation  bear,  with  the  immense 
enei^  of  which  it  is  capable,  upon  the  entire  continent  from 
Labrador  to  the  South  Pole  ?  Can  we  rest  satisfied  with  the  con- 
ditioQ  of  all  Spanish  America,  upon  which  just  enough  of  light  has 
dawned  to  make  the  darkness  more  fearful,  the  desolation  more 
lenific  ?  There  is  a  noble  race  of  men  south  of  us,  who  are  per- 
ishing, every  year,  by  millions,  for  want  of  the  joys  of  God's 
salvation.  Africa,  too  ;^-a  movement  might  be  made  inward,  this 
very  week,  on  every  side  of  that  continent.  But  where  are  the 
men  to  commence  this  work?  Where  are  the  Christian  Humboldts, 
and  Parks,  and  Landers,  who  shall  achieve  discoveries  for  the  Son  of 
God  at  the  foot  of  the  Andes,  and  at  the  sources  of  the  Nile  ? 
The  whole  earth,  indeed,  waits  for  the  day  of  redemption.  Tlie 
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thrones  of  tyranny  are  crumbling — ^the  chains  of  slavery  are  falling 
off— the  systems  of  superstition  and  of  idolatry  are  becoming  old 
and  are  ready  to  vanish.  Now  is  the  time  to  thrust  in  the  sickle 
and  reap  the  great  spiritual  harvest.  If  we  are  not  faithless  to  our 
high  trust,  if  we  come  up  at  all  to  our  great  work,  the  gospel  will 
have  been  preached  to  every  creature  which  is  under  heaven, 
before  the  sun  of  the  present  century  shall  go  down.

MR.   CORNELIUS. 


Hb.  Corrslius  was  born  at  Somen,  a  town  in  Westchester  coanty,  forty 
nfles  from  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  Slst  of  July,  1794.  His  father 
vas  a  Tery  respectable  physician  of  that  place.  Mr.  Cornelius  prepared 
fcr  college,  partly  under  the  instruction  of  the  Rev.  Herman  Daggett,  of 
Gorawilly  Ct.  He  entered  Yale  College,  in  the  beginning  of  the  second 
fear,  of  the  college  course,  in  September,  1810.  In  1813,  he  became 
hopefully  pious,  during  a  revival  of  religion*  After  leaving  college  he 
■tndied  divinity,  between  two  and  three  years,  with  President  Dwight,  and 
vith  the  Rev.  Dr«  Beecher,  of  Litchfield,  Ct  He  was  licensed  to  preach 
tlie  gospel  in  June,  1816.  He  immediately  entered  into  the  service  of  the 
Aaieiican  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.  He  continued  in 
tiu  service  about  two  years  and  a  half,  and  performed  several  very  impor^^ 
tiDt  agencies.  A  few  months,  in  the  beginning  of  1819,  he  spent  at  the 
tiKQl<^ical  seminary,  at  Andover*  In  July,  1819,  he  was  installed  as  col- 
league pastor  with  the  Rev.  Dr»  Worcester,  of  Salem,  Mass.  Here  he 
remaioed  till  August,  1826,  when  he  accepted  the  appointment  of  Secretary 
of  the  American  Education  Society.  His  connection  with  this  institution 
eootiDoed  tiU  January,  1833,  when  he  became  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
tbe  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.  He  died,  of 
u  affection  of  the  brain,  at  the  house  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawes,  in  Hartford, 
Cl  on  Sabbath  morning,  February  l^th,  1832,  at  8  o'clock.  He  was  inter- 
led  at  Hartford,  near  the  graves  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  and  of  the  Rev. 
Ottlos  Wilcox,  on  the  following  Wednesday.  Rev.  Dr.  Hawes  preached  a 
finieni  sermon,  which  has  been  published. 

Mr.  Cornelius  was  in  the  service  of  the  church  of  Christ  about  sixteen 
feaii^  seven  of  which  he  was  a  stated  minister.  During  this  period  he 
^rered  sermons  as  a  pastor,  and  as  an  agent  for  different  philanthropic 
paiposes,  between  three  and  four  thousand  times.  He  travelled  for  various 
^blie  objects,  at  least  50,000  miles,  or  twice  the  circumference  of  the 
^obe.  Through  the  instrumentality  of  his  preaching,  between  300  and 
tfOindindoals  were  supposed  to  have  become  truly  pious.  The  amount  of 
fands,  which  he  raised  for  various  benevolent  purposes,  exceeded  $200,000. 
Daring  his  connection  with  the  Education  Society,  of  five  years  and  a  half, 
Too  individuals  were  received  upon  its  funds,  a  greater  number  by  nearly 
M,  than  were  patronized  during  the  preceding  ten  years  of  the  Society's 
existence.  At  least  100  young  men  were  induced  by  him  to  study  for  the 
femitry,  who  would  not  otherwise  have  commenced  the  undertaking.  And 
ftx  be  died  before  he  was  thirty-eight  years  of  age.  His  sun  went  down 
hrf$ft  it  waa  noon.

More  than  one  half  of  these  are  in  academies,  preparing  to 
enter  college ;  and  what  is  highly  interesting,  sixtyseven  are  in 
fourteen  institutions  in  the  vaUey  of  the  Mississippi.  It  will  be 
seen  that  a  much  larger  number  have  been  received  during  the 
present  than  any  former  year.  This  is  owmg,  m  part,  to  the 
extension  of  the  operations  of  the  Socie^ ;  but  principally  to  the 
fact,  that  hundreds  of  young  men,  recendy  converted  m  the  great 
revivals,  are  dedicatmg  themselves  to  the  Christian  ministry ;  many 
of  whom,  from  their  indigence,  must  necessarily  ask  assistance. 
The  Directors  regard  this  increased  accession  of  new  applicants, 
as  one  of  the  pledges,  that  God  intends  to  use  the  Society  as  a 
great  instrument  in  raising  up  a  ministry  adequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  world. 

Number  who  enter  the  Ministry  during  the  present  year. 
.  Nineteen  young  men,  in  theological  seminaries,  imder    the 
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patronage  of  the  Society,  wiU  terminate  their  coarse  of  study  this 
jear,  and  enter  upon  the  sacred  duties  of  the  ministry.  Some  of 
them  will  doubdess  go  forth  as  missionaries,  to  carry  the  bread  of 
life  to  the  destitute,  in  our  own  country  and  in  foreign  lands. . 

One  jToung  man,  of  high  promise,  has  been  removed  by  death. 
His  loss  may  be  great  to  the  church  below,  but  the  comfortable 
hope  remains,  that  he  is  removed  to  a  more  important  and  exten- 
sive sphere  of  usefulness  in  the  church  above. 

Patronage  loithdrawn. 

He  patronage  of  the  Society  has  been  withdrawn  from  three 
fomg  mefi,  all  of  whom  were  in  the  commencement  of  their  cel- 
ibate course.  In  two  cases  the  ground  of  this  withdrawment,  was 
want  of  scholarship  ;  in  the  other  case,  the  young  man  had  been 
guilty  of  immoral  conduct.  Fidelity  to  the  responsible  trust  com- 
mitted to  them,  requires  the  Board  promptly  to  erase  from  the  list 
all  whose  piety  is  doubtful,  whose  talents  fall  below  mediocrity,  or 
who  do  not  continue  to  sustain  an  exemplary  character. 

Except  in  the  instances  just  mentioned,  die  Directors  state  with 
Measure,  that  the  young  men  under  their  patronage,  sustain  a  fair 
and  honorable  character,  -as  it  respects  their  deportment,  attain- 
maxis  in  scholarship,  and  regularity  in  the  oblbrvance  of  the  rules 
of  the  Society.  Some  of  them  have  been  instrumental  of  much 
good  in  the  institutions  with  which  they  are  connected. 

Pastoral  tuperpiiion. 
Most  of  the  young  men  have  been  visited  during  the  past  year, 
bf  the  Secretaries  and  local  agents  of  the  Society.  It  is  thus 
that  the  moral,  intellectual,  and  religious  character  of  the  young 
men  hecomes  known,  and  the  Board  are  enabled  to  report,  with  a 
good  degree  of  confidence,  respecting  those  whom  they  patronize. 
Tbey  esteem  it  an  object  of  the  highest  importance,  that  the 
yoottg  men  should  receive  a  high  religious,  as  well  as  intellectual 
culture.  And  it  is  found  by  experience,  that  in  no  way  can  this 
be  so  effectually  promoted,  as  by  friendly  add  frequent  visits  from 
die  agents  of  the  Society.  The  young  men  thus  affectionately  and 
frithfiilly  conversed  and  prayed  with,  often  receive  impressions, 
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which  shed  a  holy  iaflaeoce  over  their  whole  lives,  and  cause  itofe 
to,  rise  to  a  higher  standard  of  influence  and  usefubess* 

Amount  earned. 
It  has  ever  been  a  favorite  objeet  with  the  Directors,  to  extend 
to  the  young  men  under  their  patranage,  just  so  much  aid  as  w31 
encourage  them  to  put  forth  the  highest  personal  effort;  and 
enable  them,  with  industry  and  economy,  to  pursue  their  studies^ 
The  returns  of  the  year  exhibit  a  cheering  result  of  the  effi>rts  of 
the  young  men  to  support  themselves.  From  the  reports  it  ap- 
pears that,

It  will  be  seen  that  little  more  than  one  third  of  the  young  men, 
assisted  durmg  the  year,,  have  made  any  report  of  their  earnings. 
Such  is  the  fact  with  respect  to  the  western  institutions,  with  the 
exception  of  those  in  the  Western  Reserve.  In  one  of  these,  26 
young  men,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  pay  for  their 
whole  board  by  manual  labor ;  which,  if  their  board  be  reckoned 
at  $1,00  per  week,  and  the  academic  year  to  consist  of  40  weeks, 
would  amount  to  $1,040«  Let  this  be  added  to  the  above  amount 
of  earnings,  regul^ly  reported,  and  the  total  sum  would  be 
$S,922  14.  But  in  several  other  institutions  the  board  is  thus 
paid  for,  in  whole  or  in  part.  Let  the  same  estimate  be  made 
respecting  these,  and  the  result  be  added  tb  the  above  sum,  and 
there  would  be  k  total  of  not  less  than  $5fiOO  earned  by  the 
young  men,  dinring  the  past  year. 

Obligatwns  cancelled. 

The  rules  of  the  Society  lodge  a  discretionary  power  with  the 
Directors,  to  cancel  such  obligations  as  they  shall  judge  proper. 
The  principle  upon  which  this  is  founded  is,  that  h  is  Hght  and 
proper  that  those  individuals  whose  setdement  in  the  ministry 
furnish  them  with  the  means,  should  return  to  the  treasury  the 
amount  which  they  received ;  that  thus  other  indigent  young 
men  may  also  be  assisted.  But  when  those,  who  have  been 
patronized^  devote  themselves  to  the  missionary  cause,  either  in 
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fartiign  lands,  or  die  remote  settlements  of  our  own  country  ;  or 
ire  providentially  jdaced  in  circumetftnces  where  an  effort  to 
refond  would  embarrass  tfaem,  and  impair  their  usefulness,  the 
Directon  have  the  power  to  cancel,  in  whole  or  in  part,  their 
aUigVtioiis.  Ob^  young  man,  who  is  now  preaching  the  gospel  in 
llie  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  applied  the  past  year  for  this  prir- 
il^,  and  bis  aoles,  amounting  to  om  hundr4d  and  tiarteen  dollars, 
lave  been  canceBed. 

RempU  and  ExpendHuret. 

h  appears  from  the  Treasurer^  report,  that  the  balance  in  the 
Ireasory  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  was  $1,498  64 ;  and 
dm  the  receipts  have  been  $15,237  48,  making  a  total  of 
|16,736  12.  Of  this  sum  there  have  been  appropriated  during 
die  year,  to  the  young  men  assisted,  4(13,026 ;  for  other  purposes, 
ID  wit,  salaries  of  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Agents,  and  inci- 
liental  expenses,  $3,324  19,  making  a  total  of  expenditures, 
|16,350  19,  and  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $385  93. 

Rei^nation  and  Appointments, 

1^  Rev.  Elias  Cornelius,  having  been  elected  to  the  office  of 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  tendered  in 
immry  his  resignation  to  the  Board,  which  was  accepted.  The 
SoanI  then  made  choice  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Patton^  of  New  York, 
>s  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  John  J.  Owen,  Agent 
of  the  Society,  as  Asristant  Secretary. 

Jlgents. 
Most  of  the  agents,  who  were  laboring  in  behalf  of  the  Society 
at  die  last  annual  meeting,  are  now  actively  and  successfully  em- 
pbjred,  in  the  same  cause  of  benevolence.  JTiree  have  also  been 
added  to  the  number,  so  that  there  are  now  six  agents,  devoting 
dtetr  whole  time  and  energy  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 
Ute  Rev.  Franklin  Y.  Vail  is  Secretary  and  Agent  of  the  Wes- 
teni  Agency ;  Rev.  Ansel  R*  Clark,  of  the  Western  Reserve 
Btoch ;  Rev.  John  Dickson,  of  the  East  and  West  Tennessee 
Agencies ;  Rev.  Messrs.  Otto  S.  Hoyt  and  Chaunqy  Eddy  have. 
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as  their  fields  of  labor,  the  central  and  western  portions  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  the  Assistant  Secretary,  acts  aba  as 
agent. 

Besides  these,  others  have  been  temporarily  employed  as  agents. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Skinner  of  Philaddphia,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  Pattmi 
of  New  York,  performed  a  voluntary  and  higUy  successftd  i^ency 
of  a  few  weeks,  in  the  western  part  of  New  York  The  Rev. 
Henry  Little,  of  Oxford,  Ohio ;  Rev.  J.  M.  EUis,  of  Jacksonville, 
Illinois ;  and  Rev.  B.  Labaree,  have  also  labored  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi.  The  Board  are  in- 
creasingly impressed  with  the  truth,  that  the  success  of  all  benevo- 
lent institutions,  b  intimately  connected  with  the  regular  and 
extended  presentation^  of  their  claims  by  faithful  and  judicious 
agents. 

Western  Jlgencf. 

The  Western  Agency  has  never  been  in  more  successful  opera- 
tion than  during  the  last*  year.  The  Rev.  Mr.  VaQ,  Secretary  of 
that  Agency,  reports  that  a  new  and  powerful  impulse  has  been 
given  to  the  cause  of  Education  Societies  within  its  limits.  When 
the  Agency  commenced  its  operations.  It  had  but  ten  or  tweht 
young  men  under  its  patronage,  now  the  number  has  mcreased  to 
forty.  Mr.  Vail  attended  the  sjmodical  meetings  m  Ohio  and 
Kentucky,  presented  the  principles  and  claims  of  the  Society,  and 
from  the  extended  information^  thus  conveyed,  good  results  m^ 
be  anticipated. 

Not  only  are  young  men  rapidly  increasing,  but  the  standmrd  of 
liberality  is  becoming  higher.  The  number  of  pious  persons  is 
increasing,  who  give  their  whole  income  to  the  cause  of  benevo- 
lence« 

Western  Reserve  Branch. 
The  prospects  of  the  Western  Reserve  Branch  are  highly 
cheering.  Liast  year  this  Branch  reported  six  beneficiaries  under 
their  care ;  now  they  have  twenty.  About  one  hundred  youog 
men  have  been  conversed  with  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  A.  R.  Clark, 
many  of  whom,  it  is  expected,  will  soon  apply  for  aid.  An  in- 
creasing spirit  of  liberality  is  apparent,  from  the  funds  which  have 
been  raised  in  the  Reserve,  during  the  year. 
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Mr.  Clark  has  been  very  successful  also  in  Michigau.  Although 
ibis  territory  is  new,  and  presents  therefore  very  little  encourage- 
nieot  to  the  friends  of  benevolence ;  yet  he  succeeded  in  raising, 
io  a  short  time,  fir  temporary  scholarships.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered, that  most  of  that  region  is  yet  a  wilderness,  that  the  settlers 
ire  obliged  to  struggle  with  the  hardships  incident  to  new  settle- 
ments, and  that  by  reason  of  their  remoteness  from  market,  money 
is  necessarily  scarce,  such  a  spirit  of  liberality  shows  conclusively 
that  the  good  cause  is  gaining  strong  hold  upon  their  affection. 

West  Tennessee  Agency. 
Several  flourishing  Agencies  have  been  established  the  past  year, 
m  the  south  western  portion  of  our  country.  The  Assistant 
Secretary,  who  went  out  as  an  Agent  to  labor  a  few  months  in 
connection  with  the  Western  Agency,  proceeded  by  the  direction 
of  that  Board,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Labaree,  to 
West  Tennessee.  As  the  resuh  of  their  efforts,  an  Agency  was 
established  in  Maury  county,  called  the  West  Tennessee  Agency. 
Ten  temporary  scholarships  were  raised,  and  a  number  of  young 
men  were  conversed  with,  in  reference  to  obtaining  an  education 
br  the  ministry. 

East  Tennessee  Agency. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Labaree  remaining  in  West  Tennessee,  the  Assis- 
tint  Secretary  proceeded  to  East  Tennessee,  and  established 
I  Board  of  Agency  in  Maryville,  called  the  East  Tennessee 
Agency.  Twenty-six  young  men  have  already  been  taken  up, 
and  others  conversed  with  relative  to  the  subject.  The  Rev. 
John  Dickson,  of  South  Carolina,  a  gentleman  highly  qualified  for 
ibe  work,  has  been  appointed  Secretary  and  Permanent  Agent  of 
these  Agencies,  and  has  already  entered  upon  his  labors. 

South  Alabama  Agency. 
During  the  winter  an  Agency  was  established  in  South  Alabama. 
A  good  degree  of  interest  is  felt  by  many  in  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try, in  behalf  of  the  Society.  Most  of  the  churches  in  North 
Alabama,  from  their  location,  will  come  within  the  limits  of  the 
West  Tennessee  Agency. 
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Operations  in  the  Trolley  of  ike  MRaissippi. 
The  extended  and  systematic  efforts,  which  are  now  making  iu 
the  Valley,  to  train  up  on  the  ground  a  pious  and  able  ministry, 
must  be  deeply  interesting  to  the  friends  of  Zion.  Experience 
bears  ample  testimony,  that  the  great  western  country  can  never 
be  fully  supplied  with  ministers  from  the  older  States.  Take  for 
example  the  single  State  of  Tennessee.  By  a  comparison  of  the 
ratio  of  increase  of  population  since  the  year  1800,  it  may  be 
safely  estimated,  that  the  increase  of  population  from  1830  to  1840, 
will  be  not  less  than  three  hundred  thousand.  Allowing  one  min- 
ister for  a  thousand  souls,  there  will  be  needed  in  ten  years,  three 
hundred  ministers  to  supply  the  increase  of  population  in  this  single 
State.  No  rational  hope  can  be  entertained,  that  so  great  a  number 
will  be  furnished  in  that  time  from  the  East ;  and  therefore  the 
only  hope  rests  on  the  practicability  of  raising  up  a  ministry  from 
their  own  institutions.  The  Education  Society  aims  to  accomplish 
this  desirable  object.  It  has  barely  commenced  its  operations  in  this 
State,  and  yet  thirty  young  men  have  already  been  received  upon 
the  funds  of  the  Society.  What  has  been  said  of  this  State,  in 
respect  to  its  rapid  increase  of  population,  and  the  impracticability 
of  furnishing  it  with  an  adequate  ministry  from  the  Eastern 
States,  holds  true  in  regard  to  all  the  Western  States.  By  train- 
ing up  young  men  for  the  ministry,  on  the  ground,  the  expenses  of 
coming  to  the  East  for  an  education,  and  returning  back  to  the 
field  of  labor,  are  avoided.  An  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
country,  its  wants,  the  impediments  and  facilities  of  religious  and 
intellectual  improvement,  and  the  best  mode  of  advancing  the 
interests  of  the  church,  will  be  acquired  also  by  those  who  are 
educated  in  the  field  of  their  future  labor.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
influence,  which  the  young  men  will  exert,  while  in  a  course  of 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  in  taking  charge  of  Sabbath  schools, 
attending  religious  meetings,  and  engaging  in  various  plans  of 
usefulness,  will  be  highly  salutary,  in  a  region  so  destitute  of  reli- 
gious instruction.  The  Directors  therefore  in  view  of  these  and 
numerous  other  considerations,  which  might  be  mentioned,  rejoice 
in  the  noble  institutions,  which  are  planted  in  the  Western  States, 
arid  in  the  augmenting  number  of  pious  youth,  who  are  there  traio- 
ing  up  for  the  sacred  ministry. 
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Conclusion. 
lo  view  of  the  operations  of  the  past  year,  the  Directors  have 
every  encouragement  to  believe,  that  if  their  efforts  are  seconded 
by  the  prayers  and  contributions  of  God's  people,  a  large  number 
of  faithful  ministers  will  soon  enter  the  vineyard.  But  they  are 
also  reminded  by  every  returning  anniversary,  that  whatever  is 
done,  must  be  done  quickly.  The  wheels  of  time  are  constantly 
revolving,  and  millions  of  souls,  who  have  never  heard  of  a  Saviour, 
are  yearly  called  to  the  bar  of  God.  Shall  Christians  slumber 
over  their  fearful  condition,  when  the  command  to  preach  the 
gpspel  to  every  creature,  is  left  as  a  sacred  deposit,  and  as  the 
testimony  of  Christ's  high  confidence  in  his  church  ?  Is  it  not 
time  to  awake,  and  put  forth  every  energy  in  the  great  work  of 
KndiDg  the  gospel  to  the  destitute  ?  The  cry  for  help  is  heard 
from  every  quarter,  while  an  increasmg  number  of  devoted  young 
men  respond,  Here  are  we^  tend  us.  To  you,  who  have  chosen 
Christ  as  the  object  of  your  supreme  affection,  these  young  men, 
necessarily  look  for  the  means,  to  prepare  them  for  the  important 
work.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-six^  encouraged  by  your  liberality, 
have  been  sustained  the  last  year,  and  an  increasing  number  will 
doubtless  be  furnished  by  the  glorious  revivals.  Will  you  refuse 
them  aid  ?  Will  you  say  to  these  young  men  ;  Go  home  to  your 
farmer  pursuits,  we  cannot  assist  you  any  longer ;  or  will  you 
eoable  the  Directors,  still  to  redeem  the  pledge  made  under  a  full 
ooiivicti<xi  of  their  du^  to  heaven,  and  the  millions  of  perishing 
men,  that  no  man  of  suitable  qualificatums  shall  fail  of  entering 
the  ministry  for  want  of  pecuniary  aid.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THB 

PRESBYTERIAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  The  Pres- 
byterian Education  Society, 

II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  educate  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  upon  the  principles,  and  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  tbe 
American  Education  Society,  as  existing  at  the  time  of  adopting  this 
constitution,  or,  as  they  may  hereafter  be  determined,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  executive  authority  of  this  Society. 

III.  This  Society  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  its  Annual  Report  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

IV.  Every  person  paying  any  sum  annually  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Society ;  Every  person  paying  thirty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
member  for  life,  and  every  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
a  director  for  life. 

V.  The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Directors,  which,  exclusive  of  their  officers,  shall  consist  of  twenty-four 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually.  The  Board  shall  annually 
elect  their  own  officers,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice  Presidents, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary. 
They  may  fill  their  vacancies,  appoint  executive  committees,  and  do 
every  thing  not  contrary  to  this  constitution  which  they  may  deem 
expedient.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in  a  reasonable  sum,  to  be 
determined  by  the  Directors,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

yil.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Directors. 

VIII.  Members  of  Auxiliaries  and  Branch  Societies  are  entitled  to 
vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society. 

IX.  Alterations  in  this  constitution  may  be  made  by  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting,  provided  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society  in  writing,  at  a 
previous  meeting  or  session.

Amr.  I.    This  Society  shall  be  called  the  ■  Branch  of  the  American 

Edacation  Society. 

II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  educate  indigent  pious  young  men  for 
the  gospel  ministry,  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  American  Education  Society. 

III.  Any  person  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society,  by  paying  into  its  treasury 
the  annual  sum  of  one  dollar  or  more ;  and  any  person  who  shall  pay 

at  one  time,  or  within  five  years  from  the  time  ol  subscribing,  shall 

be  a  member  for  life. 

IV.  There  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot,  a  President,  Vice  President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who  with  sefen  (or  five)  others  appointed  for  the  purpose* 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  continue  in  office  till  others  are  chosen 
in  their  stead  ;  any  fiveof  them  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business.  Hie 
Socie|sr  nay  also  elect,  from  time  to  time,  such  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents 
as  they  may  judge  expedient 

T.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  receive  benefactions ;  to  take 
smoares  in  concert  with  the  Parent  Society  for  raising  funds;  to  examine  and 
receive  beneficiaries;  to  make  appropriations;  and  generally  to  conduct  all  the 
interests  and  concerns  of  the  Branch :  subject,  however,  to  the  general  rules  of  the 
Parent  Institution,  and  in  conformity  with  the  essential  principles  of  its  Constitution. 

Ti.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  of  the  Society  may  be  filled  by  the 
Directort ,  till  there  is  opportunity  for  them  to  be  filled  by  the  Society  at  a  regular 
nrcfinr 

Yll.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Directon 
nay  appoint,  for  the  choice  of  officers,  fnr  hearing  the  Report  of  the  Directors,  and 
for  any  other  purposes  which  the  Society  or  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  think 
proper.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  with  the  concurrence  of 
ihrM  other  Directors. 

VIIL  Alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  made  except  on  the  recom* 
neodation  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  three  fourths  of  the  members 
present  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  unless  the  proposed  alterations  shall  have  been 
mbmltted  to  the  Society  at  a  previous  meeting.

Section  1.  Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  William  I'hilHps,  Samuel 
Salisbury,  Eliphalet  Pearson,  William  Reed,  Joshua  Bates,  Asa  Eaton,  Samuel  H. 
Walley,  and  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  together  with  tliose  who  have  associated,  and 
who  may  hereafter  assocmte  with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a 
body  politic,  by  the  name  of  The  Amkrican  Education  Societt.  And  the 
Society  aforesaid  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  common  Seal, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  alter  at  pleasure;  and  may  purchase  and  receive, 
by  gift  or  devise,  lands,  tenements,  and  real  estate  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  hold 
in  ree  simple  or  less  estate,  the  annual  income  and  profits  whereof  shall  not  exceed 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  Society  is  hereby  enabled  t%  take 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  charitably  disposed  persons,  and  may  take  any  personal 
estate  in  succession  ;  and  all  donations  to  the  Society,  either  by  subscription,  legacy, 
or  otherwise,  (excepting  such,  as  shall  be  differently  appropriated  by  the  donors,  or 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society  agreeably  to  their  Constitution,)  shall  make  a  part  or  be  put 
into  the  capital  stock  of  the  Society,  which  shall  be  put  out  on  interest  on  good  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  income  or  profits  applied 
to  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  hopeful  piety  in  acqolriog 
a  learned  and  com{>etCBt  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Society  mav  choose  a  Preddent, 
Vice  President,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  see  fit ;  and 
may  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  incorporation,  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  said  meeting,  adopt  such  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and 
By-laws,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  orderly  conducting  and  executing  the 
business  of  said  Society,  and  for  the  most  efiectually  securing  the  object  of  their 
institution ;  which  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and  By-laws  shall  be  for  the 
government  of  said  Society,  and  shall  not  be  altered  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  but 
m  the  manner  therein  pointed  out :  provided  such  Rules  and  By-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Society  aforesaid  may  at  all  times  under 
the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  sno  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  or  Agents,  to  prosecute  and  defend  suits  with  power  of  substitution ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  tho  said  Society  to  make  sale  of  any  estate  or  personal  property, 
given  or  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  way  or  right  accruing  to  them  m 
their  corporate  capacity,  (unless  that,  which  is  given,  be  othenn*ise  expressly  ordered 
or  appropriated  by  the  donor,)  and  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  other  legal  instrument, 
duly  executed ;  and,  when  the  property  to  be  conveyed  is  real  estate,  under  tihe 
hand  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Seal  of  the  Society :  provided  that  ail  monies,  arising 
from  sucli  sale,  be  applied  to  the  same  use  to  which  the  income  thereof  was  before 
applied. 

Section  4.  Be  it  furtiier  enacted,  that  William  Phillips,  Esquire,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  by  notification,  in  any  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Boston,  to 
appoint  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society.

L  Eveiy  applicant  must  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
rnoft  have  stadied  the  languages,  at  least  for  three  months. 

n.  Let  hhn  then  apply  to  his  minister,  or  the  principal  officer  of  the 
ehmch,  for  a  letter  of  recommendation.  This  letter  should  mention  his 
piety,  or  describe  his  moral  and  religious  character,  his  church  membership, 
bb  native  place,  the  place  of  his  present  residence,  his  age,  his  indigence, 
aodinvhat  employments  he  has  been  engaged.  This  letter  should  be 
aped  by  the  minister,  and  by  one  or  more  other  persons,  either  a  deacon 
of  the  church,  or  some  respectable  individual  who  knows  him.  [If  there 
be  no  minister  in  the  parish,  some  principal  man  in  the  church  may  be 
tpi^ied  to.1  Then  let  him  ask  his  instructor,  or  the  gentleman  with  whom 
be  has  studied  the  languages,  for  a  letter  of  recommendation,  stating  what 
Ids  talents,  and  prospects  for  acquiring  knowledge  are.  The  more  full 
these  papers  are,  the  better.  The  pomts  which  are  indispensable  are, 
ptetj,  talents,  and  indigence.  The  recommendatory  papers  should,  in  all 
cues,  be  sealed,  so  that  the  entire  character  of  the  applicant  may  be  g^ven. 

in.  Then  let  him  take  these  letters  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Examining 
CoDimittee,  who  resides  nearest  to  him.  For  the  list  of  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Examining  Committee,  see  page  35,  of  this  Report. 

IV.  He  should  make  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  as 
eatjj  as  the  second  or  third  week  in  June,  September,  December,  and 
Mirch.  The. Boston  Examining  Committee  meet  on  the  the  afternoon  of 
the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding  the  second' Wednesday  of  January, 
April,  Jaly,  and  October. 

V.  If  the  Committee  are  satisfied  with  the  character  and  qualifications 
of  the  applicant,  they  will  present  his  case  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  who 
nieet  quarterly  in  Boston,  on  tiie  second  Wednesdays  of  January,  April, 
iuly,  and  October. 

yi.  If  the  Board  receive  him,  the  Secretary,  soon  after  the  meeting,  will 
vrite,  informing  him  that  he  is  admitted  on  trial,  that  the  usual  appropria- 
^  is  voted  to  him,  and  will  direct  where  the  money  can  be  obtained.  At 
the  same  time  a  copy  of  the  rules  will  be  sent  to  him. 

VIL  When  he  receives  the  appropriation  he  should  give  his  note  for 
the  amoonL  A  blank  form  will  be  handed  to  him  for  the  purpose,  by  the 
agent,  or  the  person  who  pays  him  the  grant. 

VITI.  In  no  case  is  it  necessary  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
to  ascertain  whether  aid  can  be  furnished.  If  the  individual  in  question, 
posBesses  the  proper  qualifications,  his  application  will  probably  be  successfuL 

IX.  After  he  has  received  the>  appropriation,  let  him  procure  a  smidl 
blank  book,  and  begin  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  his  expenses,  and 
pecuniary  concerns. 

X.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  this  habit  of  keeping  full  accounts 
should  be  commenced  at  the  beginning,  and  should  be  steadily  persevered  in 
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XI.  Neat  the  close  of  the  quarter,  the  various  items  should  be  added 
together,  and  the  sums  placed  in  the  proper  columns,  on  a  schedule,  or 
blank  form,  (similar  to  the  one  printed  on  page  53,)  and  which  is  circulated 
at  the  proper  time.  All  these  statements  should  be  made  in  their  proper 
places,  and  be  written  in  a  fair  hand. 

XIT.  If  a  young  man  wishes  to  make  particular  explanations  about  his 
own  case,  let  him  write  to  the  Secretary. 

XIII.  If  a  youn^  man  expects  to  be  absent  at  the  time  the  schedule  is  to 
be  circulated,  he  should  by  all  means,  leave  his  account  with  a  friend,  and 
authorize  him  to  place  it  on  the  schedule. 

XIV.  In  all  other  cases,  the  individual  should  place  bis  accounts  on  the 
schedule  with  his  own  hand. 

XV.  Every  individual,  assisted  by  the  Society,  is  expepted  to  connect 
himself  with  some  regularly  established  institution  of  learning,  either  a 
public  grammar  school,  an  academy,  college,  or  theological  seminary. 

XVI.  When  a  second  appropriation  is  received,  a  note  is  to  be  given  for 
it,  at  the  titnef  as  before. 

XVII.  Whenever  a  young  man  removes  from  the  Parent  Society  to  a 
Branch  Society,  as  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticut,  or  from  one  Branch 
to  another,  as  from  Maine  to  New  Hampshirer,  or  from  one  seminary  to 
another,  as  from  Phillips  Academy  to  Amherst  College,  he  should  carry 
with  him  the  letter  which  notified  him  as  being  received  by  the  American 
Education  Society ;  and,  also,  a  letter  of  dismission  and  recommendation 
from  his  former  instructor,  to  the  one  to  whom  he  is  going.  In  case  he 
neglects  to  procure  a  dismission  from  his  instructor,  he  must  procure  the 
approbation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  or  if  he  be 
within  the  limits  of  a  Branch,  of  the  Directors  of  that  Branch. 

(  XVIII.  Whenever  a  young  man  fails  to  report  himself,  by  returning  a 
regular  schedule,  twice  in  succession,  without  giving  proper  explanation  of 
the  omission,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  re-examined,  according  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Directors. 

XIX.  When  a  young  man  intends  to  leave  his  studies,  for  any  length  of 
time,  he  should  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  or 
of  a  Branch,  if  he  lives  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch. 

XX.  Whenever  a  note  is  given,  all  the  preceding  notes  in  the  hands  of 
the  Agent  should  be  taken  up,  and  brought  into  one. 

XXL  Whenever  the  time  for  transmitting  the  schedule,  or  making 
returns,  occurs  in  the  interval  between  leavin^r  one  institution  and  joining 
another,  as  from  a  college  to  a  theological  seminary,  three  things  are  to  be 
observed : 

Firgt.  A  schedule,  or  statement  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and  a  request 
for  another  grant  for  the  quarter  thus  intervening,  should  be  left  with  the 
agent,  or  instructor  of  the  institution,  which  the  voung  man  leaves. 

Secondly.  It  should  be  mentioned  against  the  name  of  each  applicant, 
where  he  wishes  to  have  the  expected  appropriation  sent,  or  deposited. 

Thirdly.  In  case  the  appropriation  is  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
former  agent,  the  young  man  should  give  his  note  for  the  anticipated 
appropriation  before  he  leaves  the  institution,  and  receive  from  the  agent 
his  certificate  that  the  note  has  been  given ;  this  certificate  must  be  handed 
to  the  agent  of  the  new  institution,  and  to  be  mentioned  by  him  on  the 
next  schedule. 

XXI.  Whenever  a  young  man  wishes  for  a  regular  dismission  from  the 
Society,  he  should  transmit  his  request  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Parent 
Society,  having  first  given  one  note  for  all  which  he  owes  to  the  Society. 
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This  work  is  published  on  the  first  days  of  August,  November, 
February,  and  May.  Each  nuoiber  will  contain  from  80  to  100 
pages.  The  price  is  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  in  advance.  The 
first  number  of  the  fifth  volume  will  be  published  on  the  first  day  of 
August  next.  No  numbers  of  the  next  volume  will  be  sent  to  sub- 
scribers unless  payment  is  made  in  advance,  except  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Editor.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


AMERICAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


Tbb  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pious  young  men  for  the 
gOBpd  ministry. 

Art.  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
^oOars,  shall  be  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
ud  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here* 
after  added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be 
ebosen  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 

Art.  II.  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
donations,  given  for  this  special  purpose,  shall   be  formed  by  the 

Directors. 

Art,  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
uid  sach  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary  ;  who  shall  continue 
ifl  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  IY.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
SKb  a  numtibr  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 
pedient. 

Art.  V.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Krectors;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
^  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
coMtitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
^  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  soli- 
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citing  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit, 
the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  have 
the  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  support  of  beneficiaries  ; 
of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  patronage ;  of  appointing^ 
committees  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
parts;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  all  business  necessary  Ibr  the 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided 
for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make  report  of  th^ir  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry ;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor 
or  instructors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually' exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  Which,  each  beneficiary, 
after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors,  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serious 
purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VII.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors, 

Art.  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms;  make  payments  and  advances  of 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors  ; 
and  annually  render  to  the  Society  a  written  account  of  all  recei[>ts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  amount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested  :— this  account  to  be  previoosly 
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examined  and  approved^  in  writing,  by  a  Committee  of  the  Society, 
annually  chosen  ibr  the  parpose.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  Directors, 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Abt.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Directors  shall  appoint,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
business. 

Art.  3LI.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  every  meeting  .of  the  Society, 
and  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

AnT.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliaries  to  this, 
which  shall  pay  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  Treasury  of 
this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Aar.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  any  State  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
hisis  of  its  own,  such  Society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence, 
and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
constituent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Every  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
own  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer;  and 
also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
oftbiee  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety; and,  if  approved,  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of 
nid  Branch  Society  ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
may  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  All 
monies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  general  treasury ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
SDch  Society  shaU  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Dnrectors  of  this  Society. 

Aet.  XIV.  Presidents  of  Branch  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
nembers  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 
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Art.  XV.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  supply  any  vacancies 
thi^t  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
till  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Art.  XVI.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  except 
on  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  three  fourths  of 
the  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting ;  or  unless  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society,  in  writing,  at  a 
previous  meeting.

1.  It  ifl  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Dvectors  to  super- 
intend and  to  manage  Che  prudential  and  executive  busi- 
nes  of  the  Society ;  and,  e^cially,  to  see  that  ihe  Con- 
Aitntion  and  Rules  of  the  Society  are  faithfully  obsenred. 

2.  The  Board  meet  quarterly  for  the  transaction  of  f^^^^t 
bosinesSy  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  April, 
My  and  October.     Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  Secretary,  at  the  written  request  of  three  Directors. 

3.  Two  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board — a  Financial  Committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  miiteaiu 
attend  to  the  funds,  and  to  advise  with  the  Treasurer  con- 
cerning the  investment  of  funds  in  the  safest  and  most 
prodaotive  forms;  and  an  Executive  Committee  whose

GMBiaiDatiM  1*  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  ; 
keep  the  records  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executiire  Com- 
mittee ;  take  measures  for  increasing  the  funds ;  and  do 
what  he  can  to  promote  the  highest  prosperity  and  useful- 
ness of  the  Society.

Or  EXAMINING   COMMITTEES. 

1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  such  number 
of  Examining  Committees  in  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, to  examine  and  recommend  candidates  for  patronage, 
as  the  convenience  of  applicants,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Society,  may  require.  But,  as  the  duties  to  be  performed 
are  of  a  highly  sacred  and  responsible  nature,  the  undue 
multiplication  of  such  committees  is  to  be  studiously 
avoided.  Where  no  special  reasons  exist  for  a  larger 
number,  each  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

2.  When  a  candidate  for  patronage  applies  for  examina- 
tion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examining  Committee,  to 
whom  the  application  is  made,  to  institute  a  personal  and 
faithful  inquiry  respecting  his  testimonials,  his  studies,  his 
religious  character  ;  his  motives  in  seeking  an  education 
for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  his  willingness  to  conform 
to  the  rules  of  the  American  Education  Society.  If,  afler 
serious  and  full  examination,  the  committee  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  the  applicant  possesses  the  character  and  qualifi- 
cations required  of  beneficiaries  by  the  Constitution  and 
rules  of  the  Society,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  recommend 
him  for  patronage  to  the  Boacd  of  Directors  of  the  Parent 
Society,  or  of  one  of  its  Branches  if  the  applicant  reside 
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wkhin  ^e  limits  of  a  Branch  Society.  In  their  recom- 
mendation, the  Committee  Bhail  state  very  particularly,  the 
mame^  age,  residence,  occupaiion,  place  of  education, 
church  c&nnectian,  and  other  important  facts  connected 
with  the  history  or  character  of  the  applicant,  together 
with  an  account  of  the  testimonials  furnished,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  by  whom  they  were  furnished. 

3.  If,  after  examining  a  candidate,  the  Committee  shall  D(Nibtfti]<iMei. 
have  doubts  respecting  his  character  and  qualifications, 
while  yet  they  are  so  far  satisfied  as  to  be  unwilling  to  re- 
ject the  application,  they  may  state  the  grounds  of  their 
donbts,  and  recommend  the  applicant  on  condition  of  re- 
examination afler  a  suitable  period.

?*r*?iSnta  S  ^  When  a  young  man  wishes  to  apply  for  patrona^, 
obtaining  ptu  he  must  pursue  the  following  steps.  First,  He  must  ob- 
tain unequivocal  testimonials  from  three  or  more  serious 
and  respectable  persons  best  acquainted  with  him  and  his 
circumstances,  (e.  g.)  his  minister,  instructor,  a  magia- 
trate,  or  some  other  principal  man  in  the  vicinity,  stating 
his  age,  place  of  residence,  indigence,  moral  and  religious 
character,  including  his  church  connection,  talents,  previ- 
ous education,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  These  testimonials  should  be  sealed 
papers,  that  the  writers  of  them  may  speak  freely,  con- 
<;ierning  the  character  of  the  applicants.  Secondly,  Hav- 
ing obtained  these  testimonials,  the  applicant  must  present 
his  request  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  some 
Examining  Committee  in  his  neighborhood,  or  within  the 
portion  of  the  country  to  which  he  belongs.  If  no  such 
Committee  is  known  to  have  been  appointed,  the  applicant 
or  his  friends  may  write,  for  information,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Parent  Society ;  or  if  he  resides  within  the  limits 
of  a  branch  Society,  to  the  Secretary  of  that  Branch.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Joshua  Bates,  D.  D.  President  of  Mlddlebary 
College,  seconded  by  His  Honor  Samuel  T.  Armstrong, 

Mesohed,  That  the  American  Education  Society  holds  a  distingubbed  place 
among  the  benevolent  Associations,  by  which  our  age  and  country  are  charac- 
terized ;  and  is  intimately  connected  with  their  efficient  operations,  and  essential  to 
their  ultimate  success : — That  it  should,  therefore,  receive  the  prayers  and  patron- 
age, of  all  who  love  the  Redeemer,  and  desire  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom  in 
the  world. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Joel  H.  Lxnsley,  of  Boston,  seconded  by  Rev. 
William  S.  Plummer,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia, 

Mesohedf  That  the  movements  of  Providence,  in  opening  new  and  pramiaing 
fields  of  labor  fiyr  ministers,  and  in  enlarging  the  sphere  for  exertion  in  those  already 
opened,  call  loudly  on  the  church,  for  increased  efforts  to  train  her  sons  for  the 
Christian  ministry,  that  they  may  go  forth  into  these  wide  fields,  and  gather  in  this 
great  spiritual  harvest 

The  meeting  was  then  dissolved,  and  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Rev.  Dr.  Woods,  of  Andover.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


"When  the  Lord,  shall  build  up  Zion,  he  will  appear  in  his 
jjwy."  No  Christian,  however  weak  his  faith,  "  can  discern  the 
signs  of  the  times,'^  and  not  perceive,  that  ^'  He  who  hath  on  his 
Testure,  and  on  his  thigh  a  name  written.  King  of  kings  and  Lord 
of  fcrds,"  is  on  his  way  for  the  conquest  of  the  world, — is  appear- 
ing io  his  glory  to  build  up  Zion.  The  means  he  has  instituted  in 
the  religious  enterprises  of  the  present  age,  are  achieving  wonders, 
and,  under  his  providence  and  grace,  will  be  greatly  instrumental 
of  ushering  in  the  latter  day  glory.  In  the  circle  of  benevolent 
Associations,  the  American  Education  Society  ranks  among  those 
esteemed  pre-eminent.  Its  name,  object,  efibrts,  and  results,  entitle 
it  to  this  high  standing.  In  view  of  what  this  Institution  has  ac- 
complished, and,  with  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the  church, 
seems  destined  to  accomplish,  this  anniversary  is  approached  with 
gratitude,  faith,  and  hope. 

Among  the  benefactors  of  this  Society  the  Directors  would 
bring  into  grateful  remembrance,  Oliver  D.  Cooke,  Esq.  late 
of  Hartford,  Connecticut.  He  was  a  member  and  firm  friend  of 
this  Institution.  His  attachment  to  it  was  manifested  by  the  dona- 
tion of  a  permanent  scholarship  some  years  since,  and  by  a  testa- 
mentary act  at  his  demise,  giving  to  it  some  thousands  of  dollars. 
He  has  gone,  we  trust,  to  partake  of  the  richest  blessings  of  that 
gospel,  for  the  preaching  of  which  he  so  liberally  contributed  in 
life  and  at  death. 

In  presenting  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  to  their  friends 
and  patrons,  and  to  the  Christian  community,  the  Directors  will 
take  a  survey  of  their  proceedings,  and  the  results  of  their  opera- 
tions, the  past  year,  and  also  of  the  field  of  effort  which  lies  in 
prospect. 
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Unifonn  prosperity  has  characterized  the  period  of  time  now 
under  review.  There  has  been  occasion  for  continual  recognition 
of  the  smiles  of  a  gracious  and  superintending  Providence. 

Number  assisted  during  the  year. 
Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  assistance  from  the  funds  of  the  Society  has  been 
afforded  to 

193  joxxng  men  in    15  theological  seminaries, 

356         do.       in    26  colleges, 

318         do.       in  101  academies  and  public  schools. 

Total,     807         do.  142  different  institutions. 

Of  these,  449  have  been  aided  at  55  institutions  in  New  Eng- 
land, and  358  have  received  assistance  at  87  institutions  in  other 
parts  of  the  United  States. 

JVew  benejUiaries. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  received  as  new  beneficiaries, 
28  in  theological  seminaries, 
62  in  colleges, 
181  in  academies, 

Total,  271  different  institutions. 

These  added  to  the  1,426  previously  aided  by  the  Society,  make 
the  whole  number  who  have  been  assisted  by  it  since  its  formation, 
amount  to  1,697.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  from  the  above  state- 
ment, that  the  number  received  in  the  first  stage  of  their  education, 
is  equal  to  two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  received  during  the 
year — a  proportion  which  never  before  existed.  The  number  of 
new  applicants,  also,  has  been  much  greater  this,  than  in  any  pre- 
ceding year. 

In  making  pecuniary  appropriations,  the  same  catholic  spirit  has 
been  exercised,  as  in  former  years.  The  Institution  is  not  secta- 
rian. It  is  restricted  to  no  territorial  limits,  nor  to  any  particular 
religious  denomination,  but  extends  to  all,  embracing  evangeli- 
cal sentiments  throughout  the  nation.  This  broad  feature  of  the 
American  Education  Society,  peculiar  to  itself,  and  contained  ia 
its  original  constitution,  is  most  happy  in  its  effects.  It  serves  to 
conciliate  the  different  evangelical  communions,  comports  with  the 
spirit  of  the  age,  and  tends  more  firmly  to  bind  together  the  mem- 
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bcre  of  Christ's  mystical  body.  Those  who  received  assistance 
from  the  Society  the  last  year,  were  from  eight  different  denom- 
inations. 

Number  licensed  to  preach. 
The  Dumber  of  young  men  who  have  closed  their  preparatory 
studies  and  begun  to  preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Jesus  . 
Christ,  the  Directors  have  not  the  means  of  determining  with  per- 
fect exactness,  but  it  is  supposed  to  be  bom  fifty  to  sixty.  Some 
of  these  individuals  have  become  pastors  of  churches,  others  are 
sliD  preaching  with  an  expectation  of  settlement.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  them  are  employed  as  Home  Missionaries  amidst  the 
moral  desolations  of  the  South  and  West ;  others  are  destined  to 
spend  their  days  in  heathen  lands  as  Foreign  Missionaries.  These, 
added  to  those  who  had  previously  been  brought  forward  by  the 
Society,  as  preachers,  increase  the  number  of  the  heralds  of  salva- 
tion raised  up  by  this  Institution,  to  about  ^ve  hundred.  The  fields 
of  labor  occupied  by  these  men,  are  as  widely  difierent  as  the 
climates  of  the  earth,  and  the  character  and  complexion  of  the 
human  race.  About  one  hundred  and  sixty  of  them  have  been 
employed  at  various  times  on  missions  in  this  country  ;  one  hun- 
ired  and  two  are  now  in  that  field  of  service,  and  more  than  thirty 
win  labor  amid  pagan  darkness. 

Deaths. 
Daring  the  year,  five  young  men  of  promise  have  been  removed 
bjr  death.  Two  of  them  were  members  of  a  theological  seminary, 
one  was  a  member  of  college,  and  the  remaining  two  were  at 
academies,  in  the  first  stage  of  their  education.  Their  death,  al- 
diough  a  public  loss,  yet  to  them  is  doubtless  gain.  And  it  should 
not  be  considered  that  the  money  expended  in  their  education  is  lost. 
The  benefit  of  their  prayers,  example,  and  influence  generally,  while 
fivzng,  would  more  than  counterbalance  the  sacrifices  made  on  their 
behalf.  '^  As  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so  are  Grod's 
ways  higher  than  our  ways,  and  his  thoughts  than  our  thoughts." 

Patronage  withheld. 

The  rules  of  the  Society,  and  fidelity  to  the  trust  reposed  in 

the  executive  officers,  demand  of  them,  that,  when  a  beneficiary 

ceases  to  sustain  the  character  required  of  him,  whether  it  be 

ihroagh  moral  delinquency,  deficiency  in  talent  or  scholarship,

tb^ir  patronage  should  be  withdrawn.  It  would  be  "passing 
strange,"  if  a  whole  year  should  elapse,  and,  among  eight  hundred 
individuals,  after  such  test  of  character  as  is  required,  none  should 
appear  unworthy  of  a  participation  in  the  sacred  charities  of  thb 
Institution.-^From  five  beneficiaries  support  has  been  withheld. 
The  reason  in  one  case  was  partial  derangement,  in  three  otherSi 
improper  behavior,  and  in  tlie  other,  deficiency  of  talent.  In  de« 
cisions  on  cases  like  these,  the  officers  of  the  Society  act  accord- 
ing  to  the  evidence  presented  before  them.  They  are  disposed 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  abuses  of  this  nature  ;  but  it  is 
to  be  expected,  perhaps,  that  instances  of  dereliction,  or  deficiency 
in  the  developement  of  talent,  or  attainments  in  scholarship,  will 
sometimes  occur.  In  such  cases  no  other  course  in  justice  can 
be  pursued,  but  that  of  the  witlidrawment  of  patronage.  Such 
procedure  is  calculated,  also,  to  be  happy  in  its  efiects  on  all  con- 
cerned—on the  individuals  in  relation  to  whom  the  act  is  passed, 
on  other  beneficiaries,  and  on  the  public  at  large. 

Dismissions, 
Four  individuals  have  ceased  to  apply  for  aid,  their  pecuniary 
circumstances  having  altered,  and  they  no  longer  needing  assist- 
ance. They  have  desired,  that  their  connection  with  the  Society 
might  terminate,  and  they  have  accordingly  received  an  honorable 
dismission.  In  every  instance  a  high  sense  of  gratitude  for  the 
favors  received  has  been  expressed. 

The  character  of  those  patronized. 
In  order  to  a  participation  of  the  charities  of  this  Institution, 
respectable  talents,  unquestionable  piety,  real  indigence,  and  good 
promise,  are  indispensably  necessary.  It  is  contrary  to  the  rules 
of  the  Society,  to  admit  any  who  are  not  of  this  description. 
While  the  Board  are  desirous  of  educating  men  of  distinguished 
natural  talents,  and  capable  of  high  intellectual  attainments,  they 
would  never  forget  that  piety  is  the  first  requisite  of  a  minister. 
Unsanctified  talent  or  linsanctified  learning,  however  great,  will 
not  qualify  one  to  be  an  ambassador  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Regidar  course  of  education. 
Those  who  minister  at  the  altar  should  be  men  not  only  of  piety 
and  taknts,  but  also  of  education.    They  should,  in  a  systematic 
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manlier,  be  taught  the  most  substantial  learning.  They  should, 
sbo,  be  scribes  well  instructed  into  the  kingdom.  Their  success 
depends  very  much  upon  suitable  preparation  in  this  respect.  In 
diis  view,  the  Amwican  Education  Society  is  accomplishing  great  * 
good  by  elevatmg  the  standard  of  ministerial  acquisitions.  It  is 
acting  not  only  for  the  present  but  for  future  ages,  not  only  for  this 
country,  but,  in  an  important  sense,  for  the  world.  A  well  trained 
ministry  is  very  desirable,  whether  we  view  it  in  relation  to  stated 
pastors.  Home  or  Foreign  missionaries.  The  times  demand,  that 
diey  who  « labor  in  the  word  and  doctrine"  should  be  men  of  not 
only  more  than  ordinary  piety,  zeal  and  industry,  but  also  of  re- 
spectable literary  attainments.  In  this  day  of  knowledge  and.  free 
inquiry,  incompetency  in  the  ministry  will  not  be  tolerated.  Be- 
sides, a  beneficiary  must  sustain  the  character  of  a  regularly  edu- 
cated minister^  would  he  honor  the  American  Education  Society 
or  its  cause. 

Alteration  of  the  Rules. 
Satisfied  that  something  more  ought  to  be  done  to  guard  the 
door  of  admission  to  this  Institution,  that  greater  care  should  be 
taken  in  selecting  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and,  wishing  to  as- 
certain the  public  mind  on  this  subject,  the  Secretary  addressed 
letters  to  the  chairmen  of  a  large  number  of  Examining  Com- 
mittees, requesting  their  opinion.  In  the  answers  returned,  the 
general  opinion  expressed,  was  that  an  alteration  somewhat  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  which  has  since  been  adopted,  was  highly  expe- 
dient* At  the  quarterly  meeting,  in  January  last,  the  subject  was 
hid  beibre  the  Directors,  and  by  them  the  following  votes  were 
passed. 

"  Voted,  That  the  pledge  given  by  beneficiaries  in  their  academic  and 
€o0^ate  course  of  education,  be  as  follows :  I  hereby  declare  it  to  be 
my  serious  purpose  to  devote  my  life  to  the  Christian  ministry,  and 
with  that  view,  to  obtain  a  liberal  collegiate  education,  arifi  to  pursue 
a  regular  three  years'  course  of  theological  study." 

"  Voted,  That  young  men  soliciting  the  aid  of  the  American  Educa- 
tion Society,  must  have  been  professors  of  religion  at  least  six  months, 
and  have  studied  the  languages  the  same  length  of  time,  before  they 
can  become^ beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  or  receive  assistance  from  it." 

• 

These  rules,  it  is  believed,  cannot  fail  to  meet  the  approbation 

of  a  discerning  and  judicious  public. 
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Efforts  for  thepr<motion  of  personal  holiness. 
The  plan  of  pastoral  supervision  was  adopted  in  the  year  1826, 
Its  effects  have  been  very  happy  upon  the  young  men  visited,  and 
upon  the  officers  who  have  performed  this  service.  At  these  pe- 
riodical visits,  the  young  men  are  addressed  individually  and  col- 
lectively, affectionately  and  faithfully,  and  then  commended  in 
prayer  to  Him,' who  is  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  and  whose  prerogative 
it  is  to  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest.  With  gratitude  should 
it  be  acknowledged,  that  the  officers  of  the  different  colleges  and 
theological  seminaries,  have  kindly  rendered  the  assistance  needed, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  such  visits  have  received  their  ap- 
probation, and  also  the  approbation  of  the  young  men  themselves. 
This  intercourse  is  fraternal  as  well  as  pastoral,  and  forms  a  sort 
of  connection  between  the  benefactor  and  the  beneficiary,  and  is 
calculated  to  promote  diligence,  circumspection,  and  piety  in  the 
latter.  During  the  year,  most  of  the  beneficiaries  have  been  vis- 
ited by  the  Secretaries  and  Permanent  Agents  of  the  Society.  A 
copy  of  the  last  year's  Report  has  been  given  to  each  of  them, 
where  it  could  be  done  without  expense,  also  a  copy  of  the  ser- 
mon preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawes,  at  the  funeral  of  the  late 
Secretary.  A  number  of  copies  of  "  Daily  Food  for  Christians"  and 
of  "  Brainerd's  Life,"  have  been  distributed.  At  the  request  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Cornelius,  and  as  his  donation,  a  copy  of  the  "  Memoir  of 
Henry  Martyn,"  has  been  presented  to  nearly  all  the  young  mea 
who  were  under  the  care  of  the  Society,  during  his  connectioo 
with  it.  As  the  donation  of  Martyn's  Memoir  was  an  act  of  kind- 
ness, and  the  last  act  which  Dr.  Cornelius  was  permitted  to  per- 
form towards  them  ;  so  will  not  some  one  who  has  pecuniary  ability, 
perform  a  similar  deed  of  kindness,  and  present  to  each  beneficiary 
a  copy  of  the  Memoir  which  is  soon  to  be  published,  of  this  be- 
loved man  and  devoted  servant  of  Jesus  Christ. 

^  Receipts, 

From  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  appears  that  the  receipts 
of  the  Society,  during  the  year,  have  been  fifty-two  thousand  one 
hundred  eighty-five  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents.  Of  this  sum, 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  have  been  received  on 
account  of  permanent  scholarships,  and  fifly-one  thousand  fwr 
hundmd  forty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  for  current  uses  of 
the  Society. 
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Loam  re/imded* 
The  loaDuig  system  ^hich  was  adopted  in  part,  thirteen  years 
ago,  and  in  whole,  seven  years  ago,  has  been  fully  tested.  After 
tins  long  experience,  the  Directors  are  satisfied  that  this  is  the  be«t 
course  that  can  be  pursued  in  what  is  termed  charitable  education^ 
Their  opinion  on  this  subject  is  corroborated  by  the  fact,  that  all 
Of  nearly  all  the  other  Education  Societies  in  this  4!;ountry,  have, 
in  substance,  adopted  the  plan  of  parental  loan.  The  method  of 
loaning  for  such  uses,  without  interest,  till  reasonable  opportunity 
is  aflbrded  to  liquidate  the  debt,  is  one  of  the  noblest  charities  of 
die  present  day.  Its  effects  on  the  minds  of  those  assisted,  are 
sahrtary.  It  inspires  a  spirit  of  independence,  and  induces  habits 
of  economy  and  mdustry,  and  thus  enables  them  to  help  them- 
8el?es.  The  assistance,  therefore,  is  not  an  entire  or  exclusive 
ehariiy.  .  This  p]an  of  aiding  indigent  yontb  in  preparation  for  the 
Bunistry,  is  highly  approved  by  those  laymen  who  generoudy  con* 
tribute  of  their  substance  to  this  cause,  and  by  those  clergymen, 
who,  through  great  effort,  have  educated  themselves,  and  ako  by 
a&  those  who  diink  much  of  acquiring  an  education  by  personal 
eftrL  It  is  approved,  too,  by  those  young  men  who  hare  in 
thb  way  obtained  an  education  for  the  ministry,  but  by  reasoi^  of 
iH  health,  or  some  other  unavoidable  cause,  have  been  prevented 
from  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  and  also  by  those  who  have 
entered  the  ministry.*  Forty  individuals  have  this  year  enjoyed 
Ae  "luxury  of  doing  good,"  by  returning  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Lord  more  than  two  thousand  dolla!rs ;  thus  helpmg  onward  in  their 
pursuit  of  an  education,  twenty-eight  young  men,  some  of  whom 
may  perhaps  prove  a  Claudius  Buchanan,  or  a  William  Cary.

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Expenditures. 

The  expenditures  during  the  year,  amount  to  forty-eight  thou- 
iand fifiy-three  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents.  This,  together  with 
the  debt  of  the  Society,  the  last  year,  amounts  tojifty-one  thour- 
sand  six  hundred  forty-one  dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents;  from 
which,  compared  with  the  amount  of  receipts  during  the  year  for 
6urrent  use,  it  appears  that  the  debt  of  the  Society  is  one  hundred 
ninety-three  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents. 

Amount  of  Earnings. 

One  important  advantage  in  the  system  pursued  by  the  Amer- 
ican Education  Society,  is,  that  it  enables  young  men  to  assist 
themselves  in  a  pecuniary  view.  It  throws  them,  in  a  great 
measure,  upon  their  own  resources  ;  requires  them  to  make  great 
personal  efforts,  to  practise  the  strictest  economy,  and  to  endure 
privations.  This  physical  discipline  promotes  bodily  and  mental 
vigor,  and  prepares  for  noble  pursuits  and  enterprises. 

The  efforts  of  the  young  men  by  manual  labor,  school  teaching, 
and  other  services,  are  highly  creditable  to  themselves,  and  show 
what  can  be  accomplished  by  industrious  application.  The  pecu- 
niary results  have  been  very  considerable.  The  amount  of  earnings 
reported  for  the  last  year,  is  twenty  thousand  six  hundred  eleven^ 
dollars  and  sixty-five  cents.     Of  this  sura,

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Thas  it  appears  that  the  amount  of  earnings,  for  seven  years,  is 
$e9entif'sit  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty»si»  dollars.  This 
fact  is  encouraging,  and  inspires  the  hope,  that  should  the  individ* 
uals  connected  with  this  Society,  who  are  now  in  college,  be  called 
to  endure  other  pecuniary  privations^  they  will  stiU^  with  the  as- 
sistance they  receive,  be  able  to  sustain  themselves  by  rigid  econ- 
omy and  increased  labor,  both  of  which  would  probably  subserve 
the  mterest  of  body  and  mind. 

Obligations  cancelled. 
In  the  Board  ipf  Directors  is  invested  the  discretionary  power 
of  cancelling,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  obligations  held  by 
(he  Society  against  those  who  are  employed  as  Foreign  or  Home 
Missionaries,  and  also  those  whom  the  great  Head  of  the  church 
has  placed  in  a  situation,  in  which  it  is  beyond  their  power  to  re- 
fund. Ten  such  during  the  year,  upon  application,  have  had  their 
notes  cancelled  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  placed  in  such  a  condition 
as  will  prevent  all  embarrassment.  Two  of  these  were  Foreign 
Missionaries,  five  were  domestic  Missionaries,  and  three  were 
stated  or  located  ministers,  in  peculiarly  depressed  circumstances. 

Permanent  Funds. 
While  the  Secretary  has  not  aimed  at  raising  permanent  funds 
any  further  than  the  closing  up  of  some  permanent  scholarships, 
which  had  been  pledged  before  he  commenced  his  duties  as  Agent, 
yet  the  Board  are  far  from  viewing  these  funds  as  of  no  avail. 
Funds  in  this  Society  are,  to  a  certain  extent,  necessary  for  its 
security  and  steady  progress.  They  prevent  embarrassment  and 
the  constant  apprehension  as  to  the  means  of  carrying  forward  its 
operations.  While,  therefore^  the  Directors  would  not  distrust  the 
bounty  of  Him,  from  whom  cometh  down  every  good  and  every 
perfect  gift,  but  believe  in  his  goodness  and  readiness  to  afford  ' 
assistance  ;  they  deem  it  theu'  duty  to  state,  that  in  their  judgment 
it  is  well  that  some  proyision  should  be  made  for  the  future.  And 
IS  the  American  Education  Society  is  now  organized  by  the  system 
of  Branch  Societies,  the  danger  of  a  perversion  of  the  funds  is 
wholly,  or  to  a  great  degree,  removed.  No  objection,  therefore, 
can  arise  from  this  source.  Still  the  church  is  the  best  permanent 
source  of  funds,  and  on  it,  osdinarily,  drafts  may  be  made  to  meet 
die  exigencies  that  shall  arise.     The  Society  has  now  fifty  perma- 
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nent  gcfaolanhlps  compMed.  From  unfinished  sehoknhips,  wUek 
could  not  be  completed,  there  have  been  transferred  to  curreat 
use,  at  the  request  of  the  donors,  and  by  a  vote  of  the  DirectorSi 
five  thousand  ninety^nine  dollars  and  thirty^one  cents.  The  So- 
ciety has  also  other  permanent  funds  to  the  amount  of  eleven  thou' 
sarul  nine  hundred  and  eighty  dollars*, 

The  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  is,  in  conjunction  with  the  Finan- 
cial Committee,  to  manage  all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Society, 
has,  it  is  believed,  invested  the  funds  to  the  best  advantage,  so  that 
while  they  are  secure,  they  will  also  be  productive. 

Jlgents. 
The  Agents  who  have  been  employed  direcdy  by  the  Parent 
{Society  durbg  the  year,  are  the  Rev.  James  D.  F^nsworth,  late 
of  Orford,  N.  H.,  Rev.  Benjamin  C.  Cressy,  of  Salem,  hdiauat 
Rev.  Thomas  Boutelle,  late  a  student  at  the  Theological  Semi* 
nary,  Andover,  and  the  Rev.  William  L.  Mather,  who  has  been 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  nearly  two  yoars.    Mr. 
Mather  has  been  faithful  and  successful  as  an  Ag^it    Most  of  bis 
time  has  been  spent  in  Connecticut  and  Vermont.    Of  the  Branch 
or  Auxiliary  Society  of  the  latter  State,  he  has  been  elected  Sec- 
retary.   He  will  take  the  special  charge  of  raising  the  necessary 
funds  in  that  portion  of  New  England*     It  is  expected,  also,  that  he 
will  devote  a  part  pf  his  time  direcdy  to  the  service  of  the  Parent 
Society.     Mr.  Cressy  and  Mr.  Boutelle  have  labored  with  good 
acceptance  and  success  a  few  weeks  past  in  the  county  of  Wor* 
cester.     Mr.  Farnsworth  has  been  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
Society  for  six  months.     His  time  has  been  occupied  in  raising 
fonds  and  organizmg  Societies.     He  has  vbited  Strafford  county, 
N.  H.  and  succeeded  in  giving  efficiency  to  that  Auxiliary  Society. 
The  South  Massachusetts  Education  Society,  embracing  Bristol, 
'  Plymouth,  and  Barnstable  counties,  has  been  divided  into  four 
separate  societies.    This  new  organization  was  efiected  through 
the  agency  of  Mr.  Farnsworth.     He  has  spent  a  diort  time  in  m 
few  towns  in  other  parts  of  Massachusetts.    The  experience  of 
this  and  other  Societies  for  years,  fully  demonstrates  the  necessity 
of  judicious  and  faithful  Agents,  to  organize  and  put  into  success* 
fal  operauon,  an  efficient  system  of  means  to  arouse  the  attentioo 
and  call  forth  the  energies  of  Christians  in  behalf  of  benevolent 
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Wifboiit  8ueh  g|»ecial  and  authorixed  Agents  to  pr^ 
its  claims^  no  beoevoleot  society  will  succeed. 

Operations  of  different  Societies  in  connection  with  the  Parent 
Institution. 

Most  of  them  are  in  successful  operation  and  preparing  for  ex* 
tended  efforts. 

JUaine^'-^Tbe  Maine  Branch  has  raised  but  little  the  past  year, 
towards  the  support  of  her  beneficiaries,  and  exhibits  the  clearest 
endence,  that  the  community  move  in  no  benevolent  effort  any 
&ster  or  farther  than  they  are  moved  by  Agents  connected  with 
these  Institutions,  h  is,  however,  due  to  die  Christians  of  that 
StUe,  to  observe  that  they  have  not  been  neglectful  of  charitable 
education  in  respect  to  the  ministry.  Upwards  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  have  been  subscribed  by  them  within  twelve  months  for 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Bangor. 

Aeter  Hampshire. — ^The  New  Hampshire  Branch  has  beeq 
SQBiewhat  efficient  through  the  agency,  which  has  be^n  performed 
in  it.  A  sufficiency  of  funds,  however,  has  ngt  been  rais^  in  that 
Sitte  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  Branch. 

yermont.'^The  Auxiliary  Society  of  Vermont,  has  paid  into 
our  treasury  during  the  year,  nearly  as  much  as  has  been  ex^ 
pended  within  her  bounds  for  beneficiaries.  This  has  beep  effects 
ed  through  the  instrumentaliQr  of  Agents. 

JUassackusetts. — Massachusetts,  which  is  the  seat  of  the  Parent 
Society,  has,  by  her  auxiliaries  in  the  different  counties,  still 
eFuiced  that  this  Institution  is  a  child  of  her  sympathies,  prayers, 
and  charities.  This  is  especially  true  of  Worcester,  Norfolk,  Mid- 
dlesex, Essex,  and  Suff)lk  counties.  The  latter  has  paid  into  otir 
treasury  the  present  year,  about  five  thousand  dollars.  The  other 
coonties  of  die  State,  it  is  believed,  will  be  equally  prompt  in  aid- 
ing this  canse,  when  they  shall,  the  succeeding  year,  be  visited  by 
an  Agent  of  the  Society. 

Kk^de  Island. — ^Litde  has  been  done  within  the  boundaries  of 
this  State.  Few  men  and  small  pecuniary  means  has  she  furnished 
in  this  glorious  cause.  Rhode  Island,  however,  as  it  respects  an 
educated  ministry  is  on  the  advance. 

Coiuiec^ictf^.— -Connecticut,  one  of  our  oldest  and  best  States, 
has  shown  herself  not  unmindful  of  a  pious  and  learned  ministry. 
Oar  treasury  wiU  tell  that  her  sacred  d^arities  have  not  been  few. 
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Though  that  Branch  has  furnished  many  beneficiaries,  jet  she  iitis 
furnished  means  more  than  sufficient  for  their  support.  Be  this 
told  as  a  memorial  of  her. 

niinois, — No  special  efforts  to  raise  funds  have  been  made  the 
year  past,  within  the  boundaries  of  that  State.  A  number  of 
young  men  have  been  under  the  patronage  of  that  Branch  at  the 
Illinois  college.  That  State,  like  all  the  other  western  States,  is 
in  a  forming  condition.  Society  there  is  composed  of  diversified 
elements,  and  is  now  susceptible  of  being  moulded  by  the  hand  of 
iscience  and  religion. 

Presbyterian  Education  Society. 
The  Presbyterian  Education  Society,  associated  with  this,*  is 
most  important  in  its  location,  character,  and  operations.  It  has 
moved  onward  with  energy  and  success.  Its  prospects  are  bright 
and  animating.  It  has  aheady  accomplished  great  things  fot  Zion, 
and  is  destined  to  accomplish  still  greater.  As  the  proposition  of 
union  with  the  Parent  Institution  originated  in  that  Society,  with  a 
view  to  the  extension  of  the  efforts  of  charitable  education ;  so  a 
desire  of  co-operation,  on  their  part,  continues  to  exist.  Similar 
views  and  feelings  this  Board  would  most  cordially  reciprocate. 
It  is  believed  this  union  will  be  promotive  of  Christian  affecdoa 
and  interests,  and  of  greatly  extended  efforts.  Of  the  young  men 
spoken  of  in  this  report,  three  hundred  and  forty-six  have  been 
sustained  by  the  Presbyterian  Education  Society.  Of  the  receipts 
acknowledged  by  our  Treasurer,  upwards  of  eighteen  thousand 
dollars  were  raised  within  their  limits.  They  have  Branch  So- 
cieties or  Agencies  in  New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Tennessee  and 
Alabama, 

Quarterly  Register. 
Every  benevolent  Society  of  any  considerable  magnitude  must 
have  a  periodical,  in  which  to  publish  its  transactions,  its  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  to  present  its  claims  to  the  public.  In  tiiis 
view,  the  Quarterly  Register  and  Journal  is  of  great  use  to  the 
Society.  It  is  valuable  also  to  the  cause  of  benevolence  in  gen- 
eral. It  is  a  work  much  needed,  and  occupies  an  important  place 
among  the  periodicals  of  the  day,  and  in  no  way  can  it  be  so

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property  sastained,  as  in  coDnection  with  the  American  Education 
Society.  Through  the  ability  and  assiduity  of  Mr.  Edwards,  its 
editor,  it  has  deservedly  obtained  a  high  reputation.  He  is  ex- 
pected to  conduct  it  the  year  to  come. 

Resignation^. 
In  November  last  the  Rev.  Leonard  Woods,  D.  D.  resigned  his 
place  in  the  Board,  having  been  a  Director  fourteen  years,  and 
the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Gile,  of  Milton.  Mr.  B.  B.  Edwards,  in  addition  to  his  other 
engagements,  having  undertaken  to  conduct  a  work  to  be  entitled 
the  "American  Quarterly  Observer,"  has  resigned  his  office  as 
Recording  Secretary,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  and 
Examining  Committees. 

Work  to  be  performed.  • 
The  whole  country,  as  far  as  it  is  practicable,  should  be  organ-' 
ized  into  State,  County,  or  Territorial  Societies,  immediately. 
Efficient  men  should  be  appointed  as  permanent  Agents  or  execu- 
tive officers,  to  take  charge  of  certain  districts,  and  see  that  the 
cause  is  well  sustained  within  their  own  respective  bounds.  They 
must  be  responsible  for  obtaining  men  and  procuring  funds  for 
their  support.  There  must  be  system,  order  and  efficiency  in  the 
whole  business.  Every  mmister  should  exert  himself  to  find  at 
least  one  young  man,  worthy  and  desirous  of  the  patronage  of  the 
Society.  There  are  between  twelve  and  thirteen  thousand  evan- 
gelical churches  in  the  land.  Cannot  these  churches  furnish, 
upon  an  average,  at  least  one  student  for  the  sacred  office  for 
every  three  churches  i  This  would  provide  four  thousand  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry.  Tliis  number  should  at  once  commence 
a  course  of  ministerial  education.  Were  this  to  be  done,  two 
thousand  new  applicants  would  probably  this  year  seek  assistance 
from  the  American  Education  Society.  A  question  here  arises, 
If  men  could  be  found  in  such  numbers,  would  the  churches  fur- 
nisb  the  means  of  educating  them  for  the  ministry?  From  the 
experience  of  God's  goodness,  and  the  liberality  of  the  churches 
in  years  past,  the  Board  are  confident  that  the  means  would  be 
famished,  and  they  pledge  assistance  to  all  worthy  applicants,  how 
numerous  soever  they  may  be. 
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T%e  hUssing  of  Heaven  needed. 

^  ^  £xcept  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  m  vain  that  build 
.  it.'  No  exertions  of  men,  however  great,  will  avail  to  the  raising 
up  of  a  pious  and  learned  ministry  without  the  special  blessing  of 
Heaven.  We  should,  therefore,  most  importunately  beseech  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  hiborers  into  his 
harvest.  This,  indeed,  he  has  taught  and  encouraged  us  to  do. 
And  when  all  his  people,  in  united,  continual  and  fervent  aspira* 
tions,  address  the  throne  of  the  Great  Eternal,  he  will  not  be  inat- 
tentive unto  the  voice  of  their  supplications.  Persuaded  of  this, 
the  Directors  of  the  American  Education  Society  have  ever  takeo 
a  special  interest  in  the  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer  on  behalf  of 
colleges  and  public  seminaries  of  learning.*  A  circular  letter,  by 
their  order,  was  addressed  last  January  to  the  beneficiaries  of  this 
Society  in  reference  to  this  Concert,  calling  up  their  attention  to 
the  duty  of  fasting  and  supplication  on  behalf  of  the  conversion  of 
the  multitudes  of  the  dear  youth  of  our  land,  now  in  a  course  of 
education.*  God  most  manifestly  has  heard  the  prayers  of  his 
children  on  such  occasions.  During  the  last  year,  the  blessing  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  descended  on  a  number  of  these  institutions  of 
learning,  and  some  souls  were  converted  to  Christ.  From  in- 
formation recently  received,  it  appears  that  a  promising  state  of 
religious  feeling  exists  in  a  number  of  our  colleges  at  the  present 
time.  May  the  period  soon  arrive  when  they  shall  be  not  only 
schools  of  literature  and  science,  but  also  nurseries*  of  morality 
and  religion.  The  Directors  have  also  recommended  a  monthly 
Concert  of  Prayer  on  Tuesday,  immediately  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month.  The  object  of  this  meeting  is  to  pray 
particularly  for  the  American  Education  Society,  its  officers, 
members  and  patrons,  for  the  young  men  connected  with  itj  and 
also  that  God  would  convert  multitudes  of  our  youth,  and  inspire 
them  with  an  ardent  desire  to  preach  Christ  and  him  crucified. 
Were  all  Christians  thus  to  pray,  the  God  of  heaven,  he  would 
prosper  us. 

Demand  for  Ministers. 
There  has  not  been  for  the  last  thirty  years  so  ijreat  a  demand 
for  ministers  in  N^w  England  as  at  the  present  time.    Many  va- 
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cant  churches  exist,  and  their  call  is,  "  Send  us  Pastors."  In  the 
South  and  West  there  is  a  <*  famine  of  hearing  the  words  of  the 
Lord."  Between  three  and  four  thousand  ministers  are  needed 
to  supply  the  destitute  evangelical  churches  in  this  country^ 

The  di&rent  benevolent  societies  say,  '<Give  us  Agents,  or 
the  cause  we  have  espoused  will  languish  and  die."  Fifty  such 
Agents  ought  to  be  employed  immediately,  in  order  to  arouse  the 
country  to  suitable  efforts. 

The  Home  Missionaiy  Societies  are  presenting  from  all  quar- 
ters the  Macedonian  cry,  "  Come  over  and  help  us."  Five  hun- 
dred ministers,  besides  those  now  in  service,  are  needed,  and, 
could  they  be  procured,  would  immediately  be  employed  for  the 
biuldbg  up  of  Zion  in  our  own  beloved  .country. 

The  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions 
are  peremptory  in  their  demand  for  more  laborers.  Fifty-five 
missionaries  are  this  year  required  to  be  sent  into  pagan  lands,  and 
one  thousand,  it  is  thought,  might  be  employed  to  good  advantage, 
could  men  and  the  means  to  support  them  be  procured. 

Here  is  one  more  demand.  It  is  from  the  East.  Dr.  Scud- 
der  of  Ceylon,  a  Foreign  Missionary,  has  addressed  an  appeal  to 
tbe  pbus  young  men,  to  the  ministers,  and  to  the  churches  of  this 
country,  on  this  subject.*  The  call  by  him, »  from  the.  four  winds 
of  heaven,  and  it  is  for  ministers  to  supply  the  world.  And  this 
can  will  wax  louder  and  louder,  as  it  is  if^afted  on  every  breeze^ 
till  the  world's  redemption  is  accomplished. 

Condtuion. 
This  Society  is  engaged  in  a  grea(  work — a  work  of  no  less? 
magnitude  than  the  salvation  of  the  world.  In  it  the  church  is 
engaged ;  angels  are  engaged ;  the  sacred  Trinity  are  eng^ged.^ 
This  glorious  work  will  be  accomplished.  As  a  pledge  of  this  we 
have  the  purpose,  perfections,  covenant  and  oath  of  tbe  immutable 
God.  As  a  pledge  of  it,  we  have  too,  the  providence  of  him,  who 
hi  the  salvation  of  his  church  divided  the  Red  Sea,  rolled  back 
tbe  waters  of  Jordan,  caused  the  rock  in  Horeb  to  become  a  foun- 
tain, the  heavens  to  rain  down  bread,  and  the  sun  and  moon  to  be 
ttayed  in  their  circuit.  The  Lord  will  spread  the  triumphs  of  the 
cross,  till  the  whole  earth  shall  chant  the  praises  of  the  Redeemer,

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and  the  song  of  salyation  shall  echo  from  shore  to  shore.  <<  Who 
is  this  king  of  glory  ?  The  Lord  strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord 
mighty  in  battle.  He  is  the  king  of  glory."  How  is  this  conquest 
to  be  obtained  ?  By  the  instrumentality  of  the  church.  Chris- 
tians then  must  enlist  in  this  war,  and  enlist  for  actual  service,  and 
for  life.  The  church  must  become  a  well  disciplined  army,  and 
eveiy  soldier  must  know  his  place  and  duty  under  the  great  Cap- 
tain of  salvation.  There  must  be  a  mighty  onset  against  sin, 
Satan,  and  his  hosts,  before  this  world  will  be  wrested  from  the 
powers  of  darkness,  and  brought  into  subjection  to  the  Prince  of 
peace.  But  "the  weapons  of  this  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but 
spiritual  and  mighty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong 
holds."  Every  opposition  will  yield  to  effort  and  prayer.  Then 
let  the  church  be  electrified  with  holy  zeal,  and  act  in  unison  with 
the  King  of  heaven.  Let  there  be  more  fervent  prayer,  more 
abundant  labors,  more  enlarged  charities.  There  must  especially 
be  an  augmented  number  of  ministers,  for  it  is  to  a  great  degree 
by  their  agency,  that  "  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of  God  Al- 
mighty" is  to  be  fought,  and  the  victory  won.  Ministers,  there- 
fore, or  great  souls,  glowing  with  love  to  God  and  man,  who  aim 
at  nothing  less  than  the  conversion  of  the  world,  must  be  raised 
up.  We  come  then  and  ask  of  parents  their  consecrated  sons  for 
this  blessed  purpose  ;  we  ask  young  men,  filled  with  love  to  Jesus 
and  love  to  souls,  to  ente'r  the  ministry  of  Christ ;  we  ask  the 
churches  from  Maine  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  to  give  us  their 
"  tribute  money,"  in  this  glorious  cause ;  we  ask  their  prayers, 
that  he  who  is  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest,  that  the  whole  earth  may  be  gathered.  It  is  his 
prerogative  to  raise  up  ministers,  and  it  is  our  part  to  co-operate  in 
this  blessed  work.  «  The  Lord  hath  given  the  word ;  great  shall  be 
the  company  of  thbse  that  publish  it."  "  How  beautiful  upon  the 
mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  pub- 
lisheth  peace ;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that  publisheth 
salvation,  that  saith  unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth !  "

jSn  act  to  incorporate  the  Jbnerican  Education  Society. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoaae  of  Repreaent&tivefl,  in  Genenl 
Court  aaeembled,  and  by  tbe  authority  of  the  same,  that  William  Phillips,  Samuel 
Salisbury,  Eliphalet  Pearson,  William  Reed,  Joshua  Bates,  Asa  Eaton,  Samuel  H. 
Walley,  and  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  together  with  those  who  have  associated,  and 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made 
a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  Thb  American  Educatioit  Socixty.  And  the 
Society  aforesaid  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  commoD  Seal, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  may  purchase  and  receive, 
by  gift  or  devise,  lands,  tenements,  and  real  esUte  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  bold 
in  fee  simple,  or  less  estate,  the  annual  income  and  profits  whereof  shall  not  exceed 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  Society  is.bereby  enabled  to  take 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  charitably  disposed  persons,  and  may  take  any  peraonal 
estate  in  succession ;  and  all  donations  to  the  Society,  either  bv  subscription,  legacy, 
or  otherwise,  (excepting  such  as  shall  be  differently  appropriated  by  the  donors,  or 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society,  agreeably  to  tlieir  Constitution,)  shall  make  a  part  or  be  put 
into  the  capital  stock  of  the  Society,  which  shall  be  put  out  on  interest  on  good  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  income  or  profits  applied 
to  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  hopeful  pie^  in  acquiring 
a  learned  and  competent  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Society  may  choose  a  PresideDt, 
Vice-President,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  see  fit;  and 
may  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  incorporation,  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  said  meeting,  adopt  such  Constitution  or  system  of  Rales  and 
By-laws,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  orderly  conducting  and  executing  tbe 
business  of  said  Society,  and  for  the  most  effectually  securing  the  object  of  their 
institution ;  which  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and  By-laws  shall  be  for  the 
government  of  said  Society,  and  shall  not  be  altered  at  any  subsequent  meeting*  but 
in  the  manner  therein  pointed  out :  provided  such  Rules  and  By-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  tliis  Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Society  aforesaid  may  at  all  times  un- 
der the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  or  Agents,  to  prosecute  and  defend  suits  with  power  of  substitution  ;  aod  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Society  to  make  sale  of  any  estate  or  personal  property, 
given  or  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  way  or  right  accruing  to  them  in 
meir  corporate  capacity,  (unless  that,  which  is  given,  be  otherwise  expressly  ordered  , 
or  appropriated  by  the  donor,)  and  convey  tlie  same  by  deed  or  other  legU  instm- 
ment,  duly  executed ;  and  when  the  property  to  be  conveyed  is  real  estate,  undo' 
the  hand  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Society :  provided  that  all  n»ooeys, 
arising  from  such  sale,  be  applied  to  the  same  use  to  which  the  income  thereof  was 
before  applied. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  William  Phillips,  Esquire,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  by  notification,  in  any  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Boston,  to  u- 
point  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society.

SKETCH  OF  PROF.  STOWE'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  President^— In  moving  the  acceptance  of  the  Report,  I  shall  confine 
nj  remarks  to  that  part  of  it  which  speaks  of  the  importance  of  a  thorough 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Society  to  raise  higher 
the  standard  of  theological  education. 

It  seems  to  be  an  obvious  truth,  that  in  order  to  teach  others,  one  must 
ficBt  learn  something  himself,  yet  it  is  a  truth  sometimes  disregarded  in 
practice ;  and  often,  particularly  in  respect  to  the  Christian  ministry,  a  mere 
desire  to  teach  has  been  considered  as  a  qualification  almost  sufficient  of 
itMlf  for  the  office  of  teacher.  I  know  but  two  ways  in  which  a  man  can 
kam,  the  one  by  inspiration,  the  other  by  personal  effort.  Inspiration,  I 
aappose,  we  all  consider  to  be  beyond  our  reach,  and  men  can  now  learn  by 
their  own  efforts  only.  In  order  to  learn  in  this  way,  the  first  thing  requisite 
is  a  careful  and  thorough  discipline  of  all  the  intellectual  powers ;  and  such 
fiacipline  demands  time,  and  labor,  and  expense. 

When  we  stand  by  the  side  of  a  skilful  mechanic,  and  see  him  go  through 
with  some  nice  jnechanical  operation,  it  is  done  with  such  perfect  ease  that 
it  aeems  as  though  we  might  ourselves  easily  do  the  same,  and  it  is  expe- 
rience only  which  corrects  or  prevents  the  mistake.  But  how  many  trials 
has  this  mechanic  made,  and  how  long  a  process  of  self-discipline  has  he 
submitted  to,  before  he  could  acquire  that  adroitness  in  the  use  of  his  tools, 
vhich  makes  his  operations  appear  so  easy !  When  the  simple  child  of 
Bstnre  stands  by  the  side  of  an  experienced  organist,  and  listens  to  the 
ddightfol  sounds  which  he  elicits  from  his  instrument,  it  seems  as  though 
lie  might  himself  easily  do  the  same.  It  is  but  to  touch  the  keys  here  and 
there,  and  the  work  is  done.  He  strikes  the  keys  and  is  startled  by  the 
discordant  notes  which  proceed  from  the  same  instrument  that  before  ^  dis* 
cootsed  most  eloquent  music.''  But  how  much  labor  and  patience  has  this 
organist  exercised  in  acquiring  his  admired  dexterity !  Now  the  mind  is, 
tf  I  may  so  express  it,  the  machine  by  which  we  make  intellectual  fabrics, 
tbe  organ  firom  which  we  evolve  intellectual  music ;  and  in  proportion  to 
the  greater  delicacy  and  intricacy  of  the  instrument,  and  the  supenor  nature 
of  the  effect  to  be  produced,  must  the  care  and  labor,  to  acquire  the  proper 
command  of  it,  be  increased.  A  well  constructed  address,  or  a  sound 
ligament,  seems  to  be  so  exactly  the  thing  which  the  nature  of  the  case 
dmunds,  that  every  unlettered  man  who  listens  to  such  an  address  or 
argument,  thinks  it  to  be  just  what  he  himself  should  have  said,  if  he  had 
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had  the  same  object  to  accomplish.  But  how  much  discipline  is  requisite 
to  the  construction  of  such  an  address,  or  argument,!  No  undiscipliiied 
mind)  no  inferior  degree  of  power,  can  make  an  intellectual  effort  which 
shall  appear  to  the  by-stander  so  appropriate  and  so  easy. 

The  obtaining  of  this  discipline  is  the  proper  object  of  education,  and  I 
may  say  this  is  the  only  proper  object  of  the  education  of  the  mind.  For 
what  purpose  is  a  boy  apprenticed  to  a  cabinet-maker  ?  Is  it  that  during' 
the  few  years  of  his  apprenticeship  he  ma^  make  articles  of  furniture  enoogh 
to  supply  all  the  customers  he  may  have  m  after  life  ?  or  is  it  that  he  may 
learn  the  use  of  his  tools,  so  that  in  after  life  he  may  be  able  to  make  fur- 
niture as  it  is  called  for  by  his  employers  ?  So  the  object  of  education 
is  not  to  store  up  in  the  mind  a  heap  of  notions  for  all  future  life,  but  to 
teach  the  mind  how  to  use  its  own  powers,  and  apply  them  to  each  emer* 
^ency  of  life  as  it  occurs.  This  early  discipline,  so  necessary  to  all  men, 
13  particularly  important  in  an  education  for  the  ministry,  as  the  minister 
after  he  has  entered  on  the  active  duties  of  his  profession,  is  peculiarly 
liable  to  neglect  it  The  lawyer,  even  if  his  early  discipline  has  been  neg*- 
lected,  is  soon  compelled  to  acquire  it  bv  the  severe  contests  of  the  bar ; 
but  the  minister  is  seldom  brought  into  immediate  conflict  with  equal  minds 
on  equal  ground.  Hence  a  propensity  to  much  loose  talk  and  loose  think- 
ing ;  which  greatly  retards  the  accomplishment  of  business,  besides  produc- 
ing numerous  other  evils. 

After  the  mind  has  been  disciplined,  the  next  object  is  to  furnish  it  j  and 
each  mind  must  be  furnished  for  its  own  pursuits.  The  Christian  minister^ 
at  least  the  Protestant  minister,  is  to  make  the  Bible  the  source  of  his  pro- 
fessional knowledge  ;  and  no  teacher  should  take  his  knowledge  at  second 
hand,  if  he  can  possibly  avoid  it.  The  Bible,  in  its  original  languages,  is  the 
proper  study  of  the  Christian  teacher ;  and  how  can  the  preacher  of  the 
gospel  conscientiously  or  innocently  rely  solely  on  the  accuracy  and  fideli^ 
of  fallible  men  like  himself,  for  his  knowledge  of  that  which  he  enjoins  on 
others  as  divine  truth,  when  he  has  the  means  in  his  own  hands  of  drawing 
the  truth  from  the  very  wells  of  salvation  ?  If  the  high  priest  under  the 
old  dispensation,  had  disburdened  himself  of  the  responsibility  of  consulting 
personally  the  sacred  oracle  of  Urim  and  Thummim,  on  account  of  the 
multiplicity  of  cares  continually  pressing  upon  him,  and  had  delegated  this 
work  to  other  hands,  would  such  conduct  have  been  worthy  of  his  character, 
or  respectful  to  his  God  ?  How,  then,  can  the  Christian  priest  excuse  him- 
self from  going  into  the  holy  of  holies,  and  learning  directly  the  will  of 
his  Master  ?  Has  he  no  time  ?  no  time  to  study  the  Bible  !  the  book  it  is 
his  business  to  interpret !  Then  let  him  omit  all  other  studies,  and  give 
his  time  to  this  alone.  Does  not  the  Bible  contain  all  the  theology  that  is 
necessary  ?  And  what  do  we  want  of  a  theology  that  is  not  necessary  ? 
Though  the  field  of  real  theological  learning  is  infinite  in  extent,  the  only 
entrance  to  it  lies  within  a  narrow  compass,  and  is  accessible  to  the  most 
limited  means.  Let  the  minister  have  his  Hebrew  Bible  and  his  Greek 
Testament  with  the  appropriate  lexicons,  and  a  few  of  the  best  critical 
helps,  and  he  has  library  enough  to  furnish  him  with  matter  of  most  inter- 
estmg  and  beneficial  study  for  his  whole  life ;  and  if  he  makes  a  right  use 
of  this  library,  he  may  say  with  the  Psalmist,  that  "he  has  more  understand- 
ing  than  dl  his  teachers,  because  the  testimonies  of  Jehovah  are  his  medi- 
tatoon.  The  Bible  becomes  to  him  a  mine,  of  definite  boundaries,  indeed, 
and  easy  access,  but  endless  in  its  depths,  and  presenting  him  on  each 
hand  with  the  choicest  gems,  which  grow  richer  as  he  proceeds,  without  a 
Dossibility  of  his  exhausUng  thSir  stores ;  and  from  this  mine,  if  he  keens 
hiinself  within  It,  he  finds  no  devious  paths  into  which  he  can  wander  and 
misguide  unstable  souls  to  drown  them  at  last  in  perdition. 

I  ask  leave,  Mr.  Prf  sident,  to  advert  to  but  one  other  topic,  and  that  is 
m  subject  of  health.    We  imagine  ourselves  far  in  advance  of  the  an- 
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dentSy  and  so  probably  we  may  be  in  regnA  to  many  things ;  bat  certainly 
in  regard  to  all  education  excepting  that  whioh  is  merely  intellectual,  we 
are  still  far  behind  them.  They  made  healthful  exercise,  and  strict  tem- 
perance, and  good  manners,  and  soul-refining  music,  essential  parts  of  a 
liberal  education ;  but  how  is  it  with  us  ?  We  are  just  beginning  to  open 
our  eyes,  and  God  be  praised  that  we  are,  and  I  pray  God  that  we  may  get 
them  entirely  opened  before  many  more  of  our  young  men  are  murdered  by 
ignorance  and  neglect  of  the  physical  constitution.  In  ordinary  cases  there 
B  no  more  need  of  the  student's  losing  his  health  than  there  is  of  his  losing 
his  head ;  a  stroke  of  Prpvidence  may  deprive  him  of  either,  but  a  proper 
degree  of  care  and  attention  will  generally  preserve  both.  I  speak  ftom 
my  own  sad  experience  when  I  say,  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the 
broken  health  of  students  is  their  own  fault,  the  natural  consequence  of 
their  ignorance  or  their  carelessness.  I  cannot  enlarge  on  this  subject,  but 
most  content  myself  with  saying  that  it  is  my  settled  conviction,  after  con- 
eiderable  and  careful  observation,  that  where  one  student  has  been  broken 
down  by  hard  labor  and  unavoidable  disease,  ten  have  been  killed  by  need- 
less exposure  and  sheer  neglect,  or  by  eating  and  drinking,  or  by  to- 
bacco and  laziness.  *<The  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at,  but 
now,  commandeth  all  men  to  repent" 

To  conclude,  Mr.  President,  I  hope  the  Education  Society  will  be  able 
to  accomplish  three  things,  and  that  too  during  the  present  generation ; 
namely,  1st  The  thorough  discipline  of  the  intellectual  powers  of  all  who 
enter  the  sacred  ministry  ;  2d.  The  making  of  the  study  of  theology  to  con- 
sitt  in  the  stody  of  the  Bible ;  and  3d.  The  demonstrating  that  the  ruining 
of  the  health,  without  some  specific  dispensation  of  Providence  as  its  cause, 
ii  a  violation  of  the  Ten  Commandments. 
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Mr.  Prendeni, — ^An  elaborate  argument  will  not  be  required  to  prove  that 
tibe  operations  of  your  Society  are  necessary. 

While  the  command  of  the  risen  Saviour,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  stands  unrevoked  upon  the  statute 
book  of  Heaven,  and  while  six  hundred  millions  of  perishing  inmiortals  have 
none  to  break  to  them  the  bread  of  life,  no  Christian  will  need  argument  to 
convince  him,  that  something  should  be  done  for  the  renovation  of  a  dying 
woiid« 

Otheis  may  boast  of  the  dignity  of  human  nature, — ^the  advance  of  intel- 
leetnal  attainments, — ^the  progressive  improvement  of  the  age ; — ^but  the 
homblest  disciple  in  the  school  of  Christ  has  learned  this  fundamental  truth, 
The  gospel  provides  the  -only  remedy  for  the  miseries  of  fallen  man. 

This  remedy,  to  be  effectual,  must  be  diffused — not  merely  as  it  meets 
the  eye  npon  the  printed  page — ^but  addressed  to  the  ear,  by  the  living 
voice,  and  reiterated  until  it  finds  access  to  the  heart  This  is  the  plan  of 
God's  appointment ;  and  Christian  enterprise  must  perform  the  work. 

But  where  shall  ministers  be  found  ?  Who  will  search  *out  the  dark 
ibodes  of  human  misery,  and  make  known  the  eflicacy  of  the  gospel  ? 

The  American  churches  have  only  nine  thousand  ministers  of  all  evan- 
geUeal  denominations,  to  supply  their  own  population  of  almost  fourteen 
ndilions^ — a  population  increasing  in  the  ratio  of  a  thousand  every  day ; 
while  the  whole  number  of  candidates  for  the  sacred  office,  able  and  willing 
to  educate  themselves,  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  fill  the  vacancies  by  death, 
as  they  occor  in  the  churches  already  formed.    Four  millions  of  our  own 
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people,  and  couotleM  multitadee  in  other  lands,  muet  receive  preachert  firona 

infltitutions  sach  as  yours,  or  perish  without  a  knowledge  of  a  Saviour. 

And  how  shall  they  be  qualified  ?  For  on  novices  the  presbytery  li»r« 
received  no  authority  to  lay  their  hands. 

Shall  the  churches  be  required  to  furnish  means  to  give  yoor  beneficiaries 
an  education  entirely  gratuitous  ?  The^  will  do  tfciv,  if  you  make  it  appear 
f^ainly  to  be  their  duty.  But  you  have  judged  otherwise.  You  do  Dot  edu- 
cate young  men,  you  assist  them  to  educate  th^nselves.  You  afford  them 
aid,  substantial,  even  indispensable ;  but,  as  a  condition  of  its  bestowment, 
require  their  own  best  efforts.  You  help  those  only  who  are  willin|r  to  help 
themselves. 

And  this  peculiar  feature  of  your  charity  is  sustained  by  public  sentimeiit 
end  is  entitled  to  public  confidence. 

It  effectually  excludes  firom  the  ministry  the  indolent,  the  insincere,  and 
the  irresolute,  who  dread  personal  responsibility  more  than  they  dread  sin ; 
while  it  brings  out  from  the  field,  the  workshop,  or  the  fiahinff  boat,  the 
hardy  sons  of  enterprise,  who,  in  default  of  other  offerings,  give  uenaselvefly 
and  qualifies  them  to  become  laborers  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

This  measure  comports  well  with  our  republican  feelings,  habits,  and 
institutions.  It  awakens  enterprise.  It  rouses  all  the  dormant  faculties  of 
the  soul,  and  concentrates  them  upon  one  great  object  It  furnishes  tiiat 
ready  tact  of  originating  new  plans  of  doing  good,  of  adapting  means  to 
ends,  and  overcoming  obstacles,  which  is  essential  to  success.  It  creates  • 
independence,  energy  and  stability  of  character^  important  in  condactin|r 
any  great  enterprise  to  a  successful  result — but  indispensid>le  to  the  hi|rh- 
est  usefulness  of  an  ambassador  of  the  King  of  kings. 

But,  Sir,  there  is  another  excellence  in  your  system  which  cannot  fail  to 
recommend  it  to  every  philanthropist  as  well  as  Christian, — its  influence 
upon  health  and  life. 

It  has  a  direct  tendency  to  produce  and  to  preserve  that  corporeal  vigor 
scarcely  less  needful  in  these  times  to  a  minister  of  Christ  than  a  cultivated 
mind.  It  furnishes  young  men  with  an  adeauate  inducement  to  occupy 
their  intervals  of  relaxation  from  close  study,  in  some  active  and  honorable 
employment; — and  thus,  it  incidentally  protects  them  against  that  nervous 
sensibility  and  mental  depression  which  render  duty  irksome,  and  lii^  a 
burden. 

Let  it  not  be  thought  that  this  is  an  affair  of  small  importance. 

Of  what  avail  are  the  charities  of  the  churcb,  the  labors  of  instructora; 
and  the  assiduous  application  of  our  beloved  youth  to  preparatory  studies, 
if,  after  all,  your  beneficiaries  are  educated,  not  for  the  pnlpit,  but  the 
grave. 

On  this  subject  I  must  be  allowed  to  feel  deeply.  It  has  ffdlen  to  my  lot, 
to  stand  b^  the  bedside  of  a  promising  younc;  man  preparing  for  the  minis- 
try, and  wipe  from  his  pale  forehead  &e  cold  sweat  of  death,  and  peiibnn 
the  last  sad  office  of  friendship,  over  whose  grave  it  ought  to  be  inscribed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  living,  ^hoat  to  the  church  for  want  of  appropriate 
exercise." 

And  who  will  undertake  to  estimate  the  evil  which  the  world  sustains  by 
an  event  like  this  ? 

Had  Worcester,  or  Evarts,  or  the  beloved  Cornelius,  been  removed 
during  the  years  of  preparatory  study,  can  it  be  shown,  that  the  cause  of 
missions,  or  of  education  for  the  ministry,  would  have  been  in  their  present 
flourishing  condition? — And  if  those  valuable  lives,  or  either  of  them,  could 
have  been  protracted  through  ten  additional  years,  who  can  tell  that  a  train 
of  moral  means  might  not  have  been  put  in  motion,  which  would  have'  sup» 
plied  the  world  with  Bibles  in  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  removed  the  curse 
of  slavery  sooner  than  the  philanthropists  of  the  present  day  can  agree  opon 
the  bsst  method  of  attempting  it. 
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]>o  the  dmrcheff  know  thst  tiie  average  period  of  human  life,  even  in 
thu  ImTored  land,  is  leaa  than  thirty  years,  instead  of  three  score  years 
and  ten  ? 

Do  miniflters  and  candidates  for  the  sacred  office  realize,  that,  if  by  an 
infringement  of  the  laws  of  life  they  hurry  themselves  into  an  untimely 

Kve,  they  inflict  an  irreparable  injury  upon  a  cause  which  is  dear  to  the 
It  of  everlasting  love  ? 

ISr,  I  look  upon  the  American  Education  Society  as  a  great  Savings 
Institution  for  the  church  of  Christ  But  let  it  never  be  forgotten  that  the 
treasure  is  in  earthen  vessels,  and  these  too  must  be  carefully  protected,  or 
that  moral  influence  which  God  has  intrusted  to  your  care  will  never  reach 
its  final  destination. 

The  church  is  engaged  in  a  great  work.  She  has  undertaken  the  moral 
renovation  of  the  world.  In  obedience  to  the  command  and  under  the 
innaediate  guidance  of  her  Lord,  she  is  sending  her  heralds  into  every 
knd,  to  mAe  knapn  the  way  of  life,  and  to  unfurl  the  banaers  of  the 
cross. — And  she  nAds  men — men  of  muscle  as  well  as  mipd — men  who  can 
endnre  hardness  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  can  deny  themselves, 
ind,  if  need  be,  sleep  quietly  on  <<  Jacob's  pillow,"  as  well  as  wrestle  earn- 
estly with  Jacob's  Lord.  Such  men  the  exigencies  of  the  times  demand ; 
they  are  needed  as  pioneers  in  the  world's  conversion.  And  such  your  plan 
of  education  is  adapted  to  furnish. 

Your  beneficiaries  have  all  been  trained  in  the  hard  school  of  adversity. 
They  have  learned  from  their  own  experience  to  feel  deeply  for  the  woes 
of  others.  Through  jour  instrumentality  the^  have  also  learned  the  sua- 
tuning  power  of  Christian  sympathy — not  painfully,  creating  obligations 
never  to  be  cancelled,  but  like  the  rains  and  the  dews  of  heaven,  as  they 
ML  upon  the  labors  of  the  husbandman,  quickening  him  to  duty,  excitii».g 
lus  gratitudey  and  awakening  in  his  heart  a  disposition  to  make  some  appro- 
priate retains  to  that  ^eat  Seing,  who  sways  the  destinies  of  men,  and  is 
the  author  of  all  kind  influences. 

Beneficianee,  educated  with  such  feelings  and  habits,  will  not  disappoint 
the  expectations  of  the  churcL  Those  beloved  men  who  have  already  en- 
tered the  field  have  not  done  it ;  nor  will  the  humble  individuals,  who  come 
finom  the  mountains  and  the  forests  to  be  instructed  by  the  bounty  of  which 
yon  are  the  almoners.  They  will  one  day  gladden  your  hearts,  and  cause 
new  joy  among  the  heavenly  hosts,  when,  in  far  distant  lands,  they  shall  be 
honored  as  the  instruments  of  turning  back  the  captivity  of  Zion,  and  bring- 
ing forward  that  great  day,  when  the  wilderness  shall  flourish  as  the  garden 
of  the  Lord. 

Jtfr.  President,  the  plan  you  have  adopted  is  essentially  the  same  lAich 
God  in  his  providence  has  chosen  in  every  great  exigency  of  the  church. 

Ifoeea  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  Egvpt,  yet  was  not  qualified  to 
be  a  leader  of  the  hosts  of  Israel  until  he  had  passed  a  long  pDgrimage  in 
the  wilderness  of  Midian. 

DaTid  was  fitted  for  the  important  9tation  he  was  called  to  occupy,  by 
ibUowing  in  boyhood  the  business  of  a  shepherd,  and  by  enduring  afler- 
waids  a£iiost  every  variety  and  degree  of  suffering. 

The  most  eminent  of  the  prophets  <<of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy," 
were  **  destitute,  afflicted,  tormented."  ^  They  wandered  in  deserts  and  in 
aountainSy  in  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth." 

And  the  divine  Saviour  condescended  to  be  occupied  during  the  early 
period  of  his  humanity  in  a  mechanical  employment,  and  selected  his  chief 
apostles  from  among  those  who  had  been  inured  to  poverty,  hardship,  and 
•elf-denial. 

The  ministry  is  an  honorable,  but  a  laborious  service.  Your  beneficiaries 
am  all  to  be  qualified  as  leaders*  under  the  Captain  of  their  salvation,  to 
igilt  tbB  battle*  of  the  Lord*    They  Will  be  lequired  to  eontend  ^^agiinst 
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principalities,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  darkneiw  of  this 
world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places."  And  how  shall  they  be 
'  fitted  for  the  trust  ? 

Would  you  qualify  the  mariner  to  sleep  upon  the  ocean  wave  by  pro- 
viding hira  in  boyhood  with  a  bed  of  down  ? 

Would  you  give  the  soldier  courage  by  excluding  him  in  early  life  from 
participating  in  scenes  of  danger  ? 

Would  you  train  up  a  missionary  of  the  cross  for  a  life  of  toil,  of  self- 
denial,  and  entire  devotion  to  the  service  of  the  Most  High,  by  taking  away 
for  a  time  the  exercise  of  those  very  virtues  which  lie  at  the  foundation  oif 
his  future  usefulness  ? 

No,  Sir.  Whatever  traits  of  character  you  wish  nien  to  exhibit  in  active 
life,  they  must  be  taught  in  youth. 

If  you  would  have  we  ministry  to  hang  as  a  dead  weight  upon  the  church 
through  all  future  time,  educate  your  beneficiaries  gratuitously; — make 
them  feel  that  you  are  their  debtors ; — ^let  them  cherish^  sense  of  personal 
responsibility.  *^ 

But  if  you  would  have  the  priesthood  to  be  men  of  might — standard 
bearers  to  carry  forward  the  banners  of  the  Cross  to  victory,  train  them 
fi:x>m  the  beginning  to  recognize  their  personal  obligations. — ^Let  them  look 
to  the  blessing  of  God  upon  their  otvn  efibrts  for  success,  and  to  the  retribu<> 
tions  of  etermty  for  their  final  reward. 
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Sir,  said  Dr.  Bates,  as  he  rose  and  addressed  the  President  of  the 
Society,  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  resolution,  which,. -with  your  leave,  I  will  by 
and  by  read  for  the  consideration  of  this  assembly.  But,  Sir,  I  must 
be  permitted  to  indulge  a  preliminary  reflection, suggested  by  the  occasion 
ana  the  scene  before  me.  As  I  have  been  sitting  on  this  stage,  and  listen- 
ing to  the  interesting  report  of  your  worthy  Secretary,  and  the  forcible  re- 
marks of  the  gentlemen  who  have  just  spoken,  my  mind  has  been  carried 
back  to  other  days  and  other  beloved  men  of  God,  who  seventeen  years 
ago  advocated  the  same  cause,  and  assisted  in  organizing  this  Society,  in 
this  very  house.  Yes,  Sir,  seventeen  years  ago,  I  saw  standing  in  that 
puloit,  and  urging  for  the  first  time  on  the  public  mind  the  consideration  of 
thisTSubject,  a  beloved  brother,  who  has  long  since  gone  to  his  rest — ^Yes, 
Sir,  a  little  more  than  seventeen  years  ago,  a  few  ministers  and  Christians, 
were  assembled  in  this  house — in  yonder  upper  room,*  to  consult  One  an- 
other and  pray  together  on  the  subject  now  before  us.  But  where  are  the 
beloved  men  who  took  the  lead  in  that  little  meeting  ?  Where  are  Pierson, 
and  Worcester,  and  Evarts  ? — Sir,  these  recollections  are  full  of  interest — 
associations  strong  and  vivid  rush  upon  my  mind— emotions  tender  and 
powerful  agitate  my  bosom — ^mingled  emotions  of  joy  and  grief— recollec- 
tions, making  the  heart  sad,,  and  yet  animating  the  soul  wiSi  hope  and  the 
most  delightful  anticipations.  Yes,  Sir,  I  remember  with  what  fearful  ap- 
prehensions this  Association  was  formed.  It  is  true,  we  were  together, 
with  one  accord.  There  was  no  division  of  sentiment.  All  saw  the  defi- 
ciency— the  increasing  deficiency  of  able  and  faithful  ministers  of  the  gos- 
pel.   Though  we  had  not  then,  as  has  since  been  done,  viewed  the  desola- 
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of  Zbn,  in  their  length  and  breadth,  yet  we  had  seen  enough,  and 
heard  enough,  to  convince  as  that  something  must  be  done^  or  the  churches 
would  soon  have  no  efficient  pastors,  and  the  heathen  continue  to  perish  for 
lack  of  vision*  '  Something  must  be  dont^  was  the  common  sentiment.  But, 
loU?  Aow?  W8S  the  unanswered  and  apparently  unanswerable  inquiry  of 
^L  What  covld  be  obne  to  increase  the  number  of  able  and  faithful  min- 
isters of  Jesus  Christ  ?»  We  conversed  and  prayed,  and  at  length,  though 
with  much  fear  and  trembling,  we  acted — we  resolved  to  organize  a  society 
"to  aid  indigent  pious  young  men  of  talents  in  obtaining  a  suitable  educa- 
tion for  the  gospel  ministry."  I  well  remember.  Sir,  the  great  deliberation 
•ad  caution,  I  had  almost  said,  reluctance,  with  which  some  were  brought 
to  adopt  the  resolution — the  trembling  of  the  hands  raised  in  its  support 
The  formation  of  this  Society  was  indeed  an  experiment — it  was  impossible 
to  foresee  the  result  Many  doubted  the  expediency  of  the  attempt ;  and 
even  the  naost  sanguine  friends  of  the  project,  never  anticipated  half  the 
beneficial  effects,  which  have  already  resulted  from  the  action  of  that  mem- 
oiable  day. 

Sir,  the  experiment  has  been  made,  and  has  succeeded— -the  remedy  for 
the  evil,  which  was  then  rapidly  increasing,  has  been  found.  This  Society, 
with  its  Branches  and  Auxiliaries,  has  settled  the  question,  that  the  church 
and  the  world  may  be  and  must  be  furnished  with  pastors  and  teachers,  by 
the  action  of  cAan/y---by  the  combined  influence  of  Christian  piety  and  be- 
nevolence— ^by  associations  of  praying  and  enterprising  Christians.  In 
view  of  the  origin,  progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Society,  Sir,  I  now  pre- 
sent the  resolution  in  my  hand,  for  the  action  of  the  Society,  and  the  con- 
sideiation  of  this  Christian  assembly. 

[Here  President  Bates  offered  the  third  Resolution.] 

The  resolution.  Sir,  veiy  properly  places  this  Society  among  the  benevo- 
lent associations  of  the  age.  It  is  a  friend  and  companion  of  them  all.  It 
makes  no  pretensions  to  independent  action.  It  lays  no  claim  to  exclusive 
&vor.  It  originates  from  the  same  principle;  and  seeks  with  them,  the 
nme  general  object  The  Roman  Orator,  as.  Sir,  you  learned  from  a  school 
book  of  your  youth,  has  beautifully  said,  that  all  the  arts  and  sciences  are 
bound  together  by  a  common  chain.  And  a  greater  than  Cicero,  an  in- 
^ared  a|W8tle,  recognized  the  same  principle  of  union  among  the  Christian 
gnoes  and  virtues,  when  he  gavo  the  comprehensive  direction  to  Christians, 
**■  Add  to  your  faith  virtue,  and  to  virtue  knowledge,  and  to  knowledge  tem- 
perance, and  to  temperance  patience,  and  to  patience  godliness,  and  to  god- 
liness brotherly  kindness,  and  to  brotherly  kindness  charity."  So  w^  dis- 
cover the  connecting  chain — the  harmonizing  principle  among  the  evangelic 
cal  societies  and  benevolent  associations  which  characterize  our  age  and 
country.  It  is  true,  the  resolution  assigns  to  the  American  Education  So- 
ciety a  distinguished  place  among  these  associations..  But  the  distinction 
is  that  of  order,  rather  than  of  rank— a  distinction  which  may  exist  among 
equals.  They  are  mutually  dependent-— all  on  each,  and  each  on  all.  Still, 
like  faith  among  the  Christian  graces,  this  Society  seems  to  sustain  a  pecu- 
hariy  intimate  and  direct  relation  to  all  the  rest  Are  they  viewed  as  a 
ciicie  ?  this. is  the  centre.  Are  they  contemplated  as  an  arch  ?  this  is  the 
key-ftone.  Are  they  spoken  of  as  constituting  one  great  temple — a  build- 
io^  of  God  ?  this  lies  at  the  very  foundation.  For,  without  the  operations 
of  this  Society,  what  could  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions, 
or  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  or,  indeed,  any  of  our  benevolent  associa- 
tbns,  accomplish  ?  They  must  have  missionaries  and  agents ;  and  therefore 
their  dependence  on  the  efficient  operations  of  this  Society  is  peculiarly 
iiiect  and  exceedingly  obvious. 

The  resolution.  Sir,  claims  for  this  Society  **thc  prayers  and  patronage  of 
aa  who  love  the  Redeemer."    And  the  claim  needs  no  labored  argumeDt 
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for  its  support  ^The  whole  tendency  of  tho  Society,  hoih  direct  and  col* 
lateral,  both  immediate  and  remote,  is  salutary  and  favorable  to  the  emam 
of  religion  and  the  highest  interests  of  the  human  race.  It  directly  in- 
creases the  number  of  ministers,  and  thus  helps  to  supply  the  ipreat  defi- 
ciency, by  encouraging  some  to  seek  an  adequate  education,  who,  witiMMit 
its  aid,  could  not  have  pursued  the  requisite  course  of  study.  It  directly 
promotes  the  same  cause,  by  elevating  the  standard  of  ministerial  qualifior 
tions— -by  aiding  many  in  obtaining  a  finished  education,  who  else  wooid 
have  rushed  into  the  work  unprepared — run  before  they  were  sent— -end 
hence  fallen  under  the  apostolic  curse  of  the  mmee.  Let  it  not  be  eaid.  Sir, 
that  because  some  men  of  superior  minds  and  peculiar  energy  of  character 
have  done  good,  and  even  distinguished  themselves  in  the  ministry  ;  there- 
fore learning,  and  the  discipline  of  a  liberal  and  thorough  education  are  use- 
less. The  reasoning  which  leads  to  such  a  conclusion  is  false  ;  the  arga- 
ment  ia  unsound.  No,  Sir,  knowledge  is  potoer^  and  education  in  a  minJBler 
of  the  gospel — sanctified  learning  is  moral  power.  How  much  more  good 
would  these  distinguished  self-taught  men  have  done,  if  to  their  native 
genius  and  superior  talents  had  been  added  the  discipline  and  refinement  of 
a  liberal  education  ?  The  people.  Sir,  want  cUde  as  well  as  good  minieten ; 
and  they  will  have  such  or  none.  In  the  midst  of  all  the  dearth  of  tke 
preached  word,  and  all  the  calls  for  pastors  and  teachers,  there  are  in  some 
portions  of  the  land  many  calling  themselves  ministers  of  the  woid,  who 
cannot  obtain  a  settlement  The  churches  desire  teackers  as  well  as  pas- 
tors ;  and  tliose  who  would  teach,  must  first  learn— must  be  ^scribes  weD 
instructed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven  '*->must  be  "  mighty  in  the  Sciip- 
tures."  I  verily  believe.  Sir,  that  one  man  of  God,  thoroughly  trained  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  is  capable  of  exerting  more  moral  power  on  the 
community,  and  of  accomplishing  a  greater  sum  of  g^od  for  mankind,  than 
ten  just  such  men,  equally  pious  and  equally  talented,  without  edncatioB, 
despised  as  they  will  be,  by  learned  infidels,  and  pitied  even  by  believen  of 
taste  and  judgment  «« 

But,  Sir,  these  direct  and  obvious  beneficial  influences  of  the  Society,  do 
not  constitute  the  whole  of  its  claims  upon  the  prayers  and  patronage  of  the 
Christian  community.  Its  collateral  and  indirect  eflfects,  thoughless  evi- 
dent, have  not  been  less  important  to  the  cause  of  Christ  Bymffbmng  in- 
formation, and  showing  the  wants  of  the  church  and  the  world,  it  has 
induced  many  pious  younff  men  who  did  not  need  iU  charities,  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  ;  and  by  the  application  of  their  own 
resources,  or  the  aid  of  pious  friends,  to  seek  an  adequate  education.  The 
reports  and  other  publications  of  the  Society,  have  contained  facta  and  state- 
ments calculated  to  touch  the  heart  of  piety ;  and  many  a  pious  yoath,  as 
he  has  read  them,  and  as  the  message  of  the  Lord  has  fallen  on  his  ear, 
"Whom  shall  we  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us,"  has  been  aflfected  at  the 
view  of  his  penshing  fellow  men,  and  said,  «  Here  am  I,  send  me.**  Pioos 
parents  too,  like  Hannah  of  old,  have  brought  their  Samuels  to  the  temple, 
and  dedicated  them  to  its  sacred  service.  Nor  has  the  indirect  influence 
of  this  Society  on  the  order  and  piety  of  our  colleges  been  small  or  unim- 
portant You  remember,  Sir,  when  you  and  I  were  students  at  college, 
how  few  were  the  professors  of  religion  in  the  institutions  with  which  we 
were  respectively  connected— and  how  diflicult  it  was  to  maintain  aathority 
and  preserve  order.  But  now  the  whole  scene  is  changed.  In  the  little 
college  with  which  I  am  connected,  out  of  about  120  students,  more  than 
70  are  professors  of  religion,  and  the  consequence  is  general  order  and  in- 
dustry; and  that  without  the  necessity  of  asserting  authority,  or  apirfying 
the  penalties  of  law.  This  change  is  not  indeed  to  be  attributed  direct 
to  the  influence  of  the  Society  ;  for  only  a  portion  of  the  pious  students  are 
beneficiaries;  but  it  may  safely  be  ascribed  to  the  Society  as  the  remote 
cause.    [Here  Prtndeni  Bates  referred  with  approbation  to  the  sestimenbi 
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d  FnfsmoT  Stowe  and  Dr.  Alden,  ou  the  subject  of  health ;  and  spoke  at 
luge  on  the  necessity  of  making  improvemeots  in  our  plans  of  physical 
education — suggested  a  plan  which  be  bad  in  contemplation ;  and  gave  it 
as  his  opinion,  that  reliance  must  be  placed  on  the  Directors  of  the  Ameri- 
can Education  Society,  and  the  example  and  influence  of  beneficiaries,  to 
five  succeae  to  the  experiment,  and  render  manual  labor  at  our  colleges 
popolar,  and  an  efficient  preventive  of  dyspepsia,  d&c.l 

The  Society,  said  President  Bates,  has  done  much,  directly  and  indirectly, 
to  raise  up  an  able,  pious,  and  efficient  ministry.  But,  Sir,  continued  be,  it 
has  much  more  to  accomplish.  Its  work  is  not  done,  nor  will  it  be  done 
while  OUT  churches  are  increasing  in  number  more  rapidly  thantJie  increase 
of  miniflters — ^while  every  efficient  minister,  by  his  instrumentalitv,  is  found 
to  have  prepared  the  way  for  two  others — while  the  demand  for  laborers  is 
ftos  far  from  being  diminished — while,  indeed,  the  Macedonian  cry  is  wax- 
mg  louder  and  louder,  "  Come  over  and  help  us."— Still,  therefore,  does  it 
aeed  your  prajfers  and  your  patronage.  And,  Sir,  shall  it  not  have  them  ? 
*The  harvest  is  plenteous  and  laborers  are  few."  Churches  are  springing 
apin  the  wilderness,  aiid  want  pastors.  The  heathen  are  perifibing  for 
lack  of  Tision,  and  missionaries  must  be  sent  to  them,  or  they  will  continue 
to  perish.  The  world  is  to  be  converted ;  and  converted  by  the  preaching 
of  the  gospel.  Missionaries  from  America  must  bear  a  part — a  distinguished 
part  in  this  great  enterprise.  [Here  President  B.  spoke  of  the  enterprising 
character  of  American  youth,  and  the  favorable^influence  of  our  institutions 
ia  preparing  missionaries  qualified  for  the  work ;  and  concluded  by  an  ap- 
peal to  the  hearts  of  the  assembly.] — Sir,  said  he,  is  it  true,  that  the  repent- 
ance of  one  sinner — ^the  conversion  of  a  single  soul,  is  an  event  of  so  much 
■Bportance,  as  to  cause  joy  in  heaven  ? — Is  it  true,  that  the  world  still  lieth 
in  wickedness  ? — Is  it  true,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God,  those  that  believe 
are  to  he  saved  by  the  preaching  of  the  word  ? — Is  it  true,  that  Christ  com- 
mands his  disciples  to  "  go  forth,  &c."  and  to  '*  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  bar- 
Test  to  send,"  &c.  Is  ul  this  true  ?  and  shall  we  not  pray  and  act — pray 
HOTS  fervently  and  act  more  efficiently,  till  this  glorious  work  shall  be  done, 
aad  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  have  become  the  kingdoms  of  the 
l^vd  and  ^his  Christ  ? 


SKETCH  OF  REV.  MB.  LINSLEY'S  ADDRESS. 
[On  moTiDg  tha  4th  RMolatioo.] 

Mr.  Ldnsley  invited  attention  to  the  actual  want  of  ministers.  In  this 
coontiyy  3  or  4,000  ministers  were  needed  to  supply  existing  wants.  But 
as  nearly  as  could  be  calculated,  only  about  300  a  year  entered  the  ministry. 
Half  of  these — 150 — were  wanted  to  supply  the  place  of  those  removed  by 
death ;  and  50  more  for  the  service  of  literary  and  theological  institutions 
and  benevolent  Societies — cleaving  only  100  for  destitute  congregaticms. 
Now  our  population  was  increasing  at  the  rate  of  some  1,000  eveiy  day-^ 
and  adding  six  or  seven  congregations  a  week  to  be  supplied.  The  in- 
crease of  ministers^  as  before  mentioned,  being  only  ^wo  a  week,  there  was 
an  increase  of  4  or  5,000  weekly,  or  from  3  to  300,000  annually,  to  our  des* 
tiuite  population. 

Bot  tfajs  was  not  all.  There  were  other  urgent  demands  on  the  services 
of  this  100.  A  few  years  ago,  none  were  called  for,  for  the  service  of  sea- 
nisn.  Now  they  most  not  only  be  stationed  in  all  our  sea-ports,  but  along 
ov  canals,  and  riven,  and  lakes,  and  in  distant  quarters  of  the  globe. 
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wherever  American  commerce  reaches,  and  American  seamen  are  found* — 
Yet  more.  Considei  the  call  of  the  American  Board  for  filly  missionaries 
this  year — a  demand  which  the  Report  characterized  as  *  peremptory.* 
That  demand,  too,  would  he  rapidly  increasing,  and  we  should  soon  have  to 
send  into  the  foreign  field,  hundreds  instead  of  units. 

Mr.  L.  concluded  with  some  remarks  on  the  efforts  of  infidels  and  Ro- 
manists, and  an  earnest  appeal  to  young  men,  and  the  parents  and  friends 
of  young  men,  in  &vor  of  their  immediate  consecration,  in  far  greater  num- 
bers, to  the  service  of  Christ  in  the  ministry. 
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The  Rev.  William  S.  Plummer,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia,  seconded  the 
fourth  resolution,  and  made  some  additional  remarks.  It  was  true,  he 
said,  that  we  wanted  a  great  many  ministers  in  this  country.  In 
Virginia,  so  many  were  wanted,  that  they  must  have  several  hundreds 
before  they  could  tell  how  many  would  be  required.  At  present,  the 
additional  supplies  only  increased  the  apparent  demand.  Thev  had  per- 
haps one  educated  evangelical  minister  to  12,000  souls.  But  he  remem- 
bered a  letter  of  Gordon  Hall,  in  which  he  spake  of  himself  as  the  only 
minister  of  12,000,000,  and  in  China  they  had  but  one  to  100,000,000.  Now 
our  commission  was,  not  to  preach  the  gospel  in  this  country  merely ;  the 
message  is  for  all.  The  command  is,  ^'Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  Dr.  Chalmers  had  remarked  a  preva- 
lent aversion  to  the  first  word.    People  were  very  ready  to  preach but  the 

going! Such  a  feeling  would  not  answer.    Wo  to  the  man  who  curtails 

and  circumscribes  the  command !  We  must  expand  ourselves.  We  must 
send  our  pastors  abroad,  if  need  be.  It  was  delightful  to  him,- in  attending 
the  meetings  at  New  York,  and  Philadelphia,  and  Boston,  to  see  how  all 
the  dear  brethren  had  got  the  toorld  into  their  heads.  Whatever  subject- 
was  up,  they  could  not  limit  themselves — their  hearts  embraced  a  tcwid 
lying  in  wickedness."

VIEWS  OF  FORMER  BENEFICIARIES  ON  REFUNDING. 

"  The  remaining  sum  loaned  to  me  from  the  funds  of  the  American  Edu- 
cation Society,  will  be  forwarded  at  the  time  specified,  with  the  interest  due 
upon  the  same.  This  money  I  not  only  feel  it  a  duty,  but  a  privilege  to  re- 
fund, knowing  that  it  will  again  be  appropriated  to  pious  and  indigent  youn^ 
men,  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Of  all  the  debto 
contracted  by  me  in  the  progress  of  my  studies,  I  pay  none  more  cheerfully 
than  this,  as  well  fronvthe  conviction  that  without  help  from  your  Society  I 
could  not  have  obtained  an  education,  as  that  the  money  when  returned 
will  be  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  that  cause  so  dear  to  the  heart  of 
every  true  Christian." 

"Your  communication  has  been  received,  and  nothing  can  be  more  obvi- 
ously just  than  the  suggestions  advanced  in  it.    Much  less  force  of : 
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me  thtn  19  conlaiiied  in  your  letter,  is  necessary  to  enable  me  to  feel  the 
mgation  of  refxinding  what  I  received  from  the  funds  of  that  Society  of 
whieh  yoQ  are  the  Treasurer." 

<*  Yoor  communication  to  me  was  duly  received  per  mail.  I  fully  accord 
with  your  viewa  as  expressed,  of  the  sacredness  of  the  funds  of  the  Ameri- 
can Education  Society.  They  are  raised  for  a  high  object,  and  should  be 
devoted  to  no  other.  The  fact,  too,  that  they  are  partially  derived  from 
**  the  hard  earnings  of  the  pious  poor,"  invests  them  with  a  character  which 
imperiouBly  demands  there  should  be  no  malappropriation  of  them.  To  ren- 
der myself  qualified  fo^  the  gospel  ministry,  was  the  early  and  continued 
VMfa  of  my  heart  And  so  long  as  I  received  aid  from  your  Society,  it  was 
my  heart's  desire  and  wish  so  to  do.  Those  funds  were  received  by  me '  in 
good  fiuth.'  But  circumstances  not  under  my  control,  finally  induced  me 
to  abandon  the  object  It  was  done  with  deep  reluctance — ^for  it  had  been 
the  cherished  purpose  of  years.  You  will  readily  perceive,  that  I  must  be 
iapatient  to  liquidate  any  claims  which  the  American  Education  Society 
■ay  have  upon  me." 

''Your  favor  came  to  hand  this  day,  and  merits  an  early  reply.  I  am 
aware  that  the  constitution  of  the  Education  Society  requires  aill  who  re- 
etive  aid  from  its  funds  to  pay  back  the  amount  as  speedily  as  possible.  I 
hope  also,  that  no  one  will  be  found  among  its  beneficiaries  so  ungrateful  ^ 
and  regardless  of  Christian  obligations  as  to  refuse  compliance  with  the 
nles  of  that  Society,  without  whose  aid  he  must  have  been  deprived  of  the 
high  privilege  of  preaching  the  gospel  of  peace  to  his  dying  fellow  men. 
So  far  as  it  regards  myself,  I  can  truly  say  it  has  been  my  constant  purpose 
to  refund  the  whole  amount  as  early  as  I  should  be  hlessed  with  the  ability 
to  do  it" 

''I  would,  were  it  possible,  express  the  obligations  of  gratitude  which  I 
feel  to  those  who  have  acted  as  the  agents  of  the  Christian  community, 
tkougfa  whose  instrumentality  I  was  asdsted  in  my  preparation  for  the 
neat  work  in  which  I  am  now  engaged.  Please  express  my  thanks  to  the 
DirectoTB  of  the  Society,  and  assure  them  of  my  ardent  desire  for  the  pros- 
perity and  continued  success  of  a  Society  which  has  already  done  so  much 
to  furnish  the  world  with  the  gospel  of  salvation. 

**  It  is  my  present  purpose  to  refund,  in  some  way,  all  the  money  I  have 
received  from  the  Society.  This  will  however  depend  on  future  circum- 
stances which  I  cannot  control." 

'^  Yoor  very  kind  and  affectionate  appeal  to  me  in  hehalf  of  the  American 
Education  Society,  was  received  by  the  last  mail  save  one.  It  was  directed 
to  P J  on  the  north  side  of  the  Missouri  river.  Having  been  de- 
tuned in  that  office  for  a  lon^  time,  it  was  at  last  remailed  for  B , 

where  I  reside.  I  regret  this  circumstance,  as  it  has  prevented  my  prompt 
leply  to  a  call  from  a  Society,  to  which  I  am  indebted  for  the  precious  priv- 
2sge  of  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

*I  also  regret  that  my  response  comin?  late  must  be  what  it  is.  My 
heart  sickens  and  swells  with  grief  over  uie  operations  of  dire  necessity. 
Bat  neither  the  tears  which  I  have  often  shed  in  private,  nor  the  prayers 
wineh  I  have  offered  to  Him  who  seeth  in  secret  ftnd  rewardeth  openly,  nor 
the  efibrts  which  I  have  made  to  burst  the  bands  of  poverty,  have  ever 
enabled  me  to  discharge  the  debt  of  justice,  gratitude,  and  love,  which  I 
•we  to  your  Society. 

"  Yonr  Society  has  been  remembered  by  me,  with  deep  felt  gratitude  and 
hope,  r  have  looked  to  it  for  a  supply  of  these  immense  moral  wastes  in 
the  West,  and  I  still  look  to  it    Praying  that  the  God  of  heaven  may  ever

bless  and  prosper  your  efforts  to  educate  poor  and  pious  jovng  men  for  the 
ministiy,  I  am  with  sincere  affection  your  brother  in  the  g^pel." 

''I  feel  under  very  great  obligations  to  the  American  Education  Society. 
I  feel  a  deep  interest  in  its  prosperity.  I  long  since  redeemed  my  written 
obligations,  but  cannot  feel  satisfied  with  myself  till  I  have  refunded  all  that 

I  have  received  from  your  treasury.    Last  year  I  sent  you ;  now  I 

send  you  what  I  can  spare  from  a  small  saliuy.  Providence  smiling,  I  hope 
at  some  time  to  refund  all  that  I  owe  in  this  respect,  to  the  church  and  to 
the  cause  of  benevolence." 

*<  It  was  not  till  recently,  that  I  had  finally  concluded  to  change  my  mtea- 
tion  of  entering  the  ministry.  This  I  have  done  after  mature  and  prayerfol 
reflection,  fully  believing  that  I  can  be  more  useful,  and  subserve  the  caoae 
of  religion  not  less  efficiently,  by  devoting  myself  to  the  profession  of  eda- 
cationi  than  to  that  of  theology.  I  am  now  in  a  situation  where  I  haTS 
every  reason  to  expect  that  I  shall  soon  be  able  to  refund  the  whole  sum 
with  interest,  loaned  me  bv  the  Education  Society.  There  is  no  debt  which 
I  consider  more  sacred  than  this ;  and  no  cause  in  which  I  feel  a  deeper 
interest,  than  that  in  which  your  Society  is  engaged.  I  would  express  the 
deep  and  sincere  gratitude  I  feel  for  the  aid  your  Society  afforded  me  in 
the  prosecution  of  my  studies,  without  which  I  should  still  have  been  follow- 
ing the  plough.'' 

*<  My  heart  and  judgment  fully  respond  to  the  sentiments  of  yoor  letter. 
I  do,  indeed,  consider  the  funds  of  the  American  Education  Society,  as  the 
avails  of  Christian  self-denial  and  hard  earnings,  consecrated  to  the  service 
of  Christ's  church,  and  that  only.  I  shall  ever  esteem  it  a  privilege  and  an 
honor,  to  acknowledge  that  I  was  ttiought  worthy  of  your  patronage.  I 
have  never  for  a  moment  turned  my  face  from  the  ministry,  though  circum- 
stances beyond  my  control  have  retarded  my  progress  in  preparation  for  it 

^  Though  I  have  for  some  months  been  a  licensed  preacher,  yet  I  am  fuU 
in  the  purpose  to  refund  principal  and  interest,  as  soon  as  Providence  shall 
put  it  in  my  power.

RULES  OF  UNION, 


Ai  amended  and  finally  aceeptad  by  the  Board  of  Diroctori  of  tha  Preabyterian  Braocb,  and  cob- 
earred  in  by  tbe  Diroctori  of  tbe  Parent  Soatety,  July  13, 183L. 

Whersjls  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Board,  that  the  interests  of 
the  American  Education  Society  would  be  promoted  by  a  re-organization 
of  the  Presbyterian  Branch,  so  as  to  extend  its  operations  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Board  being-  anxious  to 
afford  every  facility  for  accomplishing  the  olyect  which  the  Society  has  in 
view,  it  is  agreed  on  the  part  of  this  Board,  That  hereafter,  the  administra- 
tion of  the  wairs  of  the  American  Education  Society,  within  tbe  territorial 
limits  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  out  of  New  fin^^d,  be  comDiitted  to 
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the  Pn0byt0riaa  Branch,  if  affreeable  to  said  Branch,  in  conformity  with 
die  following  arrangement  or  plan  of  union : 

1.  The  Branch  Society  to  modify  its  conatitntion  suitably  to  the  extension 
of  its  operations  within  the  proposed  limits. 

2.  The  principles  and  rules  of  the  American  Education  Society,  as  ex- 
iting at  the  time  of  this  arrangement,  or  as  they  may  be  hereafter  deter- 
mined, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  received, 
and  observed  in  all  cases  where  they  are  capable  of  being  applied. 

&  The  Presbyterian  Society  to  assume  all  the  engagements  of  the  Amer- 
ican, within  the  limits  mentioned ;  and  the  two  Societies  shall,  as  they  may 
be  able,  render  pecuniary  aid  each  to  the  other,  whenever  the  immediate 
wants  of  either  shaU  require. 

4.  Brmnch  Societies,  or  Agencies,  within  the  above  limits,  to  hold  the 
mae  relation  to  the  Presbyterian,  which  they  have  heretofore  held  to  the 
American  Society,  and  to  make  all  their  returns  to  the  former,  unless  such 
Branch  Societies  or  Agencies  shall  dissent  from  this  arrangement 

5.  The  vote  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  upon 
ill  applications  for  patronage,  for  dismission,  or  for  cancelling  of  obligationfl 
of  beneficiaries  within  its  limits,  and  upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  stand- 
mg  of  young  men  under  its  patronage,  shall  be  final ;  but  a  report  of  the 
same,  iully  and  accurately  made  out,  with  the  schedj^les,  original  or  copied; 
upon  which  the  votes  are  founded,  to  be  forwarded  quarterly  to  the  Parent 
Society  and  deposited  in  its  archives. 

6.  Notes  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  to 
belong  to  said  Society,  and  to  be  held  and  collected  by  its  Treasurer  in  the 
same  manner  as  heretofore  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society ;  but  a 
list  of  all  monies  received  by  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  forwarded 
quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  American 
Society,  for  publication  in  its  Journal. 

7.  Beneficiaries  of  either  Society  to  be  admitted  to  equal  privileges,  with- 
ont  re-examination,  on  transferring  their  relation  from  one  Society  to  the 
othec

President  Edwards,  in  his  account  of  the  revival  of  Religion  in  New 
&igland  in  his  day,  speaking  in  respect  to  the  educating  of  youth  in  our 
colleges  for  the  ministry,  remarks :  "  I  would  say  in  general,  that  it  appears 
to  me,  that  care  should  be  taken  some  way  or  other,  that  those  societies 
(colleges)  should  be  so  regulated,  that  they  should,  in  fact,  be  nurseries  of 
piety ;  otherwise,  they  are  fundamentally  ruined  and  undone,  as  to  their 
main  design,  and  most  essential  end.  They  ought  to  be  so  constituted, 
that  Tice  and  idleness  have  no  living  there  ;  which  are  intolerable  in  soci- 
eties, where  main  design  is  to  train  up  youth  in  Christian  knowledge  and 
eminent  piety,  to  fit  them  to  be  pastors  of  the  flock  of  the  blessed  Jesus. 
I  hftYe  heretofore  had  some  acquaintance  with  the  affairs  of  a  college,  and 
experience  of  what  belonged  to  its  tuition  and  government ;  and  I  cannot 
bot  think  that  it  is  practicable  enough,  so  to  constitute  such  societies,  that 
there  should  be  no  being  there  without  being  virtuous,  serious  and  diligent 
It  aeema  to  me  to  be  a  reproach  to  the  land,  that  ever  it  should  be  so  with 
onr  colleges,  that,  instead  of  being  place»  of  the  greatest  advantages  for 
tnie  piety,  one  cannot  send  a  child  thither  without  great  danger  of  his  be- 
ing infected  as  to  hia  morals,  as  it  has  certainly  sometimes  been  with  these 
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societies.  If  we  pretend  to  have  any  colleges  at  all,  under  any  notion  of 
training  up  youth  for  the  ministry,  there  should  be  some  way  found  out  that 
should  certainly  prevent  its  being  thus.  And,  as  thorough  and  efiectaal 
care  should  be  taken  that  vice  and  idleness  are  not  tolerated  in  these  soci- 
eties, so  certainly,  the  design  of  them  requires,  that  extraordinary  means 
should  be  us^d  in  them,  for  training  up  the  students  in  vital  religion,  and 
experimental  and  practical  godliness,  so  that  they  should  be  holy  societies, 
the  very  place  should  be  as  it  were  sacred.  They  should  be  in  the  midst 
of  the  land  fountains  of  piety  and  holiness.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  pains 
taken  to  teach  the  scholars  human  learning ;  there  ought  to  be  as  much, 
and  more  care,  thoroughly  to  educate  them  in  religion,  and  lead  them  to 
true  and  eminent  holiness.  If  the  main  design  of  these  nurseries,  is  to 
bring  up  persons  to  teach  Christ,  then  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that 
there  should  be  care  and  pains  taken,  to  bring  those  that  are  educated,  to 
the  knowledge  of  Christ.  It  has  been  common  in  our  public  prayers,  to 
call  these  societies,  the  schools  of  the  prophets.  And  if  they  are  schools  to 
train  up  young  men  to  be  prophets,  certainly  there  ought  to  be  extraor- 
dinary care  taken  to  train  them  up  to  be  Christians.  And  I  cannot  see  why 
it  is  not,  on  all  accounts,  fit  and  convenient  for  the  governors  and  instruc- 
tors of  the  colleges  particularly,  singly  and  frequently  to  converse  with  the 
students  about  the  stetc^  of  their  souls." 


CiBcuiiAR  Letter,  beferhed  to  p.  48. 

To  the  young  men  receiviiig  the  patronago  oF  the  American  Edacation  Society. 

Dear  Brethren^ — ^The  special  object  of  this  communication  is  to  direct 
your  attention  to  the  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer,  in  behalf  of  the  American 
Colleges.  This  Concert  was  established  in  1823.  The  last  Thursday  of 
February  in  that  year  was  set  apart  by  **  a  number  of  the  friends  of  Zion, 
as  a  seaso^  of  fasting,  and  spiritual  and  united  prayer,  that  God  would  pour 
out  his  Spirit  on  the  colleges  of  our  country."  From  that  time  to  the 
present,  this  day  has  annually  been  observed  by  multitudes,  who  love  Zion 
and  pray  for  her  prosperity.  The  last  Thursday  of  February  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching. Permit  me,  then,  to  "stir  up  your  pure  minds  by  way  of  re- 
membrance," to  this  vastly  important  subject,  and,  if  possible,  secure  your 
fervent,  importunate,  and  united  intercessions  at  the  throne  of  grace,  on 
that  memorable  day,  that  God  would  cause  his  Holy  Spirit  to  descend  upon 
our  colleges,  like  a  mighty  Pushing  wind.  There  are  several  motives  for 
the  performance  of  this  duty. 

1.  God  does  hear  and  answer  prayer.  He  has  said,  "  Ask,  and  it  shall  be 
given  you;'^  and  he  has  expressly  promised  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that 
ask  him.  That  God  has  answered  prayer,  offered  for  our  seminaries  of 
learning,  is  strikingly  manifest  His  declaration  has  been  fulfilled,  **  Before 
they  cdl,  I  will  answer ;  and  while  they  are  yet  speaking,  I  will  hear."  In 
some  instances,  revivals  have  commenced  on  the  very  day  of  the  Concert. 
The  Lord  has  been  there,  by  the  special  influences  of  his  Spirit.  In  a 
single  revival  at  one  of  our  colleges,  sixty  individuals  were  hopefully  con- 
verted to  God,  and  in  three  successive  revivals  at  another  college,  seventy 
students  gave  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart.  In  the  year  1831,  there  was 
a  revival  in  fourteen  different  colleges,  and  between  three  and  four  hun- 
dred young  men  in  these  Institutions  were  apparently  brought  to  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  Since  the  establishment  of  this  concert 
of  prayer,  more  than  a  thousand  individuals  in  our  public  seminaries,  it  is 
believed,  have  been  made  the  subjects  of  true  vital  godliness.  Through 
these  effusions  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  what  amount  of  good  has  been  accom- 
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pinhed ! — ^how  much  talent  and  inflaence  have  been  consecrated  to  Christ 
aad  the  church,  which  otherwise  might  have  been  wasted — worse  than 
wasted !  What  a  powerful  motive  to  prayer  is  the  consideration,  that  God 
heareth,  and  answereth  the  supplications  of  his  people ! 

2.  A  larg^e  number  of  beloved  youth  in  our  colleges  are  still  in  an  uncon- 
verted state,  ^having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in  the  world.'*  This, 
probably,  is  true  of  from  two  thirds  to  three  quarters  of  the  whole  number 
of  students.  How  nany  of  these  select  young  men  of  our  land,  each  one 
poaoessing  a  soul  infinitely  more  valuable  than  ten  thousand  worlds,  and 
destined  to  eternal  weal  or  wo,  are  now  crowding  the  way  to  eternal  de- 
struction. Human  efforts  alone  are  inadequate  to  save  them.  They  must 
everlastingly  pnerish,  unless  God  interpose  by  his  grace.  And  he  will  con- 
vert and  save  in  answer  to  prayer.  Who,  then,  will  not  pray  for  the  con- 
Tersioa  of  these  dear  youth?  Who  will  not  wrestle  with  the  Angel  of  the 
corenant,  and  say,  in  the  language  of  prevailing  Israel,  **I  will  not  let  thee 
go,  except  thoQ  bless  th^px.'* 

9.  Our  colleges  earert  a  mighty  influence  upoti  the  eommunity.  Here 
viU  be  educated  our  legislators,  judges,  lawyers,  physicians,  and  ministers; 
fivery  one  Ifrho  receives  the  honors  of  college  will  affect,  by  his  sentiments 
and  example,  at  least  a  thousand  souls  around  him.  These  Institutions^ 
therefore,  will  be  fountains  of  corruption  and  death,  or  of  purity  and  hjfe^ 
Bow  important,  then,  that  '^holiness  to  the  Lord/'  be  inscribed  npon  all 
our  halls  of  science — that  these  fountains  be  pure,  sending  forth  healthful'

dew  nor  rain.  Prayer,  thevefoie^  should  be  made  without  ceasing  or  the 
ehotehes  onto  God  for  them. 

4.  By  revivals  in  these  Institutions  of  learning,  4  large  number. of  ovr 
yovth  would  be  brougfal  into  the  ministry.  Between  two  and  three  thou- 
sand, now  in  a  course  of  education,  might  thus  be  secured  to  Christ  and  the 
fkureh*  These  thousands  might  pt each  the  gospel  to  as  many  millions,  ahd 
he  instromental  in  the  salraiion  of  multitude  Let,  then,  every  one  who 
has  an  interest  at  the  tiirone  of  grace,  pray  particularly  for  revivids  of  re- 
ligion in  all  our  colleges-^  ptay  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send 
Hxth  laborers  into  his  harvest,"  that  the  earth  may  be  gathered. 

in  view  of  the  above  remarks,  dear  brethren  in  Christ  Jesus,  let  your 
spirit  be  stirred  in  you.  Present  this  subject  for  consideration  at  your 
ICoothly  Concert  on  Tuesday  evening,  immediately  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  February.

CONSTITUTION 

or  THS 

BRANCH  OP  THE  AMERICAN  EDUCATION  SOdETY. 


Art.  I.    This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Branch  of  the 

American  Eduoatiou  Society. 

II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  educate  indigent  pious 
young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry,  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  American 
Education  Society. 

III.  Any  person  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society,  by  paying  into 
its  treasury  the  annual  sum  of  one  dollar  or  more ;  and  any  person 
who  shall  pay  at  one  time,  or 

within  five  years  from  the  time  of  subscribing,  shall  be  a  member  for 
life. 

IV.  There  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot,  a  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  \^h6  with  seven  (or  five)  others 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  shall  constitute  a.  Board  of  Directors,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  till  others  are  chosen  in  Uieir  stead- ;  any  five 
of  them  shall  constituto  a  quorum  fot  doing  business.  The  Society 
may  also  elect  from  time  to  time,  such  number  of  honorary  Vice 
Presidents  as  they  may  judge  expedient. 

V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  receive  bene- 
factions ;  to  take  measures  in  concert  with  the  Parent  Society  for 
raising  funds ;  to  examine  and  receive  beneficiaries ;  to  make  appro- 
priations ;  and  generally  to  conduct  all  the  interests  and  concerns  of 
tfie  Branch  :  subject,  however,  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Parent  In- 
stitution,  and  in  conformity  with  tltc  essential  principles  of  its  Con- 
stitution. 

VI.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  qf  the  Society  may  be  filled 
by  the  Directors,  till  there  is  opportunity  for  them  to  be  filled  by  the 
Society  at  a  regular  meeting. 

VII.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Directors  may  appoint,  for  the  choice  of  officers,,  for  hearing  the 
Report  of  the  Directors,  and  for  any  other  purposes  which  the  S<^iety 
or  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  think  proper.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  President  with  the  concurrence  of  three  other  Di- 
rectors. 

VIII.  Alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  made  except  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  three 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  unless  the 
proposed  alterations  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting.

1.  Every  applicant  must  hare  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  yeari,  and  hoFO 
been  a  professor  of  religion  at  leut  six  months,  and  have  studied  the  lan- 
goagea  the  same  length  of  tune. 

SL  liet  him  then  applj  to  his  minister,  or  the  principal  officer  of  the 
cfaomh,  for  a  letter  of  reconnnendation.  This  letter  should  mention  hie 
pie^,  or  describe  his  moral  and  religions  character,  bis  church  membership, 
his  native  place,  the  place  of  his  present  residence,  his  age,  his  Indigence, 
uA  in  what  employments  he  has'  been  engaged.  This  letter  should  be 
Vffned  by  the  minister,  and  by  one  or  more  other  persons,  either  a  deacon 
of  the  chiveb,  or  some  respectable  individual  who  knows  him.  [If  there  be 
BO  minister  in  the  parish,  some  principal  man  in  the  chnroh  may  be  applied 
toi]  Then  let  him  ask  his  instructor,  or  the  gentleman  with  whom  he  has 
mied  the  languages,  for  a  letter  of  recommendation,  stating  what  his 
tilentSi  aad  prospects  for  acquiring  Imowledge  are.  The  more  full  these 
papers  are,  the  better.  The  points  which  are  indispensaiHe  are,  piety, 
talents,  and  indigence.  The  recommendatory  papers  should,  in  all  cases^ 
be  aealed,  so  that  the  entire  character  of  the  applicant  may  be  given. 

3.  Then  let  him  take  these  letters  to  tho  Chairman  of  the  Examining 
Committee,  who  resides  nearest  to  him.  For  the  list  of  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Examining  Committee,  see  page  38,  of  this  Report 

4.  He  should  make  application  to  the  Chairman' of  the  Committee  as 
eariy  as  the  second  week  in  June,  September,  I>eccmber,  and  March.  The 
Bo^n  Examining  Committee  meet  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Tuesday  im* 
mediately  preceding  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October* 

5r  If  the  Committee  are  satisfied  with  the  character  and  qualifications  of 
the  applicant,  they  will  present  his  case  to  the  B€>ard  of  Directors,  who 
meet  qaarterly  in  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July, 
aad  October 

6.  If  the  Board  receive  him,  the  Secretary,  eoon  after  the  meeting,  will 
vrile,  infonning  him  that  he  is  admitted  on  trial,  that  the  usual  appropria* 
tioB  is  voted  to  him,  and  will  direct  where  the  money  can  be  obtained.  At 
the  same  time  a  cop^  of  the  rules  will  be  sent  to  him. 

7.  When  he  receives  the  approprhuion,  he  must  give  his  note  for  the 
iBoant,  and  a  note,  likewise,  must  be  given  for  every  futurB  aporopriiation, 
vben  be  receives  it  A  blank  form  will  be  handed  to  him  for  the  purpose, 
by  the  agent,  or  the  person  who  pays  him  the  grant 

&  In  no  case  is  it  necessary  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  to 
ascertain  whether  aid  can  be  furnished.  If  the  individual  in  question,  pos- 
sesses the  proper  qualifications,  his  application  will  probably  be  successfuL 

9.  After  he  has  received  the  appropriation,  let  him  procure  a  small  blank 
bopk,  and  begin  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  his  expenses,  and  pecuniary 
concerns.  . 
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10.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  this  habit  of  keeping  ftiU  accoanti 
should  be  commenced  at  the  beginning,  and  should  be  steadily  persevered 
in. 

11.  Near  the  close  of  the  quarter,  the  various  items  should  be  added  to- 
gether, and  the  sums  placed  in  the  proper  columns,  on  a  schedule,  or  blank 
form,  similar  to  the  one  printed  on  page  13  of  this  Report  All  these  state- 
ments should  be  made  in  their  proper  places,  and  be  written  in  a  fair  hand. 

12.  If  a  young  man  wishes  to  make  particular  explanations  about  his  own 
case,  let  him  write  to  the  Secretary. 

13.  If  a  young  man  expects  to  be  absent  at  the  time  tlie  schedule  is  to 
be  circulated,  he  should  by  all  means,  leave  his  account  with  a  friend,  and 
authorize  him  to  place  it  on  the  schedule. 

14.  In  all  other  cases,  the  individual  should  write  his  name,  and  place  hui 
accounts  on  the  schedule  with  his  own  hand. 

15.  Every  individual,  assisted  by  the  Society,  is  expected  to  connect  him- 
self with  some  regularly  established  institution  of  learning,  either  a  public 
grammar  school,  an  academy,  college,  or  theological  seminary. 

16.  Whenever  a  young  man  removes  from  the  Parent  Society  to  a 
Branch  Society,  as  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticnt,  or  from  one  Branch 
to  another,  as  from  Maine  to  New  Hampshire,  or  from  one  seminary  to 
another,  in  the  same  State,  he  should  carry  with  him  the  letter  which  noti- 
fied him  as  being  received  by  the  American  Education  Society;  and,  also, 
a  letter  of  dismission  and  recommendation -from  his  former  instructor,  to  thp 
one  to  whom  he  is  going.  In  case  he  neglects  to  procure  a  dismission  from 
his  instructor,  he  must  procure  the  approbation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Parent  Society,  or  if  he  be  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch,  of  the  Direc* 
tors  of  that  Branch. 

17.  Whenever  a  young  man  fails  to  report  himself,  by  retominsf  a  regular 
schedule,  twice  in  succession,  without  giving  proper  explanation  of  tbe 
omission,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  re-examined,  according  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Directors. 

18.  Whenever  a  young  man  intends  to  leave  his  studies  for  any  length  of 
time,  he  should  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  or 
of  a  Branch,  if  he  lives  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch. 

19.  Whenever  a  note  is  given,  all  the  preceding  notes  in  the  hands  of 
the  Agent  should  be  taken  up,  and  brought  into  one. 

20.  Whenever  the  time  for  transmitting  the  schedule,  or  making  returns, 
occurs  in  the  interval  between  leavin^r  one  institution  and  joining  anoUicr, 
as  from  a  college  to  a  theological  semmary,  three  things  are  to  be  observed : 

First.  A  schedule,  or  statement  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and  a  request 
for  another  grant  for  the  quarter  thus  intervening,  should  be  left  with  the 
agent,  or  instructor  of  the  institution,  which  the  young  man  leaves. 

Secondly,  It  should  be  mentioned  against  the  name  of  each  applicant, 
where  he  wishes  to  have  the  expected  appropriation  sent,  or  deposited. 

Thirdly,  In  case  the  appropriation  is  to  be  placed  in  the 'hands  of  the  for- 
mer agent,  the  young  man  should  give  his  note  for  the  anticipated  appro- 
priation before  he  leaves  the  institution,  and  receive  from  the  agent  his 
certificate  that  the  note  has  been  given ;  this  certificate  must  be  handed  to 
the  agent  of  the  new  institution,  and  to  be  mentioned  by  him  on  the  next 
schedule.  He  must,  in  all  cases,  take  with  him  a  certificate  of  his  note  for 
his  last  grant 

21.  Whenever  a  young  man  wishes  for  a  regular  dismission  frbm  the 
Society,  he  should  transmit  his  request  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Parent 
Society,  having  first  given  one  note  for  all  which  he  owes  to  the  Society.

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CONSTITUTION 


AMERICAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pious  young  men  ibr  tlie 
goqpel  ministry. 

Art.  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
dollars,  shall  ^  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
and  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here- 
after added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  bo 
chosen  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 

Art.  II.  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
donations,  gifen  for  this  special  purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the 
Directors. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  who  shall  continue 
io  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  IY.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
SQch  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 
pedient. 

Art.  V.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Directors;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  soli- 
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citing  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit, 
the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  have 
the  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  support  of  beneficiaries ; 
of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  patronage ;  of  appointing 
committees  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
parts ;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  all  business  necessary  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided 
for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make  report  of  their  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shaU 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor 
or  instructors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually  exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary, 
after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors,  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serious 
purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VII.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  bis  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Art.  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the.  society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms ;  make  payments  and  advances  of 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors  ; 
and  annually  render  to  the  Society  a  written  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  amount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested  : — ^this  account  to  be  previously 
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examined  and  approved,  in  writing,  by  a  Committee  of  the  Society, 
anouaJly  chosen  for  the  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  Directors, 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Art.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Directors  shall  appoint,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
business. 

Art.  XL  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
and  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliary  to  this, 
which  shall  pay  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  Treasury 
of  this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Art.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabit- 
aDts  of  any  State  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
basis  of  its  own,  such  Society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence, 
and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
constituent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Every  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
own  officers,  including  a  Board  of^Directors  and  a  Treasurer;  and 
also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety;  and,  if  approved,  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of 
said  Branch  Society  ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
may  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  All 
monies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  general  treasury ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
inch  Society  shall  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Directors  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XIV.  Presidents  of  Branch*  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
members  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 
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Art.  XV.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  sapplj  any  Tacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
till  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Art.  XVT.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  except 
on  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  three  fourths  of 
the  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting ;  or  unless  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society,  in  writing,  at  a 
previous  meeting.

CHAPTER  I. 


OF  THE   BOAKD   OF  DIRECTORS* 


1.  It  is  the  daty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  super-  duUot 
inteod  and  to  manage  the  prudential  and  executive  busi- 
ness of  the  Society ;  and,  especially,  to  see  that  the  Con- 
stitution and  Rules  of  the  Society  are  faithfully  observed. 

%  The   Board   meet  quarterly  for  the  transaction  of  Time  of 
business,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January^  April,   "**  '"'* 
Jufy  and  October.     Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  Secretary,  at  the  written  request  of  three  Directors. 

3.  Two  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gt«nding  Com 
Board — a  Financial  Committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  "*''*^ 
attend  to  the  funds,  and  to  advise  with  the  Treasurer  con- 
cerning the  investment  of  funds  in  the  safest  and  most 
productire  forms;  and  an  Executive  Committee  whose 
doty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  to  discuss  subjects  of  im- 
portance, and  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  Board ;  to  afford 
the  Secretary  counsel  whenever  he  shall  request  it ;  and 
to  perform  any  business  during  the  recess  of  the  Board, 
which,  in  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
Teqaire.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
bgs,  which  record  shall  be  read  to  the  Board  at  their 
Tegular,  or  other  meetings,  for  their  approval. 
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To  kMp  a  re- 
cord, and  to  re- 
port aoDttaUy. 


4.  The  Directors  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  annually  make  report  of  their  transactions 
to  the  Society.

OF   THE   SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence; 
keep  the  records  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee ;  take  measures  for  increasing  the  funds ;  and  do 
what  he  can  to  promote  the  highest  prosperity  and  useful- 
ness of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the 
character  and  qualifications  of  applicants  for  aid,  and  ibr 
this  purpose  he  shall  be  authorized  to  take  part  with  Ex- 
amining Committees,  whenever  he  can  be  present,  in  the 
examination  of  candidates,  as  the  official  representative  of 
this  Board,  and  in  special  cases  to  conduct  examinations 
separately. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  exercise,  so  far 
as  he  shall  be  able,  pastoral  supervision  over  all  who  are 
under  the  patronage  of  the  Society ;  by  visiting  them  at 
the  places  where  they  reside,  and  conversing  and  praying 
with  them  individually  or  collectively  ;  by  correspondence 
with  them,  and  with  their  instructors ;  and  by  any  other 
means  calculated  to  excite  them  to  eSbrt,  and  to  encourage 
them  to  seek  an  elevated  spirit  of  piety. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  see  that  the 
stated  or  other  accounts  of  beneficiaries,  under  the  patron- 
age either  of  the  Parent  Society  or  of  its  Branches,  are 
made  out  conformably  to  rule,  and  returned  to  the  general 
office  in  season  to  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  each  quar- 
terly meeting.  He  shall  also  give  notice  of  all  appro- 
priations made  by  the  General  Society,  or  its  Branches, 
to  young  men  under  patronage,  and  direct  them  how,  and 
where  to  apply  for  the  same. 

5.  The  Secretary  sh^l  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  when  it  can  be  done,  make  an  orderly  arrangement 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted. 

6.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  the  Secretary  in 
his  department,  as  the  Board  shall  judge  to  be  necessary.

CHAPTER  III. 

OP   THE   TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  be-  DntiM. 
longiog  to  the  Society,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of 

the  same,  showing  the  sources  from  which  they  have  been 
derived,  and  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  given. 
He  shall  open  a  separate  account  with  each  Branch  So- 
ciety, with  the  scholarship  and  other  permanent  funds, 
and  with  each  Beneficiary  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  of 
the  Branches.

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  To  take  eharg* 
notes  of  young  men  assisted  by  the  Parent  Society  and  of  BeneflciafiM. 

Whenever,  in  his  judgment,  it  may  be  im- 
portant to  have  the  notes  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  at  the

Examining  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  sach  number 

uiHw!  '  of  Examining  Committees  in  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, to  examine  and  recommend  candidates  for  patronage, 
as  the  convenience  of  applicants,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Society,  may  require.  But,  as  the  duties  to  be  performed 
are  of  a  highly  sacred  and  responsible  nature,  the  undue 
multiplication  of  such  committees  is  to  be  studiously 
avoided.  Where  no  special  reasons  exist  for  a  larger 
number,  each  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 
Mods  of  exam-  2.  When  a  candidate  for  patronage  applies  for  examina- 
tion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examining  Committee,  to 
whom  the  application  is  made,  to  institute  a  personal  and 
faithful  inquiry  respecting  his  testimonials,  his  studies,  his 
religious  character  ;  his  motives  in  seeking  an  education 
for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  his  willingness  to  conform 
to  the  rules  of  the  American  Education  Society.  If,  after 
serious  and  full  examination,  the  Committee,  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  the  applicant  possesses  the  character  and  qualifi- 
cations required  of  beneficiaries  by  the  Constitution  and 
Rules  of  the  Society,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  recommend 
him  for  patronage  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent 
Society,  or  of  one  of  its  Branches  if  the  applicant  reside 
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within  the  limits  of  a  Branch  Society.  In  their  recom-

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Examining  Com-  Appiieatititobe 
roittees,  to  endeavor  to  impress  the  minds  of  those  who  naTure'or'^UMir 
apply  for  patronage  with  a  deep  sense  of  the  momentous  "°'*"'*^*°«' 
and  solemn  nature  of  their  undertaking,  to  explain  to  them 

the  principles  upon  which  appropriations  are  made  by  this 
Society,  and  to  apprize  them  of  the  necessity,  which  the 
Rules  of  the  Society  lay  upon  them,  of  making  vigorous 
efforts  to  sustain  themselves.

CHAPTER  V.

2.  No  person  shall  be  patronized  who  does  not  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  of  promising  talents,  and  decided 
piety,  and  who  is  not  in  the  way  of  obtaining  a  thorough 
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classical  and  theological  education,  that  is,  either  pCepaf-, 
ing  to  enter  College ;  or  a  member  of  some  regularly 
constituted  College,  where  a  thorough  classical  course  is 
pursued ;  or  engaged  in  theological  studies  with  the  design 
of  taking  a  regular  three  years'  course. 
SMpftobeuken  3.  When  a  young  man  wishes  to  apply  for  patronage, 
obuining  pat-  he  must  pursue  the  following  steps.  I^irst.  He  must 
obtain  unequivocal  testimonials  from  three  or  more  serious 
and  respectable  persons  best  acquainted  with  him  and  his 
circumstances,  (e.  g.)  his  minister,  instructor,  a  magis- 
trate, or  some  other  principal  man  in  the  vicinity,  stating 
his  age,  place  of  residence,  indigence,  moral  and  religious 
character,  including  his  church  connection,  talents,  pre- 
vious education,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  These  testimonials  should  be  sealed 
papers,  that  the  writers  of  them  may  speak  freely,  con- 
cerning the  character  of  the  applicants.  Secondly.  Hav- 
ing obtained  these  testimonials,  the  applicant  must  present 
his  request  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  some 
Examining  Committee  in  his  neighborhood,  or  within  the 
portion  of  the  country  to  which  he  belongs.  If  no  such 
Committee  is  known  to  have  been  appointed,  the  applicant 
or  his  friends  may  write,  for  information,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Parent  Society  ;  or  if  he  resides  within  the  limits 
of  a  Branch  Society,  to  the  Secretary  of  that  Branch. 
Appifeantt  ad.  4.  Whenever  a  young  man  has  taken  the  above  course, 
mittad  OD  trial  ^^^  heeu  examined  and  recommended  by  an  authorized 
Committee,  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent  Soci- 
ety, or  of  one  of  its  Branches,  he  may  be  admitted  on 
trial,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

5.  Every  young  man  admitted  on  trial,  or  regularly  re- 
ceived in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  renew 
his  application,  and  make  his  returns  to  the  Board  quar^ 
terly,  in  season  for  each  quarterly  meeting,  unless  for 
special  reasons  a  longer  period  shall  have  been  granted  by 
the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  he  shall  do  the  same, 
with  scrupulous  exactness,  according  to  the  following  form 
or  schedule — which  shall  be  regularly  and  punctually  re- 
turned by  all  under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  or  of  its 
Branches,  in  every  stage  of  their  education.

CHAPTER  VI. 


OF   APPROPRIATIONS. 


Amount  appro-  1.  The  amount  appropriated  to  young  men  under  pa- 
tronage shall  be  the  least  with  which  they  can  be  carried 
forward,  consistently  with  health  and  a  thorough  educa- 
tion, after  making  suitable  efforts  to  assist  themselves,  and 
receiving  the  aid  of  other  public  funds  and  of  friends. 

Bud  per  quarter.  S-  The  annual  amount  of  appropriations  to  the  young 
men  in  the  first  stage  of  education,  shall  be  forty-eight 
dollars — twelve  dollars  for  each  quarter :  to  those  in  the 
second  and  third  stages,  seventy-five  dollars ;  of  which 
eighteen  dollars  shall  be  appropriated  for  each  quarter 
ending  in  July  and  October;  nineteen  dollars  for  the 
quarter  ending  in  January ;  and  twenty  dollars  for  the 
quarter  ending  in  April.  Where  the  board  and  tuition 
are  furnished  gratuitously,  the  quarterly  appropriation 
shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Appropruiiont^  3.  Appropriations  in  money  shall  be  made  in  the  form 
of  loans,  for  which  young  men,  whether  of  age  or  not, 
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shall  give  their  notes,  at  the  time  of  receiving  them  in  the 
ibIJowing  form — if  under  the  direct  superintendence  of 
the  Parent  Society :

4.  There  shall  be  one  Examining  Committee,  appointed   BMmininf 
as  above  mentioned,  within  the  limits  of  each  Branch ;  Co«n"i»«^ 
and  although  the  multiplication  of  Examining  Committees 

beyond  what  is  absolutely  necessary,  is  to  be  carefully 
gnarded  against,  yet  if  one  should  not  be  found  to  be 
sufficient,  another  or  more  may  be  appointed,  in  addition, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Branch  Society,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Parent  Society.

'  6.  Beneficiaries  removing  from  the  limits  of  the  Parent 
Society  into  those  of  a  Branch,  or  from  one  Branch  into 
another,  shall  be  regarded  as  removing  their  relation  to 
the  Branch  within  whose  limits  they  are  to  reside. — Or, 
if  they  remove  from  the  limits  of  a  Branch,  to  a  place 
within  the  limits  of  the  Parent  Society,  they  will  come 
under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  that  Society. 

7.  All  accounts  with  Beneficiaries  shall  be  kept  in  the 
name  of  the  Parent  Society;  and  their  periodical  or  other 
returns,  shall  be  directed  and  regularly  transmitted  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  that  Society. 

8.  The  special  care  and  supervision  which  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Parent  Society  is  required  to  take  of  Benefic- 
iaries in  the  various  stages  of  their  preparatory  studies^ 
shall  be  exercised  without  distinction  over  those  who  are 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Parent  Society  and 
of  its  Branches. 

9.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  each  Branch,  are  ex- 
pected to  co-operate  with  the  Directors  of  the  Parent  So- 
ciety in  raising  funds  within  its  limits,  by  conferring  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  by  appointing 
agents  to  assist  him  in  the  work  of  solicitation  within 
those  limits,  when  desired  ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this 
regulation  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  Board  of 
any  Branch  from  adopting  measures  of  their  own  for  rais- 
ing funds  when  a  co-operation  with  the  Parent  Society 
cannot  for  any  reason,  be  conveniently  or  speedily  had. 

10.  The  Parent  Society,  being  an  incorporated  institu- 
tion, with  an  ample  charter  for  holding  funds,  all  dona- 
tions given  for  the  purpose  of  founding  permanent  scholar- 
ships, whether  by  individuals  or  associations,  shall  be  given 
directly  for  that  Society ;  but  the  income  of  such  as  are 
given  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch  Society,  shall  be 
pledged  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  such  Branch  to  be 
appropriated  by  them,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
general  constitution.  All  donations  for  immediate  use, 
and  all  temporary  scholarships  within  the  limits  of  a 
Branch  and  sent  to  its  treasury,  shall  be  pledged  in  like 
manner :  provided  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
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ndered  as  restraining,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  liberty 
of  donors  to  make  such  an  arrangement  in  regard  to  their 
donations  as  they  may  think  proper. 

1 1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  each  Branch   MaetiogiL 
Society,  to  meet  quarterly,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to 

the  second  Wednesday  of  January^  April,  July,  and 
October^  to  receive  the  returns  of  beneficiaries  under  their 
care  ;  to  appropriate  the  funds  at  their  disposal ;  to  attend 
to  the  applications  of  new  beneficiaries ;  and  to  transact 
any  other  business  which  may  be  important  to  the  welfare 
of  that  part  of  the  general  concern  which  is  confided  to 
their  care. 

12.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Branch  shall  be  required  to  TrearararoftiM 
make  a  quarterly  report,  to  its  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  pun  quarterly. 
state  of  the  treasury,  noting  particularly  the  amount  of 
disposable  funds,  .which  is  possessed  at  the  time  ;  he  shall 

also  be  required  to  forward  a  duplicate  of  the  same  re- 
port, including  a  complete  and  accurate  list  of  donations 
for  the  quarter,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society  ; 
and  for  all  funds  in  his  hands,  or  under  his  care,  belong- 
ing to  the  General  Society,  he  shall  forward  a  certificate 
to  its  Treasurer. 

13.  Surplus  funds  in  the  treasury  of  any  Branch  So-  Borpiof  Fondk 
ciety,  shall   be  transmitted  to   the  general  treasury,  or 

made  subject  to  its  order  at  least  once  a  year,  and  oflener 
where  arrangements  for  that  end  shall  be  mutually  en- 
tered into,  by  the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society  and  the 
Board  of  any  Branch. 

14.  Schedules,  containing  the  pecuniary  accounts  of  Bohedofei. 
beneficiaries,   with   their  renewed   applications   for   aid, 

shall  be  made  out,  and  returned  quarterly.  They  must 
make  their  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Branch,  in 
season  for  the  quarterly  meeting  of  its  Directors;  and 
when  those  returns  have  been  acted  upon  by  them,  they 
shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Branch  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Parent  Society,  in  season  for  the  quarterly 
meeting  of  their  Board  of  Directors,  with  an  oilicial  note, 
stating  how  much  has  been  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
the  Branch  Society,  and  how  much  will  be  necessary  from 
the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society  to  complete  the  ap- 
propriation.

EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAI-  MEETING. 


The  Society  held  its  Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting  in  the  Tract  So- 
ciety's House,  New  York,  on  Thursday,  May  8th,  at  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

A  letter  from  the  Hon.  Samuel  Hubbard,  President  of  the  Society, 
assigning  the  reasons  for  his  absence,  and  expressing  his  regret  at  not 
being  present  on  the  occasion,  wis  communicated.  The  Rev.  John 
CoDMAN,  D.  D.  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Meeting. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  of  Troy,  New  York,  led  in  prayer.  The 
Rev.  John  J.  Owen,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Educa- 
tion Society,  was  requested  to  act  as  Clerk. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Treasurer  not  being  present,  his  Annual  Report,  certified  by 
the  Hon.  Pliny  Cutler,  as  Auditor,  was  read  by  Oliver  Willcox, 
Esq.  Treasurer  of  the  Presbyterian  Education  Society,  and  the  same 
was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  reading  of  the  Secretary's  Report  was  postponed  to  the  time  of 
the  public  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  evening. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year  were  chosen. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  William  Patton  of  New  York,  seconded  by 
Rev.  Ansel  D.  Eddy,  of  Canandaigua,  New  York,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Whereas  the  dependence  of  the  Christian  Ministry  upon  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  is  entire  and  constant,  and  his  blessing  absolutely  necessary  to  its  success ; 
aod  whereas  the  last  Thursday  of  February  has  been  annually  set  apart,  by  many  of 
the  friends  of  the  Redeemer,  as  a  season  of  united  prayer,  for  a  blessing  on  the 
yotmg  men  of  this  country,  and  especially  on  those  in  a  course  of  education  at  our 
colleges  and  academies ;  therefore, 

Metolved^  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  te  all  the  young  men,  under  the 
patronage  of  this  Society,  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  of  February  as  a  day  of  fast- 
ing and  prayer,  with  special  reference  to  the  more  copious  effusions  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  on  the  young  men  of  this  land  generally ;  but  more  especially  on  our  literary 
institutions,  that  the  youth  who  resort  thither  for  an  education,  may  be  sanctified 
and  led  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

JRe$olvedt  That  the  churches  of  Christ,  and  all  the  friends  of  this  Society,  and  of 
the  Redeemer,  be  affectionately  requested  to  observe  this  Annual  Concert  oi  Prayer. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Eliakiu  Phelps,  of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  seconded 

by  Rev.  Sylvester  Holmes,  of  New  Bedford,  Mass.  the  following 

preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whereas  <  the  harvest  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few,'  and  the  Great  Head 
of  the  church  has  enjoined  it  upon  his  disciples,  *  Pray  ye;  therefore,  the  Lord  of 
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the  harvest  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,'  and  whereas  the 
Tuesday  immediately  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  is  regarded  by 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  American  Education  Society,  and  by  many  of  the  friends  of 
the  Redeemer,  as  a  day  set  apart  for  united  prayer,  that  multitudes  of  young  men 
may  be  raised  up  and  qualified  to  preach  the  go«pei,  therefore. 

Resolved,  Tha4  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  young  men  under  the 
patronage  of  this  Society,  to  observe  some  part  of  the  Tuesday  immediately  suc- 
ceeding the  firat  Monday  of  the  month  as  a  Special  season  of  prayer,  that  God 
would  convert  young  men  and  lead  multitudes  of  them  (o  consecrate  themselves  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry. 

The  Society  adjourned,  to  meet  at  half  past  7  o'clock,  P.  M.  in 

Chatham  Street  Chapel. 

The  Society  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.  The  Hon.  John  Cot- 
ton Smith,  of  Connecticut,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  took  the 
chair.

Resolvedt  That  this  Society  regard  with  unfeigned  gratitude,  the  prosperity  which 
has  hitherto  attended  it,  and  that  the  Report  of  the  Directors,  an  abstract  of  which 
has  now  been  read,  be  adopted  and  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  James  Matheson,  of  Durham,  Eogland, 

seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Codman,  of  Dorchester, 

R€90h)edj  that  as  Education  Societies  exert  an  extensive  and  beneficial  ioflaence 
on  other  benevolent  institutions,  as  well  as  on  the  churches,  it  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance, that  this  Society  should  persevere  in  its  purpose  of  training  up  a  thoroughly 
educated  ministry. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Daniel  L.  Carroll,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 

seconded  by  Rev.  William  Patton,  of  New  York, 

Resolvedt  That  in  view  of  the  urgent  call  for  minbters  to  supply  this  and  odier 
lands,  it  is  the  imperious  duty  of  all  young  men  of  suitable  piety  and  talents,  prayer- 
fully, and  at  once,  to  decide  whether  they  are  not  required  of  God  to  devote  them- 
selves to  the  ministry  of  Christ. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Miron  Winslow,  of  Ceylon,  seconded  by  Rev. 

William  S.  Plumer,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia, 

Resclned,  That  since  it  is  the  revealed  will  of  God  that  the  world  is  to  be  con- 
yerted  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  preached  Gospel,  the  American  Educa- 
tion Society  is  laid  under  the  most  solemn  obligations  to  prosecute  those  measures 
it  has  adopted,  to  raise  up  an  able  and  efficient  ministry. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Waterman,  Mathe- 
SON,  Carroll,  Winslow,  Plumer,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Codman. 

The  services  were  closed  with  the  benediction  by  the  Rev.  Dr.

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At  the  commencement  of  their  Eighteenth  Annual  Report, 
the  Directors  of  the  American  Education  Society  would  solemnly 
jpause  and  pay  their  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  that 
eminent  and  beloved  man  who  was  an  early,  tried,  and  persevering 
friend  of  this  Institution,  but  '  who  is  not,  for  God  has  taken  him.' 
The  Rev.  Ebenezer  Porter,  D.  D.  President  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Andover,  was  a  Director  of  this  Society  from  its 
establishment  until  he  entered  into  rest.  To  him  pre-eminently, 
is  it  indebted  for  the  excellence  of  its  plan  of  organization  and 
Operations.  And  he  not  only  assisted  in  the  management  of  its 
concerns,  but  also  contributed  liberally  to  its  funds.  In  his  death, 
the  Society  is  called  to  deplore  the  loss  of  an  eloquent  advocate, 
a  wise  counsellor,  and  a  generous  patron.  His  name  will  go  down 
to  posterity  associated  not  only  with  the  American  Education 
Society,  but  with  all  that  is  dear  to  science,  religion,  and  ministe- 
rial education.  While  a  great  company  of  prophets,  in  view  of  bis 
departure,  will  exclaim,  "  My  father,  my  father,  the  chariot  of 
Israel  and  the  horsemen  thereof,"  may  his  falling  mantle,  with  a 
double  portion  of  his  spirit,  rest  upon  them,  aiid  upon  our  rising 
ministry. 

The  Hon.  Jonas  Platt,  LL.  D.  chairman  of  an  examining 
committee,  and  once  President  of  the  Presbyterian  Education 
Society ;  the  Hon.  Richard  Skinner,  President  of  the  North 
Western  Branch,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Storrs,  President 
of  the  Western  Reserve  Branch,  have  also,  during  the  year,  been 
removed  from  the  scenes  of  their  earthly  employments.  They 
now  rest  from  theur  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them.     May 
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a  grateful  recollection  of  their  past  services  excite  the  friends  of 
this  Institution  to  more  vigorous  efforts  to  multiply  the  tmmber  of 
able  and  faithful  ministers  of  the  gospel.* 

In  view  of  the  appalling  fact,  that  the  harvest  of  souls  to  be 
gathered  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ  is  plenteous,  but  the  spiritual 
laborers  few,  the  American  Education  Society  had  its  origin.  In 
prosecuting  its  object,  which  is  to  aid  in  raising  up  a  supply  of 
ministers  for  a  world,  it  has,  in  each  succeeding  year  of  its  exist- 
ence, enjoyed  the  smiles  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church ;  and 
is  permitted  to  witness  this  anniversary  with  renewed  emotions  of 
gratitude  to  its  Heavenly  Benefactor,  and  with  cheering  anticipa- 
tions, that,  through  its  instrumentality,  much  will  be  accomplished 
towards  publishing  the  gospel  of  peace  to  all  that  dwell  on  the  face 
of  the  earth. 

The  Society  originated  in  prayer,  and  has  been  sustained  by 
prayer.f  The  blessing  of  Heaven  only,  thus  sought  and  obtained, 
could  have  borne  it  onward  in  its  unparalleled  course.  Difficulties 
it  has  had  to  encounter  from  the  beginning ;  not  merely  those, 
which,  in  common  with  other  benevolent  Institutions,  it  has  ex- 
perienced, but  some  peculiar  to  itself.  Several  of  these  will  be 
briefly  noticed. 

It  has  been  objected,  that  there  are  now  as  many  ministers  in  the 
field  of  labor,  as  can  be  supported,  or  advantageously  employed. 
Notwithstanding  the  declaration  has  been  made  and  reiterated  from 
one  end  of  the  land  to  the  other,  that  between  three  and  four 
thousand  evangelical  churches  in  our  own  country  are  destitute  of 
settled  pastors ;  and,  that  allowing  only  one  minister  to  a  thousand 
souls,  six  thousand  additional  ministers  are  needed  to  supply  this 
country  at  the  present  time,  and  five  hundred  annually  to  supply 
merely  the  increase  of  population,  and  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
decease  of  pastors,  and  six  hundred  thousand  to  supply  the  world  ; 
yet  the  objection  by  some  has  continually  been  urged.  In  process 
of  time,  however,  the  call  from  the  churches  and  the  missionary 
societies  became  so  loud,  that  the  deaf  have  been  compelled  to 
hear ;  and  so  imperative  that  the  adamantine  have  been  made  to 
feel ;  and  so  exciting  that  the  dormant  have  been  roused  to  action. 
The  objection  is  now  nearly  removed.  A  voice  as  of  mighty 
thunders  is  heard,  ^'  Whom  shall  I  send  and  who  will  go  for  us  ''

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to  preach  the  gospel  at  home  and  abroad,  for  there  is  a  famine  of 
hearing  the  words  of  the  Lord  ?  Do  any  still  say,  many  ministers 
are  unemployed,  and,  therefore,  no  more  are  needed;  those  clergy- 
men who  have  nothing  to  do,  and  those  individuals  who  think 
there  are  many  such,  are  requested  to  read  the  reports  of  the  differ- 
ent Home  Missionary  Societies,  and  of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions,  and  then  say  whether  the  reason 
why  these  ministers  are  unemployed,  is  because  there  are  no  fields 
to  be  cultivated.  Verily  the  want  of  ministers  to  supply  the 
destitute  churches  is  distressing.  The  demand  for  Missionaries  is 
enough  to  pain  the  heart  of  Infinite  Love.* 

By  a  different  class  of  persons  another  difliculty  is  presented. 
There  are  so  many  ministers  needed,  that  young  men  must  be 
educated  in  a  more  expeditious  manner,  or  rather  must  take  a 
shorter  course  of  instruction,  than  is  adopted  by  the  American 
Education  Society.  That  an  immense  multitude  of  ministers  are 
needed  is  evident.  But  what  kind  of  ministers  are  needed  ?  Are 
they  such  as 

"  cannot  teach  and  i;?ill  not  learn  ?  " 

Certainly  not.  They  must  receive  instruction  before  they  can 
impart  it  to  others.  They  must  therefore  be  educated.  But  to 
what  extent  ?  Our  literary  and  ecclesiastical  bodies  as  with  one 
consent,  have  determined  that  ordinarily  a  collegiate  education  and 
a  theological  course  of  instruction  for  three  years,  are  necessary  as 
preparatory  to  the  ministry.f  This  is  all  the  American  Education 
Society  requires.  And  can  it  require  less,  when  it  is  considered, 
that  it  is  a  public  Institution,  which  must  have  general  rules,  and 
these  too  of  good  repute,  and  that  it  ought  not  to  depress,  but 
elevate  the  standard  of  ministerial  education  ?  Are  its  require- 
ments too  great  when  the  state  of  society  and  the  condition  of  the 
world  are  contemplated  ?  The  respectable  portions  of  the  com- 
munity are  now  generally  better  educated,  and  more  enlightened, 
than  they  were  years  ago,  and  the  ignorant  and  vicious  part  of  the 
community  axe  flooded  with  infidelity  and  skepticism.  Ought  not 
then  those  who  enter  the  sacred  office  to  be  thoroughly  educated 
in  order  to  meet  the  present  state  of  society  ?  An  unlearned  and 
incompetent  ministry  would  have  a  most  deleterious  effect  upon

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the  moral  and  religious  character  of  the  community,  and  upon  our 
literary  and  theological  institutions.  It  would  not  only  degrade 
ministerial  qualiGcations,  but  also  mbisterial  character,  and  would 
be  totally  inadequate  to  the  exigencies  of  the  times  ;  unfit  for  the 
west,  the  east,  the  nortli,  or  the  south ;  unfit  for  any  portion  of  the 
[  country  or  of  the  globe.  Give  to  any  State  in  the  Union  an  illit- 
I  erate — ignorant  ministry,  and  there  the  arts  and  sciences  and  pure 
,  religion  will  not  flourish.  It  will  completely  prevent  the  establish- 
I'  ment  of  colleges  and  theological  seminaries,  and  of  the  faith  once 
I  delivered  to  the  saints.  Some  institutions  have  been  established 
for  the  express  purpose  of  educating  ministers  by  a  short  course  of 
instruction ;  but,  after  a  few  years  of  experiment,  they  have  gen- 
erally changed  their  character  and  adopted  a  full  course  of  educa- 
tion. Public  sentiment,  and  the  expectation  of  greater  usefulness 
have  induced  them  to  do  it.  But  notwithstanding  all  that  has 
been  said  and  done  in  favor  of  an  educated  ministry,  many  assume 
the  sacred  office  who  have  never  passed  through  a  collegiate  and 
theological  course  of  instruction.  There  will  be  cases  of  this 
nature  without  attempting  to  lower  the  standard  of  ministerial  qual- 
ifications. A  large  number,  even  of  those  who  have  been  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  American  Education  Society  for  a  time,  enter  upon 
the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel,  without  having  gone  through 
the  usual  collegiate  and  theological  course.  The  reasons  for  this 
are  various.  Some  fail  in  health  while  at  college,  and  abandon 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  till  they  recover  their  health,  and 
then,  without  applying  to  the  Society  for  further  assistance,  adopt 
some  short  course  of  theological  studies.  Others,  in  consequence 
of  some  bodily  indisposition,  or  advanced  age,  after  some  classical 
acquirements,  seek  for  admission  into  a  theological  seminary,,  and 
when  admitted,  apply  for  assistance  from  the  Society  and  receive 
it.  There  are  several  of  this  description  in  most  of  our  theological 
seminaries.  The  pledge  given  to  the  Society  by  the  beneficiary,  is 
that  he  will  take  a  thorough  preparatory  course  from  the  stage  in 
which  he  receives  patronage  ;  that  is,  if  he  is  in  the  first  stage,  he 
will  take  a  regular  collegiate  and  theological  course,  or  if  he  is  in 
the  second  stage,  he  will  regularly  close  his  collegiate  studies,  and 
pursue  the  usual  course  of  instruction  in  divinity,  or  if  he  has 
commenced  his  theological  pursuits,  he  will  regularly  attend  to 
them  for  three  years.  When  a  young  man  in  the  second  stage, 
applies  for  assistance,  the  Directors  do  not  inquire  what  were  his 
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previous  acquisitions,  but  is  he  a  regular  member  of  college,  and 
does  he  maintain  a  good  standing  in  his  class,  and  is  he  determined 
to  pursue  a  full  course  of  instiiiction  preparatory  to  the  ministry  ; 
so  when  he  is  in  the  study  of  divinity,  he  is  not  interrogated  in 
regard  to  what  has  been  his  previous  course  of  education,  but  is  he 
a  regular  student  in  some  theological  seminary,  sustaining  the  char- 
acter of  a  good  scholar,  and  intending  to  pursue  a  three  years' 
course  of  study.  Perhaps  one  quarter  of  those  who  have  been  for 
a  time  beneficiaries  of  the  American  Education  Society,  never 
went  through  a  complete  collegiate  and  theological  course  of 
education.  Various  circumstances  beyond  their  control,  have 
combined  to  render  this  the  case.  Though  these  are  excep- 
tions to  the  general  rules,  yet  they  exist,  and  their  existence 
removes  the  objection  sometimes  offered  against  the  American 
Education  Society,  that  its  literary  and  theological  requisitions  are 
too  high,  and  that  it  patronizes  those  only  who  pass  through  a 
complete  course  of  academical  and  theological  education. 

It  is  sometimes  said  that  the  method  pursued  by  the  American 
Education  Society  in  preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry  is  too 
expensive ; — a  more  economical  plan  must  be  sought.  Upon  ex- 
amination it  will  be  found,  that  the  method  adopted  by  this  Society 
is  less  expensive  than  any  other.  It  furnishes  no  more  than  is 
absolutely  needed  after  the  strictest  economy,  and  the  most  indus- 
trious habits.  Seventy-five  dollars  a  year  is  the  largest  sum  that 
any  beneficiary  receives,  and  fL  great  portion  of  them  do  not 
receive  even  that  amount.  Each  one  is  allowed  only  what 
his  circumstances  require.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board,  and 
this  desire  is  expressed  to  the  young  men,  that  they  should 
do  all  in  their  power,  by  economy  and  industry  to  help  them- 
selves. The  rule  on  this  subject  is,  "  It  is  desired  and  ex- 
pected  of  all  under  patronage  that  a  portion  of  every  day  will  be 
employed,  as  there  may  be  opportunity,  in  useful  exercise  and 
in  productive  labor,  with  a  view  of  promoting  vigorous  health,  and 
of  enabling  them  to  do  something  towards  defiraying  the  expenses 
of  their  education."  When  at  manual  labor  institutions,  they 
are  expected  to  work  at  least  three  hours  in  a  day,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved, that,  as  a  general  rule,  this  course  is  pursued.  This  is 
very  desirable  on  many  considerations.  It  is  beneficial  to  body 
and  muid,  and  furnishes  pecuniary  profit,  suflicient  to  excite  to 
laborious  activity.      The  net  income  derived  firom  this  source, 
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however,  is  not  great.  To  beneficiaries  in  these  institutioas^  the 
Directors  are  called  upon  to  make  the  same  grants,  that  they  make 
to  those  in  other  institutions.  Of  this  the  community  may  not  be 
aware  ;  but  the  quarterly  returns  and  appropriations  will  show  this 
to  be  the  fact.  This  Society  has  ever  looked  with  a  favorable  eye 
upon  manual  labor  institutions,  and  by  what  it  has  published,  has 
done  much  for  their  establishment.  It  believes  they  will  be  pro- 
ductive of  great  good,  by  imparting  activity  and  vigor  both  to  body 
and  mind ;  but  it  has  looked  in  vain  for  the  pecuniary  results, 
which  have  been  fondly  anticipated.  It  finds,  firom  actual  exper- 
iment, that  young  men,  who  are  not  skilled  in  some  trade  or 
business,  before  they  enter  upon  their  studies,  realize  but  little 
from  their  labor,  though  they  work  three  hours  in  a  day.  A  per- 
son, indeed,  may  support  himself  at  a  manual  labor  institution,  if 
he  will  work  long  enough — six  or  eight  hours  in  a  day  ;  but  by 
doing  it,  his  progress  in  study  will  be  greatly  retarded,  and  his 
education  be  imperfect,  or  be  delayed.  But  suppose  that  a  young 
man,  by  laboring  at  mechanical,  agricultural,  or  horticultural  pur- 
suits, should  procure  funds  sufficient  to  board  himself;  this,  let  it 
be  remembered,  is  but  half  the  expense  he  incurs  at  a  college,  or 
a  theological  seminary.  When,  therefore,  it  is  said  that  a  person 
in  this  way  supports  himself,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  he 
obtains  only  enough  to  pay  his  board  or  one  half  the  expense  of  his 
education.  When  it  is  said,  too,  in  a  report  of  a  manual  labor 
institution,  that  it  has  150  students,  and  that  40  of  them  (perhaps 
mechanics  before  they  entered  the  seminary)  earned  2,000  dollars 
in  a  year,  it  is  not  meant  that  all  the  others  earned  in  like  propor- 
tion. It  may  be,  that  most  of  them  earned  little  or  nothing.  This 
will  depend  on  their  age,  habits  of  laboring,  health,  aptitude  for 
business,  and  knowledge  of  the  employments  in  which  they  were 
engaged.  The  principal  good,  resulting  from  these  institutions,  is 
the  preservation  of  life,  health,  and  constitution.  And  this  alone 
is  a  sufficient  reason  for  their  establishment  and  perpetuation. 
Some  ministers,  who,  through  great  efforts  and  sacrifices,  educated 
themselves,  suppose  that  others  may  do  the  same,  not  considering 
that  times  and  circumstances  have  materially  changed.  While 
some,  perhaps,  may  be  found,  who  could  procure  an  education 
even  now,  by  their  own  exertions,  it  does  not  follow  that  all  good 
and  useful  men  could  do  it.  Besides,  were  they  to  do  it,  it 
would  be  done  after  much  delay.     Some  have  a  talent  for  music. 
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and  can  obtain  much  pecuniary  assistance  by  the  employment  of 
this  gift  of  God.  Others  have  a  talent  at  lecturing  on  the  arts  and 
sciences,  and,  by  improving  it,  can  do  much  towards  supporting 
themselves.  But  all  cannot  teach  music,  and  all  have  not  a 
faculty  of  instructing  by  lectures.  From  the  view  of  the  subject 
now  taken,  would  it  not  seem  that  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Amer- 
ican Education  Society  b  the  least  expensive  of  any  feasible 
method  which  has  been  devised  ? 

The  frequent  solicitations  for  funds,  on  behalf  of  public  institu- 
tims  of  learning  and  religion,  has  operated  as  another  obstacle. 
The  present  is  a  day  when  much  money  is  raised  for  the  establish- 
ment and  enlargement  of  literary  and  theological  institutions.  The 
sums  thus  contributed  are  by  many  supposed  to  aid  the  Education 
Society,  or  are  viewed  as  assistance  rendered  for  a  similar  purpose. 
Subscriptions  to  these  objects,  in  their  view,  take  the  place  of 
those  to  the  Society ;  but  the  subject  should  not  be  considered  in 
this  light.  One  object  of  charity  should  never  interfere  with 
another.  Money  given  for  literary  and  theological  institutions,  no 
more  assists  the  Education  Society  cu  such,  than  it  does  the  Home 
or  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  It  aids  the  cause  of  science  and 
religion  in  general,  but  not  any  one  benevolent  society  in  particu- 
lar. To  illustrate ;  if  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  Missions  need  150,000  dollars  a  year  to  carry  on  their 
operations,  and  the  American  Education  Society  needs  70,000 
dollars  to  carry  on  its  operations,  the  latter  must  have  its  70,000 
as  well  as  the  former  their  160,000,  or  it  will  become  involved, 
however  much  is  contributed  for  the  establishment  of  literary  and 
theological  institutions.  The  money  raised  for  these  institutions 
may  help  the  cause  of  general  education,  and  of  virtue  and  religion ; 
but  not  the  American  Education  Society  as  a  society.  It  is  highly 
important  that  money  be  contributed  for  literary  and  theological 
institutions.  It  is  for  the  general  good,  but  it  ought  not  to  be 
raised  at  the  expense  of  the  American  Education  Society.  Nor 
ought  the  claims  of  the  one  object  to  be  presented  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  injure  the  other.  Each  should  stand  upon  its  own  basis, 
and  prefer  its  claims  without  reference  to  other  benevolent  objects. 

Another  difficulty,  which  the  Society  has  had  to  meet,  has 
arisen  from  the  attempt  of  some  churches  as  such  to  educate  pious 
young  men  from  among  themselves.  By  this  procedure,  contribu- 
tions are  withheld  from  the  Society,  which  would  otherwise  be 
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psdd  into  its  treasury ;  disaffection,  both  on  the  part  of  the  churches 
and  the  young  men  assisted,  frequently  ensues,  and  the  r^ult,  in 
a  very  large  niunber  of  cases,  is  a  total  failure  in  regard  to  the 
expectations  entertained  of  the  persons  assisted.  The  failures 
usually  arise  in  this  manner.  The  young  men  receive  the  money 
as  a  gratuity — ^they  have  not  earned  it,  and  they  expect  not  to 
refund  it.  It  was  easily  obtained  and  it  is  carelessly  expended. 
They  feel  responsible  to  no  one.  They  spend  the  money  as  they 
please,  knowmg  that  they  shall  not  be  called  to  an  account  for  the 
manner  of  its  expenditure.  Some  of  it  they  needlessly,  if  not 
extravagantly,  expended.  They  gradually  acquire  habits  of  prod- 
igality and  idleness.  Their  scholarship  is  injured,  for  while 
spending  money,  time  is  dissipated.  It  is  a  maxim  that  those  who 
spend  the  most  money  in  college  are  generally  the  most  deficient 
in  scholarship.  Again ;  when  a  young  man  is  aided  by  a  church, 
every  individual  who  assists  him  thinks  he  has  conferred  a  &vot, 
and  therefore  has  a  right  to  scrutinize  his  conduct.  Some  perhaps 
are  displeased,  because  he  does  not  rise  to  their  mark  of  perfection 
in  talents,  piety,  looks,  dress  or  demeanor,  and  so  withdraw  their 
support,  and,  in  order  to  justify  themselves,  begin  to  censure. 
Others  are  displeased  at  this,  and  the  young  man  beccHnes  a 
subject  of  angry  controversy.  The  mmister  of  the  church  is 
compelled  to  engage  in  the  unhappy  affair,  and  justifies  or  con- 
demns, and  alienation  is  induced  towards  him.  The  young  man^ 
bears  the  complaints,  and  regrets  that  he  ever  received  assbtance. 
When  a  failure  of  this  kind  takes  place,  though  the  Education 
Society  b  not  accessary  to  it,  still  it  suffers,  because  the  individual 
b  considered  by  the  community  as  a  charity  student,  and  almost 
as  a  matter  of  course,  a  beneficiary  of  this  Society.  There  are 
but  a  few  instances,  in  which  the  result  is  good  in  relation  to  the 
man,  church,  minister,  and  cause  of  Christ  generally. — ^The  pre- 
ceding remarks  are  true  to  some  extent,  where  a  young  man  is 
educated  by  the  charity  of  an  individual  independently  of  the 
American  Education  Society.  His  patron  does  not  exercise  that 
watch  over  him,  which  the  Education  Society  does  over  its  ben- 
eficiaries, nor  which  a  father  does  over  his  son.  Ordinarily,  he 
knows  not  what  debts  he  contracts,  nor  for  what  he  spends  his 
money,  nor  what  are  his  moral  and  religious  character  and  conduct, 
or  literary  acquisitions.  In  this  way,  the  young  man  is  injured. — 
But  these  evils  cannot  exist  m  regard  to  those  persons  assisted  by 
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^be  American  Education  Society.  Thb  Institution  loans  money 
to  aD  worthy  applicants  upon  most  favorable  terms — such  as  any 
young  man  can  meet  who  b  fit  to  enter  the  ministry*  The  re- 
cipients of  this  species  of  charity  are  under  no  obligations  to  any 
person  in  particular,  but  to  the  church  at  large,  or  rather  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  church/  The  Society  operates  upon  its  ben- 
eficiaries kindly,  and  powerfully,  though  unseen  by  the  public  eye. 
By  its  course  of  procedure  in  schedules,  certificates,  and  pastoral 
intercourse,  it  maintains  a  complete  supervision.  It  knows  all  the 
yoong  men  and  their  general  demeanor ;  how  much  they  study, 
labor  and  instruct ;  how  much  money  they  receive  and  expend, 
and  for  what  purposes  they  expend  it,  and  to  what  amount  they  are 
in  debt ;  and  what  are  their  native  talents,  their  scholarship,  and 
their  character,  moral  and  religious.  It  inspects  the  external  be- 
havior, the  spiritual  state,  and  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  those 
onder  its  care,  and  this  it  does  with  a  father's  solicitude,  kindness 
and  faithfulness.  All  this  is  indispensable,  as  the  experience  of 
eighteen  years  has  proved — absolutely  indispensable  to  the  well 
being  of  the  young  men,  and  the  existence  and  prosperity  of  the 
Society. 

Objections  have  been  made  to  the  loaning  system.  These 
have  been  repeatedly  obviated,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
public  generally,  so  that  now  nearly  all  the  different  educa- 
tion societies  in  the  country  have  adopted  the  plan  of  parental 
loans.*  It  may  be  proper,  however,  to  notice  some  of  the 
reasons  for  its  adoption.  It  prevents  fraud  and  temptation. 
Were  it  not  for  the  loaning  system,  access  to  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciety would  be  so  easy,  as  to  present  a  temptation  to  ambitious 
and  worldly  minds,  and  thus  endanger  the  purity  and  welfare  of 
the  church.  Toung  men  of  aspiring  views  might  be  induced  to 
obtain  funds  for  acquiring  a  collegiate  education,  and  when  that  is 
completed,  might  turn  their  attention  to  law  or  medicine,  and  thus 
the  church  might  be  defirauded.  But  now,  should  this  in  any  case 
be  dcme,  the  Sodety  has  a  legal  demand  upon  them,  and  when 
paid,  the  money  will  be  expended  in  the  education  of  others,  who 
may  preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Jesus  Christ  to  perishing 
multitudes.  The  plan  of  parental  loans  will  promote  economy 
and  industry,  and  thus  tend  to  preserve  health  and  prolong  life.

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It  will  lead  young  men  to  favor  manual  labor  institutions,  and  thus 
remove  in  some  degree  pecuniary  necessity.  It  will  induce  ben- 
eficiaries to  be  provident,  and  will  tend  to  prepare  them  for  a  life 
of  toil  and  self-denial,  should  they  by  the  dispensations  of  God 
be  called  to  it. 

One  other  objection  to  be  noticed,  relates  to  the  Rules  of  the 
Society.  By  some  these  are  considered  too  strict,  and  by  others 
not  strict  enough.  The  Directors  have  intended  to  pursue  a 
medium.  While  their  Rules  are  strict,  they  are  not  unnecessarily 
rigid.  Suitable  discipline  promotes  the  benefit  of  the  young  men 
in  an  intellectual,  moral,  and  corporeal  view.  Why  were  the 
Spartan  youth  and  Roman  legions  so  brave  and  invincible  ?  Was 
it  not  because  they  were  inured  to  hardships  and  military  toils  ? 
Now  we  want  legions  in  Immanuel's  army,  to  be  captains  of  the 
host,  who  '^  shall  wax  valiant  in  fight,  and  turn  to  flight  the  armies 
of  the  aliens;"  who  shall  achieve  mighty  conquests  for  Christ; 
such  men  as  that  "  one  shall  chase  a  thousand,  and  two  put  ten 
thousand  to  flight."  Such  ministers  the  American  Education 
Society  is  well  calculated  to  bring  forward  for  the  service  of  the 
church. 

But  notwithstandmg  all  the  difficulties  the  Institution  has  had  to 
encounter,  it  has  prospered  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations 
of  its  founders.  Its  course,  generally,  has  been  steadily  and  rapidly 
onward,  and  at  no  preceding  anniversary,  has  it  been  enabled  to 
speak  of  greater  success,  than  has  crowned  its  exertions  the  past 
year. 

JsTumber  assisted  dvring  the  year. 
Soon  after  the  last  annual  meeting,  special  efforts  were  made  to 
look  up  young  men  of  talents,  piety,  and  good  promise,  and  induce 
them  to  prepare  for  the  mmistry  of  Christ.  The  subject  was  pre- 
sented to  a  number  of  ecclesiastical  and  ministerial  bodies  for  their 
consideration,  and  the  following  resolution  was  by  them  adopted : 

*'  Resohed,  That  in  view  of  the  immense  want  of  ministers  to  sap- 
ply  the  destitute  churches  of  this  country,  and  to  meet  the  imperious 
and  increasing  demand  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  Missionary  Societies, 
and  in  view  of  the  intimate  and  inseparable  connection  there  is  between 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  the  prosperity  of  every  religious  enter- 
prise, it  is  the  solemn  duty  of  every  minister  to  exert  himself  to  look 
up  at  least  one  young  man,  suitable  to  prepare  for  the  ministrations  of 
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God's  word,  and  indace  him  to  commence  immediately  a  ooune  of 
edocatioD  for  this  sacred  calling." 

A  Circular  Letter*  was  also  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Society 
issued  to  clergymen,  calling  their  attention  to  this  subject.  The 
efforts  thus  made  have  not  been  in  vain.  A  larger  number  of  con- 
verted youth  than  usual,  have  commenced  preparation  for  the 
ministry.     During  the  year,  assistance  has  been  rendered  to

The  number  of  new  applicants  the  past  year  has  been, 

15  in  theological  seminaries, 
88  in  colleges, 
177  in  academies. 

Total,  280  in  different  institutions. 

In  making  appropriations  to  young  men,  a  catholic  spirit  has  ever 
been  exercbed.  Without  regard  to  sectarian  distmctions,  the  So- 
ciety extends  its  patronage  to  all  of  evangelical  sentiments,  who 
solicit  aid.  Assistance  has  been  afforded  during  the  year  to  indi- 
viduals of  eight  different  denominations. 

Caution  in  receiving  Beneficiaries, 

As  great  care  is  necessary  in  guarding  the  way  of  access  to  the 
sacred  funds  of  this  Institution  and  to  the  holy  ministry,  so  the 
Rules  of  the  Society  require,  that  the  candidate  for  assistance  shall 
furnish  testimonials  in  relation  to  his  talents,  piety,  indigence,  and 
good  promise,  signed  by  two  or  three  individuals  of  known  charac- 
ter, acquainted  with  him,  one  of  whom  must  be  the  pastor  of  the 
church  to  which  he  belongs,  if  such  there  be,  and  also  a  testuno- 
nial  from  his  instructor  in  the  languages.  These  testimonials  are 
presented  to  some  Examining  Committee,  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, whose  duty  is  described  in  the  following  commission : 

"To , 

**  The  Directors  of  the  American  Education  Society  are  anxious 
to  discharge  with  fidelity,  the  responsible  trust  committed  to  them,  of

selecting  and  patrontzing  indigent  young  men  of  suitable  duuracter^  to 
be  edacated  for  the  ministry.  To  aid  them  in  the  performance  of  this 
duty,  Examining  Committees,  composed  of  men  of  known  character 
and  standing  are  appointed  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  examine 
and  recommend  candidates  for  patronage. 

*'  Reposing  great  confidence  in  your  judgment  and  fidelity,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society,  hare  thought  proper  to  appoint,  and 
they  do  hereby  appoint  you,  Sir,  a  member  of  the  Examining  Com- 
mittee of The  duties  to  be  performed  may  be  learned 

from  the  publications  which  either  now,  or  hereafter,  may  be  forwarded 
for  your  information.  The  other  members  of  the  committee  associated 
with  you  are 

*'  Considering  the  connection  which  the  object  of  this  appointment 
has  with  the  highest  and  best  interests  of  mankind,  it  is  lKq>ed  that 
you  will  allow  it  to  claim  and  to  receive  a  portion  of  your  valuable 
services. 

"  By  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors." 

The  nature  and  method  of  examination  may  be  learned  6om 
the  following  extract  from  the  Rules : 

''  When  a  candidate  for  patronage  applies  for  examination,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Examining  Committee  to  whom  the  application  is 
made,  to  institute  a  faithful  and  personal  inquiry  respecting  his  testi- 
monials, his  studies,  his  religious  character,  his  motives  in  seeking  an 
education  for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  his  willingness  to  conform  to 
the  Rules  of  the  American  Education  Society.'' 

Such  is  the  precaution  taken  by  the  Directors  to  prevent  impo- 
sition, and  a  misapplication  of  the  funds  of  the  Society.  This 
carefulness  will  be  deemed  requisite,  when  it  is  considered,  that  a 
large  number  of  the  beneficiaries  are  minors,  whose  character  is 
not  matured,  and  that  young  men  of  sanguine  and  aspiring  habits, 
may  choose  the  ministerial  office  firom  improper  motives.  A  gen- 
tleman, once  a  beneficiary  of  this  Society,  has  been  so  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  this  subject,  that  he  has  placed  in 
the  bands  of  the  Secretary,  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  given  as  a 
premium  to  the  writer  of  the  best  essay  on  <*  What  constitutes  a 
call  to  the  Christian  Ministry,  and  what  are  the  proper  qualifica** 
tions  for  that  work  ? "  The  design  of  the  essay  is  to  furnish  those 
who  may  be  looking  forward  to  the  ministry  with  the  proper  cri- 
teria in  respect  to  corporeal,  mental,  and  moral  qualifications,  by 
which  they  may  judge  of  their  fitness  for  the  work,  and  of  the 
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kindy  and  amount  of  talents,  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  also  serve  as  a  manual  for  clergy- 
men and  others,  who  may  be  called  to  give  advice  to  young  men 
m  relation  to  this  subject. 

JNumler  licensed  to  preach. 

It  is  snppdsed,  that  about  sixty  beneficiaries  have  the  last  year 
obtained  licensure  to  preach,  and  commenced  the  work  in  which 
they  have  so  long  desired  to  engage.  Some  of  them  have  already 
settled  in  the  ministry  with  our  long  established  churches ;  others 
have  gone  to  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi,  in  the  service  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society ;  others  are  engaged  as  Secretaries  and 
Agents  in  enterprises  of  Christian  benevolence ;  and  others  have 
finr  their  field  of  labor  the  lands  of  Pagan  darkness.  Many  souls, 
no  doubt,  have  already  been  made  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord  through 
their  instrumentality. 

Deaths. 

<^  All  flesh  is  grass  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is  as  the 
flower  of  the  field."  ^^  The  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is  gone ; 
and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more."  Three  of  those 
who  have  been  pursuing  their  studies  for  the  ministry,  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Society,  with  fair  prospects  of  future  usefulness, 
have  been  unexpectedly  seized  during  the  past  year  by  the  arrests 
of  death,  and  remanded  to  the  world  of  spirits.  They  have  been 
called  firom  their  anticipated  services  of  Christ  on  earth  to  his 
higher  services  in  heaven.  "  Clouds  and  darkness  are  round 
about  Jehovah ;  righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of 
Ids  throne." 

Patronage  withheld. 

In  withholding  patronage  from  young  men  who  have  received  it, 
the  Directors  are  actuated  by  a  sacred  regard  to  the  interests  of 
the  Redeemer's  kmgdom,  the  American  Education  Society,  the 
benefit  of  the  young  men  under  their  care,  and  those  especially 
who  are  the  subjects  of  this  censure.  Discipline  of  this  nature 
tends  to  produce  a  salutary  efiect.  Patronage  is  withheld  when 
there  are  such  improprieties  of  conduct  as  discredit  Christian  pro- 
fession, or  as  bring  reproach  upon  religion  or  the  Society,  or  where 
there  is  a  destitution  of  suitable  natural  or  acquired  qualifications. 
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Sometimes  upon  trial  it  is  found  that  the  mind  does  not  develope 
as  was  anticipated,  and  that  the  young  man  by  reason  of  deficiency 
of  talent,  had  better  abandon  the  idea  of  preparing  for  the  minis- 
try. That  cases  of  this  kind  sometimes  occur,  is  not  owing  to  a 
defect  in  the  Rules  of  the  Society,  but  to  liabilities  incident  to 
human  judgment.  The  Directors,  from  a  sense  of  duty  and 
special  regard  to  the  benefit  of  the  young  men  under  their  care, 
would  state  that  in  almost  every  instance  of  moral  delinquency, 
the  person,  who  has  been  cut  off  from  patronage,  has  exhibited 
marks  of  gradual  declension,  as  the  destitution  of  seriousness  and 
humility  in  deportment ;  pride  and  extravagance  in  dress  ;  unhal- 
lowed ambition  and  fix)wardness  of  temper ;  ingratitude  to  bene- 
factors, and  an  unteachable  disposition  ;  fickleness  or  instability  of 
mind  and  conduct ;  and  negligence  in  stucUes  or  laborious  pursuits* 
Every  instance  of  declension  of  this  nature,  therefore,  should  be 
considered  by  beneficiaries  as  an  mdication  of  fatal  apostacy. 
Appropriations  have  also  been  discontinued  in  cases. where  young 
men,  while  receiving  assistance,  have  entered  into  the  marriage 
relation.  After  much  reflection  on  this  subject,  the  Board  adopted 
the  following  rule  :  "  If  any  yoimg  man  under  the  patronage  of 
this  Society  shall  enter  into  the  marriage  state  during  the  course 
of  his  study,  his  appropriations  shall  cease."  The  reason  for  this 
regulation  is  most  obvious.  If  a  young  man  cannot  sustain  him* 
self  while  obtaining  an  education;  surely  he  cannot  sustain  himself 
and  a  family.  Besides,  he  will  not  only  be  burdened  with  addi- 
tional pecuniary  expenses,  but  he  will  be  continually  perplexed 
with  additional  cares  and  anxieties.  From  ten  beneficiaries^  pa« 
tronage  has  the  last  year  been  withheld. 

Dumissions. 

One  rule  of  the  Society  is,  "  If  any  young  man  shall  at  any 
time,  while  under  patronage,  wish  to  close  his  connection  with  the 
Society,  he  shall  make  known  his  wishes  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Parent  Society,  and  provided  he  has  mamtdned  the  character  re- 
quired, and  conformed  to  the  Rules,  he  shall  receive  an  honorable 
dismission."  In  conformity  to  this  regulation,  fourteen  beneficia- 
ries, not  needing  further  assistance,  have  requested  and  obtained  an 
honorable  dismission.  In  all  these  instances  a  due  sense  of  grati- 
tude has  been  expressed,  and  an  intention  to  refund  whenever  it 
shall  be  in  their  power. 
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Efforts  for  the  fromotion  of  personal  holiness. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  raise  up  a  succession  of  holy 
and  devoted  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ.  As  one  means  of  accom- 
plishing this,  the  Board  of  Directors  instituted  the  plan  of  Pastoral 
Supervision.  The  Rule  adopted  on  this  subject  is,  "  The  Sec- 
retary shall  be  required  to  exercise  so  far  as  he  shall  be  able, 
pastoral  supervision  over  all  wha  are  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Society,  by  visiting  the  places  where  they  reside,  and  conversing 
and  praying  with  them  individually  or  collectively,  by  correspond- 
ence with  them  and  with  their  instructors ;  and  by  any  other 
means  calculated  to  excite  them  to  effort  and  to  encourage  them 
to  seek  an  elevated  spirit  of  piety."*  In  compliance  with  this 
direction,  the  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  has,  during  the  year, 
visited  between  four  and  five  hundred  beneficiaries,  and  the  re- 
mainder have  been  visited  by  other  permanent  Secretaries  and 
Officers.  By  the  Trustees  of  Phillips  Academy,  five  hundred 
copies  of  the  Memoir  of  the  Rev.  Elias  Cornelius  have  been  given 
to  the  Society  for  distribution.  And  they  all  have  been,  or  soon 
will  be,  distributed.  It  is  a  book  well  calculated  to  promote  the 
spiritual  interests  of  the  young  men,  as  it  contains  just  views  of 
what  a  Christian  and  Christian  minister  ought  to  be ;  just  views  of 
the  American  Education  Society  and  other  benevolent  institutions; 
just  views  of  entire  consecration  to  Christ  and  the  church.  The 
Memoir  is  by  the  Directors  presented  to  the  beneficiaries,  as  a 
token  of  affectionate  regard,  with  the  hope,  t}iat  the  devotedness 
of  Mr.  Cornelius  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  may  be  impressed  upon 
their  minds,  and  imitated  by  them.  A  commimication  on  some 
important  topic  of  moral  and  religious  duty,  designed  to  produce  in 
them  the  firuits  of  righteousness  unto  salvation,  is  sent  to  them 
quarterly. f  All  intercourse  with  them,  in  person  or  by  corres- 
pondence, is  both  paternal  and  pastoral,  and  is  designed  to  prevent 
an  unfaithfiil,  time-serving,  and  graceless  ministry,  and  to  bring 
forward  a  holy,  consistent  and  consecrated  host  of  ambassadors  of 
the  cross.     Eternity  alone  will  fully  disclose  its  results. 

Receipts, 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report  it  appears,  that  the  receipts  of  the 
Society  the  past  year  have  been  $57,818  20  ;  more  than  $11,000 
greater  than  in  any  preceding  year.    Of  this  sum,  $6,680,  a  bequest 
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of  Oliver  D.  Cooke,  Esq.  of  Hartford,  Conn,  have  been  received 
on  account  of  permanent  scholarships,  and  $51,138  20  for  current 
uses  of  the  Society.  There  have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  by 
beneficiaries,  who  have  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part  what  they 
received  from  the  Society,  $1,947  78,  which  sum  is  included 
in  the  above  receipts.  It  is  hoped,  that  a  greater  amount  will 
yearly  be  added  to  the  funds  in  consequence  of  the  loaning  system ; 
for  the  experience  of  years  has  proved  that  the  disposition  and 
ability  to  rehmd,  are  closely  allied  to  habits  of  industry  and 
economy  ;  and  these  are  evidently  increasing.  Of  the  $57,818  20, 
there  have  been  raised  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  $19,277. 

Expenditures. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Society,  during  the  year,  have  been 
$56,363  91.  Add  to  this  sum  the  debt  of  the  Society  the  last 
year,  $193  35,  and  the  amount  will  be  $56,557  26.  From  this 
sum  subtract  the  amount  of  receipts  for  current  use,  and  the  Society 
will  be  found  $5,225  71  in  debt.  A  large  portion  of  the  funds  of 
the  Parent  Society  have  been  paid  over  to  Branches,  and  Societies 
connected  with  it.  While  a  part  have  sustained  their  own  benefi- 
ciaries, others  have  drawn  largely  upon  the  treasury  of  the 
Society  to  meet  their  necessities.  Though  the  Society  is  in  debt, 
yet  it  is  not  because  fiinds  as  large  as  usual  have  not  been  re- 
ceived ;  but  because  the  number  of  beneficiaries  has  been  rapidly 
multiplied.  The  amount  of  appropriations  now,  is  double  to  what 
it  was  four  years  ago. 

Amount  of  earnings. 

While  pursuing  their  studies,  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society 

have  earned  during  the  year  by  manual  labor,  school  teaching  and 

other  services,  the  sum  of  $26,268  23.*     This  b  truly  creditable 

to  them,  and  evinces  what  industrious  application  can  accomplish. 

Obligations  cancelled. 
In  respect  to  cancelling  notes  held  by  the  Society  against  bene- 
ficiaries, the  following  Rule  exists  :  <'  In  case  the  future  condition 
of  tliose  who  are  patronized  by  the  Society,  in  consequence  of  any 
calamity,  or  of  the  service  of  the  church,  to  which  they  may  be 
providentially  called,  or  the  pecuUar  situation  in  which  they  may 
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be  placed  shall  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  be  found  to  be  such, 
as  to  render  it  unsuitable  for  them  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  the 
debt  contracted  for  their  education,  it  shall  be  understood  to  be  the 
right  and  duty  of  the  Board  to  cancel  such  debts  m  whole,  or  in 
part,  whenever  they  shall  judge  proper.** 

During  the  year,  the  notes  of  ten  individuals,  at  their  request, 
have  been  cancelled  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  placed  in  such  a  con* 
dition  as  will  prevent  embarrassment.  Four  of  these  were  Foreign 
Missionaries,  three  were  Home  Missionaries,  and  three  were  settled 
Pastors  in  peculiarly  depressed  circumstances. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  the  vote  passed  by  the  Directors 
in  reference  to  those,  who  are  employed  as  missionaries  by  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  : 

Voted^  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to  inform  the 

Rev. ,  that  having  devoted  himself  to  the  service  of 

Christ  among  the  heathen^  he  is  released  from  his  pecuniary  obligations 
to  the  American  Education  Society,  while  he  continues  in  this  holy 
and  aelMenying  work.* 

Quarterly  Register  and  Journal. 

This  work,  established  for  the  benefit  of  the  cause  of  Christ, 
has  been  continued  with  high  reputation,  and  is  accomplishing 
much  on  behalf  of  literature,  religion  and  benevolent  enterprises. 
Its  bearing  upon  the  operations  of  the  Society,  upon  the  young 
men  connected  with  it,  and  upon  the  ministry  generally,  is  most 
happy.  By  the  historian  and  antiquarian,  it  is  viewed  as  a  work 
of  peculiar  merit.  Its  original  discussions  in  respect  to  sacred 
learning,  and  the  Christian  ministry ;  its  statistics  of  literary, 
religious  and  benevolent  societies  ;  of  academical,  theological  and 
ecclesiastical  institutions,  are  of  great  utility.  That  part  of  the 
work  called  the  Journal,  containing  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  American  Education  Society,  is  very  important  to  the 
interests  of  the  Institution,  and  should  be  widely  distributed.  This 
periodical  richly  deserves  a  place  in  the  library  of  every  philan- 
thropist and  Christian.  Mr.  B.  B.  Edwards  will  conduct  the  work 
the  ensuing  year. 

Agents. 
No  benevolent  society  will  flourish  without  Agents  to  execute

its  plans  of  operation.     This  point  has  been  fiilly  settled  by  the 
experience   of  years.     But,  provided  these  institutions  could  be 
sustained  without  the  labors  of  Agents,  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
would  be  best  for  the  church,  that  they  should  be.     Judicious  and 
faithfiil  Agents  will  be  the  means  of  rousing  the  attention,    and 
calling  forth  the  energies  of  the  community,  by  presenting  the 
claims  of  different  religious  enterprises,  and  thus  be  the  means  of 
grace  to  Christians,  by  enlarging  their  views  and  expanding  their 
benevolence.     During  the  year  a  number  of  agencies  have  been 
performed.     The  Rev.  William  L.  Mather  has  been  continued  in 
the  service  of  the  Society.     As  Secretary  of  the  North  Western 
Branch,  he  has  had  the  whole  care  of  raising  funds  vrithin  the 
bounds  of  Vermont.     A   portion  of  his  time  has  been  spent  in 
Connecticut  and  Massachusetts.     His  agency  has  been  character- 
ized by  prudence,  activity  and  success.     The   Rev.  James  D. 
Famsworth   continued   his   labors   as   an   Agent  with  increasing 
approbation,  till  September,  when   the  term  of  his   engag^nent 
expired.     The  Rev.  Thomas  Boutelle  has  performed  an  agency 
of  three  months  in  the  State  of  Maine  to  very  good  acceptance  and 
success.     The  Rev.  Charles  S.  Adams,  of  Wells,  Me.  who  had 
been  employed  as  a  resident  Agent  in  the  county  of  York,  and  in 
that  capacity  had  accomplished  much  more  in  raising  funds  for  the 
Society,  than  could  have  been  anticipated,  has  been  appointed  a 
temporary  Agent.     He  has  spent  a  number  of  weeks  in  Strafibrd 
county,  N.  H.  and  Worcester  county,  Ms.  in  collecting  funds  with 
his  usual  success.     The  Rev.  John  M.  Ellis,  Secretary   of  the 
Indiana  Branch,  has  been  appointed  to  a  temporary  agency  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Illinois  Branch.     The  Rev.  Moses  Gerould,  of 
Alstead,  N.  H.  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Fitch,  of  Western,  Ms.  have 
performed  very  useful    and  acceptable  agencies  in  the  coimties 
where  they  reside,  so  ikr  as  the  duties  of  their  pastoral  charge 
would  permit. 

Operations  of  Branches^  Auxiliaries^  and  ^encies. 

Only  a  brief  notice  of  them  can  here  be  presented. 

Maine  Branch, — This  Society  has  assisted  more  young  men, 
and  raised  a  greater  amount  of  fiinds  the  past  year,  than  in  any 
preceding  one.  It  has  furnished  assistance  to  36  beneficiaries,  14 
of  whom  were  new  applicants.  It  received  into  its  treasury 
^2,379  61 — a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  its  own  appropriations. 
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Aew  Hampthire  Branch. — ^During  the  year,  38  young  men 
have  been  aided  by  this  Society,  6  of  whom  were  new  ben- 
eficiaries. This  Branch  has  raised  contributions  sufficient  to 
meet  all  its  appropriations.    The  amount  of  receipts  is  $2,081  77. 

A'orth  Western  Branch.— -This  Auxiliary  Society  has  abounded 
10  beneficiaries,  but  its  fiinds  have  not  increased  as  the  importance 
of  the  cause  required.  Within  its  limits,  82  young  men  have 
been  assisted  the  past  year.  There  have  been  appropriated  to 
its  beneficiaries,  $4,164,  while  only  $2,064  38  have  been  raised 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Society.  The  deficiency  of  contributions 
to  this  object,  b  probably  owing  to  the  great  efiforts  which  have 
been  made  in  raising  subscriptions  on  behalf  of  the  colleges  in  that 
State. 

Massachusetts. — ^In  this  State  where  the  Parent  Society  has  its 
seat  of  operations,  die  cause  has  been  liberally  patronized.  Within 
her  borders  between  two  and  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  have 
alremdy  been  raised  for  this  object.  There  are  many  auxiliaries 
here  established,  and  most  of  them  are  efficient.  The  amount 
of  receipts  the  last  year  is  $20,005  23,  and  there  have  been 
appropriated  $12,983  to  239  young  men  at  difierent  institutions^ 
47  c(  whom  never  before  applied  lor  assistance. 

Rhode  Island  Auxiliary. — This  Society  has  not  been  so  efficient 
in  fiimislmg  beneficiaries  and  fiinds  as  could  be  desired.  The 
Congregational  churches  in  Providence,  however,  have  not  been 
immindfiil  of  this  object  in  their  prayers  and  charities.  Our 
Baptist  brethren  of  that  State  are  doing  themselves  much  honor, 
by  their  effi)rts  of  late  to  raise  up  an  educated  ministry. 

Ctmnectieut  Branch. — ^There  have  been  assisted  by  the  Soci- 
ety the  past  year,  73  young  men,  16  of  whom  were  new  ben- 
eficiaries. There  have  been  appropriated  to  them,  $4,224  and 
$2,339  21  have  been  received  in  Ae  State  for  current  use.  While 
the  truth  compels  us  to  make  this  report  in  respect  to  this  ancient, 
wealthy  and  respectable  State,  we  do  it  with  the  recollection,  that 
during  the  year  before,  more  money  was  contributed  than  was 
required  to  meet  its  expenditures.  The  character  of  Connecticut 
is  a  pledge,  that  eflforts  to  raise  up  an  able  wid  faithfiil  mmistry 
will  there  ever  be  patronized. 

Illinois  jBraiMrA.— This  State  Society  has  raised  $491  the  last 
year,  and    appropriated  to  8   beneficiaries  $450.      It  is  to  be 
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hoped  that  this  State  will  continue  to  contribute  funds  sufficient 
to  meet  all  her  wants. 

Presbyterian  Education  Society. 

This  Society  extends  its  operations  over  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  Middle,  Western  and  Southern  States.  It  had  under  its  care 
the  last  year  436  beneficiaries,  and  it  contributed  towards  their 
support  $19,277.  A  definite  and  accurate  statement  of  what  each 
of  its  Branches  and  Agencies  has  raised  cannot  be  given,  as  the 
data  on  which  it  should  be  founded  have  never  been  transmitted  to 
the  Rooms  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Western  Education  Society. — ^During  the  year,  112  young  men 
have  been  assisted  by  the  Society.  Thirty-five  of  these  were  new 
applicants.  The  rising  institutions  of  learning,  and  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing population  in  that  part  of  the  country  promise  a  greater 
number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  each  succeeding  year. 
The  Rev.  Ithamar  Pillsbury  is  Secretary  and  Agent  of  this  Society. 

Utica  Agency. — ^At  the  last  anniversary  of  the  Western  Educa- 
tion Society,  it  was  recommended  that  an  agency  be  established  at 
Utica,  embracing  the  section  which  was  formerly  assigned  to  the 
Eastern  District  of  the  Western  Education  Society.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  recommendation  an  agency  has  been  established  by 
the  name  of  the  Utica  Agency.  Through  the  faithfiil  and  judi- 
cious labors  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Otto  S.  Hoyt,  the  cause 
within  the  limits  of  this  Agency  is  assuming  a  very  favorable 
aspect.  This  Society  has  now][under  its  care  69  beneficiaries,  27 
of  whom  have  been  received  durmg  the  past  year. 

JVoy  Branch. — ^The  Rev.  Alanson  Scofield  has  been  recently 
employed  as  a  temporary  agent  within  the  bounds  of  this  Society, 
The  results  of  his  labors  are  as  yet  imperfectly  known.  The  ben- 
eficiaries assisted  during  the  year  were  11,  6  of  whom  were  new 
appUcants. 

Central  Agency, — ^A  society  has  been  established,  called  the 
Central  Agency,  having  its  office  and  centre  of  operations  at  Phil- 
adelphia. The  Rev.  Eliphalet  W.  Gilbert,  of  Wihnington,  Del. 
has  been  appointed  Secretary  and  Agent.  There  have  been  pur- 
sumg  their  studies  within  the  bounds  of  this  Society  the  past 
year,  23  beneficiaries,  9  of  whom  were  new  applicants. 

Western  Agency. — ^There  have  been  assisted  during  the  year, 
69   beneficiaries,   of   whom    26    were    new    applicants.      The 
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labors  of  Rev.  John  Spaulding,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  have 
been  crowned  with  success.  Although  the  year  has  been  one  of 
pecuniary  embarrassment,  on  account  of  the  pestilence  which  raged 
during  the  summer  months  in  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi ;  yet 
in  this  season  of  necessity  rehef  was  afforded.  The  influence  of 
the  Western  Anniversaries  in  awakening  and  concentrating  the 
energies  of  the  churches  will  be  happy.  Already  the  good  effects 
are  seen  in  the  cordiality  with  which  the  different  benevolent  soci- 
eties are  patronized  by  the  friends  of  Zion. 

Western  Reserve  Branch. — ^This  Branch  continues  to  enjoy  its 
usual  prosperity.  The  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark,  the 
Secretary,  have  been  uniformly  successful.  Aid  has  been  fur- 
nished by  this  Society  during  the  year,  to  41  young  men, 
14  of  whom  were  new  applicants.  The  whole  number  of  bene- 
ficiaries who  have  been  assisted  since  the  establishment  of  this 
Branch,  is  about  60. 

Indiana  Branch. — ^The  number  of  young  men  assisted  by  this 
Society  the  year  past  is  12,  4  of  whom  were  new  applicants. 
These  beneficiaries  report  to  the  Western  Agency.  Recent  events 
show  that  the  churches  in  Indiana  are  beginning  to  awake  to  the 
importance  of  raising  up  ministers  to  supply  the  destitute  portions 
of  the  State.     The  Rev.  John  M.  Ellis  is  Secretary  and  Agent. 

East  and  West  Tennessee  Agencies. — The  beneficiaries  assisted 
by  the  West  Tennessee  Agency  the  last  year,  have  been  8  in 
number,  6  of  whom  were  new  applicants.  There  have  been 
under  the  care  of  the  East  Tennessee  Agency,  48  bene- 
ficiaries, 19  of  whom  were  new  applicants.  Only  a  small 
amount  of  funds  has  as  yet  been  raised  in  East  Tennessee,  but 
fiom  the  present  aspect  of  things,  it  is  expected  that  the  ensuing 
year  will  show  an  increase  of  subscriptions.  In  West  Tennessee 
the  contributions  have  been  generous.  The  Rev.  John  W. 
Beecher  is  Secretary  of  both  Agencies. 

General  Results. 

The  results  which  have  been  produced  by  the  instrumentality 
of  the  American  Education  Society,  have  been  most  animating  and 
encouraging.  There  have  been  assisted  by  it  1,964  young  men 
m  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry.  The  first  year  only 
7  were  aided,  and  the  last  year  912.*     About  600  of  its  ben- 
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eficiaries  have  passed  through  their  course  of  education,  and  are 
now  actively  employed  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Christ.  There 
are  40  preachbg  the  gospel  among  the  heathen  as  Foreign  Mi&* 
sionaries.  Between  200  and  300  have  been  employed  at  times 
m  dispensing  the  words  of  eternal  truth  amid  the  waste  places  of 
Zion,  or  among  the  new  settlements  of  our  country,  in  the  service 
of  the  Home  Missionary  Societies.  About  20  ace  laboring  as  secre- 
taries or  agents  of  different  benevolent  societies.  More  than  50  are 
engaged  as  editors  of  literary  and'  religious  publications,  or  as  in- 
structors in  institutions  of  hterature  and  theology,  and  the  remainder 
are  settled  as  pastors  of  churches,  or  are  candidates  for  settlement. 
One  sixth  of  all  the  ordinations  and  installations  of  ministers  in  the 
United  States,  the  year  past,  as  published  in  the  different  periodi- 
cals of  the  day,  were  beneficiaries  of  this  Society.  Through  its 
instrumentality,  nearly  $500,000  have  been  raised  for  charitable 
ministerial  education.*  More  than  $1 1,000  have  been  refunded  by 
former  beneficiaries.  During  the  last  S  years,  the  young  men 
connected  with  it  have  earned  by  manual  labor,  school  teaching, 
and  other  services,  $100,000.f  Making  the  returns  which  tlie 
Directors  have  received  from  a  large  number  of  beneficiaries  the 
basis  of  calculation,  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  ministers 
educated  by  the  Society,  have  since  they  commenced  a  course  of 
education,  taught  academies  and  common  schools  more  than  1,000 
years  ;  instructed  about  135,000  children  and  youth  ;  have  been 
instrumental  of  915  revivals  of  reUgion,  and  of  the  hopefol  conver- 
sion of  50,000  individuals.  There  are  now  instructed  in  Sabbath 
schools  and  Bible  classes  under  their  care,  at  least  60,000  persons. 
About  jt65,000  are  annually  contributed  in  their  parishes  for  vari- 
ous benevolent  purposes ;  and  they  preach  statedly  firom  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  to  as  many  as  1 50,000  people.  The  indirect  influence 
of  the  Institution  is  great  in  respect  to  society,  the  sciences  and 
arts,  and  every  thing  that  renders  life  desirable  and  happy.  Per- 
haps it  is  as  great  as  the  direct.  By  its  publications  and  agents 
and  efforts  generally,  it  has  probably  induced  as  many  young  men 
to  enter  the  ministry,  who  were  able  to  educate  themselves,  as 
would  have  educated  themselves  fi-om  among  those,  who  have 
gone  forth  as  heralds  of  salvation,  by  the  aid  ii^arted  to  them. 
And  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  Institution  has  excited  to 
the  formation  of  other  similar  Education  Societies.     In  view  of 
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what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Society,  the  Directors  would 
make  the  most  grateful  acknowledgment  of  Uie  Divine  interposition 
in  its  behalf.  "  Thine  O  Lord  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty.  Now,  therefore, 
our  God,  we  thank  thee,  and  praise  thy  glorious  name.'* 

The  work  to  he  performed. 

"  The  field  is  the  world,"  and  Christians  in  the  nineteenth  centu- 
ry, filled  with  the  faith  of  God,  anticipate  its  immediate  cultivation. 
If  they  speak  of  multiplying  the  copies  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures, 
it  b  for  the  supply  of  all  the  families  of  the  earth  ;  if  they  speak 
of  sending  out  missionaries  of  the  cross,  it  is  to  every  mhabited 
part  of  the  globe  ;  if  they  speak  of  raising  up  spiritual  laborers,  it 
is  for  gathering  in  the  moral  harvest  of  the  world,  And  so  it 
should  be.  Jesus  Christ  died  for  the  world,  and  his  redeemed 
people  should  aim  at  nothing  less,  than  bringing  it  back  from  its 
revolt  to  his  allegiance.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  object, 
the  Christian  ministry  is  the  great  and  standing  ordinance  of 
Heaven.  But  alas  !  to  how  little  extent  are  its  blessmgs  enjoyed ! 
Eighteen  hundred  years  have  rolled  away,  since  the  Saviour  gave 
to  his  disciples  the  solemn  charge,  <'  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature  ; "  yet  to  this  day  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  are  made  known  to  only  a  small  portion  of  the 
human  race.  But  it  must  not  continue  so  to  be.  The  heralds  of 
the  cross  must  go  forth  to  evangelize  the  nations.  The  gospel  in 
its  purity  must  be  proclaimed  from  Cape  Horn  to  Nova  Zembla, 
and  fix)m  California  to  Japan,  till  the  pagoda  of  the  Hindoo,  the 
mosque  of  the  Mohammedan,  and  the  cathedral  of  the  Romanist 
shall  totter  to  ruins,  and  the  temple  of  the  Christian  shall  every 
where  arise,  filled  with  holy  incense  to  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost.  And  the  Christians  of  this  land  must  take  a 
prominent  part  in  this  work.  They  have  done  something,  but  not 
a  twentieth  part  of  what  they  must  do,  even  in  the  present  century. 
Besides  supplymg  this  land  with  a  competent  and  faithful  ministry, 
they  are  bound  to  send  out  at  least  2,000  missionaries  of  the  cross 
to  heathen  nations.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  a  host 
of  young  men  must  be  raised  up  and  qualified  for  the  ministry  of 
Christ.  And  in  the  providence  of  God,  the  American  Education 
Society  seems  destined  to  be  a  grand  instrument  for  the  com-^ 
pletion  of  this  glorious  work. 
8 
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Means  to  be  used. 

Prayer  is  one  important  means  to  be  employed  for  the  advance- 
ment of  this  cause.  After  stating  that  "  the  harvest  is  plenteous 
but  the  laborers  few,"  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  enjoined 
upon  his  disciples  this  duty,  "  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest." 
Every  step  in  this  work  should  be  taken  in  prayer— -prayer  in 
faith — b  importunity — ^in  agony.  "  O  that  my  head  were  waters, 
and  mine  eyes  a  fountain  of  tears,  that  I  might  weep  day  and 
night" — such  should  be  the  spirit  of  supplication.  Prayer  on  this 
subject  should  be  offered  in  the  family.  The  father  who  leads  in 
devotion  will  naturally  remember  his  beloved  children.  When 
supplicating  God  for  mercy,  he  should  pour  out  his  soul  for  the 
conversion  of  his  sons,  and  plead  tliat  God  would  qualify  them  to 
be  pastors  after  his  heart.  Such  prayers  would  deeply  interest 
them,  and,  perhaps,  be  the  means  of  their  conversion ; — such 
prayers  would  be  heard  in  heaven. — ^Tliis  subject  should  be  re- 
membered in  social  meetings  for  prayer.  On  these  occasions, 
special  supplication  should  be  made,  that  the  Lord  would  raise  up 
a  host  of  Ezekiels  to  prophesy  upon  the  slain. — ^The  sanctuary  is 
emphatically  the  place  of  prayer. — ^There  he,  who  ministers  in  the 
name  of  the  High  Priest  of  our  profession,  standing  at  the  altar, 
should  present  the  oblation  of  his  people  on  behalf  of  this  subject 
before  the  throne  of  the  Great  Eternal.  The  Tuesday  immedi- 
ately succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  the  month,  the  day  on  which 
intercession  is  wont  to^be  made  in  relation  to  this  subject,  should 
never  be  forgotten.*  After  looking  at  the  wants  of  the  world,  as 
at  the  monthly  concert  on  the  evening  before,  and  perceiving  that 
the  fields  are  white  already  to  harvest,  how  natural  is  it  to  lift  up 
the  heart  in  supplication  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send 
forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. — ^The  day  of  sacred  concert  on 
behalf  of  colleges  should  ever  be  approached  with  deep  feeling 
and  lively  interest.  Let  the  prayers  of  Christians  be  such,  as  to 
take  hold  on  God's  covenant  and  be  accompanied  with  a  holy  im- 
portunity, that  cannot  be  denied,  and  what  would  be  the  result  ? 
Would  not  the  heart  of  Infinite  Love  be  moved  ?  Would  not  God 
himself  come  down  and  dwell  with  men  ?  Would  not  the  Holy 
Ghost  sanctify  our  colleges,  and  cause  the  hearts  of  the  students 
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to  become  fit  temples  for  his  residence  ?  In  the  year  1831  there 
was  a  revival  in  fourteen  different  colleges,  and  between  300  and 
400  young  men,  in  our  institutions  of  learning,  were  hopefully 
converted  to  Christ.  The  present  year  too  has  been  signalized 
by  the  dispensations  of  his  grace.  Revivals  have  been  enjoyed  m 
a  number  of  colleges,  and  many  students  have  been  brought  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  There  are  now  6,400 
young  men  at  the  different  colleges  in  the  United  States.  How 
important  that  they  should  be  sanctified  and  consecrated  to  Christ 
and  the  church. — Another  means  to  be  used  is  the  diffusion  of 
information  in  respect  to  the  want  of  ministers.  Men  will  not  act 
till  they  have  knowledge  on  the  subject,  about  which  they  are 
called  to  act.  The  blessed  Saviour  who  so  loved  the  world  as  to 
die  for  its  redemption,  would  have  men  enlightened — ^would  have 
them  think  and  feel  on  this  subject  so  awfully  distressing.  Parents 
should  acquaint  themselves,  that  they  may  know  their  duty  in 
reference  to  the  consecration  of  their  sons  to  the  ministry.  Pious 
young  men  are  bound  to  be  informed,  in  regard  to  the  deficiency 
of  minbters,  that  they  may  see  the  necessity  of  setting  themselves 
apart  to  tlie  work  of  preaching  the  gospel.  All  people  should 
have  full  statistical  information  on  the  subject.  Until  this  is  the 
case,  they  will  never  perform  their  duty.  Knowledge  they  can 
obtain  frcHn  the  religious  periodicals  of  the  day,  and  not  to  do  it  is 
to  incur  guilt.  An  answer  to  the  question.  What  of  Zion  ?  they 
should  be  ready  to  give.  Christians  are  soldiers  of  the  King  of 
heaven,  and  it  becomes  them  to  be  acquainted  with  the  numbers 
and  strength  of  their  own  army,  and  also  the  embattled  forces  of 
the  enemy.  And  when  they  have  a  full  view  of  the  war  that  is 
waged,  the  enemy  to  be  encountered,  and  the  conquest  to  be  ob- 
tained, if  there  is  a  spark  of  love  within  them,  it  will  kindle,  and 
burn,  and  press  them  on  to  action.  For  the  benefit  of  the  public, 
the  Directors  have  procured  for  general  distribution  an  abridgment 
of  «  LfCtters  from  the  East,"  by  Dr.  Scudder ;  and  the  expecta- 
tion is,  that  the  American  Tract  Society  will  print  and  diffuse 
them  throughout  the  land.  A  larger  number  than  usual  of  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Education  Society  has  been  gratuitously 
distributed,  and  it  is  believed,  with  most  happy  effects.  Many 
editors  of  religious  newspapers  have  occasionally  inserted  commu« 
nications  in  relation  to  this  great  cause,  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be 
wished,  that  they  would  weekly  remember  it.     Can  they  do  a 
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greater  service  to  the  church,  than  by  throwing  before  the 
community  in  this  way  information  in  respect  to  this  subject  ? 
Reports  of  branch  and  auxiliary  societies,  containmg  an  ac* 
count  of  their  proceedings,  together  with  a  view  of  the  wauat  of 
ministers  and  the  number  of  pious  young  men  of  suitable  natural 
qualifications  within  their  sphere  of  operation,  should  be  printed 
and  circulated.  Agents,  especially,  should  be  sent  forth  to  spread 
before  the  community  the  woes  and  wants  of  perishing  men,  and 
excite  to  benevolent  efforts.  A  knowledge  of  the  true  condition 
of  the  world,  and  the  means  of  its  mental  and  moral  improvement, 
must  be  highly  mteresting  to  the  philosopher,  patriot  and  Christian. 
The  evil  must  be  known  before  an  adequate  remedy  can  and  will 
be  applied.-^Effort  should  be  made  to  induce  pious  young  men  of 
proper  natural  qualifications  to  enter  the  ministry.  Parents  should 
consecrate  their  sons,  if  pious  and  of  good  promise,  to  this  blessed 
work,  and  encourage  them  to  seek  suitable  preparation  for  it.  A 
child  must  not  be  withheld  from  this  employment,  because  he  is 
the  youngest  son,  or  an  only  son.  He  must  be  given  up,  for  the 
Lord  hath  need  of  him.  Abraham  could  sacrifice  his  youngest 
son  at  God's  command,  and  God  himself  could  offer  up  his  only 
Son  for  man's  redemption.  Parents  must  make  more  sacrifices  in 
this  way  than  they  ever  have  made.  And  they  should  rejoice 
that  they  have  sons  to  be  thus  employed  for  Christ  and  his  church. 
The  ministers  of  Jesus  should  make  increasing  efforts  to  induce 
young  men  of  respectable  talents,  ardent  piety,  and  good  promise, 
to  commence  at  once  preparation  for  this  holy  calling. — Charitable 
assistance  should  be  rendered  to  all  pious  young  men  of  good 
promise  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the  ministry,  but  have  not  the 
pecuniary  means  of  doing  it.  The  number  of  males  in  the  United 
States,  between  14  and  25  years  of  age,  is  about  1,200,000.  One 
fifteenth  part  or  80,000  may  be  considered  pious.  One  in  ten  or 
8,000  ought  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  One  half  of  these  are 
able  in  a  pecuniary  view  to  educate  themselves ;  the  other  half 
or  4,000  need  charitable  assbtance.  And  can  it  be  imagined,  that 
the  churches  purchased  by  the  blood  of  Immanuel  will  withhold 
the  silver  and  the  gold,  which  are  the  Lord's  ?  It  cannot  be. 
Christians  will  thmk  little  of  wealth,  but  in  subserviency  to  the 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ,  when  the  light  of  eternity  shall  burst  upon 
their  vision,  and  this  world,  with  all  its  riches,  honors  and  pleasures 
shall  vanbh  fix)m  their  view.     The  soul,  immortal  as  God  himself, 
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IS  of  more  value  than  the  riches  of  creation.  Who  then  will 
refrain  from  contributing  of  their  substance  to  the  raising  up  of 
ministers  to  preach  the  gospel  to  600,000,000  of  men,  perishmg 
for  lack  of  knowledge?  Christians  must  elevate  their  standard 
of  charitable  contributions.  They  have  not  as  yet  risen  to  a 
tithe  of  their  obligations  in  reference  to  the  salvation  of  undying 
sonk. 

Conclusion. 

Have  the  friends  of  Zion  thought  on  this  momentous  subject  as 
they  ought  ?  Have  they  sufficiently  exerted  themselves  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  spiritual  woes  and  wants  of  millions  in  our 
own  country ;  and  of  hundreds  of  millions  in  pagan  and  Moham- 
medan lands?  Have  they  felt  as  they  ought?  Have  they  ex- 
perienced one  hour  of  distress,  one  sleepless  night  on  account  of 
the  impendmg  perdition  of  those  who  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
way  of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ  ?  Have  they  prayed  as  they 
ought,  presented  the  case  before  the  throne  of  God  with  strong 
crying  and  tears — agonized  in  prayer  ?  For  the  promotion  of  this 
object,  ^have  they  contributed  of  dieir  substance  as  duty  required  ? 
On  the  day  of  their  espousals  to  Christ,  did  they  not  make  an 
entire  consecration  to  him  of  all  they  are,  and  have,  and  can  do 
for  time  and  for  eternity  ?  Christians  will  do  well  to  ponder  these 
things  in  their  hearts. 

Our  cause  b  great  and  good.  Jesus  Christ  is  King  in  Zion. 
All  heaven  is  with  us,  and  all  earth  will  be  with  us  ;  for  ere  long 
it  shall  be  announced,  "  The  kingdoms  of  this  world  have  become 
the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ ;  and  he  shall  reign 
forever  and  ever.**  Then  the  spiritual  temple  will  be  completed, 
and  the  head  stone  thereof  will  have  been  brought  forth  with 
shoutings,  Grace,  grace  unto  it.

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APPEWDIX. 


[Note  A.  p.  36.] 
REV.  EBENEZER  POUTER,  D.  D. 

Dr.  Porter  was  a  native  of  Connecticut,  graduated  at  Dartmouth  college, 
and  studied  divinity  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smalley.  He  was  settled  in  the 
ministry  over  the  Congregational  church  in  Washington,  Conn.,  in  1795, 
and  dismissed  in  1812,  when  he  became  professor  of  sacred  rhetoric  in  the 
theological  seminary,  Andover,  as  successor  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Griffin.  He 
sobsequently  resigned  his  professorship  and  became  president  of  the  insti- 
tution. He  also  retained  the  office  of  lecturer  on  Homiletics.  He  died  on 
Tuesday  morning,  April  5,  1834,  aged  62.  He  had  long  been  in  a  debili- 
tated state,  and  it  was  only  by  the  most  unremitted  attention,  that  he  could 
command  even  a  tolerable  degree  of  health.  The  funeral  services  were 
attended  in  the  chapel  of  the  seminary  on  the  Friday  following.  •  Prayers 
were  offered  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Dana  and  Church.  A  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Woods,  founded  on  the  scripture,  John  xviL  4,  "  I  have 
finished  the  work  which  thou  gavest  me  to  do." 

The  principal  publications  of  Dr.  Porter,  besides  occasional  sermons,  were 
** Young  Preacher's  Manual,"  "Rhetorical  Reader,"  "Biblical  Reader," 
"Lectures  on  Homiletics  and  Preaching,"  and  "Analysis  of  the  Principles  of 
Rhetorical  Delivery."  His  productions  are  worthy  of  high  commendation, 
on  account  of  their  good  sense,  the  deep  religious  spirit  which  pervades 
them,  and  the  fine  style  and  finished  manner  throughout  in  which  they  are 
executed.  His  piety  was  of  a  singularly  pure  and  elevated  order.  He 
had  long  cherished  a  firm  and  intelligent  trust  in  his  Divine  Redeemer,  and 
was  waiting  without  apprehension  for  the  coming  of  his  Lord.  He  was 
a  bright  example,  for  many  years,  to  a  great  circle  of  friends,  of  purity, 
dignity,  fine  sense,  cultivated  intellect,  amiable  manners,  great  industry, 
and  firm,  humble  piety.  He  was  for  a  long  time  one  of  the  most  intelli-, 
gent  supporters  and  eloquent  advocates  of  our  principal  benevolent  insti- 
tutions. Of  the  American  Education  Society,  he  was,  in  an  important 
sense,  the  founder  and  a  most  uniform  and  generous  patron.  His  name  will 
long  be  cherished  with  undissembled  respect  and  gratitude.  It  was  em- 
phatically true  of  Dr.  Porter,  that  he  had  "  finished  the  work  which  was 
given  him  to  do,"  and  it  was  well  done.  Though  valued  and  loved  as  an 
instructor  and  friend,  none  can  mourn  that  he  has  been  gathered  with 
the  holy  and  eloquent  of  other  days,  with  Paul,  Chrysostom,  Baxter  and 
Whitefield,  whose  eloquence  he  admired,  and  whose  spirit  he  loved  to 
cherish. 

HON.  RICHARD  SKINNER. 

Judge  Skinner  was  born  in  Litchfield,  Conn.,  May,  1778.  He  did  not 
receive  a  collegiate  education,  but  studied  law  at  the  school  in  Litchfield, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  that  county  in  1800,  and  removed  to  Man- 
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Chester,  Vt,  the  same  year.  He  received  the  office  of  state's  attorney  in 
1801,  which  he  held  for  several  years.  He  was  appointed  judge  of  probate 
in  1809,  and  elected  a  member  of  congress  in  1813.  He  was  appointed 
associate  judge  of  the  supreme  court  in  1816,  and  received  the  office  of 
chief  justice  the  year  following.  He  was  a  member  of  the  state  legislature 
and  speaker  of  the  house  in  1818.  In  1820  he  w^as  elected  governor  of  the 
State,  in  which  office  he  continued  tliree  years.  He  was  reappointed  chief 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  in  1824,  and  resigned  in  1829.  As  an  advo- 
cate, he  was  indefatigable  in  his  investigations,  careful  and  thorough  in 
preparation,  and  ingenious  and  successful  in  argument  As  a  jurist,  he  was 
well  versed  in  the  principles  of  law.  As  a  judge,  he  was  able,  dignified  and 
impartial.  As  a  Christian,  he  was  humble  and  distrustful  of  his  piety. 
Though  he  was  the  subject  of  religious  impressions  in  early  life,  he  did  not 
make  a  public  profession  of  religion  till  the  autumn  of  1829.  Judge  Skin- 
ner took  a  decided  and  active  part  in  the  literary,  religious  and  benevolent 
institutions  of  the  day,  and  was  an  efficient  and  liberal  patron  of  them. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  corporation  of  Middlebury  college,  and  he  took  a 
lively  interest  in  the  Burr  seminary.  He  was  also  president  of  the  North 
Western  Branch  of  the  American  Education  Society  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease.   He  died  at  his  residence  in  Manchester,  May  23,  aged  55. 

PRESIDENT  STORRS. 

The  Rev.  Charles  B.  Storrs  was  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Richard  S. 
Storrs,  of  Longmeadow,  Mass.,  and  was  born  May,  1794.  He  early  dis- 
covered a  predilection  for  science.  At  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  commenced 
preparation  for  college,  at  Monson  academy.  When  sixteen,  he  entered 
Nassau  hall,  and  pursued  his  studies  with  zeal  and  success  till  junior  year, 
when  his  health  failed  him  and  he  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  classic  pur- 
suits. Afler  regaining  his  health  in  some  tolerable  degree,  he  devoted  as 
much  of  his  time  as  his  strength  would  allow  to  theological  studies,  under 
the  instruction  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Woolworth,  of  Bridgehampton,  Long  Island. 
In  1813,  he  obtained  licensure  to  preach ;  but  not  satisfied  with  his  theo- 
logical attainments,  in  1817  he  joined  the  seminary  at  Andover.  Having 
gone  tlirough  the  regular  course  of  study  in  divinity,  he  proceeded  imme- 
diately to  the  South,  and  was  ordained  as  an  evangelist  at  Charleston,  S.  C. 
Jan.  3,  1821.  In  1822  he  visited  Ohio,  and  became  located  at  Ravenna, 
where  he  spent  six  years  in  the  ministry.  In  the  year  1828,  he  was  invited 
to  fill  the  chair  of  professor  of  theology  in  the  Western  Reserve  college. 
Subsequently  he  was  appointed  president,  and  in  Feb.  1831,  he  was  inau- 
gurated. By  reason  of  ill  health  in  the  summer  of  1833,  the  trustees  of 
the  college  voted  to  release  him  from  the  duties  of  his  office  for  six  months. 
In  August  he  visited  his  brother,  at  Braintree,  where  he  was  to  close  his 
days.  His  health  rapidly  declined,  and  on  the  15th  September,  Sabbath 
morning,  at  half  past  one  o'clock,  his  spirit  took  its  upward  flight.  The 
principal  characteristics  of  president  Storrs,  were  singleness  of  aim,  reso- 
luteness of  purpose,  and  perseverence  in  effi)rts.  His  name  will  ever 
be  associated  with  the  interests  of  religion,  benevolence,  and  learning,  at 
the  West,  and  his  departure  is  deeply  to  be  deplored.  "  Help,  Lord,  for 
the  godly  man  ceaseth,  for  the  faithful  fail  from  among  the  children  of 
men." 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  we  have  not  the  facts  necessary,  in  order 
to  give  a  brief  biographical  notice  of  Judge  Piatt 
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[Note  B.  p.  36.] 

ORIGIN  OF  THE  AMERICAN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

The  first  formal  and  systematic  efforts  made  in  Boston  and  vicinity  to 
assist  pious  indigent  young  men  in  obtaining  an  education  for  the  ministry, 
were  made  by  ladies.  March  22, 1815,  an  association  of  ladies  was  formed 
called  **  The  Education  Society  of  Boston  and  its  Vicinity."  The  second  and 
eighth  articles  of  their  Constitution,  are :  "The  object  of  the  Society  is  to 
aid  sach  indigent  and  pious  youth  as  may  be  received  under  the  stated  care 
of  the  Directors,  in  acquiring  a  classical  education  with  a  view  to  the  gos- 
pel ministry."  "No  candidate  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board  but 
sach  as  give  evidence  of  distinguished  talents  and  piety,  and  exhibit  a  sound 
and  orthodox  faith,  according  to  that  excellent  summary  of  Christian  doc- 
trines,  contained  in  the  Westminster  Assembly's  Shorter  Catechism ;  nor 
to  be  continued  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  longer  than  they  preserve  such 
a  character  and  faith."  In  the  summer  of  1815,  eight  young  men  who  had 
associated  in  a  prayer-meeting  had  their  attention  called  to  the  education 
of  pious  indigent  youth  for  the  gospel  ministry.  As  they  met  together  and 
poured  out  Sieir  supplications  for  a  world  lying  in  wickedness,  they  said, 
**  Where,  O  where,  shall  men  be  found  to  carry  the  gospel  to  these  dying 
millions  ?  "  **  Who  knows,"  said  one  of  them, "  but  a  society  may  be  formed 
to  aid  the  indigent  sons  of  the  church  for  this  great  work  ?  "  The  thought 
expanded,  brightened,  and  became  full  of  hope.  Efforts  were  immediately 
taken  to  do  something  for  the  object.  The  first  document  in  relation  to 
the  subject  follows : 

"jBotffon,  June  29, 1815. 

**  We,  the  subscribers,  do  agree  to  meet  at  J.  B.  Winn's  on  Monday 
evening  next,  (July  3,)  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  forming 
ourselves  into  an  association  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds,  to  educate 
pious  young  men  for  the  ministry." 

It  is  signed  by  eight  young  men. 

After  prayer  and  consultation,  this  band  of  young  men,  perceiving  the 
subject  immensely  to  magnify,  and  feeling  their  incompetency  to  the 
work  before  them,  took  measures  for  calling  a  general  meeting  of  clergy- 
men and  laymen  to  consider  and  act  on  this  subject. 

"In  consequence  of  the  emission  of  a  Circular  Letter,  signed  by 
Rev.  Jedediah  Morse,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Codman,  Rev.  Joshua  Huntington, 
Dea.  John  E.  Tyler,  Mr.  Pliny  Cutler,  Mr.  Richard  Pierce,  and  Mr.  J.  B, 
Winn,  as  a  Committee,  designated  for  the  purpose  of  requesting  a  number 
of  the  clergy,  with  such  of  their  parishioners  as  they  might  think  it  proper 
to  invite,  to  assemble  in  Boston,  at  the  Vestry  in  Park  street  Church,  on 
Thursday,  20th  July,  1815,  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  to  confer  together  on  the 
subject  of  making  some  special  exertions  to  increase  the  number  of  pious 
and  able  preachers  of  the  gospel ;  and,  should  they  think  it  advisable,  to 
form  themselves  into  an  organized  Association,  for  the  above  purpose ; — 
a  meeting,  composed  of  a  respectable  number  of  clergymen  and  laymen, 
was  held  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  Circular." 

"The  object  of  the  meeting  having  been  distinctly  presented  by  reading 
the  Circular  Letter,  accompanied  with  explanatory  remarks  by  Dr.  Morse, 
Rev.  Eliphalet  Pearson,  LL.  D.,  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Rev.  Brown 
Emerson  was  chosen  scribe.  The  throne  of  grace  was  addressed  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Holmes.  The  meeting  thus  organized,  and  having  supplicated 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  their  doings,  proceeded  to  business.  After  a  free 
discussion,  to  a  considerable  length,  of  the  general  subject  before  them. 
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<  Votedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  it  is  desirable  and  expe- 
dient that  a  Society  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  young  men  of 
talents  and  piety  in  obtaining  a  learned  education  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

"  Vottflj  That  a  committee  of  ten  be  appointed  to  frame  a  constitution, 
to  be  reported  at  a  future  meeting.  Rev.  Eliphalet  Pearson,  LL.  .D., 
Rev.  Abiel  Holmes,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Ebenezer  Porter,  Rev.  Joshua  Bates, 
Rev.  Leonard  Woods,  D.  D.,  William  Thurston,  Esq.,  Henry  Gray,  Esq., 
Dea.  John  E.  Tyler,  Mr.  John  Jenks,  and  Rev.  Moses  Stuart,  were  elected 
as  this  Committee. 

^  Voted,  That  previous  to  the  next  meeting,  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee, and  of  the  meeting  generally,  take  such  measures  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  proposed  Society. 

"  Voted,  That  this  meeting  be  adjourned,  to  meet  on  Thursday  pre- 
ceding the  next  Commencement  at  Cambridge,  in  the  Vestry  in  Park  street 
Church,  in  Boston,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M." 

"  According  to  adjournment,  the  Society  met  in  the  Vestry  in  Park  street 
Church  in  Boston,  on  Thursday,  29th  August,  1815,"  at  which  time  a  con- 
stitution was  adopted  and  the  Society  went  into  operation. 

The  first  sermon  before  the  society  was  preached  by  Rev.  Eliphalet 
Pearson,  LL.  D.,  the  second  by  Rev.  Joshua  Bates,  the  third  by  Rev. 
Samuel  Worcester,  D.  D.,  the  fourth  by  Rev.  Joseph  Chickering,  the  fifth 
by  Rev.  Daniel  Dana,  D.  D.,  and  the  sixth  by  Rev.  Ebenezer  Porter,  D.  D. 


[Note  C.  p.  37.] 

An  Extract  from  a  letter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Griffin,  President  of  Williams 
College,  written  in  the  year  1824. 

"If  any  Christians  have  conceived  that  we  are  educating  too  many  min- 
isters, I  pray  them  to  count  the  number  provided  for  the  fourteen  millions 
which  people  these  United  States,  and  then  ponder  on  the  seven  hundred 
millions  in  other  countries,  which  have  not  a  single  evangelical  and  well 
educated  minister  of  Christ ;  and  then  let  them  sit  down  to  weep,  and  fall 
down  to  pray,  and  rise  up  to  an  earnest  co-operation  with  tlieir  brethren, 
and  never  doubt  again  whether  more  ministers  are  wanted  by  a  perishing 
world.  There  is  notliing  on  earth  wanted  so  much,  but  the  Spirit  of  God. 
The  population  of  the  world  is  increasing  faster  than  ministers  are  increased 
b^  all  the  efforts  of  charity  ;  and  I  verily  believe  that  there  never  was  a  year 
smce  the  world  was  made,  in  which  so  many  ministers  were  wanted,  as  the 
present.  The  work,  instead  of  being  overdone,  is  growing  upon  our  hands. 
Instead  of  having  done  enough,  we  have  just  begun.  When  all  the  nations 
are  brought  in ;  when  well  organized  churches  shall  cover  every  nook  and 
corner  of  the  earth ;  wlien  men  enough  to  supply  every  church  through  the 
habitable  globe,  shall  otier  themselves  for  the  sacred  office,  with  funds  to 
educate  themselves,  then  I  consent  that  Christians  should  withdraw  their 
charity  from  this  object,  and  turn  it  in  some  other  direction.  But  till  then, 
let  us  not  be  weary  in  this  well  doing."

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  perceive,  that  the  dificrent  Education  Societies 
are  disposed  to  adopt  the  course  which  has  ever  been  pursued  by  the  Amer- 
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ican  Education  Society,  in  regurd  to  a  thorough  education  for  the  ministiy. 
The  times  and  public  opinion  demand  that  the  standard  of  ministerial  edu- 
cation should  be  held  hi^h.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Preaby- 
teriao  Church,  May,  1832, 

'*  One  of  the  subjects  which  the  Board  wished  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Assembly  is,  the  impatience  of  restraint  and  of  thorough  trainin^^  so 
common  to  our  youth,  and  so  evil  in  its  consequences,  as  well  as  ui  its 
nature.-^The  testimony  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  behalf  of  thorough 
education  for  the  ministry,  has  been  most  honorable  and  useful ;  and  as  it 
has  constituted  one  of  her  distinguishing  characteristics,  so  every  tendency 
to  lower  the  standard  of  preparation,  and  all  impatience  of  its  rigor  among 
her  ministers  and  candidates,  is  to  be  esteemed  the  unhappy  token  of  her 
diaunishing  influence  and  usefulness  in  the  world," 

The  extract  below  is  taken  from  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Education  Society,  presented  May,  1833, 

**Thc  circumstances  of  the  country  have  now  become  changed,  and,  con- 
sequeotly,  the  nrospects  of  an  unlearned  ministry  have  been  reversed. 
The  progress  of  intelligence  and  of  general  improvement  in  this  country  is 
inconceivably  rapid ;  the  nation  enjoys  universal  prosperity.  In  sections  of 
eounUy,  which  but  a  few  years  since  were  an  undisturbed  wilderness,  cities 
and  villages  are  springing  up  with  unheard  of  frec^uenoy,  which  at  once  be« 
come  the  seat  of  wealth  and  intelligence,  and  of  cultivated  taste  ;  so  that  to 
retire  is  no  longer  practicable.  Hence  there  is  lefl  to  us  as  a  denominatioUi 
but  one  alternative,  which  is  either  to  cultivate  our  ministry,  or  to  retire, 
and  leave  the  whole  field  to  others.  We  hetve  now  one  or  more  churches 
in  almost  every  city  and  village  in  the  United  States,  many  of  which  are 
without  pastors  j  and  for  the  only  reason,  that  they  cannot  obtain  a  (pan  of 
the  requisite  ability  to  fill  the  place.  For  want  of  a  competent  ministry, 
many  of  them  have  become  feeble  ;  they  have  not  grown  with  the  place, 
and  have  been  distanced  by  other  denominations.  Now  if  these  churches 
are  to  become  respectable  and  prosperous,  means  must  be  used  to  secure  to 
them  a  pious  and  an  intelligent  ministry,  otherwise  they  must  dwindle  into 
insignificancy,  and  ultimately  lose  their  visibility.  We  do  not  regret  those 
circumstances  which  have  brought  us  to  these  extremities;  we  rejoice 
rather,  in  these  happy  characteristics  of  our  country.  We  would  not  have 
it  otherwise.  Whatever  should  have  a  tendency  to  check  this  diffusion  of 
intelligence,  this  spirit  of  free  inquiry,  and  this  prevalence  of  general  iro-s 
provement  through  all  the  ranks  of  society,  would  at  once  endanger  our 
liberties,  and  spread  the  mantle  of  night  over  our  American  Zion," 

The  following  sections  are  taken  from  an  *^  Account  of  the  Eduoation 
Society  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  General  Baptist  Churches"  in  Eng-. 
land.  The  Society  was  established  by  the  Assembly  in  the  year  1794, 
The  account  was  published  in  1819. 

"The  union  of  learning  and  piety  in  ministers  of  the  gospel,  is  a  sub- 
ject of  just  and  general  commendation.    It  is  most  desirable  on  various  ac-      . 
counts.     It  is  both  ornamental  and  useful.    It  recommends  religion  in  the   ^ 
eye  of  the  world,  and  becomes  a  source  of  great  usefulness  in  the  church 
of  Christ.    *  That  the  soul  be  without  knowledge  is  not  good '^waa  the       f 
declaration  of  Solomon — and  daily  experience  justifies  tl)e  truth  of  the 
assertion.    The  human  mind,  which  bears  upon  it  the  image  of  its  Maker, 
calU  for  cultivation.    Like  the  soil  on  which  the  husbandman  treads,  it 
needs  his  skill  and  industry  to  make  it  produce  and  contribute  to  the  suste-     V 
nance  of  man.    And  surely  mind)  which  is  the  basis  of  all  other  improve- 
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ments,  must  not  be  neglected  and  despised.  Indeed,  edacation  is  in  the 
present  age,  deemed  an  universal  blessing.  It  is  descending  down  to  the 
lower  classes — and  the  culture  of  their  minds  is  justly  thought  to  lay  the 
foundation  for  virtues  which  will  confer  lasting  benefits  upon  the  commu- 
nity.  The  several  denominations  of  the  Christian  world  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, are  sensible  of  the  value  of  education  in  their  ministers.  By  the  im- 
provement of  their  intellectual  powers,  they  are  better  fitted  to  dispense  the 
word  of  life  ;  or,  as  an  inspired  writer  happily  expresses,  to  divide  rightly 
the  word  of  truth,  which  cannot  be  done  without  skill  and  ability.  An  able 
minister  of  the  New  Testament,  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit,  is  a 
most  respectable  and  useful  character  in  the  church  of  Christ.  Paul,  the 
apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  was  brought  up  at  the  feet  of  Gamaliel.  We  all 
know  the  zeal  and  ability  of  this  great  man — ^in  enlightening  the  minds  of 
the  Jew  and  Gentile,  in  strengthening  and  gladdening  the  primitive  Chris- 
tians under  the  trials  and  sufferings  to  which  they  were  hourly  exposed  in 
the  propagation  of  Christianity. 

<<  The  General  Baptists  have  always  been  distinguished  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  exercise  of  reason,  in  matters  of  religion.  Free  inquiry  baa 
ever  been  a  favorite  practice  amongst  them.  Now  the  minds  of  their  min- 
isters bein^  enlarged,  will  be  more  likely  to  rise  above  prejudice — and 
enriched  with  the  stores  of  knowledge,  will  pour  them  forth  for  the  guid- 
ance and  direction  of  their  hearers.  It  suits  them  least  of  any  denomina- 
tion to  have  blind  leaders — aware  of  the  pernicious  effects  wiUi  which  the 
ministrations  of  an  ignorant  teacher  must  be  attended.  Religion,  though 
as  to  the  leading  topics  of  faith  and  practice,  it  is  a  plain  and  intelligible 
thing,  yet  on  account  of  the  errors  and  misrepresentations  which  have  gone 
abroad,  requires  the  vigorous  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  human  mind. 
It  calls  for  a  comprehensive  and  accurate  knowledge — it  cherishes  a  careful 
and  persevering  spirit  of  inquiry,  and  finally  it  demands  a  manly  and  deci- 
sive adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Testament  These  qualifica- 
tions for  the  ministry,  arise  from  the  union  of  learning  and  piety — when 
they  go  on  hand  in  hand,  they  become  the  parent  of  a  thousand  blessings  to 
the  religious  community.'' 

<<  The  Bible  is  a  learned  book — ^the  language — the  geography — the  his- 
tory— ^the  chronology — the  natural  philosophy — ^yea,  any  part  of*^  it,  the  bot- 
any, the  Scripture  herbs  and  plants — all  find  honorable  employment  for 
learning,  and  sound  critical  knowledge  can  do  much  to  unravel  some  diffi- 
culties, and  to  elucidate  many  passages  in  these  original  records  of  the 
church."— i2o6ert  Robinson.

The  following  extract  is  from  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  Northern  Baptist  Education  Society,  May,  1833. 

*<  The  other  measure  alluded  to,  is  a  resolution  requiring  of  every  bene- 
ficiary a  promissory  note  to  the  full  amount  of  each  appropriation;  but 
bearing  no  interest  till  one  year  after  a  young  man  shall  have  completed 
his  educatbn.  They  then  become  payable  with  interest,  one  third  of  the 
whole  amount  in  one  year  after  the  education  is  completed,  and  the  two 
remaining  parts,  the  one  at  the  end  of  the  second,  and  the  other  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year.  This  measure  for  a  length  of  time  has  been  thought 
desirable  by  a  majority  of  the  Board,  but  as  certain  objections  remained  in 
the  minds  of  some  members,  whose  opinions  the  Board  have  ever  been 
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accustomed  to  respect,  the  fina]  consideration  of  the  question  was  deferred 
until  March,  when  all  objections  were  withdrawn,  and  Uie  measure  carried 
by  a  nnanimoas  voice.  We  do  not  suppose,  however,  that  this  measure  had 
the  same  importance  ten  years  ago  that  it  now  has.  We  do  not  believe  that 
it  would  have  been  suitable  at  that  period.  Education  was  so  little  appre- 
ciated in  our  ministry,  that  it  was  with  difficulty  that  any  young  man  could 
be  induced  to  seek  an  education,  although  it  were  to  be  wholly  gratuitous. 
The  case  now  is  far  otherwise.  No  man  thinks  of  entering  the  ministry 
without  some  suitable  literary  qualifications.  Considerable  pains  have  been 
taken  to  ascertain  the  opinions  of  sensible  and  practical  men  upon  thia 
question,  and  the  result  has  been  an  almost  unanimous  voice  in  favor  of  the 
measure. 

*'  A  young  man  who  has  sufficient  promise  to  encourage  his  entering  the 
ministry  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  object  of  charity.  He  may  indeed  need 
Mtronage :  and  such  is  the  condition  of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Society. 
They  are  not  able  upon  their  own  credit  to  incur  the  heavy  and  long  con- 
tinued expenses  of  a  liberal  education ;  they  therefore  need  assistance. 
But  the  investments  which  they  are  every  day  making,  are  valuable  to 
every  purpose  of  human  existence,  and  especially  so,  to  the  high  duties  of 
a  Christian  minister ;  and  are  such  also,  as  will  enable  them  under  almost 
any  circumstances  to  meet  their  obligations  to  the  Society.  No  young 
man  whom  this  Society  would  receive  as  a  beneficiary,  would  ask  for 
charity.  They  ask  for  patronage,  and  for  the  same  reasons  that  a  young 
man  who  is  just  commencing  in  business,  often  asks  for  the  patronage  of 
bis  friends,  because  he  cannot  accomplish  his  object  without  it.  The  Board 
have  studiously  endeavored  to  spare  the  young  men  under  their  patronage, 
from  the  feeling  that  they  are  objects  of  charity.  The  tendencv  of  such  an 
impression  upon  the  mind,  they  are  sensible  would  be  most  blighting  to  that 
manly  growth  of  character  which  they  think  most  desirable.  Nor  do  they 
believe  it  to  be  in  any  way  favorable  to  a  pure  and  elevated  tone  of  piety. 
The  religious  mendicant,  however  fluent  he  may  be  in  the  dialect  of  piet^. 
seldom  possesses  so  pure  and  elevated  a  tone  of  moral  feeling  as  you  will 
find  in  the  poor  man  who  eats  the  bread  of  industry." 

Tlie  following  passage  is  taken  from  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Branch  of  the  American  Education  Society,  1837. 

''One  of  the  most  common  and  most  important  of  the  objections  formerly 
urged,  is  entirely  removed  by  the  practice  lately  adopted,  of  loaning  with-* 
oat  interest,  instead  of  giving  money.  This  change  in  the  administration  of 
pecuniary  aid,  has  the  double  advantage  of  nreserving  the  natural  sense  of 
mdependence,  the  delicate  and  honorable  feelings  of  the  youthful  mind, 
while  it  holds  out  new  and  sufficient  motives  to  personal  exertion  and 
economy. — ^The  beneficiary  is  no  longer  in  danger  of  contracting  habits  of 
servility  and  meanness,  or  of  feeling  himself  entitled  to  the  charity  of  the 
community.  Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  is  he  oppressed  and  disheartend  by 
the  prospect  of  an  ever  accumulating  debt" 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  published  May,  1832, 

"That  no  written  obligation  shall  be  required  of  any  candidate  under 
their  care,  to  refund  the  monies  which  may  be  granted:  yet,  at  the  option 
of  the  person  receiving  aid,  the  appropriation  may  be  considered  a  loan.— - 
It  is  esteemed  by  the  Board  a  moral  obligation  on  those  who  are  aided,  if 
they,  in  the  providence  of  God,  become  able  to  return,  without  interest,  the 
sum  receivea  of  the  Board,  that  others,  in  like  circumstances  with  them- 
selves, may  in  turn  be  assisted/'

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, — ^The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  invito  yoor 
special  attention  to  selecting  and  inducing  young  men  of  suitable  qualificm- 
tions  to  prepare  for  the  Christian  ministry.    While  Uiere  are  six  hundred 
millions  of  Pagans  and  Mohammedans  destitute  of  a  preached  gospel — 
«while  there  are  six  millions  in  our  own  beloved  country,  destitute  of  an 
evangelical  ministry — while  there  are  between  three  and  four  thoasand 
evangelical  churches  which  have  no  settled  pastors — and  while  there   is 
such   a  demand   for   ministers  from  the  Foreign   and  Hoiiie  Missionary 
Societies;  what  minister  of  Jesus  can  but  be  dee  ply.  affected  at  the  con- 
sidefation,  that  these  vacant  churches  must  remain  destitute  of  pastors,  and 
that  these  benevolent  operations  must  be  retarded,  and  the  world  continue 
to  remain  in  wickedness  and  death,  because  heralds  of  the  cross  cannot  be 
obtained  I'   Can  it  be  so  ?   Distressing  thought !    Is  it  true,  that  the  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel  is  the  grand  instrument,  which  God  has  appointed  for  the 
Conversion  of  the  world  ?    Why,  then,  is  there  no  more  zeal  manifested  in 
raising  up  ambassadors  of  salvation  ?    The  revivals  of  religion  have  brongfat 
into  the  churches  multitudes  of  young  men,  who,  were  they  educated,  would 
be  able  and  faithful  teachers  of  righteousness.    Much  the  larger  proportion 
of  these  will  bury  their  talents  in  secular  occupations,  unless  pressed  into 
the  service  of  the  ministry.     More  efforts  should  be  made  to  lead  young 
tnen  to  reflect  upon  this  subject,  and  to  dedicate  themselves  to  this  blessed 
vork.     Will  not  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  present  it  lo  their  people  on 
the   Sabbath,  at  the  monthly  concert,  and   especially  at  the  concert  on 
Tuesday  evening  immediately  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  ? 
Will  they  not  converse  particularly  with  those  young  men,  who  are  of  good 
natural  talents,  and  "full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  urge  upon 
them  their  duty  ?    Will  they  not  be  persuaded  to  do  this  by  the  injunctions 
of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  by  the  happiness  of  man  in  his  present 
State  of  existence,  by  the  never  ending  felicities  of  those,  **  who  through 
faith  and  patience  inherit  the  promises,"  and  by  the  interminable  agonies  of 
those  who  perish  in  their  sins  P'— Dear  Brother,  is  there  not  in  your  church, 
or  within  the  circle  of  vour  acquaintance,  one  young  man  or  more,  of 
suitable  qualifications,  whom  you  can  induce  to  prepare  for  the  ministry  of 
Christ?    Should  his  pecuniary  circumstances  render  him  unable  to  educate 
himself,  he  can  receive  assistance  from  the  American  Education  Society. 
This  Institution  has  given  a  pledge  to  assist  every  applicant  of  the  requisite 
qualifications.    These  are  respectable  natural  talents,  unquestionable  piety, 
real  indigence,  and  good  promise  generally  in  respect  to  the  ministry.    To 
all  such,  the  Society,  in  the  name  of  the  churches,  proffers  assistance. 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  General  Association  of  Massachusetts,  held  at 
Dorchester,  it  was  unanimously 

**  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  immense  want  of  ministers  to  supply  the 
destitute  churches  of  this  country,  and  to  meetthe  imperious  and  increasing 
demand  of  Uie  Foreign  and  Home  Missionary  Societies,  and  in  view  of  the 
intimate  and  inseparable  connection  there  is  between  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  and  the  prosperity  of  every  religious  enterprise,  it  is  the  solemn  duty 
of  every  minister  to  exert  himself  to  look  up  at  least  one  young  man,  suita- 
ble to  prepare  for  the  ministrations  of  God's  word,  and  to  induce'  him  to 
commence  immediately  a  course  of  education  for  this  sacred  calling."

The  course  parsued  by  the  Directors  of  the  American  Education  Society 
for  the  promotion  x)f  personal  holiness  in  the  young  men  connected  with  it, 
iv^as  in  some  respects  adopted  by  Dr.  Doddridge  in  relation  to  the  stu- 
dents in  divinity  under  his  care.  In  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wadsworth^  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  dated  1740,  speaking  in  respect  to  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry,  he  says,  "  I  will  not,  Sir,  trouble  you  at  present  with 
a  large  account  of  my  method  of  academical  education ;  only  would  ob- 
serve, that  I  think  it  of  vast  importance  to  instruct  them  carefully  in  the 
Scriptures ;  and  not  only  endeavor  to  establish  them  in  tlie  great  truths  of 
Christianity,  but  to  labor  to  promote  their  practical  influence  on  their 
hearts.  For  which  purpose  I  frequently  converse  with  each  of  them 
alone,  and  conclude  the  conversation  with  prayer.  This  does  indeed  take 
up  a  great  deal  of  time  ;  but  I  bless  God,  it  is  amply  repaired,  in  the  pleas- 
ure I  have  in  seeing  my  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord."

To  the  Tounf  Gentlemen  under  the  patronage  of  the  American  Education  Societf* 

Dtar  Brethren  in  Christ, — It  is  now  six  months  since  t  addressed  to  yoa 
a  Pastoral  Letter.  This  delay  has  been  occasioned  by  my  absence  from 
Boston,  on  a  tour  to  the  Western  and  Southern  States.  The  subject  to 
which  1  would  direct  your  attention  especially  in  this  Quarterly  Communi- 
cation, is  Personal  Piety.  This  is  absolutely  requisite,  not  only  as  it  Re- 
gards your  temporal  and  eternal  well-being,  but  also  as  it  regards  you^ 
acceptance  with  Christ  in  the  ministry  of  the  gospel.  ^  There  is  no  peace, 
saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked."  ^  Without  holiness  no  man  shall  see  the 
Lord."  These  passages  of  Scripture  settle  the  question  whether  you  can 
be  happy  in  the  life  that  now  is,  or  that  which  is  to  come,  without  religioui 
—As  Balaam  prophesied,  so  an  unholy  man  may  preach  the  truth,  and,  per-> 
haps,  even  to  the  edification  of  God's  children,  and  the  conversion  of  sin- 
ners ;  but  it  will  be  to  his  own  awful  destruction— ^a  destruction  like  that  of 
Nadab  and  Abihu  who  ^  offered  strange  fire  before  the  Lord,  which  he 
commanded  them  not" — I  beseech  you,  therefore,  beloved  brethren,  first 
of  all  to  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  after  preparing  to  preach,  and  actually 
preaching,  to  others,  you  yourselves  should  be  cast-aways.  See  that  vour 
heart  is  right  in  the  sight  of  God.  Keep  yourselves  in  his  love.  Study  to 
be  richly  adorned  with  all  the  Christian  graces.  Be  men  of  prayer — ^main-' 
tain  a  constant  intercourse  with  heaven.  No  man  can  be  a  minister  of  the 
l^ospel,  approved  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  or  deservedly  eminent 
in  the  sacred  office,  without  vital  godliness.  For  the  promotion  of  pure 
religion  in  your  souls,  permit  me  to  exhort  each  one  of  you  to  institute  the 
following  inquiries  in  application  to  himself. 

1.  When  did  T  first  entertain  a  hope  of  an  interest  in  the  Saviour  ? 
[Recall  to  mind,  if  possible^  the  precise  time  of  your  conversion,  together  with  the  circann 
stances  aod  the  peculiarities,  if  any,  attendant  upon  it.] 

3.  What  are  the  evidences  that  I  have  experienced  a  change  of  heart  ? 

[The  principal  evidences  of  conversion  are  a  heartfelt  sense  that  the  doctrines  of  the 
Bible  are  true  and  excellent;— enjoyment  in  religious  company  and  conversation  ; — deli^hl 
in  perusing  the  sacred  Scriptures,  and  other  religious  books,  aod  in  meditating  upon  divine 
sublects ;— happiness  in  public,  private,  and  secret  worship  >--joy  at  the  prosperity  of  Zioni 
ana  a  desire  that  the  cause  of  Christ  should  flourish  ancl  triumph  $ — humility  and  meekness 
in  deportment  ^^benevolence  to  all  men,  and  complacency  in  Cnristians  ;~hatred  to  sin  and 
leva  of  holiness  (—and  scrupulous  obedience  to  ibe  coounands  of  God  in  daily  conduct]

[<'  And  all  Judah  rejoiced  at  the  oath ;  for  they  had  sworn  with  all  their  heart,  and  s 
him  with  their  whole  desire;  and  he  was  found  of  them ;  and  the  Lord  gave  them  resi  rowid 
about."] 

Dear  Brethren,  ^  Examine  yourselves  whether  ye  be  in  the  faith ;  prove 
your  own  selves ;  know  ye  not  your  own  selves,  how  that  Jesus  Christ  is  in 
you,  except  ye  be  reprobates  ?  ^  Be  honest  with  yourselves,  and  with  God ; 
80  shall  you  escape  perdition  and  obtain  eternal  life,  and,  peradventure,  turn 
many  to  righteousness,  who  shall  be  your  crown  of  rejoicing. 

I  close  this  epistle  by  putting  you  in  remembrance  of  the  Annual  Concert 
of  Prayer  for  our  public  institutions  of  learning.  That  season  is  near  at 
hand.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Education  Society,  the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  passed : 

*^  Whereas  the  dependence  of  the  Christian  Ministry  upon  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  is  entire  and  constant,  and  his  blessing  absolutely 
necessary  to  its  success ;  and  whereas  the  last  Thursday  of  February  has 
been  annually  set  apart,  by  many  of  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer,  as  a 
season  of  united  prayer,  for  a  blessinff  on  the  young  men  of  this  country, 
and  especially  on  those  in  a  course  ot  education  at  our  colleges  and  acad- 
emies; therefore. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  young  men  under 
the  patronage  of  this  Society  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  of  February  as 
a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  with  special  reference  to  the  more  copious 
efiusions  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  young  men  of  this  land,  generally ;  but 
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more  especially  on  our  Literary  Institutions,  that  the  young  men  who  resort 
thither  for  an  education,  may  be  sanctified,  and  led  to  consecrate  themselves 
to  the  work  of  the  Ministry. 

Resolvedj  That  the  churches  of  Christ  and  all  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer 
be  affectionately  requested  to  observe  this  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer." 

Resolutions  recommending  the  observance  of  the  above  Concert  by  the 
Churches,  have  been  passed  during  the  year  by  the  General  Associations 
of  Ministers  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  New  Hampshire,  the 
General  Conference  of  Maine,  and  the  General  Convention  of  Vermont. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  subject  will  be  borne  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
thousands  of  thousands,  and  that  while  they  are  yet  speaking  God  will 
hear. 

In  your  April  communication,  I  wish  you  would  furnish  me  with  a  full 
and  particular  account  of  the  state  of  religion  in  your  Institution,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  Concert  was  observed.  And  may  the  God  of  all 
grace,  through  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven,  enable  you  to  report 
glorious  tidings  of  salvation.

The  attention  of  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  is  earnestly  solicited 
to  the  plan  here  presented.  May  it  not  be  hoped,  that  every  one  into 
whose  hands  it  may  come,  will  at  least  give  it  a  hearty  trial  f  Will  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom  ever  come,  until  his  people,  with  humhle^  fervent^  and 
wnted  supplications,  prostrate  their  souls  before  the  eternal  throne  ?  Why 
lingers  the  work  of  salvation  so  long  ?  Why  do  such  numbers  perish  from 
amone  ourselves  ?  and  why  do  the  heathen  continue  to  go  down  to  ruin,  in 
countless  multitudes  ?  Alas !  prater  is  wantiivo  ;-— Aumfr/e,  believing,  per- 
severing prayer.  This  is  the  means  which  secures  efficacy  to  all  other 
means — the  mighty  power  to  set  every  wheel  in  motion. 

The  Lord  has  promised,  that  his  glory  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh 
shall  see  it  together.  Beloved  Christian  friends,  do  we  desire  to  see  this 
lory  ?    Then  let  agonizing  supplications  ascend  for  the  upbuilding  of  Zion. 

^s.  cii.  16.)  Let  our  whole  souls  be  engaged  in  the  work.  Cherishing  the 
leepest  sense  of  our  weakness  and  entire  dependence,  let  us  humbly  plead 
with  God,  remembering  and  believing,  that  "  he  will  regard  the  prayer  of 
the  destitute,  and  not  despise  their  prayer."  Do  we  desire  our  own  pros- 
perity ?  It  is  written,  ^  Pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem.  They  shall  pros- 
per that  love  thee." 

With  regard  to  the  selection  of  subjects,  the  propriety  of  assigning  the 
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duties  and  privileg^es  of  the  Sabbath  to  that  day,  will  be  obvious  to  all.  How 
would  the  hands  and  the  hearts  of  all  spiritual  teachers,  thus  be  strength- 
ened !  The  subject  for  Monday  was  selected  on  account  of  its  coincidence 
with  the  montlily  concert ; — ^that  for  Saturday,  because  it  is  the  Jewish 
Sabbath,  the  day  when  they  still  assemble  to  worship,  to  read  the  law  and 
the  prophets,  and  to  bewail  their  desolations; — and  that  for  Tuesday, 
•because  the  American  Education  Society  have  established  a  monthly 
concert  of  prayer,  to  be  observed  by  their  beneficiaries  this  day,  and  some 
ecclesiastical  and  ministerial  bodies  have  recommended  this  concert  to  the 
churches.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  assignment  of  the  three  remaining 
subjects  to  their  particular  days.  They  should,  however,  hold  a  prominent 
place  in  our  supplications.  The  present  situation  of  "  our  countiy  "  loudly 
calls  for  huBiiliation  and  prayer.  The  ^  rising  generation "  is  a  subject 
interesting  to  parents,  teachers,  and  indeed  to  almost  every  one  in  the 
community.  '^Christians'' must  awake  to  their  duties  and  Uieir  responsi- 
bilities, or  the  world  can  never  be  evangelized;  and  that  this  may  be 
effected,  the  **  pastors,"  the  **  watchmen,"  must  be  endowed  with  power 
from  on  high. 

The  three  subjects  last  mentioned,  are  rendered  more  interesting  by 
their  connection  with  our  Saviour's  injunction,  ^  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forUi  laborers  into  the  harvest" 
A  great  multitude  of  our  youth  must  be  excited  to  hear  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  saying,  ^  Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go  for  ns  ?  "  and  the 
churches  must  be  aroused  to  qualify  and  employ  thenu  Prayer  with  cor- 
responding effort  will  accomplish  all  this.

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CONSTITUTION 


AMERICAN   EDUCATION    SOCIETY. 


The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pioQs  young  men  for  the 
go^iel  ministry. 

Abt*  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
dollars,  shall  be  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
and  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here- 
after added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 

Art.  n.  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
donations,  given  for  this  special  purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the 
Directors. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  who  shall  continue 
in  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  IV.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
such  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 
pedient 

Art.  V.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Directors;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  soli- 
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citing  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit, 
the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  have 
the  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  support  of  beneficiaries ; 
of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  patronage;  of  appointing 
committees  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
parts;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  all  business  necessary  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided 
for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make  report  of  their  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Clualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry ;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor 
or  instractors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually  exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary, 
after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors,  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serioas 
purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VII.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Art.  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms ;  make  payments  and  advances  of 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors ; 
and  annually  render  to  the  Society  a  written  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  limount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested  '• — thb  account  to  be  previously 
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ezmined  and  approved,  in  writing,  bjr  a  Comttittee  of  the  Society, 
annnafly  ckoaea  for  tlie  purpose.  He  shall  also  gi?e  Co  the  Dkectorfi!* 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Akt.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
aa  the  DirectOFS  shall  appoint,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  ^e  report  of 
the  I>irectors  and  of  the  Tieasorer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
business. 

Art.  XI.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
and  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliary  to  this, 
which  shall  pay  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  Treasury 
of  this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Art.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  any  State  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
basis  of  its  own,  such  Society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence, 
and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
constituent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Every  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
own  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer ;  and 
also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety ;  and,  if  approved,  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of 
said  Branch  Society ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
may  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  All 
monies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  general  treasury ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
such  Society  shall  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Directors  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XIV.  Presidents  of  Branch  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
members  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 
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Art.  XY.  The  Diiectora  shall  have  power  to  supply  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
till  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Abt.  XYI.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  except 
cm  recommendation  of  the  Durectors,  and  by  vote  of  three  fourths  of 
the  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting ;  or  unless  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  ha?e  been  submitted  to  the  Society,  in  writing,  at  a 
previous  meeting.

CHAPTER  I. 

OF  TUB  BOABD   OF  DIRECTORS. 


1.  It  18  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  super-  dqUm.

neas  of  the  Society ;  and,  especially,  to  see  that  the  Con- 
stitution and  Rales  of  the  Society  are  faithfully  observed. 

2.  The  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  for  the  transaction  of  Time  of 
business,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  y  April, 
July  and  October.    Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  Secretary,  at  the  written  request  of  three  Directors.

duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  to  discuss  subjects  of  im- 
portance, and  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  Board ;  to  afford 
the  Secretary  counsel  whenever  he  shall  request  it ;  and 
to  perform  any  business  during  the  recess  of  the  Board, 
which,  in  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
require.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings, which  record  shall  be  read  to  the  Board  at  their 
regular,  or  other  meetings,  for  their  approval.

When  a  candidate  for  patronage  applies  for  examina- 
ttOH,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examining  Committee,  to 
whom  the  application  is  made,  to  institute  a  personal  and 
liiithful  inquiry  respecting  his  testimonials,  his  studies,  his 
religious  character ;  his  motives  in  seeking  an  education 
fer  the  Christian  ministry,  and  his  willingness  to  conform 
to  the  Rules  of  the  American  Education  Society.  If,  after 
serious  and  full  examination,  the  Committee  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  the  applioant  possesses  the  character  and  qualifi* 
cations  required  of  beneficiaries  by  the  Constitution  and

When  a  joong  man  wishes  to  apply  for  patronage, 
obuiupf  patfon-  he  must  pursue  the  following  steps.  FHr$t.  He  must 
obtain  unequivocal  testimonials  from  three  or  more  serious 
and  respectable  persons  best  acquainted  with  him  and  his 
circdmstances,  (e.  g.)  his  minister,  instructor,  a  magi»- 
trate,  or  sotne  other  principal  man  in  the  viddity,  stating 
his  age,  place  of  residence,  indigence,  moral  aUd  religious 
character,  including  his  church  connection,  talents,  pre- 
vious edui&ation,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  his  lifb  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  These  testimonials  should  be  sealed 
papers,  that  the  writers  of  them  may  speak  fteely,  con- 
cerning the  character  of  the  applicants.  Secondhf.  Hav* 
ing  obtained  these  testimonials,  the  applicant  must  present 
his  request  for  examination  and  recemmendation  to  some 
Examining  Committee  in  his  neighborhood,  or  within  the 
portion  of  the  country  to  which  he  belongs.  If  no  such 
Committee  is  known  to  have  been  appointed,  the  applicant 
or  his  friends  may  write,  for  information,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Parent  Society  ;  or  if  he  resides  within  the  limits 
of  a  Branch  Society,  to  the  Secretary  of  that  Branch.

BRANCH   SOCIETIES. 

1.  Each  Brancb  and  its  Board  of  Directors  will  aim  to  BrwehM  to  coo- 
coDform  all  their  proceedings  to  the  Rules  and  regulations  ititotion  ud 
of  the  Parent  Society,  and  especially  to  the  fundamental  t^  i!d»tj.  ^ 
principles  of  the  Constitution.

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In  commencing  their  Nineteenth  Annual  Report^  the  Direct- 
tors  of  the  American  Education  Society  have  renewed  occasion  to 
adopt,  with  grateful  recognition,  the  language  of  the  prophet, 
"  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  Though  their  enterprise 
from  the  beginning  has.  been  crowned  with  unexpected  success ; 
yet  in  no  year  has  it  been  so  highly  favored  of  Heaven  as  in  the 
one  just  closed.  This  may  be  said  in  respect  to  the  harmony, 
extension  and  efficiency  of  its  operations ;  the  number,  character, 
and  promise  of  the  young  men  patronized ;  the  public  conQdence 
it  has  enjoyed,  and  the  amount  of  funds  it  has  received. 

This  Society,  thus  prospered,  is  exerting  a  most  happy  influ-^ 
ence  on  the  religious,  literary  and  civil  interests  of  the  country. — 
It  is  beneficial  to  the  Church  by  multiplying  the  number  of  min- 
isters. It  has,  since  its  commencement,  assisted  in  the  education 
of  about  700  individuals,  who  have  already  entered  the  ministry, 
most  of  whom  would  not  have  prepared  for  this  sacred  employment 
without  this  assistance.  Besides,  by  its  Agents  and  publications,  it 
has,  probably,  been  the  means  of  inducing  300  more  to  preach  the 
gospel,  who  possessed  pecuniary  ability  to  educate  themselves. 
And  it  undoubtedly  has  excited  to  the  formation  of  other  Societies, 
whose  object  is  to  raise  up  heralds  of  salvation.  While  these  are 
denominational,  that  is,  confined  in  their  operations  to  the  particular 
communions  with  which  they  are  severally  connected,  as  Presbyteri- 
ans, Baptists,  Episcopalians,  Methodists  and  others,  they  have  to- 
gether, probably,  been  instrumental  in  preparing  for  the  ministry 
600  or  600,  who  are  now  laboring  faithfully  for  Jesus  Christ. — ^The 
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Society  fa  also  beneficial  by  improvbg  the  character  of  ministers. 
It  does  this  by  elevating  the  standard  of  ministerial  education,  and  of 
ministerial  piety.  As  a  condition  of  receiving  assistance,  it  requires 
that  its  beneficiaries  pursue  a  regular  course  of  theological  study 
for  three  years,  as  well  as  obtain  a  complete  collegiate  education, 
or  one  that  is  equivalent  to  it.  This,  it  is.  believed,  is  a-  higher 
requisition  than  was  previously  made  by  any  other  Institution  what- 
ever in  the  land,  as  a  prerequisite  to  a  participation  in  this  species 
of  charity.  And  there  is  no  other  Education  Society  now  existing, 
that  requires  this.  Most  denominations  and  bodies  of  Christians 
have  no  rule  on  this  subject.  It  is  true,  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  requires  that  young  men  connected  with 
them  shall  study  two  years  before  they  enter  the  ministry,  and 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Andover,  the  General  Episcopal 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  York,  and  some  other  Semina- 
ries, require,  that  in  order  to  an  enrolment  among  the  names 
of  the  graduates  of  their  Institutions,  persons  must  pursue  a 
three  years'  course  of  theological  study.  These  are  the  highest 
definite  requirements  which  are  made  in  regard  to  this  subject 
by  any  Institution  or  body  of  Christians  in  the  country. — 
The  Society  is  strict  in  its  requisitions  of  piety  in  those  who  re- 
ceive its  patronage,  in  its  pastoral  supervision — ^indeed  in  its  whole 
course  of  discipline.  Thus  it  not  only  promotes  personal  holiness, 
but  also  sets  forth  the  vast  importance  of  high  attainments  in  reli- 
gion, in  those  who  enter  the  ministry. — It  will,  too,  improve  the 
character  of  ministers  by  increasing  their  bodily  and  mental  vigor. 
The  temperate,  economical  and  industrious  habits,  which  it  enjoins, 
will  promote  corporeal  health,  strength,  and  activity.  And  these 
9ie  intimately  connected  with  intellectual  soundness,  vivacity,  and 
energy. 

Tlius  by  multiplying  the  number  and  improving  the  character 
of  ministers,  the  Society  will  be  a  means  of  enlarging  and  sancti- 
fying the  Church.  The  ministry  is  the  standing  ordinance  of 
Heaven  for  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  this  world.  By  the 
foolishness  of  preaching,  God  is  pleased  to  save  them  that  believe. 
As  ministers  are  multiplied,  so  this  means  of  grace  is  increased, 
and  so,  according  to  the  appointment  of  Heaven,  conversions  will 
be  multiplied  and  the  Church  enlarged.  And  in  proportion  to  the 
piety  and  faithfulness  of  the  ministry,  will,  ordinarily,  be  the  sane- 
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tificatioD  and  purity  of  the  Church. — ^In  these  ways  the  Society 
b  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  ZAon. 

This  Society  operates  advantageously  on  the  literary  interests 
of  the  country.  It  favorably  affects  academies,  colleges,  and 
theological  seminaries.  It  does  this  by  requiring  of  its  beneficiaries 
a  regular  and  thorough  education,  and  by  continually  holding  up 
before  the  community  the  importance  of  education  generally ;  and 
also  by  increasing  the  number  of  pious  students.  The  beneficiaries, 
while  pursuing  their  course  of  studies,  will  exert  a  most  salutary 
influence  on  the  Institutions,  with  which  they  are  connected.  They 
will  be  a  means  of  promoting  the  sanctification  of  Christians  and  of 
restraining  the  immoral  and  vicious.  It  may  be  expected,  too, 
that  they  will  do  much  towards  promoting  revivals  of  religion 
among  their  literary  associates,  as  has  already  in  many  instances 
been  the  fact.  When  they  shall  have  completed  their  preparatory 
studies,  and  entered  upon  professional  duties,  they  will  become 
patrons  tocommon  schools,  academies,  colleges  and  theological  sem- 
inaries. Many  such  Institutions  will  be  established  through  their  in- 
fluence. There  are  now  82  colleges*  and  30  theological  seminariesf 
in  the  United  States.  Of  these  colleges,  46  have  been  erected  since 
the  formation  of  the  American  Education  Society,  and  most  of  them 
with  a  view  to  the  multiplication  of  ministers,  and  to  some  extent  in 
the  way  of  charitable  education.  And  can  it  be  doubted,  that  this 
Society  has  done  much  to  increase  the  number  of  colleges  and  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Manual  Labor  Institutions  f  All  the  theo- 
logical seminaries  in  the  country,  with  the  exception  pf  two,  have 
come  into  existence  since  its  establishment.  The  effects  of  these 
Institutions  on  the  Society  and  of  the  Society  on  them,  is  most 
happy.  And  they  should  ever  be  accounted  as  mutual  helpers  in 
the  great  and  glorious  work  of  raising  up  ministers  of  the  gospe) 
for  the  supply  of  a  world. 

The  Society  also  has  a  favorable  effect  on  the  interests  of  the 
country  in  a  civil  point  of  view.  The  political  condition  of  a 
nation  will  be  very  much  in  accordance  with  the  character  of  the 
people  as  a  body.  It  is  self  evident,  that  this  will  be  the  case 
under  a  republican  form  of  government,  where  all  the  rulers  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest  are  firom  among  the  people,  amenable  to 
them,  and  dependent  on  them.  The  morals  and  habits  of  the 
ccHnmunity  are  moulded  in  a  great  degree  by  clerical  influence,  and

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bear  much  resemblance  to  the  existing  ministry.  The  religious, 
moral  and  civil  condition  of  a  nation  then,  are  closely  connected 
with  the  number,  holiness  and  efficiency  of  its  ministers.  Hence 
the  immense  importance  of  this  Society  as  a  means  of  multiply- 
ing those  whose  salutary  influence  will  be  so  extensively  felt,  not 
only  on  the  religious  and  literary ;  but  also  on  the  civil  interests  of 
this  land — the  glory  of  all  lands,  and  which  is  to  bear  so  active 
and  efficient  a  part  in  achieving  the  conquest  of  this  world  to  Jesus 
Christ.  In  view  of  such  effects,  we  proceed  to  a  consideration  of 
its  operations  and  results  during  the  past  year. 

A'^umber  of  Young  Men  assisted. 

The  American  Education  Society  is  truly  national,  not  only  in 
name,  but  also  in  its  spirit  and  proceedings.  As  its  appellation  is 
general,  so  its  principles  are  catholic,  and  its  operations  extended. 
Appropriations  have  been  made  to  young  men  of  different  evan- 
gelical denominations  from  every  State  in  the  Union.  The  whole 
-number  aided  since  the  formation  of  the  Society  is  2,258.  The 
number  assisted  in  each  succeeding  year  is  as  follows,  7,  138,  140, 
161,  172,205,  195,  216,  198,  225,  156,  300,  404,524,604, 
673,  807,  912,  1040.  Of  those  who  have  received  aid  from  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  which  was 
held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  200  were  connected  with  17  theo- 
logical seminaries,  538  with  37  colleges,  302  with  98  academies 
and  public  schools — making  in  all  1040  young  men,  connected 
with  152  Institutions.  Of  these  478  have  been  assisted  at  84  In- 
stitutions within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Western  Edu- 
cation- Societies.  The  number  of  new  beneficiaries  during  the 
year  is  300 — a  larger  number  than  was  admitted  in  any  preceding 
year. 

In  making  appropriations,  the  standing  rule  of  the  Society  on 
this  subject  has  been  strictly  adhered  to.  "  The  amount  appropri- 
ated to  young  men  under  patronage  shall  be  the  least  with  which 
they  can  be  carried  forward  consistently  vnxh  health  and  a  thor- 
ough education,  after  making  suitable  efforts  to  assist  themselves 
and  receiving  the  aid  of  other  public  funds  and  of  friends."  Some 
who  received  assistance  have  not,  every  quarter,  applied  for  an 
appropriation.  By  strenuous  efforts,  they  have  in  a  great  measure 
sustained  themselves.  The  average  sum  granted  to  each  during 
the  year,  is  about  53  dollars. 
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J^umber  who  have  entered  the  Ministry. 

It  is  impossible  to  determine  with  exactness  how  many  of  those 
who  have  finished  their  course  of  studies,  are  now  preaching  the 
gospel  of  Christ.  Some  on  account  of  failure  in  health  are  com- 
pelled to  abandon  the  employment  most  dear  to  their  hearts. 
Others  by  the  indications  of  Providence  are  led  to  serve  the  cause 
of  humanity  and  of  the  Redeemer  by  acthig  as  Secretaries  or 
Agents  of  benevolent  societies,  Editors  of  literary  or  religious  pub- 
lications, or  as  Instructors  in  institutions  of  learning  and  theology. 
The  number  of  ministers  raised  up  through  the  instrumentality  of 
this  Society,  is  probably  not  far  from  700.  About  100  of  these 
have  entered  the  field  of  labor  the  last  year.  The  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  the  founders  of  this  Institution,  could  not  have 
anticipated,  that  in  twenty  years  from  its  formation  it  would,  an- 
nually, send  forth  a  hundred  spiritual  reapers  into  the  field  of 
harvest. 

JSTumber  who  have  deceased. 

The  sentence  "Dust  thou  art  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return," 
is  rapidly  executing  upon  all  men.  Of  the  beneficiaries  of  this 
Society  3  only,  a  very  small  proportion  in  comparison  with  the 
number  assisted,  have,  during  the  year,  been  cut  down  by  the  shafts 
of  death.  After  much  examination  and  reflection,  it  is  confidently 
believed,  that  the  community  have  judged  erroneously  respecting 
the  mortality  of  students.  It  is  not  a  fact,  as  has  been  supposed, 
that  a  larger  proportion  of  young  men  die  who  are  in  a  course  of 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  than  of  young  men  who  are  pursuing 
other  employments  of  life.  The  same  remark  will  probably  apply 
to  other  students. 

Patronage  withheld. 

As  great  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  unworthy 
firom  being  admitted  to  a  participation  in  the  sacred  charities  of  this 
Institution ;  so  constant  watchfulness  should  be  exercised,  that 
none  of  this  description  be  retained  under  its  patronage.  The 
same  qualifications  are  necessary  for  the  continuance,  of  beneficiaries, 
that  are  required  for  their  admission.  The  Rule  of  the  Society  on 
this  subject  is  :  **  All  in  every  stage  of  their  education  shall  be  re- 
garded as  standing  upon  their  character ;  and  shall  be  liable  to 
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have  their  patronage  discontinued  tot  improper  conduct  of  anj 
kind,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent 
Society,  or  if  they  are  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  Branch,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  such  Branch,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society.  Instances  of  gross  fraud  or 
imposition,  should  they  occur,  may  be  exposed  publicly,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Directors  in  like  manner."  Should  any  benefi- 
ciaries fail  in  talents,  scholarship,  or  morals,  appropriations  would 
not  only  be  withheld  from  them,  but  they  would  be  required  in  due 
time  to  refimd  the  sum  they  received  with  interest.  The  seventh 
Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  is :  "  Any  person  who 
has  been  assisted  by  this  Society  and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  bene6ciaries,  because  of  misconduct  or  other  de- 
ficiency in  regard  to  the  qualifications  required  by  the  Constitution, 
and  Rules  of  the  Directors ;  or  who  shall  have  concluded  not  to 
devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  education  with  lawful 
interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors."  With  deep  regret 
vve  are  compelled  to  say .  that  during  the  year  the  names  of 
fifteen  have,  for  various  reasons,  been  stricken  from  the  list  of 
t)eneficiaries. 

Dismissions. 

One  Beneficiary  has  been  dismissed  and  recommended  to  the 
*^  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church."  Five  have  taken  dismission  from  the  care  and 
patronage  of  the  Society,  having  received  assistance  from  other 
sources.  Some,  too,  have  ceased  to  apply  for  aid,  being  able  for 
the  present  by  their  own  efforts  to  support  themselves.  In  all 
instances  of  dismission,  gratitude  for  benefactions  received,  and  a 
desire  and  determination  to  refund  when  able,  were  expressed. 

Character  of  those  patronized. 

The  character  of  those  who  are  allowed  to  participate  in  the 
sacred  charities  of  this  Society,  is  best  known  by  its  Constitution  and 
Rules.  The  sixth  Article  of  the  Constitution  is :  "  Qualified  can- 
didates may  be  aided  in  each  stage  of  preparatory  education  for 
the  ministry  :  but  except  in  very  singular  cases,  no  applicant  abali 
be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall  nqt^  produoe,  from 
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amcnsy  and .  respectable  cbanictets,  unequivocal  testimonials  of 
hopefid  piety,  promismg  talents,  and  real  indigeoce^;  nor  sball  any 
pei80o.be  continued  oa  thi»  fotindatioo  whose  instructor  or  instruc- 
toEs^  except  in  very  special  cases^  shall  not  annuaUy  exhibit  to  the 
directors,  satblaetory  evicfence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  pipper  character  to  re- 
ceive aid  from  these  sacred  fiinds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  ben-» 
eficiary,  after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall .  annually  exhibit 
to  the  dkectors  a  :Wiitten  declaration,  that  it  cratinues  to  be  his 
serious  purpose  to  devote  bis  life^ tathe  gospel  niinistry ."-^In  chap* 
ter  5,  sectiott  i;  it  is  declared,  ^<No  person  shall  h&  considered  a 
candidate. for  assistance,,  who  has  not. pursued  classical  studies,  and 
has  not  been  a  professor  of  religion  for  at  least  six  inontha,  and 
who  has  not  attained  to  fourteen  years  of  age.''  Thus  it  appears, 
that  talentsy  piefy,  and  good  scholarship,  are  bdispensable  pro* 
requisites  to  admission  as  a  beneficiary;  Perscms  of  such  qualifica^ 
tions,  and  only  such,  should  be  pattoniaed  by  the  Society. 

TTi^ough  toufft  of  education/ 

He  who  ministers  at  the  altar,  should  be  taught  not  only  in  the 
school  of  Christ,  hot  also  in  the  school  of  human  science.  He 
must  be  not  a  novice,  but  a  scribe  well  instructed  into  the  kingdom. 
The  priest's  lips  should  keep  knowledge.  The  prophets  were 
men  of  learning.  Moses  was  taught  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the 
Egyptians,  Daniel  excelled  in  knowledge.  Schools  of  the 
prophets  were  established  in  various  parts  of  Canaan ;  as  at  Do- 
than,  Jericho,  Gilgal,  and  Bethel.  Samuel  was  President  of  the 
college  which  was  at  Naipth,  and  Elijah  and^'Elisha  succeeded 
him  in  the  presidency.  The  state  of  society  and  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church  demand  a  thorough  education  for  the  ministry.  In 
accordance  with  the  demand,  is  the  Rule  of  the  Directors,  ''  No 
person  shall  be  patronized,  who  does  not  furnish  satisfactory  evi^ 
dence  of  promising  talents,  and  decided  piety,  and  who  is  hot  in 
the  way  of  obtaining  a  thorough  classical  and  theological  educa- 
tion,, that  is^  either  preparing  to  enter  College;  or  a  member  of 
some  regularly  constituted  College,  where  a  thorough  classical 
course  is  psirsued ;  or  engaged  in  theological  studies  with  the  de« 
sign  of  taking  a  regular  three  years'  course." 
6 
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Promotion  of  personal  holiness. 

It  has  eyer  been  a  leading  lum  of  the  Directors,  to  seek  the  pro- 
motion of  holiness  in  the  individuals  who  receive  their  patronage. 
Hence,  in  their  Rules  they  say,  «  Every  beneficiary  of  this  Society 
should  regard  it  as  an  object'  of  primary  importance  to  grow  con- 
tinually in  a  spirit  of  enlightened  devotion,  and  of  fervcfnt  piety , 
deeply  impressed  with  the  sentiment,  that  without  this,  all  hb 
other  acquisitions  will  be  comparatively  of  little  worth,  either  to 
himself,  or  to  the  church  of  Christ.  It  is,  therefore>  affectionately 
and  earnestly  recommended  to  every  beneficiary,  that  he  daily  spend 
a  portion  of  time  in  devout  meditation,  reading  the  Soriptiures  with 
a  view  to  personal  and  practical  application,  and  in  humble  and 
fervent  prayer;  that  the  Sabbath  be  &itfafiilly  employed  in  re- 
ligious duties,  social  and  secret,  and  that  assoeiations  for  prayer 
and  religious  improvement  be  attended  as  circumstances  shall 
permit."  Hence,  also,  the  Directors  have  imposed  upon  the 
principal  Executive  Officer  of  the  Society  the  duty  of  pastoral 
supervision.  <^The  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  exercise,  so 
far  as  he  shall  be  able,  pastoral  supervision  over  all  who  are  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Society ;  by  visiting  them  at  the  places 
where  they  reside,  and  conversing  and  praying  with  them  individ-^ 
udly  or  collectively ;  by  correspondence  with  them  and  with 
their  instructors ;  and  by  any  other  means  calculated  to  excite 
them  to  efibrt,  and  to  encourage  them  to  seek  an  elevated  spirit  of 
piety."  This  plan  of  pastoral  supervision  was  adopted  as  early 
as  April,  1826,  and  has  resulted  in  much  good  to  the  beneficiaries 
asd  the  canse  generally.  The  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society 
has  performed  this  service  so  far  as  his  other  duties  of  an  imper- 
ative nature  would  allow.  .  Other  Secretaries  and  permanent 
Agents  have  taken  a  part  in  this  vastly  important  work. — The 
great  obstacle  to  the  fiill  performance  of  this  service  is,  that  the 
students  are  at  more  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  different  Institutions, 
spread  over  the  whole  country,  some  of  them  thousanjds  of  miles 
apart.  This  .  obstacle  exists  especially  in  the  Southern  and 
Western  States,  where  there  are  comparatively  but  few  students, 
and  these  vridely  scattered.  The  case  is  different  in  New  England, 
where  the  territory,  in  a  comparative  view,  is  very  limited,  and 
the  beneficiaries  are  numerous.  It  is  also  different  to  some 
degree  in  the  Middle  Sutes.     Were  an  Officer  to  visit  every  ben- 
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eficiary  of  the  Societf ,  he  would,  in  domg  it,  travel  more  than 
15,000  miles.  To  do  this  in  one  year,  he  must  travel  at  the  rate 
of  neaiiy  60  miles  every  day,  Sabbaths  excepted,  and  at  the 
expense  of  at  least  900  dollars.  Besides,  were  he  to  attempt  to 
tee  all  the  beneficiaries,  he  could  not  accomplish  his  object ;  for, 
when  he  should  go  to  the  place  of  their  studies,  a  considerable 
portion  of  them  would  be  absent  either  in  visiting  their  connec- 
tions and  Hriends,  during  vacation,  or  in  keeping  sdiool,  or  on 
at»x>i]nt  of  sickness  or  some  other  reason.  The  best  way,  knd 
the  only  apparent  practicable  way  to  be  adopted  in  the  accom- 
jdbhment  of  this  great,  and,  in  many  respects,  difficult  work,  is  for 
the  principal  Officers  of  the  Society,  scattered  as  they  are  over 
the  lalid,  to  perf^Min  this  service,  each  within  his  own  proper 
sphere  of  labor.  Commumbn  may  also  be  held  with  them  by 
pastoral  correspondence  and  addresses.  While  more  than  this  is 
desirable,  yet  more  than  this  cannot  reasonably  be  expected.—— 
During  the  year,  books  and  pamphlets,  applicable  to  them  a9 
Chrstians,  preparing  for  the  ministry,  have  been  given  them  as 
usual,  so  far  as  opportunity  and  convenience  would  permit. 

Receipts. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report,  it  appears  that  the  receipts^ 
during  the  year,  have  been  $83,063  70,  over  $25,000  more  than 
in  any  preceding  year.  Of  this  sum,  $66,589  90  are  for  current 
use,  and  $16,472  80  for  the  scholarship  fund.  There  have  been 
raised  within  the  Presbyterian  church  $25,289,  and  the  remainder 
$57j773  70  have  been  received  from  the  New  England  States. 
To  $66,589  90,  add  $6,000  by  vote  of  the  Directors  transferred 
from  the  original  fund  to  the  current  fund  for  present  use — amount 
of  the  sdle  of  real  estate,  bequeathed,  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  Society,  and  the  amount  will  be  $72,589  90 — total  of  recripts 
for  present  use. 

JBequesis. 

The  amount  received  by  legacies  the  last  year,  is  $27^010  38. 
Of  this  sum  $15,472  80  were  from  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  Porter, 
D.  D.,  of  Andover,  $1,000  from  Isaac  Warren,  Esq.,  of  Charles- 
town,  $9,877  68,  from  Joseph  Abbott,  Esq.,  of  Ellington,  Conn., 
and  $660  from  .  other  persons.*     In  no  previous  year  has  the 
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Soeiety  received  so  large  an  addition  to  its  Amds  bom  the  testa- 
mentajy  acts  of  its  friends.  The  time  has  come  when  the  dis- 
ciples of  Christ,  possessing  thb  world's  goods,  not  onljr  while 
livingi  remember  the  cause  of  Zion  by  their  charittesi  but  whra 
dyings  leave  in  its  behalf  their  prayers  and  ahns  to  ascend  together 
as  an  acceptable  memorial  before  God. 

Loans  refunded. 

The  loaning  system  ,to  a  greater  or  less  extent  has  been  in 
operadon  fifteen  years.  During  this  time,  it  has  been  fully  tested, 
and  proved  to  be  the  best  course  that  has  been  devised  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  following  objects  ;— -the  industry,  economy, 
independence,  health,  morals  and  religion  of  the  beneficianes;  the 
increase  of  funds ;  the  prevention  of  impositions  and  abuses  io 
various  ways ;  the  satisfaction  of  clerg}rmen  generally,  especially 
those  who  by  great  efforts  and  sacrifices  educated  themselves;  also 
those  who,  by  assistance  received  from  the  Society,  obtained  an 
education  for  the  ministry,  but  on  account  of  health  or  some  other 
good  reason,  have  been  prevented  from  preaching  the  gospel 
of  Christ ;  financial  men,  too,  and  those  in  particular  who  oon* 
tribute  to  the  funds.  Indeed,  it  is  believed,  that  the  Society  could 
not  exist  and  flourish  on  any  other  than  the  loaning  system.  Dif- 
ficulties innumerable  would  arise  without  this  plan  of  procedure* 
Fifty  individuals  have  the  last  year  refunded  $2,957  14,  thus 
helping  to  replenish  the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  and  carrying  forward 
this  great  cause  of  benevolent  effort,.  The  whole  amount  which 
has  been  refunded  is  as  follows ;  During  the  eleven  years  preced- 
ing April  30,  1826,  $339  60—1827,  $90  00—1828,  $864  2^ 
—1829,  $830  91—1830,  $1,007  84—1831,  $2,647  63—1832, 
$1,312  77—1833,  $2,113  27— 1834^  $1,947  78—1836,  $2,- 
967  14— making  $14,1 11   16.* 

Expenditures. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  have  been  $68,443  32.  This 
sum  added  to  the  debt  of  the  Society  the  last  year,  $5,225  71, 
and  the  amount  will  be  $73,669  03.  Subtract  $72,589  90,  the 
receipts  fpr  current  use,  and  there  remain  $1,079,13,  the  present 
debt  of  the  Society.  Remittances  to  a  large  amount  have  been 
made  during  the  year  from  the  treasury  of  the  Parent  Institution 
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to  Branehes  and  Societieis  cofmected  with  it.  Some  faare  sustiuned 
their  own  beneficiaries,  and  tnmsmitted  a  portion  of  thek  coUecS 
taona  to  the  general  treasury  to  meet  the  necessities  of  others.^ 

Amount  of  earnings. 

In  the  Rules  of  the  Society,  bodily  exercise  and  prodoctive  labor 
are  enjraied :  ^*  It  is  desired  and  expected  of  all  under  patronage, 
that  a  portion  of  every  day  will  be  employed,  as  there  may  be  op- 
portunity, in  usefiil  exercise  and  in  productive  labor  with  a  Tiew  of 
promoting  vigorous  health,  and  of  enablmg  them  to  do  aomething 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  their  education/'  It  is  interest* 
ing  to  learn,  that  beneficiaries  are  disposed  to  comply  with  this 
injunction,  and  to  exert  themselves  for  their  own  support.  The 
amount  earned  by  labor,  school  teaching  and  other  services  it 
highly  creditable  to  them  and  shows  in  part  the  happy  efiects  of  the 
loaning  system.  This  in  a  great  measure  throws  them  upon  their 
own  resources,  and  induces  them  to  make  personal  efibrts,  and  to 
practise  self-denial  and  economy.  The  sum  of  earnings  reported 
firom  year  to  year,  for  the  last  nme  years  follows,  viz.  1827,  |^4,00Q 
—1828,  |^&,14»— 1829,  4^8,728—1830,  {^11,010—1831,  |^11,- 
460—1832,  ^15,568—1833,  #20,611—1834,  $26^6&^ISQS, 
1^29,829.     The  whole  amount  is  #132,623. 

Obligatums  cancetted. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  ever  been  liberal  in  cancdling  th^ 
notes  held  by  the  Society  against  its  beneficiaries.  They  have 
unifonnly,  upon  request,  given  up  the  interest  olr  all  notes  against 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionaries,  and  sus^nded  the  payment  of 
the  principal,  so  long  aa  they  continue  in  such  services,  ta  no 
other  way^  with  propriety,  can  they  be.  released  from  thcar-  obli*> 
gallons.  For  should  a  Missionary  who  had  received,  the  patranage 
of  the  Society^  relinquish  his  employment  and  become  a  pastor  of  a 
large  and  wealthy  church,  where  he  would  receive  such  compensa- 
tioD  for  his  serrioes,  as  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  debt,  he  would  be 
morally,  and  so  rightly,  be  legally,  bound  to  pay  it.  And  it  is  every 
way  best  he  should  do  it.  In  like  manner,  the  Board,  upon  appli- 
cation,  cancel  the  interest  and  suspend  the  principal  of  the  notes 
of  those  beneficiaries  who  are  settled  in  feeble  chuiches  and  soci- 
eties, and  are  m  peculiarly  depressed  circumstances.    In  all  instances 
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the  Directors  require  a  written  applicadon  for  release  fitxn  obliga- 
tions. Beneficiaries  ought  not  to  expect  their  notes  to  be  cancelled 
on  other  conditions.  Thej  are  never  to  presume,  that  the  Board 
know  any  thing  respecting  their  pecuniary  affaiis,  for  there  are  so 

many  changes  and  contingences  in  life,  all  is  uncertain^. 

The  Directors  too,  act  on  this  subject  according  to  evidence.  For 
instance,  the  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  a  beneficiary  is  employed 
as  a  Home  or  Foreign  Missionary,  is  sufiScient  testimony,  ordinarily, 
to  his  inability  to  liquidate  his  debt.  For  it  is  to  be  assumed, 
that  he  receives  from  the  Society,  in  whose  service  he  labcos,  no 
more  than  a  mere  competency  for  hb  support,  and,  consequently, 
that  he  b  not  able  and  will  not  be  able  while  thus  emjdoyed  to 
meet  the  obligation.  It  b  otherwbe,  in  relation  to  those  benefic* 
iaries  who  are  settled  as  parochial  minbters.  Here  it  b  necessary, 
that  evidence  of  their  pecuniary  condition  be  fiimbhed  in  order  that 
the  Directors  act  understandingly,  and  judiciously.* 

Nineteen  beneficiaries  have  asked  for  a  release  fix>m  their  pecu- 
niary obligations  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  Society,  and  their 
irequest  has  been  granted.  Of  these,  5  were  FcM*eign  Missionft- 
ries,  10  Home  Missionaries,  and  4  Pastors  of  feeble  churches 
m  peculiarly  depressed  condition.f 

Presbyterian  Education  Society, 

This  Society  embraces  the  Middle,  Southern  and  some  of  the 
Western  States^  and  is  highly  impwtant  on  account  of  its  locaticm 
and  character,  and  the  extension  of  its  operations  b  much  to-be 
desired.  The  Rev.  William  Patton  of  New  York,  who  had  been  its 
Corresponding  Secretary,  for  the  two  previous  years,  and  who  had 
rendered  it  assbtance  as  hb  other  avocations  would  allow,  in  July 
last  relinqubhed  hb  pastoral  charge  and  devoted  himself  exclusiyely 
to  the  duties  of  his  oflSce*  The  Rev.  John  J.  Owen  who  had  been 
Assistant  Secretary  and  Agent,  for  three  years,  and  who  had  per- 
formed hb  official  services  with  great  fidelity  and  propriety,  and 
with  good  success,  in  January  last  resigned  his  office  vrith  a  view 
of  setding  ultimately  in  the  ministry.  Within  the  bounds  of  this 
Society,  embracing  the  Western  Education  Society,  478  young 
men  have  been  assisted  and  $25,289  have  been  rabed,  during  the 
year.     In  order  to  meet  the  appropriations  made  to  these  bene- 
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ficiaries  and  the  expenses  which  were  UMUiired,  the  Parent  Society 
has  paid  from  its  Treasury  j(^,000. 

Western  Education  Society. 

After  extensive  correspondence  and  much  deliberation^  it  was 
thought  desirable  that  the  Western  Agency  should  be  dissolved 
and  a  General  Society  for  the  Valley  of  the  .Mississippi  should  be 
formed.  Accordingly  such  a  Society  has  been  instituted  and  or- 
ganized, by  the  name  of  the  "  Western  Education  Society."  The 
Constitution  was  adopted  and  the  officers  chosen,  the  30th  October 
last,  at  the  time  of  ithe  Anniversaries  of  the  different  benevolent 
Societies,  held  at  Cincinnati.  That  place  is  to  be  the  centre  of 
its  operations.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wisner  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patton 
were  delegates  from  the  Parent  Society,  and  aided  in  the  new  ar-. 
rangement  and  organization.  It  has  already,  Branches  and  Auxil- 
iaries, and  will,  it  is  expected,  ultimately  embrace  the  whole  Great 
Valley.  The  Rev.  John  Spaulding  and  the  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark, 
were  chosen  Secretaries.  Mr.  Spaulding  had  been  an  able  and 
efficient  Secretary  for  the  Western  Agency  for  about  two  years. 

JVcti?  York  City  Young  Men*s  Education  Society. 

This  Society|was  formed  the  last  autumn,  and  has  already  paid 
into  the  Treasury  one  thousand  dollars,  and  given  a  pledge  that  it 
will  raise  twenty-five  temporary  scholarships  of  seventy-five  dollars 
each.  This  is  an  earnest  of  what  may  be  expected  from  the  vigor 
and  ardor  of  youth.  Were  all  the  young  men  of  our  land  to 
imitate  this  noble  example,  what  an  amount  of  good  would  result ! 

Western  Education  Society,  JV.  Y. 

This  Society  occupies  as  its  field  of  operations,  the  Western 
District  of  the  State  of  New  York.  It  has  prosecuted  its  object 
with  success.  During  the  year,  there  have  been  aided  within  its 
bounds  100  beneficiariesr^  The  present  Secretary  is  the  Rev. 
Alanson  Scofield. 

Utica  Agency. 

This  Society  has  been  well  sustained  the  past  year,  by  its  Sec- 
retary the  Rev.  Otto  S.  Hoyt.  Within  its  bounds  71  beneficiaries 
have  been  assisted  the  last  twelve  months. 
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Central  Agency. 

This  ^Society  has  its  centre  of  operations  at  Philadelphia.  It 
has  been  in  existence  only  one  year.  The  Rev.  Eliphalet  W. 
Gilbert  has  accepted  the  presidency  of  Newark  College,  Delaware, 
and  consequently  resigned  bb  office  as  Secretary.  The  Rev. 
Edwin  F.  Hatfield,  late  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  has  been  appointed 
to  succeed  ium,  and  expects  to  enter  immediately  upon  his  official 
duties. 

Western  Reserve  Branch. 

This  Branch  has  steadily  and  perseveringly  prosecuted  its  be* 
nevolent  object.  The  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark,  its  Secretary,  has 
labored  with  ability,  wisdom,  and  success.  The  beneficiaries  sus- 
tained by  that  Society  the  past  year,  are  40.  Within  its  bounds 
during  this  time,  j(2,815  have  been  raised. 

£05^  and  West  Tennessee  Agencies. 

These  Societies  have  together  aided  sixty-two  beneficiaries. 
The  Rev.  John  W.  Beecher  has  resigned  his  agency,  and  Rev. 
John  W.  Irwin  has  recently  been  appointed  Agent  in  his  place, 
and  is  expected  soon  to  enter  upon  his  work.  The  Northern  part 
of  Alabeona  will  be  embraced  within  this  field.  Beneficiaries 
fuded,  are  62. 

HUnois  Branch. 

This  State  Society  during  the  year  precedmg  the  one  just 
closed,  raised  funds  sufficient  to  meet  its  appropriations.  It  has 
paid  but  little,  the  present  year,  to  beneficiaries  who  have  been 
sustained  within  its  bounds,  owing  to  the  fact,  that  no  Agent  has 
been  employed  within  its  limits.  Illinois  is  fiist  rising  in  a  literary 
and  religious  point  of  view. 

Maine  Branch. 

Within  the  limits  of  this  Branch,  55  young  men  have  been  as- 
sisted the  past  year.  Of  these,  25  were  new  applicants.  The 
number  of  beneficiaries  has  doubled  in  the  space  of  two  years. 
The  amount  of  fimds  raised  in  the  State  is  |^,075.  Maine  seems 
destined  to  be  one  of  the  most  populous  and  best  States  in  the 
Union,  and  to  send  forth  a  most  salutary  religious  and  litenuy 
influence. 
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Aeur  Hampshire  Branch. 

During  the  year,  this  Branch  has  raised  |^5,005,  the  largest  sum 
ever  contributed  in  the  State  for  this  object,  within  the  same  period 
of  time.  This  is  the  result  of  the  labors  of  an  efficient  Agent. 
In  1830,  without  the  services  of  an  Agent,  the  State  raised 
$265  00,  and  in  1831,  with  an  agency  of  a  few  weeks,  it  con- 
tributed to  this  object,  $2,263.  Within  its  bounds  40  young  men 
have  been  assisted  the  year  past,  10  of  whom  were  new  bene- 
ficiaries. 

JSTorih  Western  Education  Society. 

This  Auxiliary  Society  embraces  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  has 
been  very  successful  in  fiimishing  young  men  who  have  the  min- 
istry in  view.  There  have  been  assisted  within  its  bounds  the  l^t 
year,  107  individuals,  25  of  whom  were  new  beneficiaries,  by  an 
appropriation  of  $5,393,  while  only  $1,152  have  been  raised 
within  the  State  to  meet  it.  This  deficiency  has  arisen  probably 
from  the  fact  that  no  agency,  to  any  considerable  extent,  has  been 
performed  during  the  year— a  complete  illustration  of  the  necessity 
of  Agents.  With  very  little  service  of  this  nature,  the  year  pre- 
cedmg,  $2,213  were  raised.  The  Rev.  William  L.  Mather,  who 
had  been  Se^jretary  of  the  Society  the  two  previous  years,  has 
resigned  his  office,  and  will  be  employed  in  the  same  cause,  in 
some  other  field  of  labor. 

Massachusetts, 

This  State,  being  the  seat  of  the  Parent  Society,  is  not  organized 
as  a  Branch.  It  has.  Auxiliaries  in  the  different  Counties,  most 
of  which  are  efficient.  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  and  Worcester,  take  the 
precedence  in  this  good  work.  The  amount  contributed  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  year,  is  $29,535 — 
more  than  one  third  of  all  that  was  raised  for  this  Society  within 
the  United  States^  There  have  been  assisted  during  the  year  at 
its  institutions,  265  individuals,  of  whom  66  were  new  beneficiaries. 
This  might  naturally  be  expected,  for  no  State  in  the  Union  has 
been  more  adequately  supplied  with  able  and  faithfiil  ministers^ 
and  none  has  more  highly  appreciated  an  educated  ministry,  than 
Massachusetts. 
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Rhode  bland  AvxiUary. 

This  Auxiliary  is  advancmg  in  its  operaUons.  More  youth  have 
been  assisted,  and  more  funds  raised*  than  in  any  preceding  year. 
The  different  Evangelical  denominations  are  awaking  to  the  import 
tance  of  an  educated  ministry.  This  is  an  indication  of  good  to 
the  spiritual  condition  of  the  State. 

Connecticut  Branch. 

There  have  been  patronized  by  this  Society  during  the  year,  81 
young  men,  17  of  whom  were  new  beneficiaries.  To  these  in- 
dividualsy  $4,778  have  been  appropriated,  and  $3,896  have  been 
collected  within  the  State,  in  addition  to  the  legacy  of  Joseph 
Abbott,  Esq.  Connecticut  has  ever  been  a  nursery  for  ministers, 
and  still  promises  to  retain  this  characteristic  feature.  The  Rev. 
Ansel  Nash  is  appointed  General  Agent  for  the  State.  Much  good 
is  anticipated  from  this  arrangement. 

Agents, 

In  regard  to  benevolent  efforts  the  Christian  community  act  very 
much  as  they  are  acted  upon.  Hence  the  necessity  of  Agents  to 
rouse  their  attention  and  call  forth  their  energies.  Without  such 
efforts  even  Christians  will  be  dormant  and  inactive.  During  the 
year  a  number  of  Agents  have  been  employed  in  various  parts  of 
the  country.  In  direct  connection  with  the  Parent  Society,  the 
Rev.  William  L.  Mather,  Rev.  William  P.  Apthorp  and  Rev.  John 
M.  Ellis  have  each  performed  agencies  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Mather  has  for  nearly  four  years  been  a  very  ac- 
ceptable and  successful  Agent.  His  services  have  been  performed 
in  the  States  of  Vermont,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island  and  Massa- 
chusetts. The  Rev.  Mr.  Apthorp  performed  in  Bristol  County, 
Massachusetts,  an  agency  of  two  months.  He  was  kindly  re- 
ceived, and  good,  it  is  believed,  was  accomplished  through  his 
instrumentality.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  has  been  for  years  an  able 
and  efficient  Agent  of  the  Society  in  the  Western  States.  His 
labors  in  New  England  the  last  year  have  been  crowned  with  great 
success.  The  Rev.  Ansel  Nash  of  Wmtonbury,  Ct.  has  recently  • 
been  appointed  General  Agent  of  the  Society 'for  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  with  a  view  also  to  labor  in  other  States  as  occa- 
sion may  require.     He  has  for  many  years  been  known  as  an 
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active  and  zealous  friend  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day* 
He  enters  upon  his  agency  under  favorable  auspices.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Bates  of  Templeton,  Rev.  Mr.  Porter  of  Gloucester,  Rev. 
Mr.  Kimball  of  Ipswich,  Rev.  Mr.  Lee  of  Sherburne,  Rev.  Mr. 
Holman  of  Douglass,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wilde  of  Grafton,  have  per- 
formed services  acceptable  and  useful  in  the  counties  where  they 
reside,  so  &r  as  consistent  ^ith  the  discharge  of  their  pastoral 
duties* 

Means  employed. 

The  means  which  have  been  used  in  the  promotion  of  this  cause 
are  various*  The  formation  of  Branch  and  Auxiliary  Societies, 
and  the  labors  of  Agents,  have  been  the  principal  instrumentality 
in  this  great  work.  Diffusion  of  knowledge  by  the  press  has 
also  been  employed  as  another  means.  The  Quarterly  Register, 
published  by  the  Society,  is  accomplishing  great  good  in  refer- 
ence to  literary  and  theological  institutions  of  the .  country,  the 
ministry,  and  ministerial  education  generally.  It  is  exchanged  for 
most  of  the  religious  periodicals  of  the  country,  and  it  is  presented 
to  the  presiding  officers  of  the  different  colleges  and  theological 
seminaries,  with  the  expectation  that  they  in  return  will  furnish  ' 
the  Society  with  the  statistics  and  publications  of  their  institutions. 
By  request  it  ha^  been  furnished  to  some  Reading  Rooms,  and 
Societies  of  Inquiry,  respecting  missions  and  benevolent  enter- 
prises, in  our  colleges  and  theological  seminaries.  It  is  presented 
also  to  all  individuals  who  give  Permanent  or  Temporary  Scholar- 
ships, and  nearly  two  thousand  co|nes  were  sold  tlie  last  year. 

Three  thousand  copies  of  the  Quarterly  Journal,  which  is  a  part 
of  the  Quarterly  Register,  are  sent  gratuitously  to  individuals  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.— The  Tracts  of  Dr.Scudder  on  the 
want  of  ministers,  and  of  Professors  Emerson  and  ILnowles  on 
the  call  and  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry,  issued  by  the 
American  Tract  Society,  are  timely  productions,  and  worthy  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  every  minister,  every  student  preparing  for  the- 
ministry,  every  parent  who  has  sons  to  tram  for  Jesus  Christ  and 
his  cause,  and  also  every  Agent  of  this  Society  for  distribution, 
while  laboring  for  its  advancement.  During  the  past  year  a  Hi^ 
tory  of  the  American  Education  Society  has  been  published  by 
the  Massachusetts  Sabbath   School  Society.     It  is  adapted  for 
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uBefiilness,  imd  should  have  a  place  in  every  Sabbadi  School  Li- 
brary in  the  land»-^Efforts  by  correspondence  and  in  other  ^ajrs, 
have  been  made  to  lead  the  religious  community  to  remember  this 
cause  in  their  supplications  before  the  throne  of  God,  and  to 
observe  in  a  special  manner  the  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer  fx 
Colleges.  And  <Sod  has  heard  and  answered  the  petitions  of  his 
people.  Eleven  Colleges  have  been  blessed  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree  the  last  year  with  the  effiisions  of  the  Holy  Ghost.* 

Concluding  remarks* 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  Directors  would  express  their 
gratitude  to  God  for  his  goodness  in  granting  the  token  of  his 
approbation,  by  crowning  their  feeble  efforts  with  so  great 
success.  They  would  also  express  their  deep  sense  of  their  con- 
tinual dependence  on  Him  for  future  prosperity,  in  the  important 
work  in  which  the  Society  is  engaged.  And  while  they  deplore 
past  deficiency  in  duty,  they  would  with  renewed  zeal,  strong 
faith,  elevated  hope,  and  fervent  prayer,  persevere  in  this  glorious 
cause,  and,  with  increased  efforts,  "  come  up  to  the  help  of  the 
Lord,  to  the  iielp  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty."  They  would, 
too,  with  earnest  and  united  voice,  entreat  all  the  followers  of 
the  Lamb  to  arise  and  engage  with  them  in  bringing  forward  those, 
who  shall  go  forth  to  pull  down  the  strong  holds  of  Satan,  and 
establish  the  banner  of  the  cross  in  every  land.  This  Society  is 
to  be  one  of  the  grand  instruments  in  fulfilling  the  conunand  of 
the  ascended  Saviour,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature."  How  important  then  that  its  efficiency 
should  be  increased  a  hundred  fold !  But  to  effect  this,  what  more 
can  be  done  ?  The  claims  of  this  Institution  must  be  more  deeply, 
and  more  generally  felt.  Christians  must  look  abroad  and  behold 
the  desolations  of  Zion  in  our  own  country.  They  must  survey 
the  multitudes  in  heathen  lands,  who  are  perishing  for  lack  of 
knowledge.  They  must  behold  a  world  lying  in  wickedness,  and 
their  eyes  must  affect  their  hearts.  With  fervency  and  importu- 
nity, they  must  address  to  Heaven  the  prayer  of  faith,  that  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. 
They  must,  too,  mcrease  their  efforts  to  s6ek  out  pious  youth  of 
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good  promise,  ^nd  isduce  tbem  to  prepare  for  tbe  sacred  office. 
They  must  enter  upon  this  business  with  deep  seriousness,  viewing 
it  to  be  of  vital  importance,  tind  feeling  that  they  are  accountable 
to  God  for  the  discharge  of  this  duty.  There  are  now,  in  the 
United  States,  1,900,000  males  between  14  and  30  years  of  age. 
Oiie  in  15,  or  126,000,  may  be  considered  pious.  One  in  10,  or 
12,600,  ought  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  Of  these  12,600 
males,  there  are  8,400  between  the  age  of  14  and  of  24.  These, 
generally  speaking,  ought  to  take  a  regular  collegiate  and  theolo- 
gical course  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  ministry.  Of  these  also, 
2,940  are  between  the  age  of  24  and  of  ^.  These,  probably,  ought 
to  take  a  shorter  course  of  education,  that  is,  attend  to  the  study  of 
tbe  languages  and  other  important  branches  two  or  three  years  at 
scHue  academy,  and  then  pursue  tbe  study  of  divinity  regularly  at 
some  theological  seminary.  And  of  this  class  too,  there  are  between 
the  age  of  28  and  of  30,  1,260,  who,  by  reason  of  their  advanced 
age,  ought  not  to  pass  through  a  regular  course  of  education  either  at 
college  or  at  a  theological  seminary,  but  to  study  divinity  with  some 
private  clergyman,  a  year  or  two,  and  then  enter  upon  the  ministry 
of  Christ.  If  there  should  be  any  subtraction  from  this  number  on 
account  of  domestic  connection,  or  peculiar  engagements  in  secular 
concerns,  (as  perhaps  there  should  be,)  this  subtraction  may  be 
supplied  from  those  over  30  years  of  age,  who  ought,  in  this  way 
to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  Some  few  of  those  who  entered  on 
the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel  at  this  time  of  life,  have  become 
eminent  in  their  profession,  as  John  Newton  and  others.  Of  the 
12,600,  not  4,000 — not  one  third — are  preparing  to  preach  tbe 
gospel  of  Christ !  Thb  ought  not  so  to '  be.  Awful  respon- 
sibility and  guilt  rest  somewhere.  Is  there  a  Church  of 
Christ,  that  has  not  some  of  the  description  mentioned  who, 
if  encouraged  to  come  forward,  would  prove  valuable  la- 
borers in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  ?  There  must  be  stronger, 
more  extended,  and  more  general  appeals  by  Agents,  and  by 
the  press.  In  proportion  to  the  importance  with  which  this 
Institution  is  viewed,  will,  in  a  great  degree,  be  its  prosperity  and 
influence.  Its  objects,  its  claims,  its  results  should  be  familiar 
to  the  ear  of  every  Christian.  The  whole  vineyard  must  be 
cultivated  and  every  man,  woman  and  child  should  bear  a 
part  in  gathering  the  harvest  of  the  earth.     Nor  must  this  work 
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be  delayed.  The  glory  of  God  and  che  salvation  of  man  for- 
bid delay.  Souls  are  perishing ;  time  is  flying ;  death  is  -hasten- 
ing. Of  the  uncertainty  of  life,  whicbta?  so  often  been  enforced 
upon  us,  we  have  been  aflfectingly  reminded  the  past  year  by  the 
sudden  and  unexpected  departure  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wisner,*  who 
had  been  for  twelve  years  a  wise  and  efEcient  Director  of  this 
Institution,  and  who,  in  the  midst  of  life,  was  called  fipom  a  sphere 
of  abundant  labors  and  extensive  usefulness,  to  serve  and  enjoy  his 
Redeemer  in  the  world  of  glory.  Could  he  address  us  on  this 
occasion,  how  would  he  quicken  and  urge  us  forward  to  the  dis- 
charge of  duty!  With  what  ardor  and  energy  would  he  speak  to  us 
on  the  spiritual  necessities  of  man,  and  the  importance  of  this  So- 
ciety !  May  we  possess  his  spirit  and  zeal,  and  imitate  his 
devotedness  and  industry  in  the  cause  of  God,  and  the  world's 
conversion.  The  servants  of  Christ  in  quick  succession  are 
passing  from  the  stage  of  action.  '<  Our  fathers  where  are  they  f 
and  the  prophets,  do  they  live  forever?"  Who  will  not  apply 
himself  to  the  great  work  of  raising  up  spiritual  reapers  for  the 
harvest  of  the  earth ;  while  the  solemnities  of  dissolving  nature, 
the  retributions  of  the  final  judgment,  the  blood  of  Calvary,  and 
the  worth  of  undying  souls,  press  to  immediate,  untiring  and  ago- 
nizing effi>rts.

REV.  MR.  SPAULDING'S  ADDRESS, 

ON   MOVING   TBS   ACCXPTANCS   OF   TBX   RXPORT. 
Me.   PaESIDBNT — 

Let  that  Report  go  out,  richly  laden  as  it  ia  with  facts,  to  tell  the  world 
what  the  Society  has  done — that  it  has  aided  2,258  young  men  in  their 
preparation  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel — 700  of  whom  have  already 
entered  upon  their  work  as  messengers  of  grace  to  lost  men,  and -^50  of. 
whom  have  gone  to  tell  the  heathen  the  story  of  the  cross.  Let  it  go  out 
to  tell  the  world  what  the  Society  is  now  doing — 1,040  young  men  now 
aided,  100  of  whom  will  enter  the  ministry  the  present  year.  Let  it  be 
published,  to  remind  the  prayerful  and  benevolent  of  the  prospective  use- 
fulness of  this  Society  to  the  church  and  the  world.  Ah,  Sir,  what  prophet 
can  foretell  all  the  glorious  results !  What  angel  can  estimate  them,  as  the 
souls  saved  through  its  instrumentality  come  from  the  east  arid  the  west, 
from  the  north  and  the  south,  and  sit  down  with  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob 
in  the  kingdom  of  glory  !  And  if  for  no  other  reason,  let  it  be  published, 
because  this  Society  lifts  high  the  standard  of  ministerial  qualifications, 
and  is  raising  up  a  ministry  adapted  to  the  state  of  mind  in  our  country, 
and  to  the  wants  of  a  world. 

Such  a  day  of  mental  excitement  as  the  present  the  world  never  saw. 
In  all  the  attitudes  in  which  mind  can  meet  mind,  discussion,  and  argument, 
tod  eloquent  appeal  go  on. 

Our  wisest  statesmen  arc  inquiring  for  some  regulating  power,  by  which 
oar  liberties  may  bo  secured,  and  our  prosperity  become  lasting  and  abun- 
dant as  the  waves  of  the  sea.  Of  late,  attention  has  been  directed  partic- 
ularly to  the  West.  Much  has  been  said  about  the  great  valley,  tliough 
half  has  not  been  told.  Its  extent  and  fertility,  its  mineral  wealth,  its 
commercial  facilities,  its  moral  and  political  power,  have  not  been  over- 
rated. It  must  become  the  heart  of  the  nation.  The  mighty  muscles 
which  bound  its  sides,  and  bind  it  into  the  system,  and  the  thousand  arteries 
which  give  it  life  and  vigor,  bespeak  its  power.  Forty  years  ago,  it  was  a 
mere  child.  Now,  it  is  a  giant.  And  if  sufiered  to  grow  unimpeded,  in 
25  years,  five  millions  will  have  become  fifteen;  in  50  years,  there  will  be 
forty  millions,  and  by  the  close  of  the  present  century,  one  hundred  mil- 
lions. The  West,  too,  possesses  a  mind  marked  with  strong  features. 
Like  its  rivers,  mountains  and  prairies,  it  is  formed  on  a  grand  scale.  The 
Ohio  farmer,  who  annually  floats  with  his  produce  1,500  or  2,000  miles,  to 
market,  and  the  Missouri  hunter,  who  takes  his  beaver  as  many  miles  west 
of  St.  Louis,  and  the  merchant,  who  is  almost  as  familiar  with  the  streets 
of  New  Orleans  and  Boston,  as  he  is  with  those  of  his  own  native  Cincin- 
BAti,  learn  eztenaively  the  measurement  of  men  and  things.    The  western 
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mind  is  also  independent  and  fearless.  Its  rush  is  like  that  of  the  oeean 
wave.  It  is  excitable  and  fond  of  excitement;  so  much  so  that  even 
painful  sensations  seem  preferable  to  the  dull  prosings  of  apathy.  And 
while  there  is  much  intelligence  in  the  West,  so  that  their  large  towns 
and  cities  in  some  respects  compare  well  with  those  of  the  East,  still,  there 
is  a  mighty  mass  of  uneducated  mind^-of  mind  bearing  the  image  of 
almost  every  nation  under  heaven,  capable  of  being  controlled  by  prejudice 
or  fanaticism,  or  the  wild  frenzy  of  political  ambition — and  capable,  too, 
with  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  of  sanctification  and  salvation.  To  pervert 
this  empire  of  mind,  the  man  of  sin  is  awake  ; — ^to  control  it,  the  Roman 
abomination  of  desolation  is  at  work.  The  problem — whether  it  shall  be 
sanctified — whether  the  heart  of  our  country  shall  beat  free,  and  virtuous,  and 
strong,  and  forever — this  problem  is  to  be  solved.  And  its  solution  will 
turn  on  the  question,  whether  we  are  to  have  a  ministry  endowed  with  the 
M^htH  order  ofcidtivaied  talenh  and  piety ^  such  a  ministry  as  the  American 
Education  Society  is  furnishing.  With  this,  we  may  be  safe.  Without  it, 
sure  as  the  frosts  of  autumn  strip  the  forests  of  their  foliage,  we  are 
undone.  If  proof  is  wanted,  it  comes  from  every  page  of  Sie  world's 
history.  No  where  have  knowledge  and  piety  flourished — no  where  have 
law  and  the  rights  of  man  been  respected,  except  where  the  labors  of  an 
enlightened  and  pious  ministry  have  been  enjoyed.  Such  a  ministry  is  the 
ordained  instrumentality  of  Heaven  to  restrain  depravity,  and  promote  all 
that  renders  existence  desirable.  And  »uch  a  ministry  we  must  have* 
When  I  thus  speak,  I  do  but  echo  a  sentiment  which  is  adopted  by  our 
most  discerning  men.  The  West,  encouraged  by  your  example  and  benefi- 
cence, is  waking  up  to  the  work  of  educating  her  sons  for  the  ministry. 
We  fed  that.tkis  work  must  be  done,  while  other  works  of  benevolence  most 
not  be  left  undone.  And,  Sir,  it  is  our  settled  conviction,  that  if  the  giant, 
4;radled  in  that  valley,  is  allowed  to  ^o  from  the  nursery  with  his  depravity 
•unchecked,  when  some  emergency  shall  call  forth  his  terrific  strength,  all 
the  military  power  in  the  land  will  not  be  able  to  keep  the  gates  of  our 
freedom  on  their  hinges.  I  will  only  add,  go  on  in  this  good  work.  The 
benevolent  will  not  suffer  you  to  languish  for  the  want  of  funds.  And 
what  is  infinitely  better,  God  will  pour  blessings  upon  you,  richer  than 
iihowers  of  gold. 


SKETCH  OF  REV.  MR.  HOBY'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  PRESIDEAf — 

I  rise  with  unaffected  diffidence  to  take  so  prominent  a  part  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  meeting.  A  subject  so  vast  and  important  might  well  employ 
an  angel's  tongue,  while  the  excessive  fatigue  of  the  past  Lord's  day,  and 
the  long  journey  of  this  morning  have  quite  unfitted  me  for  any  attempt  to 
support  the  resolution.  Indeed,  it  was  to  have  been  presented  by  a  clergy- 
man from  another  part  of  the  continent,  (Canada,)  whose  absence  we  much 
deplore.  A  Christian,  and  especially,  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  might  under 
any  circumstances  find  something  to  say  in  reference  to  a  sentiment  which 
will  be  so  readily  responded  to  by  every  pious  mind. 

Resotted,  That  the  subject  of  spiritual  education  as  it  respects  the  ministry,  it,  in 
all  its  bearing  and  relations,  one  of  incooceivable  importance  to  the  well  being  of 
the  church  and  the  world. 

Without  disparaging  the  advantages  enjoyed  in  this  age  of  reading,  it  still 
may  be  affirmed,  that  tlie  kingdom  of  God  is  advanced  mainly  by  preaching 
the  gospel.  This  is  the  grand  appointed  means  of  converting  the  world. 
The  precious  treasure  is  thus  deposited  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excel- 
lency of  the  power  may  be  more  manifestly  of  God.    I  have  listened  to  your 
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Report  with  the  deepest  interest  and  satisfaction.  I  had  not  adequately 
appreciated  the  wide  extent  of  your  operations  in  providing  an  enlightened 
and  competent  ministry  for  this  favored  land,  and  for  distant  regions  of  mis- 
sionary enterprise.  Your  operations  are  conducted  on  a  far  grander  scale 
than  I  had  imagined  from  the  very  cursory  glance  I  had  been  able  to  take 
of  documents  kindly  furnished  by  your  Secretary.  The  sphere  of  your  in- 
fluence has  become  exceedingly  widened ;  and  while  the  church  is  edified 
and  comforted  by  the  labors  of  the  men  of  God,  who,  under  your  auspices, 
are  trained  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  you  act  in  harmony  with  the  in- 
junction of  the  ascending  Saviour,  ^'  go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature."  In  this  work  you  are  fellow-laborers  together 
with  God,  who  will  humble  the  pride  of  man  and  confound  his  wisdom, 
while  by  the  foolishne'ss  of  preaching  he  saves  them  that  believe. — We  may 
not  be  able  to  agree  relative  to  the  precise  period  at  which  we  have  arrived 
in  those  prophetic  intimations  of  the  destinies  of  the  church  found  in  the 
book  of  God,  but  this  may  be  regarded  as  the  very  crisis  of  the  transition  of 
the  world  to  another  and  a  better  state,  inasmuch  as  the  vail  of  the  cover-* 
ing  over  the  face  of  all  nations  is  rent,  and  many  run  to  and  fro  to  increase 
knowledge  in  the  earth.  I  have  been  reflecting  with  inexpressible  satis- 
faction upon  the  results  of  the  ministry,  the  many  hundreds,  the  thousands 
of  laborers,  who  have  gone  forth  under  your  auspices.  They  are  not  only 
stationed,  each  one  a  burning  and  shining  light,  as  appointed  by  him  who 
walks  in  the  midst  of  his  golden  candlesticks,  but  each  is  the  centre  of  his 
own  circle,  and  those  illumined  by  him  diffuse  also  a  light  and  influence 
around.  Your  resolution  contemplates  spiritual  education  in  all  its  rela- 
tions and  bearings,  and  consequently  comprises  that  culture  of  our  youth 
under  the  holy  influence  of  the  gospel,  which  constitutes  at  once  the  pros- 
perity of  the  church,  and  is  the  hope  of  the  world. — That  this  consecration 
of  time  and  property  and  talent  to  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer  may  result  in 
the  prosperity  of  Zion,  as  we  confidently  expect  it  will,  the  church  must 
approach  the  Father  of  Lights,  and  with  grateful  adoration,  do  homage  to 
Him  for  all  the  gifts  bestowed  upon  his  servants,  and  earnestly  implore  the 
illumination  of  his  Spirit.  Then  shall  the  great  principles  of  gospel  troth 
triumph,  and  the  antiquated  superstitions  of  debasing  idolatry,  which  have 
insulted  an  offended  God,  and  ruined  man,  be  swept  from  the  earth. 
Among  the  Institutions  designed  to  hasten  on  such  a  consummation,  yours 
b  signally  adapted ;  and  our  earnest  prayer  is,  that  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  may  continue  to  smile  upon  and  prosper  your  generous  lahore  ia 
His  service. 


REV.  MR.  HOLMES'S  ADDRESS, 

OH  PKE8SHTINO  TBS  yOELOWXlfO    RESOLVTIOIV. 

Resoloedy  That  the  American  Education  Society  is  en^ged  in  a  desifpn,  which  has 
a  most  direct  and  important  bearing  on  the  conversion  bf  the  world  to  Christ. 

Ma.  President, — The  business  of  doing  good,  is  unlike  every  thing  else* 
Here,  various  classes  may  meet  in  the  same  field,  and  operate  in  perfect 
harmony,  in  producing  one  common  result.  The  field  is  the  world,  and  the 
end  to  be  accomplished,  its  entire  consecration  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

In  the  resolution  which  I  have  now  presented,  the  American  Education 
Society  proposes  to  itself  this  object,  and  claims  patronage  on  this  ground. 
Every  other  benevolent  enterprise  has  the  same  end  in  view,  and  asks  the 
prayers  and  contributions  of  the  church  for  the  same  reason.  To  worldly 
minds  it  may  seem  strange  that  so  much  machinery  can  be  moved  with  so 
little  friction.  I  apprehend.  Sir,  the  true  reason  is,  that  good  men  tliink 
more  about  the  blessedness  of  having  the  thing  done^  than  the  honor  of 
having  done  it  themselves. 
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The  resohition  asseiis,  that  the  objects  of  your  Societ j  hvre  a  direct 
bearing  on  the  conversion  of  the  world.  The  truth  of  this  will  be  most 
manifest,  if  we  oonsider  the  'inseparable  connection  between  the  ministry 
and  the  morality  and  piety  of  the  church  and  world.  This  is  a  connection 
every  where  admitted  in  the  Bible,  every  where  recorded  in  history,  and 
told  by  the  passing  events  of  every  day.  Among  the  children  of  Israel  it 
was  ever,  ^*  like  people,  like  priest  ;^'  and  where,  Mr.  President,  when,  and 
among  whom,  has  it  been  otherwise  ?  When  you  know  the  minister  of  a 
congregation,  you  may  determine  with  great  accuracy  the  moral  and  reli- 
gious character  of  that  people.  The  same  is  true  of  every  people  and 
sect 

This,  Sir,  is  precisely  what  we  shonld  expect  from.the  admitted  origin  of 
the  ministry,  its  ceremonies,  its  objects,  and  its  appropriate  duties. 

Whether  a  man  be  a  believer  in  one  God,  or  twenty,  he  supposes  his 
ministers  have  been  sent  by  his  God  or  gods — ^that  they  have  a  more  fa- 
miliar intercourse  with  the  invisible  world  than  he  has  himself, — and  as 
man  is  naturally  a  religious  being,  he  will  have  about  him  ministers  of  some 
kind,  and  by  tliem  he  will,  he  must  be  influenced  on  all  moral  and  religious 
subjects.  Mow  imposing.  Sir,  «re  the  ceremonies  by  which  the  Christian 
minister  is  inducted  into  his  office,  by  whose  hands  the  rites  of  religion 
are  performed,  and  its  ordinances  dispensed.  But  more ; — this  man  stands 
up  in  the  holy  place,  on  the  sacred  day,  and  with  the  divine  book  before 
him,  he  professes  to  teach  man  his  duty,  and  he  enforces  his  message  by 
exhibiting  the  rewards  and  punishments  attendant  on  obedience  or  disobe- 
dience. This  is  the  man  who  is  admitted  to  the  family  circle  in  the  hour 
of  sorrow,  who  is  called  to  the  chamber  of  death,  who  answers  the  last 
inquiry  of  the  dying  man.  Every  thing  about  the  man  who  sits  in  Moses' 
seat,  no  matter  bow  he  got  there,  gives  him  an  influence  wide  and  deep 
over  the  religion  and  morality  of  the  world. 

Suppose,  Sir,  we  just  look  a  moment  at  the  world,  and  see  if  things  are 
so.  Yonder  is  a  parish  with  a  minister  fifty  years  behind  the  age.*  He  is 
forever  talking  about  charity  beginning  at  home,  mercy  before  sacrifice, 
and  the  like.  What  sort  of  a  people  do  you  think  he  has  ?  They  are  well 
skilled  in  self-love — their  plans  never  go  beyond  the  parish  lines — and  but 
seldom  does  their  benevolence  find  the  parsonage-house.  Such  teaching 
is  the  death-warrant  of  religious  institutions  at  home.  You  may  as  well 
send  an  agent  into  the  parish  grave-yard  to  collect  funds,  as  among  such 
a  people. 

Again,  I  find  a  minister  standing  off  from  the  temperance  movements  of 
the  day.  He  drinks  temperatdy ! — only  for  his  stomach's  sake  and  often 
infirmities!  What,  Sir,  do  you  think  a  temperance  agent  would  do  there ? 
I  have  seen  the  experiment  made,  by  one  of  the  ablest  agents  of  the  day. 
All  he  could  do  was,  to  get  the  name  of  one  deacon  on  trial,  who  soon 
drank  agaii^  that  he  might  feel  better  \ ! 

In  another  place  you  find  a  man  of  indecision — speaking  half  in  the  lan- 
guage of  Israel,  and  half  in  that  of  Ashdod.  The  people  under  such  a 
ministry  you  will  find  ever  learning,  but  never  able  to  come  to  a  knowledge 
of  the  truth.  Let  the  minister  be  delighted  with  every  new  doctrine,  as  if 
novelty  were  improvement,  and  his  people  will  be  like  the  Athenians, 
coming  together  only  to  see  and  hear  something  new. 

If  the  minister  be  a  cold  teacher  of  metaphysical  theology,  his  people 
may  have  religious  heads,  but  their  hearts  will  have  the  chill  of  death  upon 
them.  You  may  as  well  burn  the  world  by  mountains  of  ice,  as  convert 
and  save  men  by  such  a  ministry. 

I  might  continue  such  remarks,  but  I  only  add,  that  where  you  establish 
and  continue  a  faithful  ministry,  yoa  will  find  among  that  people  the  fruits 
of  holiness^  and  the  end  will  be  •teraal  life. 
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Sir,  yoa  can  never  convert  the  world  without  a  living  ministry.  You 
may  have  Bibles,  tracts,  and  all  sorts  of  moral  machinery,  without  ministers, 
and  you  cannot  enlighten  and  save  men.  These  things  being  so,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, the  man  who  opens  and  shuts  the  entrance  to  the  school  of  the 
prophets,  acts  upon  the  morals  of  the  world  on  an  extended  scale.  I  will 
only  add,  that  it  is  of  vast  importance  to  give,  without  delay,  a  faithful, 
able,  and  devoted  ministry  to  all  people  who  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Such,  I  apprehend,  to  be  the  character  of  the  ministers,  which  it  is  the 
object  of  your  Society  to  multiply.  Sir,  tliere  is  a  mistake,  a  sad  mistake 
abroad  in  the  worid,  that  teachers  of  feeble  intellect  and  doubtful  character 
are  better  than  none.  This  may  be  true  in  matters  belonging  to  this 
world,  but  not  in  religion.  No,  Sir,  let  my  child  be  taught  right  in  that 
which  relates  to  his  soul,  or,  let  him  not  be  taught  at  all.  You  may  mul- 
tiply such  lights,  till  you  jiU  the  world  with  darkness. 

SKETCH  OF  REV.  DR.  COX'S  ADDRESS, 

OH    SECONDING   TtiK    RESOLUTION. 

Most  fully,  Mr.  President,  do  I  concur  in  the  proposition  which  I  am  re- 
quested to  submit  as  a  resolution  to  be  adopted  on  this  occasion ;  and  most 
readily  do  I  come  forward  to  throw  in  my  sympathies  and  my  advocacy, 
with  those  of  my  Christian  brethren  of  various  denominations,  who  are 
present  this  evening.  Both  in  Englatid  and  America,  I  find  there  are  still 
a  few,  who  deny  the  importance  of  learning  to  the  Christian  ministry  ;  but 
their  number  is  rapidly  diminishing,  as  the  increasing  illumination  of  the  age 
extinguishes  their  objections.  That  there  have  been  men  of  exalted  piety, 
eminent  talent,  and  extensive  usefulness  in  tlie  church  of  Christ,  who  never 
bad  the  opportunity  of  academical  instruction,  cannot  be  questioned  ;  but  it 
is  rather  anomalous  that  they  dhouid  be  pleaded  as  argumenta  against  the 
necessity  of  Collegiate  instruction,  when  the  defect  of  it  was  the  subject 
(and  I^peak  from  the  personal  knowledge  of  many  cases)  of  their  own  bit- 
terest lamentation.  Those  very  men  have  been  painfully  conscious  of  the 
continual  restriction  of  their  sphere  of  usefulness,  and  of  their  moral  power 
to  do  good,  arising  out  of  the  deficiencies  of  their  education  ;  so  much  so, 
that  if  I  wished  to  select  the  most  effective  advocates  for  the  cultivation  of 
the  ministerial  mind,  I  should  repair  to.  those  excellent  individuals  who  have 
been  themselves  untaught  This  is  a  time.  Sir,  in  which  the  community  in 
general  is  awaking  to  a  sense  of  the  importance  of  extending  to  all 
classes  the  benefits  of  education.  Schools  are  multiplying,  and  Sunday 
schools  especially  are  imparting  knowledge  to  the  young ;  and  it  is  there- 
fore requisite  that  the  ^pulpit  snould  be  richly  endowed — that  no  manifest 
inferiority  should  betray  itself  there  to  the  mass  of  the  people  to  be  in- 
structed in  religion  ;  otherwise  it  is  not  the  man  only,  but  the  ministry — 
and  not  the  ministry  only,  but  religion  itse^,  will  be  disparaged* 

It  is  surely  evident  that  the  design  of  this  Society  has  an  important  bear- 
ing on  the  conversion  of  the  world  ;  for  while  the  comparatively  uninstruct- 
cd  may  accomplish  much  good  in  the  service  of  their  Master  and  Lord,  the 
educated  man  is  capacitated,  in  addUion^  to  subserve  the  interesta  of  the 
gospel  in  modes  of  labor  to  which  others  are  incompetent  Not  only  can  he 
preach  the  word,  but  translate  the  Scriptures  into  foreign  languages,  and  by 
the  light  of  literature,  acquaint  himself  with  the  minute  shades  of  meaning 
in  words,  by  which  he  approaches  nearer  to  the  mind  of  the  Spirit  It  is 
for  him,  too,  to  ascertain  those  eventa  and  circumstances  in  the  customs 
and  habita  of  ancient  nations  which  illustrate  particular  references,  or  a 
peculiar  phraseology  ;  to  collect  those  historic  facta,  which  may  illustrate 
the  delineations  of  prophecy ;  and  to  prepare  himself  for  the  fierce  and 
victorious  encounter  with  the  infidel  foe  in  the  field  of  controversy.  The 
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design  of  the  Institution  is  to  elicit  the  nmng  talent  of  yoor  churehes.  and 
bring  it  into  action  ;  and  the  plan,  which  is  not  only  comprehensive  in  ita 
character,  aa  embracing  the  tuition  of  young  men  of  whatever  evangelical  de- 
nomination, but  wise  and  pious  in  its  arrangements,  particularly  as  it  regards 
the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  over  tlie  spiritual  character  of  the  candi- 
dates in  the  different  colleges,  has  my  entire  approbation.  Is  the  population 
of  your  country  flowing  towards  the  mighty  West,  and  does  popery  there 
erect  her  standard  ?— Oh,  send  the  river  of  the  water  of  life,  in  the  purest 
form  of  an  effective  ministry,  to  refresh  that  region.  Thence  may  we  hope, 
from  Christian  churches  to  be  planted  there  by  such  instrumenulity,  will 
arise  a  numerous  and  well  trained  ministry,  whose  members  shall  diffuse 
themselves  abroad,  to  convey  the  blessings  of  Christianity,  throughout 
America,  and  to  the  very  ends  of  the  earth.  If  charity  in  this  insUnce 
begins  at  home,  as  it  has  been  said,  it  is  evident  it  does  not  end  there,  but 
will  flow  far  and  wide  over  the  nations ;  and  that  your  Institution,  while  it 
is  an  Education  Society,  is  virtually  also,  a  Missionary  Society,  both  home 
and  foreign.  Blessings  be  upon  it,  and  upon  all  those  whose  coraprehen- 
,sive  schemes  of  Christian  benevolence,  with  regard  especially  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  rising  ministry,  embrace  the  welfare,  not  of  the  present  age  only, 
but  of  future  times,  and  yet  unborn  generations. 

REV.  MR.  KIRK'S  ADDRESS, 

ON   PREtENTIRG   THX    rOLLOWlKO  ItEtOLVTTOlf. 

Besohed,  That  the  church  of  Christ  is  placed  by  him  under  the  most  soleran 
responsibility,  rightly  to  perpetuate  ihe  gospel  ministry ; — that  this  is  to  be  effected 
by  the  exercise  o{  all  that  ajrency  which  is  adapted  to  the  conversion  and  sanctifica* 
tioQ  of  young  men,  especially  by  prayer  for  academies,  colleges,  and  theological 
seminaries,  and  by  providing  the  pecuniary  means  to  educate  pious  indigent  young 
men,  until  the  wants  of  the  world  are  supplied. 

Mr.  Prmioewt, — In  urging  this  resolution,!  would  first  speak  €^ Prayer 
for  the  unconverted  young  men  in  our  academies  and  colleges.  The  present 
number  of  ministers  is  utterly  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the  church 
and  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Society.  And  besides  its  present  inadequacy, 
the  population  of  the  world  is  gaining  upon  the  ministry  in  a  fearfully  aug- 
menting ratio.  Whenever  we  contemplate  these  present  and  prospective 
destitutions  of  the  world,  our  hearts  faint  within  us.  And  we  hear  the  re- 
proof of  God — ye  have  neglected  the  full  and  faithful  discharge  of  a  plain 
duty  r  "pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  tliat  he  would  send  forth  laborrra." 
Until  the  importance  of  that  prayer  is  felt,  and  it  is  fervently,  unitedly, 
perseveringly  put  up  to  God ;  there  will  remain  desolations  in  Zion,  and  an 
untaught,  unreproved  world,  rushing  in  the  modiieas  of  sin  to  God's  tribu- 
nal. '  The  eye  of  individual  Christians  must  be  directed  to  the  thousands 
of  young  men  who  are  now  receiving  education,  and  follow  Uv'ni  to  their 
future  spheres  of  action,  beholding  how  much  of  good  or  evil  they  can  do. 
The  church  must  think  what  tliey  will  do  if  unsanctified ;  and  what  they 
may  do  if  converted  and  led  to  preach  the  gospel.  Then  when  her  heart 
is  full  of  strong  and  holy  desire,  let  their  case  be  borne  to  the  mercy-seat- 
Those  young  men  must  be  converted.  But  God  alone  can  do  iu  Here 
the  church  is  shut  up  to  prayer.  The  other  benevolent  societies  might  carry 
forward  their  machinery  without  grayer.  But  you  cannot  do  even  ihaL 
And  if  you  could  ;  neither  your  machinery  nor  theirs  will  be  of  any  value. 
We  are  made  to  f^cl,  most  vividly,  a  total  dependence  on  God,  at  every 
step  of  our  movements.  And  who  can  measure  the  magnitude  of  these 
two  objects — the  conversion  of  oxir  educated  ypwijg  men ;  and  the  supply  of 
the  world  with  auali/ied  ministers.  And  for  effecting  the  first,  the  churck  of 
Chnst  as  a  bony,  can  do  but  one  thing— pray.    The  Spirit  of  God  must 
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reach  tiieir  hearts,  and  tDclioe  them  to  enter  the  ministry.  For  effecting 
the  second^  she  must  defray  the  expenses  of  the  indigent,  in  pursuing  their 
studies,  and  commit  the  specific  work  of  training  tliero  to  Kducation  So- 
cieties, and  Theological  Seminaries.  But  the  greatest  work,  and  that  to 
which  Chriiitians  will  come  most  tardily,  is,  the  work  of  prayer.  At 
present,  there  is  neither  a  sufficiently  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  tiiis 
object,  nor  of  the  efficacy  of  prayer.  Of  the  importance  of  the  object,  I 
wiJl  speak  presently.  Here  let  me  urge  the  necessity  of  prayer.  God 
must  be  honored  in  the  conversion  of  the  world.  The  church  is  neyer  pre- 
pared to  honor  God,  until  she  has  the  spirit  of  fervent  and  belit'vii\g  prayer. 
To  this  ptHntshe  must  therefore  be  urged  by  the  Education  Societies^  by 
the  teachers  of  our  youth  ;  and  above  all,  by  her  pastors.  Beloved  in  the 
Lord,  take  hold  upon  his  throne  of  grace,  humble,  importunate,  believing. 
No  fiery  cherub  guards  it, now.  But  seraphs  bend  to  hear  you  supplicate, 
and  Jesus  standi  lo  plead  your  cause.  Christian,  unclog  your  wings — cast 
off  your  weights— soar,  till  you  feel  yourself  surrounded  by  all  the  ran- 
aomed,  and  all  the  unfallcn  ;  and  in. the  deep  solemnity  of  communion  with 
God,  lay  out  the  case  of  a  scattered  flock  crying  for  a  shepherd;  t(*ll  the 
woes,  and  blindness,  and  ruin  of  apostate  man ;  and  press  your  suit  upon 
the  heart  of  infinite  love,  to  send  its  quickening  influence  on  our  youth. 
Peculiarly  ought  the  annual  concert  of  prayer  for  colleges  and  schools,  to 
be  regarded.  The  day  oug^ht  to  be  one  of  great  solemnity  with  theological 
students,  apd  pastors,  and  teachers  of  youth.  Probably  the  day  was  more 
faithfully  obiierved  in  the  last  yeHr,  than  in  any  preceding.  And  see  the 
fruits.  Eleven  of  our  colleges  have  enjoyrd  revivals.  Suppose  they 
average  fifteen  conversions*,  there  are  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  more  who 
may  preach  the  everlasting  gospel  to  men.  Yale  had  scarcely  begun  to 
plead,  when  God  heard  hei,  and  poured  out  his  Spirit  upon  her  sons. 

Allied  to  thi9,  is  Prayer  for  theological  students  and  for  ministers^  It  is 
one  tiling  to  be  studying  theology,  Sud  another  to  be  preparing  for  the 
ministry.  It  is  one  thing  to  be  settled  in  the  charge  of  a  church,  and 
another  to  be  an  able  minister  of  the  New  Testament.  Let  the  church 
distinctly  observe  this.  It  is  not  by  sending  her  sons  to  a  theological  sem- 
inary ;  it  is  not  by  the  course  of  training  there ;  it  is  not  by  might  nor  by 
power,  that  they  will  become  truly  qualified  to  preach  the  gospel ;  but  by 
my  Spirit,  saitb  the  Lord.  A  minister  is  not  a  holy  man  of  course.  And 
he  is  not  safe  to*day  because  he  was  on  the  mount  yesterday.  Candidates 
and  preachers  need  eminent  measures  of  the  Spirit's  influences.  And 
these  we  cannot  expect  to  enjoy-  any  farther  than  there  is  in  the  church 
prayer  without  ceasjng  for  us.     **  Brethren,  pray  for  us." 

All ;  especially  mothers  should  feel  the  importance  of  leading  our  yovih 
into  the  ministry.  If  the  office  of  an  ambassador  for  Christ  were  rightly 
regarded,  we  should  find  more  holy  ambition  to  consecrate  to  it  the  dearest 
objects  of  our  affections.  It  is  true  some  are  entering  it,  impelled  by  an 
nnholy  love  of  power  and  fame.  But  that  is  no  reason  why  the  holy  and 
powerful  inducements  should  not  be  urged.  It  is  true,  we  want  pious 
lawyers  and  merchants.  But  we  want  pious  ministers  most  of  all.  If  the 
conversion  of  souls  be  honor,  true  honor ;  then  any  man  who  seeks  for  the 
most  of  that  honor  which  comes  from  God,  may  reasonably  expect  it  in 
faithfully  discharging  the  duties  of  'the  ministry.  Let  mothers  believe  and 
fiee]  this.  Here  lies  the  deepest  defect  on  this  whole  subject.  Christian 
mothers  are  more  responsible  than  any  others  for  perpetuating  the  race  of 
preachers  and  for  supplying  the  world  with  religious  teachers.  Let  there  be 
more  Hannahs  in  the  church,  dedicating  tlicir  little  Samuels  to  the  temple 
service.  By  solemn  dedication  of  their  sons,  by  constant  prayer  for  them, 
by  giving  a  right  direction  to  their  minds,  by  arranging  all  their  studies  and 
associations  with  reference  to  it ;  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  in  the  power  of 
the  church  within  the  next  generation  to  supply  the  world  as  far  as  they 
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can  find  fields  of  labor*  Did  Hannibsrs  father  lead  him  to  the  altar  and 
kindle  in  his  soul  the  very  spirit  of  the  Carthaginian  war,  when  only  nine 
years  of  age?  and  cannot  Christian  parents  under  God's  blessing  kindle  in 
their  sons  the  spirit  of  our  holy  war?  For,  whatever  men  may  think  of 
youthful  conscience  and  constancy,  an  impression  was  made  on  his  mind 
at  that  age,  when  be  swore  eternal  hatred  to  the  Roman  name,  which  a 
ripening  manhood  only  developed  in  perfect  strength.  And  cannot  our  sons 
be  led  to  hate  the  works  and  stratagems  of  the  Prince  of  darkness  ?  Can 
they  not  catch  the  spirit  of  Apostles  and  Prophets  ?  yes ;  we  believe  they 
can.  But  there  remains  yet  in  some  maternal  hearts  too  much  worldliness ; 
too  low  an  estimate  of  the  dignity  and  value  of  the  office  of  a  minister. 
Are  yon  afraid  he  will  be  called  to  the  Foreign  Service  ?  then  go  and  draw 
back  your  vow,  and  tell  the  Redeemer  you  did  not  mean  to  make  an  unre- 
served surrender :  there  was  one  expression  of  his  will  which  yon  did  not 
intend  to  regard.  Oh  that  there  was  as  much  holy  zeal  m  Christian 
mothers,  as  there  was  of  unholy  patriotism  in  Spartan  matrons — when  the 
mother  presented  her  son  a  shield :  she  said — do  not  come  back  from  the 
war  without  it:  either  bring  it,  or  be  brought  upon  it.'  Will  it  not  be 
shameful  if  the  war  of  Immanuel  roust  be  stayed  because  there  is  no  such 
zeal  in  the  mothers  of  Israel  ?  What  do  mothers  desire  for  their  sons  ? 
A  life  of  inglorious  ease  ?  surely  not.  That  they  should  live  for  their  own 
temporal  comfort?  surely  not  This  is  uilbecoming  in  them  who  should 
count  it  their  privilege  **  not  only  to  believe  in  Christ ;  but  also  to  suffer  for 
his  name."  But  do  they  desire  wealth  ?  here  it  is — rich  in  the  power  and 
opportunity  to  do  good  to  man  and  to  glorify  God.  Do  they  want  fame  ?  here 
it  is— the  fame  which  will  fill  tlie  courts  of  heaven  and  the  trump  of  angels 
with  their  names ;  the  fame  of  saving  souls ;  the  fame  of  him  whose  name 
is  tenderly  remembered  in  the  prayers  of  God's  poor  and  afflicted  ones,  to 
whom  he  has  been  a  son  of  consolation.  Does  he  want  good  society?  here 
it  is — ^the  society  of  the  prophets  of  God,  the  companionship  of  the  noblest 
men  that  ever  breathed  on  the  earth:  the  everlasting  companionship  of 
thousands  who  will  acknowledge  him  as  the'  chosen  instrument  of  their 
salvation.  Certainly  if  any  will  shine  as  stars  in  the  firmament  of  God;  it 
will  be  they  who  have  turned  many  to  righteousness.  Mothers  ;  aspire  to 
true  honor  for  your  sons.  And  yet  even  these  are  the  lowest  inducements 
we  can  offer.  Turn  your  eye  in  another  direction.  Bend  your  ear  and 
hear  the  cry  of  millions  ready  to  perish.  Hark,  ye  tender  hearted  mothers. 
It  is  the  shriek  of  the  soul  plunging  from  pagan  darkness  and  pollution  into 
helL  Does  it  not  touch  your  heart  ?  Have  you  no  hero  whom  you  would 
train  to  rush  to  their  rescue,  that  they  may  be  delivered  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  oppressor  ?  Ministers  living  in  our  cities,  are  constantly  receiving  the 
most  affecting  applications  from  our  destitute  churches — the  cry  i9,^end 
us  ministers.  One  thousand  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  four  thousand  in 
all,  are  now  wandering  as  shepherdless  flocks.  But  what  are  these  to 
the  pagan  world?  And  look  to  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi,  where  Rome 
is  pouring  in  her  hundreds.  If  it  were  an  invasion  of  hostile  Indians,  we 
could  furnish  men  enough  for  soldiers  and  for  leaders.  But  have  we  not 
enough  for  the  spiritual  war  ? 

We  urge  still  farther  this  point  by  the  regard  all  should  have  to  the  glory 
of  Christ.  His  blessed  name  ought  to  be  sounded  through  the  earth.  His 
generous  love  to  man,  his  costly  sacrifice,  his  precious  salvation,  should  be 
told,  and  taught,  and  described,  in  language  and  tones  of  the  richest  elo- 
quence which  sanctified  man  can  exhibit.  What  mother  in  the  United 
States  would  think  it  too  great  a  sacrifice  to  give  up  her  son  to  this  grov- 
ernment,  to  be  sent  as  their  embassador  to  the  king  of  Siani  ?  Would  it 
not  be  honorable  to  go  and  represent  this  great  people,  to  tell  the  wonderful 
story  of  our  sufferings,  and  our  triumphs.  But  what  is  that  compared  to  an 
embassy  from  Christ,  to  tell  the  story  of  his  sufferings  and  his  triomphs? 
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Mothers  in  Israel,  Christ  wants  heralds.  Will  yon  give  up  jour  sons,  will 
you  with  much  pains- taking  and  prayer  train  them  for  it  ?  Before  leaving 
this  topic,  I  roust  remark  this  fact — that  the  gospel  ministry  does  not  per- 
petuate itself.  And  one  race  of  superior  ministers  does  not  necessarily 
secure  another.  The  apostles  were  not  succeeded  by  apostles,  nor  by  men 
who  at  all  equalled  tliem.  Here  is  an  occasion  for  constant  vigilance  and 
exertion.  Young  men  must  be  converted.  In  their  breasts  must  be  formed 
and  cherished  an  ardent  desire  for  the  office  of  the  ministry.  They  must 
go  through  a  thorough  process  of  mental  discipline  and  acquisition.  But 
along  this  chain  of  sequences,  there  is  a  great  scope,  and  an  absolute  de- 
mand for  much  and  well  directed  effort  on  the  part  of  Christians.  To 
secure  the  conversion  of  the  youth,  to  secure  the  right  influence  upon  his 
mind  after  conversion,  to  secure  his  free  and  independent,  and  intelligent 
preference  of  tlie  ministry ;  to  furnish  the  means  of  his  education,  if  he  is 
indigent,  to  guard  him  against  the  abuse  of  this  kindness  and  confidence  ; 
to  lead  him,  in  a  word,  through  an  untried  track,  in  the  very  season  of 
severest  temptation,  up  to  the  difficult  work  of  the  ministry ;  this  is  the 
delicate  and  arduous  duty  of  the  church.  An  efficient  ministry  is  not  to  be 
perpetuated  by  a  few  pious  wishes.  What  then  shall  the  church  do  towards 
the  discharge  of  this  great  trust  ? 

Besides  what  has  been  pointed  out,  I  would  say,  SttHain  ihe  •American 
Edueaticn  Society,  Our  resolution  says — ^*^  rightly  to  perpetuate."i — Sir,  it 
is  a  delicate  and  difficult  work.  It  demands  experience,  concentrated  at* 
tention,  devotion  of  time,  feeling  and  power,  by  some  responsible  men. 
And  so  far,  as  any  thing  Is  rightly  done  by  man,  we  have  confidence  that 
your  Society  is  doing  this  rightly.  They  have  the  requisite  checks  and 
balances  and  forces  for  this  delicate  machinery.  The  church  must  sustain 
it  fully,  and  consider  its  demands  for  money,  as  the  call  of  the  Lord. 

I  close  with  observing  that  Christ  has  placed  upon  us  this  great  responsi- 
bility. He  will  not  do  it  without  us.  He  calls  upon  us  to  share  in  the 
toils ;  that  we  may  also  reap  the  glorious  harvest.  Let  us  sow  bountifully. 
This  will  appear  to  us  best  in  that  great  reaping  day. 


REV.  DR.  SKINNER'S  ADDRESS. 

Mk.  President, — Among  truly  enlightened  and  benevolent  men,  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  that  in  prosecuting  the  work  of  evangelizing  and  convert- 
ing the  world,  the  means  chiefly  to  be  used  and  relied  upon,  are  the  labors 
of  a  well  qualified  ministry.  Give  us  such  a  ministry,  and  we  should  virtu- 
ally have  all  things  ;  give  us  all  things  else,  without  such  a  ministry,  and 
we  should  have  almost  nothing :  With  tlie  greatest  advantages  for  spreading 
the  gospel  we  should  make  htCle  progress,  and  would  doubtless  soon  be- 
come discouraged  and  abandon  the  undertaking.  I  make  no  question,  that 
I  now  express  an  opinion  generally  entertained  by  this  assembly.  But,  Sir, 
has  it  that  place  in  our  minds,  and  that  controlling  influence  over  our 
thoughts  and  conduct,  in  seeking  the  universal  triumph  of  Christianity,  to 
which  it  is  most  manifestly  entitled  ?  We  cannot  soberly  think  upon  the  sub- 
ject, even  for  a  moment,  without  becoming  conscious,  what  ought  to  be 
most  desired*  If  a  company  of  zealous  Christians  should  undertake  to  build 
up  another  evangelical  church  in  this  city,  and  half  a  hundred  thousand 
dollars  should  be  subscribed  by  their  brethren,  to  aid  them  in  the  work, 
would  the  work  be  forthwith,  or  is  it  certain  it  would  ever,  be  done  ?  But  if 
God  were  to  give  them  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  of  the  requisite  talents 
and  qualifications,  would  they  need  any  thing  else  which  would  not  cer- 
tainly be  added  to  them  ? — Should  the  project  of  evangelizing  Xhina,  be 
undertaken  by  American  Christians,  and  the  merchants  of  our  great  cities 
should  pledge  their  ships  and  their  treasures  for  its  fulfilment,  won  Id  its 
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fulfilment  as  a  matter  of  course  foHow — would  it  follow,  in  a  thousand  years  f 
Let  three  or  four  such  men  as  GutzlmflT,  however,  embark  in  the  enterprise, 
and  how  soon  would  Christian  hope  begin  to  anticipate  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  in  that  wide  and  ancient  empire  of  darkness  and  idolatry  ?  If  the 
Christian  church  should  again  enjj^age,  generally,  and  in  earnest,  in  convert- 
ing the  whole  world  to  Christ,  and  all  the  nations  of  Christendom  should 
pledge  their  wealth,  their  armies,  their  learning,  and  all  their  national  re- 
sources,  in  carrying  forward  the  great  design,  would  a  single  intelligent 
mind  consider  its  accomplishment  as  certain,  or  even  as  probable  ?  But 
should  twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb,  like  the  first  twelve,  despised  and 
feeble,  but  full  of  the  iloly  Ghost  and  faith,  be  sent  forth  to  the  work ; 
would  not  every  Christian  heart  begin  to  beat  with  strong  confidence  that 
the  day  of  the  gospers  great  triumph  had  come?  May  God  open  the  eyes 
and  touch  the  hearts  of  his  people,  to  make  them  duly  sensible  of  what  it  is 
they  want,  and  must  have,  in  order  to  render  efiTectual  the  benevolent  ten- 
dencies and  operations  of  the  very  remarkable  times  they  live  in  ! — ^The 
great  desideratum,  Sir,  is,  unquestionably,  a  suitably  furnished,  and  suita- 
bly devoted  and  fictive  ministry.  Amonn^  all  instrumental  influences,  tliis 
stands  first;  before  all  books  and  documents ;  before  schools;  before  all 
associations  of  whatever  name  or  number ;  before  tlie  written  word  itself. 
Is  this  so,  Mr.  President?  Then,  Sir,  is  it  not  the  fact,  that  of  all  tlie  be- 
nevolent enterprises  of  the  age,  among  those  of  highest  rank,  the  very  high- 
est, are  the  Education  Societies?  And  was  it  not  well  remarked  by  a 
munificent  patron  of  the  institution,  whose  anniversary  we  celebrate,  that 
it  is  h  fundamenttd  Society  ?  What  Society  deserves  better,  or  equally,  to 
be  so  called  ?  The  ministry  is  God*8  means  for  extending  Cbri:9tianity : 
the  Education  Societies  arc  engaged,  in  reliance  on  God,  in  providing  this 
instrumentality.  Next  to  the  very  work  itself  of  preaching  the  gospel,  is 
not  the  work  of  raising  up  ministers  the  most  important  work  going  on  in 
this  world  ?  So,  most  deliberately,  I  cannot  but  tliink.  I  have  no  terms  in 
which  I  can  adequately  express  my  sense  of  the  greatness  and  value  of 
their  undertaking.  If  the  most  eloquent  and  most  gifled  of  the  holy  an- 
gels, should  descend  from  heaven  to  plead  the  cause  of  this  institution,  he 
would  I  think  have  a  theme  worthy  of  all  the  eloquence  of  his  tongue  and 
all  the  holiness  of  his  heart. 

And  yet,  Mr.  President,  it  is  the  impression  of  some  persons,  that  there 
are  too  many  ministers.  All  the  professions,  it  has  been  said,  are  over- 
stocked. In  almost  every  place,  there  are  more  lawyers  than  are  wanted ; 
more  physicians  than  are  wanted ;  and  in  some  places  at  least,  there  are 
also  more  clergymen  than  are  wanted.  There  is  cause.  Sir,  for  this  im- 
pression. The  demand  for  ministers  of  the  gospel  is  indeed  constantly 
coming  up  into  our  ears  from  every  part  of  our  land,  and  almost  of  the 
world ;  but  still  we  should  not  wonder  that  some  men  should  think  that  there 
are  more  ministers  than  are  wanted.  It  is  true,  mournfully  true,  that  of 
certain  sorts  of  men  nominally  in  the  ministry,  there  are  more,  many  more 
than  arc  wanted.  I  can  enumerate  at  once,  several  classes  of  ministers,  of 
which  it  were  well  for  the  church  and  the  world,  if  there  was  not  a  man  of 
them  in  existence:  ambitious  pre-eminence-loving  ministers;  parish  or 
rather  salary  seeking  ministers ;  indolent  ministers ;  and  to  mention  no 
more,  heresy-hunting  ministers,  who  sow  discord  in  the  church  by  magnify- 
ing the  points  of  honest  difference,  and  making  nothing  of  the  great  points 
of  agreement,  among  the  faithful  servants  and  friends  of  Christ — were  it 
not.  Sir,  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God,  if  small  as  the  number  of  the  min- 
istry is,  compared  to  what  is  demanded  by  the  wants  of  a  perishing  world, 
it  were  yet  quite  as  much  smaller,  as  it  would  be  made,  by  the  subtrac- 
tion of  eveiy  name  contained  in  each  of  these  classes  ? 

It  is  indispensable  that  the  number  of  ministers  be  greatly  increased ; 
but  I  submit  it,  Sir,  for  devout  consideration,  wheUier  even  more  attention 
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should  not  be  given  to  improving  the  ekaracter,  than  to  enlarging  the  nara- 
ber  of  the  ministry.  Let  the  importance  of  characterin  this  order  of  men — 
its  connection  with  their  influence  and  efficiency -^be  pondered.  Should  our 
Education  Societies  bring  forward  in  the  next  seven  years,  twenty  Gutz- 
laflb  or  Brainerds,  would  they  not  do  more  towards  converting  the  world, 
than  if  they  should  furnish  twenty  hundred  ministers  of  a  different  spirit  ? 
Besides,  Sir,  there  are  peculiar  reasons  for  vigilance  in  respect  to  this 
matter.  We  should  not  be  insensible  to  the  fact  that  the  means  employed, 
and  properly  employed,  by  the  Education  Societies,  in  carrying  forward 
their  great  work,  are  attended,  inevitably  and  in  a  high  degree,  with  the 
risk  of  making  undesirable  additions  to  the  ministry.  We  are  making 
loud  appeals  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  to  the  young 
men  whom  our  revivals  have  added  to  the  churches ;  we  are  carrying  tKose 
appeals  among  all  ranks  and  classes,  and  helping  poor  and  dependent  youth 
to  rise  above  their  circumstances  and  aspire  to  distinction ;  we  are  enlarg- 
ing our  resources  and  our  operations ;  our  plan  is  very  extensive,  and  our 
work  goes  forward,  under  the  smiles  of  Providence,  with  greater  and  greater 
rapidity  :  and  surely  we  should  not  halt,  but  thank  God  for  his  favor,  and 
with  increasing  zeal  pursue  our  onward  course  :  but  shall  we  think  that  no 
evils  are  to  be  guarded  against ;  no  dangers  to  be  feared  ?  Sir,  in  conduct- 
ing this  pursuit,  more  than  any  other  in  which  we  can  engage,  we  ought  to 
proceed  with  a  soft  and  trembling  step,  with  fear  and  circumspection  wide 
awake,  and  with  constant  prayer  for  the  divine  superintendence  and  direc- 
tion. It  is,  in  a  high  and  peculiar  sense,  God's  work  we  are  prosecuting, 
and  all  the  interests  of  the  church  are  at  stake. 

The  ministry  needed  for  these  times,  Sir,  is  one  inferior  to  none  which 
the  church  has  ever  had.  We  have  a  ministry  in  some  respects  better 
than  that  of  the  preceding  generation^  but  we  want  one  absolutely  equal  to 
th«  best.  Excepting  miraculous  powers,  the  apostles  themselves  had  not 
higher  qualifications  than  those  which  the  ministry  of  this  age  should  pos- 
sess. Sir,  our  Education  Societies  should  seek  to  bring  forward  ministers 
for  the  day  we  live  in,  as  well  accomplished  for  their  work,  as  were  the 
first  preachers  of  the  everlasting  gospel. — If  I  were  asked,  in  what  particu- 
lar respects,  improvement  should  be  chiefly  aimed  at,  I  would  with  humility 
and  deference  reply — 

Not  in  respect  to  learning ;  though  no  age  perhaps  has  demanded  more 
of  this  in  the  ministry  than  ours. 

Not  in  respect  to  visible  purity  of  life ;  thanks,  under  God,  to  our  temper- 
ance societies  chiefly,  that  scandal  in  this  particular,  has  almost  ceased, 
from  the  ministry  of  our  land:— ^ 

Not  in  respect  to  sincerity  and  truth  of  piety ;  there  is  as  to  this  no 
manifest  ground  of  suspicion  against  the  generality  of  our  ministers. 

But  I  would  specify  two  things :  Afe  need  a  ministry,  unsurptused  in 
benevolence,  and  un&urpassed  also  in  trust  in  God,  In  these  two  things, 
improvement  should  proceed  without  limit 

Firnt  in  benevolence  :  We  want  a  ministry  of  a  benevolence  unbounded 
save  by  the  limits  of  the  human  mind,  in  degree,  unbounded  also  in  extent. 
Sir,  let  a  miuister  have  the  largest  measure  of  talents  and  attainments,  but 
let  him  have  a  small  measure  of  benevolence,  or  let  his  benievolence  be 
confined  within  narrow  bounds,  and  he  will,  as  to  efliciency  and  usefulness, 
be  a  small  man.  Let  him  seldom  or  never  travel,  in  aflfection  and  eflort, 
beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  congregation ;  and  he  may  make  himself  that 
congregation's  boast  or  idol,  but  he  will  render  little  service,  and  be  of 
little  use,  iri  the  church  at  large.  Nor  does  he  take  the  best  way  to  ac- 
quire weight  and  influence  even  in  his  own  narrow  sphere.  Even  a  mind 
of  great  powers  is  in  danger  of  sinking  into  feebleness  and  insignificance  if 
it  will  not  give  itself  just  range  and  scope ;  and  instead  of  becoming  a  con- 
gregation's boast»  a  minister  of  even  such  a  mind,  by  shutting  himself  up 
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within  the  precincts  of  a  siorgle  parish,  may  prove  there  a  burden  and  a 
curse.  Every  minister  of  the  gospel  now  brought  forward,  should  take  the 
wide-  world  as  the  sphere  of  his  labors.  He  should,  on  entering  upon 
his  work,  feel  himself  to  be  taking  part  in  converting  the  world.  In  all 
his  prayers,  and  preaching,  and  plans  of  life,  he  should  aim  at  the  conver- 
sion of  the  world,  as  his  only  legitimate  end.  He  should  make  the  impres- 
sion on  the  people  to  whom  he  statedly  ministers,  and  upon  all  who  hear 
him  and  know  him,  that  his  business  on  earth  is  to  do  what  in  him  lies,  to 
spread  the  knowledge  of  Christ  among  all  nations  in  the  shortest  possible 
space  of  time.  His  benevolence  should  compass  the  whole  world,  and 
find  no  content  while  there  remains  one  human  being  to  whom  the  gospel 
has  not  been  preached.  We  want,  Sir,  a  great  band  of  ministers,  who  shall 
all  heartily  and  unitedly  engage  in  converting  the  whole  world. 

But  in  order  to  their  doing  this,  they  must  regard  the  conversion  of  the 
world,  a»-truly  a  practicable  thing.  And  what  is  it,  Sir,  to  do  this  ?  What  is 
it  soberly  and  undoubtingly  to  deem  the  conversion  of  the  world  practi- 
cable ?  More  I  apprehend  than  many  persons  suppose.  Let  us  for  a  single 
moment  reflect  upon  it. 

He  who  looks  upon  the  conversion  of  the  world  as  practicable,  most  have 
something  in  him  which  opens  to  his  view  grounds  of  hope  where  none 
meets  tlie  natural  eye ;  nay  where  all  that  falls  under  the  notice  of  sense, 
or  that  can  be  arrived  at  by  human  calculation  and  reckoning,  is  in  the 
highest  degree  discouraging  and  forbidding. 

He  must  depend  for  success,  not  upon  second  causes,  or  instrumentalities 
in  themselves  of  adequate  efficacy,  but  upon  an  invisible  power  which  can 
control  and  if  needs  be,  set  aside  second  causes,  and  make  things  adverse 
favorable,  and  things  feeble  omnipotent; 

He  ^ust  have  within  him,  a  spirit  not  less  daring  and  venturous,  than 
was  the  Apostle's,  when  in  a  dark  and  tempestuous  night,  he  undertook  to 
walk  upon  the  raging  waters,  to  go  to  his  Master. 

He  must  be  influenced  by  something  which  will  make  him  regard  the 
removal  of  mountains,  and  the  drying  up  of  rivers  and  seas,  yea  and  the 
passing  away  of  heaven  and  earth,  as  easier  and  likelier  things,  than  the 
failure  of  the  enterprise  in  which  he  13  embarked. 

And  he  must  be  susceptible  to  the  influence  of  motives  compared  to 
which  life  has  no  value  and  death  no  terror,  and  ten  thousand  ages  of 
worldly  delight  are  a  mere  vanity  and  nothing. 

Sir,  is  it  not  as  manifest  as  light  itself,  that  no  one  not  berefl  of  reason, 
or  soberly  using  reason,  can  so  look  upon  the  conversion  of  the  world 
as  practicable,  as  to  enter  personally  and  earnestly  upon  the  undertaking, 
nnless  what  has  now  been  said,  be  true  in  respect  to  him  ?  But  what  can 
thus  capacitate  a  weak  and  sinful  mortal  ?  Not  surely  his  own  natural  and 
independent  resources ;  not  the  countenance  of  princes  and  kingdoms  ;  not 
the  strength  and  powers  of  the  whole  creation:  he  must  rest  upon  the  arm 
of  the  Almighty  ;  and  he  must  do  this  bif  simple  absoluie  unbounded  inui. 
Have  faith  in  God,  is  the  grand  requisition,  of  all  who  in  these  times,  give 
themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

I  would,  therefore,  Mr.  President,  submit  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved^  That  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  and  the  times  in  which  we  live,  demand, 
that  thoiie  who  now  enter  the  sacred  ministry,  be  men  of  unbounded  benevolence, 
and  unbounded  trust  in  God ;  and  that  it  should  be  the  paramount  object  of  theu- 
preparatory  discipline  to  furnnh  them  wiih  these  high  moral  qua1i6cations. 

The  qualiflcations  specified,  Sir,  are  moral ;  as  to  what  should  be  done 
by  Education  Societies,  in  order  to  secure  the  possession  of  these  qualifi- 
cations on  the  part  of  those  whom  they  assist  in  introducing  into  the  sacred 
office,  I  forbear  remark.  The  subject  is  of  importance  too  great  to  be  esti- 
mated, and  the  time  is  expired.

The  following  account  of  the  different  Colleges  in  the  United  States 
prepared  by  much  labor,  is  here  inserted  Tot  the  benefit  of  literary  Insti- 
tutions, and  of  education  generally. 

The  name  of  the  denomination  of  Christians  under  whose  direction 
each  College  is,  with  the  exception  of  Congregationalists  and  Presbyterians, 
is  mentioned  in  its  statistics.  As  most  of  the  Colleges  are  in  connection 
with  these  denominations,  it  is  thought  needless  to  specify  them.  A  few 
of  them  perhaps  should  not  be  considered  as. denominational,  as  it  respects 
the  individuals  who  have  the  direction  of  theffi.  In  many  of  the  new 
Institutions,  especially  at  the  West,  there  are  two  or  three  departments. 
When,  therefore,  it  is  said,  there  are  a  hundred  students  in  an  Institution, 
it  is  not  to  be  understood,  that  they  are  all,  either  in  the  collegiate  or  theo- 
logical department.  Many,  and  perhaps  the  far  greater  number,  are  merely 
in  the  preparatory  school,  some  of  whom  will  never  enter  College,  but 
prepare  for  the  conmion  routine  of  business  and  at  a  proper  time  of  life 
enter  upon  it.

ISAAC  WARREN,  ESQ. 

Mr.  Warren  was  born  in  Weston,  Mass.  April  ')0, 1758,  and  died  in  Charles- 
town,  where  be  spent  the  last  twenty-five  years  of  his  life,  March  19,  1834, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  76.  He  resided  for  a  time  at  Medford,  and  was  cho- 
sen deacon  of  the  church  in  that  place. — He  was  kind  and  affectionate  in  all 
the  social  relations  of  life,  and  active  and.  useful  as  a  citizen  and  magistrate. 
He  was  peculiarly  a  friend  of  the  young — a  liberal  patron  of  learning,  and  & 
firm  Supporter  of  relis[ious  institutions.  His  mincL  was  particularly  turned 
to  the  education  of  pious  indigent  young  men  for  the  ministry.  And  while 
be  was  desirous  that  they  should  assist  themcK)lves  as  much  as  possible  in 
all  practicable  ways,  while  in  a  course  of  study,  he  also  was  willing  to  afford 
all  suitable  facilities  for  their  acquiring  an  education.  With  these  views, 
he  endowed,  to  the  amount  of  about  10,0()0  dollars,  an  Academy  at  Woburn, 
which  bears  his  name,  and  which  is  intended  to  be  on  the  system  of  the  man- 
ual labor  institutions.  He  was  a  decided  and  firm  friend  of  the  American 
Education  Society.  Its  plans  of  industry,  economy,  loans  and  supervidon, 
received  his  warmest  approbation.  He  was  for  many  years  president  of 
the  Middlesex  Auxiliary  Education  Society,  and  generously  contributed  to 
its  funds  while  he  lived,,  and  at  his  decease  gave  to  the  Parent  Society  ja 
permanent  scholarship,  to  which,  from  respect  to  his  noemory,  the  Director* 
have  given  his  name.  He  gave  to  Middlebtiry  College  a  short  time  before 
his  decease,  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  his  Will  bequeathed  to  the  same 
institution  three  thousand  more,  with  t)>e  direction  that  the  interest  should 
annually  be  e:(pended  for  the  charitable  education  of  indigent  pious  young 
men,  preparing  for  the  ministry.  He  contributed  also  to  most  of 'the  benev- 
olent associations  from  time  to  time,  as  opportunity  presented,  and  at  his 
demise,  he  gave  to  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions,  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  the  Massachusetts  Missionary 
Society,  $500  each  ;  to  the  American  Tract  Society  and  the  Eye  and  Eanr 
Infirmary,  $:)00  each.  While  the  Christian  comnannity  are  called  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  beloved  and  valuable  member  of  society,  we  trust  his  benefac- 
tions for  the  promotion  of  sound  learning  and  religion,  wilLbe  an  ever  en- 
daring  moonment  to  bis  memory,    .       . 

JOSEPH  ABBOTT,  ESQ. 

Mr.  Abbott  resided  in  JBlIiogton,  Ct.  He  commenced  business  a^a  farmer 
with  little  property;  but  by  industry, economy, and  wise  management  of  hi» 
affairs,  he  eventually  acqiHred  an  estate  estimated  at  55,000  dollars.  His 
habits  were  regular,  and  his  nK)rals  good.  He  was  a  kind  husband,  a  good 
member  of  soeiety,  and  a  valuable  inhabitant  of  the  town  in  which  be  livedr 
Though  not  a  professor  of  religion,  he  seemed  to  realise  its  importance,  and. 
especially  the  importance  of  maintaining  its  ordinances.  He  spoke  much 
of  the  happy  etiBcts  of  the  Christian  ministry,  not  only  on  individuals,  but 
also  on  the  community  generally.  He  felt  that  society  could  scarcely  exist 
without  it.  Hence  his  desire  to  increase  and  perpetuate  its  privileges. 
This  desire  be  expressed  by  a  donation  to  the  town  of  Ellington,  ef  five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  in  that  place,  and  by  his  liberal 
beqaest  to  the  American  Education  Society,  to  raise  up  young  men  for  the 
ministry.  He  had  no  children,  but  has  left  a  widow  to  mourn  his  departure. 
We  regret  that  we  are  not  furnished  with  facts  to  give  a  more  particular  ac-' 
count  of  this  liberal  benefactor  of  the  Society.

VIEWS  OP  FORMER  BENEFICIARIES  ON  REFUNDING. 

Extracts  of  letter*  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  American  Education  Society. 

"Your  letter  has  just  arrived.  The  pathetic  and  urgent  appeal  contaioed 
in  it  is  not  in  vain.  I  herewith  inclutjo  to  you  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
Tvliich  will  cancel  tlic  note  you  have  in  your  hand  against  me,  and  the 
interest.  This  sum  is  the  fruit  of  retrenchments  practised  during  the  year, 
and  of  some  unexpected  help,  which  has  providentially  come  to  me,  during 
the  heavy  pressure  of  the  times,  and  while  under  many  straits  from  the 
smallness  of  my  salary.  Be  assured,  however,  that  it  comes  freely  and 
heartily,  and  accompanied  with  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  society  which 
receives  it,  may  receive  thousands  and  thousands  of  similar  sums,  until  not 
only  its  present  debts  are  nil  paid,  but  all  who  need  and  who  wish  to  be- 
come beneficiaries  of  it,  and  shall  be  found  suitabje,  shall  be  encouraged 
by  its  patronage  to  prepare  for  the  Christian  ministry ;. and  until  the  deso- 
lations of  the  whole  land,  and  of  the  entire  world,  shall  be  repaired ;  and 
the  lost  race  of  man  be  brought  back  to  its  allegiance  to  God,  through  the 
appointed  instrumentality  of  the  living  .preacher  of  the  word.  Do  nut 
think,  that  while  I  have  thus  cancelled  the  debt  whiciv  I  legaljy  owe  you, 
my  debt  is  fully  discharged.  I  shall  feel  myself  your  debtor  tlu-ough  life; 
and  shall  endeavor,  year  by  year,  to  feel  and  act  as  a  life  member  of  your 
highly  favored,,  and  very  useful  society." 


^  The  inclosed  sum  I  send  you.  I  was  in  hopes  of  cancelling  my  note, 
but  am  not  able  to  do  it  at  this  time,  but  probably  shall  soon, 

"One  or  two  facts  respecting  myself  may  not  be  uninteresting.  In  the 
four  years  of  my  ministry,  about  ninety  individuals  liave  been  added  to  the 
church  under  my  care,  ajid  five  or  six  individuals  who  became  hopefully 
pious  in  that  time,  are  pursuing  a  course  of  study,  and  will  probably  enter 
the  ministry.*'.

«I  am  now  and  ever  have  been  a  warm  friend  of  the  American  Educa- 
cation  Society.  I  thank  God  fiir  the  great  good  he  has  already  made  it  the 
instrument  of  effecting.  I  trust  it  is  by  him  destined  to  be  a  most  powerful 
engine  in  moving  throughout  tlie  world  the  chariot  of  salvation.  The 
wants  of  a  world  lying  in  wickedness  are  so  great,  that  I  exceedingly 
regret  that  the  operations  of  your  Society  should  be,  in  the  least,  embar- 
rassed with  debt  Surely  they  who  have  been  patronized  by  your  Society 
ought  and  will,  as  soon  as  they  are  able,  pay  back  to  your  treasury  what 
they  have  received.  I  feel  this  to  be  my  duty,  and  I  am  not  willing  Uy 
believe  that  others  do  not  feel  the  same."

"  (  have  the  pleasure  of  sending  an  order  in  yoor  favor  for  the  sum  of 
sixty-five  dollars,  it  being  the  amount  of  the  loan  with  interest  on  the  same, 
which  f  received  as  a  beneficiary  of  your  Society,  while  pursuing  my  aca- 
demical studies  preparatory  to  the  gospel  ministry .-^Be  assured  that  my 
inability  to  refund  the  same  at  an  earlier  dnte,  while  the  demands  on  the 
funds  of  your  Society  have  been  so  pressing,  and  the  demands  for  ministers 
both  in  America  and  in  pagan  lauds  have  been  still  more  pressing,  has 
been  a  cause  uf  much  regret  to  me.  A  darker  dye  than  that  of  ingratitude 
must  stain  the  character  of  those  who  have  been  nurtured  up  in  the  bosom 
of  your  Society  for  the  holy  office  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  who,  pos- 
sessing the  means,  neglect  to  aid  in  nurturing  up  others  for  the  samQ 
glorious  work,  by  refunding,  at  least,  the  amount  they  have  received.  As 
you  may  wish  to  know  why  I  have-not  liquidated  the  loan  I  received  at  an 
earlier  period,  I  beg  to  stute,  that  on  completing  my  theological  studies  I 
became  a  servant  of  the  church,  and  under  the  patronage  of  the  American 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  to  go  as  her  herald  of  glad 
tidings  far  away  to  the  Gentiles.  Ilence  I  was  cut  off  from  tlio  means  of 
pecuniary  gain. — I  had  no  right,  neither  did  your  Society  require  it,  to 
draw  from  the  funds  of  the  American  Board,  to  refund  the  loan  I  received 
from  your  Society.  Nor  did  I  ever  expect  to  be  able  to  remit  the  small  sum 
I  now  inclose.  But  Providence  has  in  this  respect  favored  me  beyond  my 
expectations. 

'♦Soon  after  my  arrival  on  these  pagan  shores,  \  received  a  request  from 
several  European  gentlemen  and  others  who  understand  English,  to  procure 
for  them  Scott's  Family  Bible-*— and  thinking  it  desirable  that  professed 
Clrnsytians  in  this  land  should  have  them,  I  ordered  several  copies  from 
America  on  my  own  responsibility.  They  were  received,  sold,  and  exten- 
sively read  to  the  edification  of  many,  and  to  the  conversion  of  one  infidel 
at  least.  The  profits  on  the  sale  of  which,  I  now  gladly  send  to  your. 
Society,  and  fervently  pray  that  it  may  be  the  means  of  aiding  some  pious 
youth,  whose  bosom  burns  with  an  inextinguishable  desire  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  the-  heathen,  and  who  may  one  day  stand  on  pagan  ground  as  an 
ambassador  of  Christ ;  but  who  may  now  be  struggling  hard,  as  did  the 
writer,  with  pecuniary  embarrassments.  I  rejoice  to  hear  of  the  prosperity 
of  your  Society,  and  pray  that  its  funds  may  be  so  augmented,  as  to  enable 
you  to  nurture  up  a  host  of  youth,  who  shall  be  imbued  with  the  spirit 
and  power  of  Elias,  and  become  fearless,  self-denying  missionaries  of  the

it  will  gratify  him  to  comply  with  the  expectations  of  those  who  have  gener- 
ously contributed  towards  his  education.

Commnnications  to  the  Secretary,  respecting  revivals  of  religion  in 
Colleges. 

Yah  CoUege,  May  30, 1835. 

Rev.  and  dear  Sir,-^President  Day  has  just  handed  me  your  letter,  with  a 
request,  that  I  will  give  you  a  brief  account  of  the  origin  and  progress  of 
our  recent  revival. 

This  work  of  grace  may  be  traced,  with  more  than  ordinary  clearness,  to 
the  efficacy  of  prayer.  During  the  whole  of  our  first  term,  a  part  of  the 
charch  were  deeply  interested  in  the  spiritual  concerns  of  college.  At 
its  close,  they  separated  with  a  mutual  engagement  to  unite  their  prayers 
and  efforts  with  increased  earnestness,  for  an  outpouring  of  the  Spirit,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  ensuing  term.  Duri,ng  the  vacation,  those  of  the 
brethren  who  remained  in  town,  held  a  meeting  for  special  prayer  for  the 
same  object  When  college  came  together  in  the  early  part  of  February,  a 
stated  prayer  meeting  was  commenced  for  an  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  held  every  evening,  immediately  after  tea,  during  the  whole  of  the 
term.  The  number  of  those  who  assembled  was  at  first  small — not  more 
than  fifteen  or  twenty — and  for  a  time  they  felt  great  discouragement.  Still 
they  persevered,  and  it  was  at  their  suggestion,  that  the  college  chorch 
made  a  public  request  in  the  religions  newspapers,  for  the  special  prayer  of 
God's  people  at  the  concert  for  colleges,  **  considering  the  existing  state  of 
the  institution."    This  request,  we  have  since  4earned|  awakened  the  sym- 
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patfay  of  Cbristians,  and  called  forth  their  fervent  prayers  for  na  and  others, 
in  many  parts  of  our.coantry.  In  tlie  early  part  of  March,  the  brethren  of 
this  praying  circle,  sent  a  committee  to  the  faculty,  to  state  *Hhat  the  body 
of  tho  church  did  not  seem  to  be  awakoned  to  the  spiritual  interests  of 
college:  and  that  unless  something  effectual  could  be  done,  tlieir  hopes 
of  a  revival,  and  the  efforts  which  they  had  made,  must  result  only  in 
disappointment."  Under  this  appeal,  it  ivas  decided  to  have  a  special 
prayer  meeting  of  the  whole  church,  to  which  every  member  was  particu- 
larly invited  by  a  message  from  the  president  himself.  All  attended,  and 
the  meeting  was  deeply  solemn  and  affecting.  Another  was  appointed  for 
the  next  evening  but  one,  and  a-  third  for  fiie  subsequent  evening,  which 
was  Friday.  On  each  of  these  occasions,  a  very  marked  progress  took 
place  in  the  feelings  of  the  church.  A  sense  of  backsliding — humiliation 
before  God — earnest  desires  for  an  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit — a  feeling 
of  absolute  dependence  on  divine  grace — of  pressing  want,  which  God  alone 
could  supply — such  to  a  great  extent  wns  the  spiritual  stite  of  the  church. 
It  was  strikingly  manifested  even  in  their  external  deportment.  *^They 
walked  softly  "  as  those  who  felt  that  they  had  sinned  against  God.  Thus,  in 
the  strictest  sense  of  the  term,  there  was  a  revival  of  religion  in  a  large 
part  of  the  church,  without  one  instance  being  known  of  conviction  or  even 
of  thoughtful ness  among  the  impenitent.  We  felt  ourselves,  to  a  greater 
extent  than  I  have  ever  known  before,  cast  upon  the  direct  interposition  of 
God'sr  Spirit,  for  nothing  encouraging  or  even  hopeful  among  the  impenitenjt 
had  given  rise  to  the  prayers  of  the  church — nothing  but  a  sense  of  want, 
and  of  God's  willingness  to  grant  the  mercy. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  the  brethren  united  in  special  prayer,  for  the 
blessing  of  God  on  the  exercises  of  the  ensuing  Sabbath.  That  evening, 
and  three  times  the  next  day,  the  preaching  wa<3  addressed  particularly  to 
the  impenitent,  in  very  strong  and  affectionate  terms.  The  truths  insisted 
npon,  were  the  entire  depravity  of  the  heart  by  nature ;  the  doty  and  ability 
of  the  sinner  to  turn  immediately  to  God  ;  the  aggravation  of  his  guilt,  as 
consisting  wholly  in  obstinacy  and.  wilful  perverseness ;  and  his  entire  de-* 
pendence  on  divine  grace — on  the  special  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit — for 
regeneration.'  A  course  of  sermons  was  commenced,  at  the  same  time^  oq 
the  doctrine  of  election,  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution,  which  was 
listened  to  with  deep  and  solemn  interest.  In  looking  round  the  chapel 
during  the  exercises  of  that  day,  and  indeed  during  the  remainder  of  the 
term,  you  might  see  plainly,  as  any  striking  thought  was  presented  by  the 
preacher,  that  a  hundred  hearts  were  lifted  up  in  an  q^ony  of  prayer,  "  O 
God  make  this  effectual  for  the  awakening  of  some  sinner."  The  solemn 
stillness  which  prevailed,  the  upraised  eye,  the  clasped  hand,  the  speaking 
countenance,  all  indicated  to  the  attentive  observer,  the  unutterable  emo- 
tions of  the  children  of  God.  On  Monday  morning  tjie  inquiry  went  round, 
with  deep  solicitude, '* Is  any  one  known  to  be  serious?"  Two  or  three 
were  found  to  be  tenderly  affected :  a  sudden  death  in  the  institution  dcep^. 
ened  the  impression ;  a  number  more  were  awakened  at  the  funeral  on 
Wednesday  afternoon ;  preaching  was  attended  for  an  hour  every  evening 
but  one  during  the  week :  the  praying  cifcle  after  tea  was  increased  froo) 
twenty  to  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty,  and  was  at  once  highly  anifnated 
and  deeply  humble ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  week,  about  fourteen  hoped 
they  had  given  themselves  to  Christ.  Thus  the  work  went  forward,  during 
the  subsequent  five  weeks  of  the  term,  till  nearly  fifty  were  added  to  their 
number,  making  in  the  whole  somewhat  more  than  sixty  hopeful  converts. 

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  revival  was  its  entire  calmness.  There 
was  no  excitement,  no  agitatinn,  and  comparatively  little  distress  from  a 
sense  of  danger.  The  predominant  feeling  was  conviction  of  guilt  and  of 
dufy-^a  sense  of  having  been  utterly  in  the  wrong — of  having  abused  the 
porposes  of  their  e;(istencey  the  mercy  of  God,  and  the  compassion  of 
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Christ — all  heightened  by  new  views  of  the  love  and  forbearance  which 
they  had  experienced  in  the  midst  of  such  ingratitude  and  rebellion.  So 
caltn  were  most  of  those  who  were  impressed,  that  many  were'led  to  distrust 
the  genuineness  of  their  feelings.  They  could  hardly  believe  it  possible 
ftu-  a  sinner  to  turn  to  God  without  deeper  and  mure  agitating  emotions. 
Generally,  however,  their  feelings,  especially  sorrow  for  sin,  became  more 
strong  after  they  hoped  that  t!jey  had  embraced  the  Saviour. 

Ten  weeks  have  now  elapsed  since  the  commencement  of  the  revival, 
and  nearly  five  since  the  close  of  the  term.  The  hopeful  converts  h«ive 
pai«8Pd  through  the  ordeal  of  vacation,  and  all  on  whom  reliance  was  placed 
at  the  close  of  the  term,  appear  well.  Two  or  three  who  hoped  for  them- 
selves for  a  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  relinquished  their  hope 
before  the  close  of  the  term  ;  but  I  cannot  learn  that  these,  (as  too  often 
happens,)  nor  indeed  any  of  the  students,  have  shown  any  marked  opposition 
to  tlie  revival.  Many  who  were  not  affected  by  it  have  said,  in  the  circles 
where  they  visit  in  town,  that  religious  trath  has  been  presented  with  so 
much  kindness  and  candor,  that  they  have  been  treated  with  so  much  deli- 
cacy and  yet  faithfulness  by  the  members  of  the  church,  as  to  take  away  all 
ground  of  opposition  or  complaint — that  they  know  and  feel  the  work  to 
have  been  of  God. 

The  only  measures  which  have  been  adopted  in  the  present  or  past  revi- 
vals here^  are  preaching,  meetings  of  inquiry  and  private  conversation. 
Peculiar  delicacy  is  requisite  in  an  institution  like  ours,  as  to  any  outward 
acts  designed  to  bring  the  impenitent  to  a  decision,  which  may  separate 
them  from  the  rest  of  the  audience,  and  make  them  objects  of  remark. 
Whether  expedient  or  not  elsewhere,  they  have  never  been  adopted  here. 

I  need  hardly  add,  that  the  beneficiaries  of  the  American  Eklucation  So- 
ciety, have  shown  a  lively  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  revival  \  and  it  can- 
not be  doubted,  that  their  prayers  and  labors  have  done  much  to  promote  this 
blessed  work  of  grace.

My  dear  Sir, — My  absence  from  college,  on  a  journey  of  business  to  the 
north,  will  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  this  late  answer  to  your  inquiries  res- 
pecting our  religious  interests.  1  have  now  great  pleasure  in  communi- 
cating a  brief  account  of  the  revival  with  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  visit 
us. 

It  deserves  to  be  remarked,  that  the  character  of  our  college  studies  and 
instruction  for  a  course  of  years  has  favored  the  habit  of  philosophical  in- 
quiry, as  well  upon  religious  subjects,  aa  those  more  purely  intellectual 
and  moral.  Such  a  habit  the  faculty  have  been  willing  to  encourage,  on 
the  part  of  students,  in  the  hope  that  the  cause  of  vital  Christianity 
would  not  suffer,  under  such  a  direction  of  the  minds  of  our  young  men. 
But  the  exceeding  difficulty  of  maintaining  the  spirit  of  piety  in  minds  so 
accustomed,  and,  at  the  same  time,  engaged  deeply  in  the  prosecution  of 
other  branches  of  study,  and  exposed  to  the  numberless  seductive  infin- 
ences  of  these  times  of  unhallowed  excitement,  and  speculation,  became, 
during  the  last  year,  increasingly  evident  to  the  faculty,  and  awakened 
new  solicitude  and  effort  to  secure  the  college  against  the  dangers  of  reli- 
gious declension,  and  to  connect  feeling  and  emotion  with  the  severer  exer- 
cises of  the  mind  on  subjects  connected  with  the  gospel. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  and  the  beginning  of  the  present  college  year, 
this  subject  was  considered  by  the  faculty  with  much  attention.  Their 
fVequent  conversations  resulted  not  in  any  change  of  views  as  to  the  proper 
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budineas  of  tJiorough  classical  instruction^  but  in  a  deeper  sense  of  the  im- 
portance of  connecting  always  the  spiritual  with  the  intellectual  and  moral 
in  a  course  of  study,  and  in  a  more  active  conviction  of  the  desirable- 
ness of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  minds  of  till  classes  of  the 
students. 

It  soun  appeared  that  the  minds  of  the  religious  members  of  college  had 
been  for  some  time  moved  with  corresponding  sentiments.  They  aspired 
after  something  better  than  scientific  attainments.  They  began  to  speak 
often  to  one  another  of  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  And  although  no  direct 
influence  was  used,  from  without,  to  promote  any  special  religious  attention, 
or  effect,  it  became  evident  that  an  invisible  agency  wa:*  employed  in 
quickening  the  zeal,  the  courage,  and  faithfulness  of  Christians,  and  in  pre- 
paring others  to  receive  religious  counsel  and  admonition. 

An  unusually  large  accession  of  religious  students,  in  the  class  then 
entering  college,  gave  additional  encouragement  to  our  minds;  The  tone 
of  religious  and  moral  feeling,  during  the  fall  term  was  sensibly  elevatedj 
the  spirit  of  prayer  was  increased,  and  hopes  began  to  be  expressed  that 
the  Spirit  of  God  was  about  to  revisit  us,  as  at  other  favored  seasons  in  the 
history  of  the  college,  when  many  now  active  in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ 
received  their  first  direction  to  his  service. 

As  an  instance  of  the  state  of  feeling  in  college  about  this  time,  it  may  be 
related,  that  when  it  was  understood  that  the  trustees,  in  view  of  the  moral 
evils  of  the  old  system  of  college  distinctions,  were  considering  the  question 
of  a  change  of  arrangements,  in  'that  respect^  the  students  alrnost  unani- 
mously petitioned  for  such  a  change,  as,  in  their  view,  favorable  to  the  inter- 
ests of  virtue,  and  that  the  action  of  the  trustees  entirely  abolishing  that 
system,  was,  and  has  been  thought  as  well  by  the  students  as  the  faculty,  to 
promise  the  happiest  results,  in  respect  both  to  the  moral  and  intellectual 
advancement  of  the  college, — a  progress  of  opinion,  which,  I  assure  you, 
has  given  no  little  pleasure  to  many  ardent  patrons  of  Christian  education, 
of  whose  theories^  on  this  subject,  we  are  now  determined  to  make  a  full 
and  fair  experiment. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  spring  term,  indications  of  the  Divine 
presence,  both  in  the  college  and  village,  were  unquestionable.  Some  of 
our  young  men  bad  come  from  scenes  of  religious  revival,  with  a  new  ani- 
mation, the  spirit  of  Christian  confidence  and  affection,  of  prayer,  of  reso- 
lution, and  enterprise  became  general ;  the  chapel,  the  lecture  room,  the 
walks,  and  resorts  of  students  were  marked  by  a  sobriety,  decorum,  and 
frequently  a  solemnity,  which  showed  the  mind  to  be  aflTected  by  the  truth 
and  the  Spirit  of  God  ;  and  for  a  period  of  six  or  eight  weeks  the  college 
enjoyed,  in  connection  with  the  village,  a  revival  of  religion  of  peculiar 
interest  and  importance,  establishing  the  influence  of  vital  Chrbtianity,  and 
giving  an  impulse  and  direction  to  all  Christian  minds,,  which  seem  to  u» 
of  unusual  promise  in  regard  to  the  advancement  of  the  gospel. 

A  series  of  religious  meetings  holden  by  the  church  and  congregation, 
in  the  village,  during  the  spring  term,  in  connection  with  the  settlement 
and  active  labors  of  a  pastor,  contribiited  materially  to  increase  the  religious 
feeling  in  the  college.  The  infkience  of  those  meetings  in  promoting  the 
activity  and  confidence  of  Christians,  and  especially  in  confirming  their 
mind»  in  the  view  of  Christianity  as  a  spiritual  religion,  and  in  its  advance- 
ment as  connected  with  the  zeal  and  prayers  of  Christian  believers,  seeme 
to  us  as  remarkably  evident  and  salutary,  and  of  peculiar  importance  in 
reference  to  those  who  are  contemplating  the  Christian  ministry. 

About  twenty  of  the  students  have  expressed  the  hope  of  salvation,  and 
it  may  be  eighty,  or  ninety  persons  in  the  village  and  vicinity.  We  rejoice 
to  record  the  goodness  and  loving  kindness  of  the  Lord.  Through  his 
mercy  we  have  increased  in  strength ;  we  are  confirmed  in  the  hope  of 
guiding  the  minds  of  our  young  men,  more  prevailingly,  by  the  moral  infiu^ 
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eiices  of  the  firospel,  of  ioiproTin^  our  sjstem  of  education  by  the  aids  of 
religious  and  moral  principle,  and  of  renderingr  the  college  subservient  to 
the  great  purpose  for  which  it  was  established,  the  glorifying  of  our  Lord

Amherst,  May  31,  1835. 

Dear  Sir, — Professor  Fiflke  has  put  into  my  hands  your  letter  requesting 
some  account  of  the  revival  in  Amherst  College  last  term.  We  have 
thought  it  due  to  the  Christian  public  to  make  some  brief  statement  on  the 
subject  in  some  of  the  papers  or  journals,  but  absence  during  the  vacation 
has  thus  far  prevented.  We  may  do  it  still :  but  I  will  in  this  place  make 
a  brief  statement  respecting  this  work  of  divine  grace. 

It  may  be  stated  for  the  encouragement  of  Christians,  that  the  last 
Thursday  in  February  (the  annual  concert  of  prayer  for  literary  institu- 
tions) never  passes,  without  producing  a  powerful  effect  upon  this  institu- 
tion; even  though  no  distinct  revival  follows.  This  year  the  effect  seemed 
.  rather  greater  than  usual.  Indeed,  from  the  beginning  of  the  term,  it  was 
clear  that  some  Christians  kad  set  their  facts  unlo  the  Lord  God,  to  stek  by 
prayer  and  suppiications,  with  fastingy  and  sackcloth  and  ashes,  for  the  revi- 
val of  religion  ;  as  you  yourself  had  occasion  to  know  during  your  salutary 
labors  among  us.  Afler  the  concert,  however,  it  was  equally  clear,  that 
Satan  was  hosed  for  a  little  season.  Besides  other  excesses,  which  ren- 
dered the  work  of  thorough  discipline  indispensable  in  many  instances, 
one  meeting  for  non-professors  of  religion  was  disturbed  by  Uie  explosion 
of  crackers;  and  in  the  midst  of  a  subsequent  one,  more  than  a  pound  of 
gunpowder,  previously  arranged  in  trains,  was  exploded.  This  was  quite 
overdoing  tlie  work  of  Satan  ;  and  from  that  time  to  the  close  of  the  term, 
the  revival  continued  with  an  unusually  uniform  state  of  feeling.  It  waa 
probably  most  powerful  in  its  influence  over  professors  of  religion ;  many 
of  whom  for  a  time  abandoned  their  hopes,  (and  often  with  good  reason,) 
and  others  saw  and  felt  the  dangerous  alienation  from  God  in  which  they 
had  been  living.  The  number  of  students  on  the  ground  when  the  work 
,  began,  was  probably  a  little  over  200 ;  and  only  about  50  of  these  were 
destitute  of  a  hope.  At  least  one  third  of  this  number  professed  to  have 
experienced  a  renewing  change.  The  cases  of  conviction  were  mostly 
insulated,  and  each  case  seemed  to  require  a  great  deal  of  effort  and  prayer 
on  the  part  of  the  whole  church  before  the  individual  was  made  willing  to 
submit  to  God.  Meetings  were  more  numerous  than  has  been  usual  with 
uain  time  of  a  revival }  yet  uniformly  well  attended.  Several  entire  days 
were  devoted  to  fasting  and  prayer,  attended  with  the  preachitig  of  the 
gospel ;  and  personal  conversation  with  Christians  and  with  sinners  was 
very  frequent  and  much  blessed.  Upon  the  whole,  though  the  number  of 
conversions  is  not  so  great,  this  has  been  one  of  the  most  thorough  and 
pleasant  revivals  which  wc  have  ever  witnessed  among  us:  and  it  was 
particularly  interesting  to  see  so  good  a  state  of  feeling  to  the  very  last 
day  of  the  term.  Whether  the  members  of  the  Institution  will  return 
during  the  present  week  still  animated  with  the  same  spirit,  remains  to  be 
seen. 

It  has  not  generally  been  known  that  a  revival  among  professors  of  reli- 
gion has  taken  place  in  this  college  nearly  every  year  since  its  establish- 
ment, attended  with  a  few  conversions.  And  we  have  learnt  of  late 
greatly  to  value  these  visitations  on  account  of  their  powerful  influence  in 
checking  that  downward  tendency  so  generally  manifest  among  literary 
men  who  are  professors  of  religion.  Although,  therefore.  Christians  may 
not  always  hear  of  special  reviyals  in  our  literary  institutions  in  answer  to 
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tk»ir  prayers,  yet  they  may  rest  assured  that  their  prayers  are  not  left 
unanswered ;  and  the  judgment  day  may  perhaps  show,  that  to  elevate  the 
piety  of  educated  men,  may  sometimes  be  of  more  importance  than  the 
conversion  of  souls. 

Agreeably  to  their  custom,  the  Faculty  of  the  College  at  the  close  of  the 
last  term,  entered  upon  their  records  the  following  Resolve : 

••Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  during  the  past  term,  to  visit 
this  College  with  a  precious  revival  of  religion,  whereby  many  have  been 
quickened  and  some  hopefully  converted :    . 

*•  Therefore^  Resolved,  by  the  Faculty,  that  they  desire  to  enter  this  record 
of  the  fact,  as  a  testimony  of  their  deep  indebtedness  to  the  sovereign 
mercy  of  a  covenant  keeping  God ;  and  of  their  obligation  to  labor  wUh 
new  courage  and  zeal  in  his  service.*'    Respectfully  yours,

Dear  Sir,— I  received  on  the  30th  your  letter  of  the  26th  ult.  I  judge 
from  the  form  of  it  that  it  is  a  circular ; — and  that  had  you  drawn  it  with  a 
particular  reference  to  us,  it  would  have  had  a  form  little  different  The 
last  term,  (beginning  in  the  end  of  January,)  was  indeed  a  season  of  uncom- 
mon religious  interest  here.  During  most  of  the  term  there  was  apparent 
much  more  than  our  habitual  zeal  and  spirituality  among  the  great  body  of 
professors  of  religion  in  college.  Some  of  them  were  led  to  very  painful 
and  anxious  inquiry  into  the  soundness  of  their  Christian  experience — and 
a  very  important  advance  in  the  divine  life  seems  to  have  been  made  by 
many.  Among  the  other  students  a  degree  of  soberness  and  interest  in  the 
subject  of  religion  -^as  visible  for  some  weeks — but  the  minds  of  only  a 
few  were  strongly  moved.  We  trust  there  were  two  or  three  conversions. 
Some  of  us  were  much  disappointed  that  we  did  not  see  the  impenitent 
flocking  to  Christ.  This  disappointment  I  hope  will  not  make  us  forget  to 
thank  God  for  mercy  bestowed. — From  some  other  colleges  you  will  receive 
more  favorable  reports  ;  I  wish  you  may  from  this,  at  some  other  time.

Rev.  and  dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the  religious 
state  of  our  Institution,  I  have  no  very  specific  and  definite  information  to 
communicate.  It  has  not,  like  some  of  our  colleges,  been  recently  blessed 
with  what  may  properly  be  denominated  a  rtmnal ;  because,  during  the 
term  iost  closed,  there  has  been  but  one  or  two  marked  cases  of  conversion. 
But  the  general  state  of  religious  deportment  among  the  professors  of  reli- 

g'on  (of  whom  there  are  nearly  one  hundred  in  the  institution),  has  been, 
rough  the  term,  uniformly  pleasing  and  increasingly  interesting.  We 
have  strong  hopes,  therefore,  that  the  influence  of  their  example  and 
prayers,  will  be  followed  with  the  blessing  of  Heaven  on  the  other  members 
(more  than  fifty)  of  college.  Indeed,  they  have  already  been  felt  to  some 
extent ;  producing  a  state  of  order,  sobriety,  and  diligence,  highly  pleasing. 
As  to  the  beneficiaries,  in  whom  you  feel  the  deepest  interest,  I  can  in 
moat  cases  give  you  assurance  that  they  are  maintaining  a  consistent  Chris- 
tian character,  and  making  good  attainments.  Many  of  them  are  among 
cur  most  enterprising  young  men,  distinguished  as  Christians  and  as  schol-  • 
ars. — On  the  whole,  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  informing  you,  that  our  Insti- 
tution, though  not  blessed,  as  some  others  are,  and  as  this  has  often  been, 
with  a  general  revival,  is  nevertheless  in  a  condition  highly  interesting ; 
calcolated  to  encourage  the  hopes,  and  calling  for  tlie  prayers  of  the  friends 
of  Zion.  Let  us,  dear  Sir,  have  a  remembrance  in  your  pray ers,  that,  when 
the  young  men  come  together,  at  the  commencement  of  our  summer  term, 
12 
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the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  may  come  with  them.  More  especially,  let  me  ask 
yoa,  when  you  make  us  your  annual  visit  of  supervision,  to  come  expecting 
to  see  the  salvation  of  God ;  and  prepared  to  protract  your  visit  and  usual 
labors  of  love.

Extract  from  a  communication  respecting  a  revival  of  religion  in  Jeffer- 
'  son  College,  and  Canonsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  by  President  Brown. 

As  to  the  result,  fifty-nint  have  recently  been  admitted,  on  examination, 
to  the  communion  of  the  church.  Of  these  38  are  students,  21  connected 
with  the  little  congregation  that  worship  with  us  in  tlie  college.  There  are 
others,  who  it  is  hoped  are  the  subjects  of  a  saving  change.  Some  absent  on 
account  of  health — some  belonging  to  other  churches — some  whose  cases 
are  not  sufficiently  clear,  and  decided — some  still  "inquiring" — "some, 
alas!  we  fear  are  blighted" — ^some  who  were  impressed  and  awakened,  have 
become  careless — some  morp  hardened  than  before — they  have  "quenched 
the  Spirit,"  lost  their  convictions,  and  we  fear  will  lose  their  souls ! 

The  cases  of  those  admitted,  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  are  generally  very 
satisfactory.  Their  exercises  and  views  have  been  very  similar ;  not  much 
legal  terror,  bat  an  oppressive  sense  of  blindness,  depravity,  and  hardness 
of  heart  They  have  thus  been  taught,  by  their  own  experience,  their 
utter  helplessness  ;  and  "  cut  off"  from  all  dependence  on  their  own  right- 
eousness and  strength,  prostrate  at  the  feet  of  Christ,  they  have  found  in 
him  alone,  "joy  and  peace  in  believing." 

The  work  has  also  been  very  powerful  among  professors  of  religion. 
The  Lord  has  indeed  come  amongst  them,  as  "  a  refiner's  fire."  Under  the 
enlightened  influence  of  the  Spirit,  there  has  been  great  searching  and 
rending  of  hearts.  A  number  believing  that  they  never  had  experienced 
genuine  conversion,  gave  up  all  their  old  hopes.  Many  have  experienced 
more  pungent  convictions  and  distressing  exercises  of  mind,  than  the  young 
converts,  before  they  were  again  blessed  with  "the  joys  of  salvation." 
This  "refining"  process,  especially  among  those  who  have  In  view  the 
sacred  office,  will,  for  obvious  reasons,  be  of  incalculable  importance  to 
themselves,  and  to  the  church  of  God. 

The  means  and  measures  employed,  were  the  old  scriptural  appointed 
means— old  as  the  day  of  Pentecost:  viz.  prayer — earnest,  united,  and 
persevering  prayer— occasional  fasting — Christian  conference — ^personal 
conversation — ^family  visitation — preaching  the  great  truths  of  the  Bible, 
law  and  gospel — doctrines  and  duties  in  due  proportion,  with  plainness  and 
simplicity,  addressing  the  understanding,  the  conscience  and  the  heart. 
The  accession  from  the  students  of  the  college,  (about  one  half  membeia 
of  the  Junior  class,)  it  Will  be  readily  perceived,  is  of  incalculable  impor- 
tance, embracing  a  large  amount  of  talent,  now  consecrated  to  God,  and 
destined,  we  trust,  to  impart  influence  which  will  be  felt  over  our  whole 
country,  and  over  the  world.  Oh!  why  do  not  Christians  pray  more  for 
colleges  ? 

It  IS  worthy  of  notice  that  almost  all  the  subjects  of  this  work,  students 
and  others,  were  blessed  with  religious  parents,  especially  pious  mothers! 
If  this  statement  should  meet  the  eye  of  any  parent,  who  has  a  son  at 
college,  still  estranged  from  God,  impenitent  and  unimpressed  amidst  these 
scenes,  will  not  that  parent  think,  and  feel,  and  weep,  and  agonize  in  prayer 
for  his  conversion  to  God  ? 

Extract  from  a  communication  in  respect  to  a  revival  of  religion  in  Wash- 
ington, in  connection  with  Washington  College,  Pennsylvania,  by  the  Rev. 
David  Elliott,  published  in  the  Pittsburg  Christian  Herald. 

As  an  intimation  was  given,  through  your  paper,  some  time  ago,  that 
God  had  visited  his  church  in  this  place,  with  the  reviving  influences  of  his 
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Holy  Spirit,  the  religious  public  will  probably  be  looking  for  something 
more  special  on  that  subject,  through  the  same  medium.  In  meeting  this 
application,  I  am  aware  of  the  danger  of  precipitating.  There  are,  however, 
extremes  on  both  sides  of  this  subject  Hasty  publications  of  conversions 
immediately-  after  they  are  supposed  to  have  occurred,  can  hardly  fail  to  do 
injury.  On  the  other  hand,  by  refusing  a  candid  statement  of  facts  in  rela- 
tion to  the  power  of  God's  grace  in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  after  a  rea- 
sonable time  has  elapsed  to  make  examination,  and  test  the  soundness  of 
the  work,  we  may  withhold  honor  from  Christ,  excite  unneccssarv  suspi- 
cions against  the  revival,  and  suppress  a  very  cogent  motive  which  might 
influence  others  to  seek  for  similar  blessings  on  the  church  with  which  they 
are  connected. 

As  a  p€arl  of  the  number  who  have  been  hopefully  converted,  ,/|/2y-(m« 
have  made  a  public  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  sat  down  with  us 
at  the  table  of  the  Lord  on  last  Sabbath.  These  consist  of  persons,  from 
upwards  of  threescore  and  ten  years  of  age,  down  to  tender  youth,  among 
whom  are  a  number  of  heads  of  families,  and  persons  of  every  variety  of  in- 
tellect, and  every  grade  of  mental  cultivation,  displaying  at  once  the  sover- 
eignty and  power  of  divine  grace.  A  considerable  number  still  remain  as  the 
fruit  of  this  work,  who,  as  we  trust,  will  in  due  time,  take  their  place  among 
the  professed  followers  of  the  Lamb.  And  it  ought  to  be  mentioned  as  a 
iact  of  peculiar  interest,  that  Washington  College,  located  in  our  boroup^, 
has  shared  in  the  gracious  effusion  of  the  Spirit,  and  twelve  of  those  added 
at  our  late  communion,  were  from  among  the  number  of  her  sons. 

As  to  the  character  of  the  work,  there  were,  in  a  few  cases,  at  the  com- 
mencement, indications  of  highly  excited  feelings,  which  were  discouraged 
and  suppressed.  With  these  tew  exceptions,  the  work  was  marked  by 
solemn  stillness  in  all  our  meetings.  The  convictions  were  distinguished 
generally,  by  deep  and  oppressive  anguish  of  spirit,  by  a  supposed  destitu- 
tion of  feeling,  and  the  presence  of  great  hardness  of  heart,  and  by  a  sense 
of  total  helplessness  and  deep  guilt  in  the  sight  of  God.  But  few  had  much 
legal  terror.  As  to  the  manner  and  measure  of  the  subsequent  exercises, 
they  have,  of  course,  been  various,  and  need  not  be  described. 

Extracts  from  the  Ohio  Observer. 

WBSTsaN  Reserve  College. — ^There  has  recently  been  a  very  great 
increase  of  religious  feeling  and  spirit  of  prayer  among  the  Christians  in 
this  inatitution — a  revival  of  relieion  among  th^  people  oj  God,  The  con- 
▼ersions  are  not  numerous.  Indeed  there  are  few  to  be  converted.  The 
president  informed  me  that  of  the  eighty-five. members  of  college  only  six 
or  «even  are  ranked  among  the  impenitent  All  the  rest  are  hopefully  pious, 
and  nearly  all  desiring  to  preach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  dying  men. 

Marietta  College,  cX  Marietta^  Ohio, — In  the  precious  season  of 
refreshing  which  has  been  enjoyed  in  that  place  within  it  few  months,  the 
college  shared  richly.  About  thirty  members  of  the  institution  are  received 
among  the  subjects  of  the  work — there  are  90  students  in  the  institution, 
most  of  whom  are  preparing  for  the  ministry.  It  is  the  professed  object  of 
this  institution  to  raise  up  ministers  and  pious  teachers — accordingly  the 
faculty,  pious  students  and  the  church  in  town,  make  it  a  permanent  and 
special  subject  of  prayer,  that  all  who  enjoy  its  advantages  may  be  sancti- 
fied and  made  meet  for  the  Master's  use. 

Danville  College,  Kentucky, — From  a  letter  it  appears  that  thi» 
institution  is  enjoying  a  revival.  About  twenty  members  of  the  college 
were  hopefully  converted  to  God,  and  the  work  was  still  in  progress^ 

Seminart  at  Batticotta,  in  CeyUm,— From  a  letter  received  from  the 
Rev.  Daniel  Poor,  Principal  of  the  Institution,  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
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taries  of  the  American  Board,  dated  December  10,  1834,  it  appears  that 
there  has  been  a  revival  of  reli^on  among  the  students  of  that  Seminary. 
Quite  a  number  give  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart.  **The  most  signal 
and  prominent  thing  in  the  work  was  that  a  club  of  7  or  8  of  the  first 
young  men  in  the  senior  class,  who  sometime  before  had  combined  with 
mutual  promise  and  counsel,  never  on  any  account  to  adopt  the  Christian 
religion,  were  in  one  day  and  without  exception  brought  to  acknowledge 
themselves  lost  sinners,  and  soon  to  profess  Christ  as  their  Saviour.  The 
whole  Seminary  was  shaken." 

Some  other  Institutions  have  been  manifestly  blessed  with  the  influences 
of  the  Holy  Spirit    Particulars  cannot  be  given.

REV.  BENJAMIN  BLYDENBURG  WISNER,  D.  D. 

Dr.  Wisner  was  born,  September  29,  1794,  in  Goshen,  Orange  county, 
New  York.  He  prepared  for  college  principally  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Axtell 
of  Geneva,  and  graduated  at  Union  College  in  Schenectady,  in  1813.  He 
discharged  the  duties  of  a  Tutor  in  his  Alma  Mater  for  the  space  of  three 
years  with  success  and  approbation.  It  was  at  this  time,  that  he  indulged 
a  hope  of  reconciliation  to  God,  and  made  a  public  profession  of  religion. 
At  this  time,  too,  he  commenced  the  study  of  divinity  with  Dr.  Yates,  then 
a  professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  in  the  Institution.  Upon  resigning  his 
office  as  Tutor,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Princeton,  where  he  resided  two  years  pursuing  his  education  for  the  min- 
istry. In  1820  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  in  February,  1821, 
he  was  ordained  as  pastor  of  the  Old  South  Church,  Boston,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  minister  faithfully  in  word  and  doctrine,  until  he  accepted  his 
appointment  as  a  Secretary  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  Missions,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  November, 
1832.  For  a  year  previous  to  this,  his  health  was  feeble,  and  many  doubts 
were  entertained  of  his  recovery.  On  commencing  his  new  course  of 
labors  he  gradually  regained  his  health,  and  was  enabled  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office  with  great  zeal  and  vigor.  He  deceased  in  Boston,  afler 
a  sickness  of  five  days,  of  the  scarlet  fever,  on  Monday,  February  9,  1835,  in 
the  4l8t  year  of  his  age.  The  funeral  services  were  attended  in  the  meet- 
ing-house of  the  Old  South  Church,  on  the  Friday  following.  Prayers 
were  ofiered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jcnks  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blagden,  and  a  ser- 
mon preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fay. 

Dr.  Wisner,  iu  many  respects,  had  a  mind  of  the  first  order.  It  was  clear 
and  vigorous,  active  and  prompt,  methodical  and  accurate.  His  piety  was 
rationS,  consistent,  practical,  and,  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  highly  ele- 
vated. He  was  instructive,  energetic,  and  impressive  as  a  preacher; 
faithful  and  judicious  as  a  pastor ;  wise  and  sober  as  a  counsellor.  As  a 
man  and  friend,  he  was  social,  kind,  frank  and  afiectionate ;  and  as  an 
executive  officer  he  was  surpassed  by  none.  He  ever  took  a  deep  interest 
in  all  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day.  And,  though  he  was  em- 
phatically consecrated  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  yet  no  one  felt 
more  fully  the  importance  of  the  American  Education  Society,  no  one 
understood  more  perfectly  its  operations,  and  no  one  saw  more  clearly  the 
labors  necessary  to  advance  its  interests,  than  he.  Like  the  venerated 
Dr.  Porter,  he  believed  it  to  be  a  fundamental  Institution,  and  also  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  other  benevolent  Societies. — A  great  man  has 
fallen  in  Israel.

An  act  to  incorporate  the  jSmerican  Education  Society, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  William  Phillips,  Samuel 
Salisbury,  Eliphalet  Pearson,  William  Reed,  Joshua  Bates,  Asa  Eaton,  Samuel  H« 
"Walley,  and  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  together  with  those  who  have  associated,  and 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made 
a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  The  American  Education  Society.  And  the 
Society  aforesaid  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  common  Seal, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  may  purchase  and  receive, 
by  ffift  or  devise,  lands,  tenements,  and  real  estate  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  hold 
In  lee  simple,  or  less  estate,  the  annual  income  and  profits  whereof  shall  not  exceed 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  Society  is  hereby  enabled  lo  take 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  charitably  disposed  persons,  and  may  take  any  personal 
estate  in  succession;  and  all  donations  to  the  Society,  either  by  subscription,  legacy, 
or  otherwise,  (excepting  such  as  shall  be  differently  appropriated  by  the  donors,  or 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society,  agreeably  to  their  Constitution,)  shall  make  a  part  or  be  put 
into  the  capital  stock  of  the  Society,  which  shall  be  put  out  on  interest  on  good  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  income  or  pronts  applied 
to  the  purpose  of  aiding  Indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  hopeful  piety  in  acquiring 
a  learned  and  competent  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Society  may  choose  a  President, 
yice  President,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  see  6t ;  and 
may  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  incorporation,  by  the  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  said  meeting,  adopt  such  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and 
By-laws,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  orderly  conducting  and  executini(  the 
business  of  said  Society,  and  for  the  most  effectually  securing  the  object  of  their 
institution ;  which  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and  By-laws  shall  be  for  the 
government  of  said  Society,  and  shall  not  be  altered  at  any  subsequent  meethig,  but 
in  the  manner  therein  pointed  out :  provided  such  Rules  and  By-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Society  aforesaid  may  at  all  times  un- 
der the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  or  Agents,  to  prosecute  and  defend  suits  with  power  of  substitution ;  and  It 
•ball  be  lawful  for  the  said  Society  to  make  sale  of  any  estate  or  personal  property, 
given  or  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  way  or  right  accruing  to  them  in 
their  corporate  capacity,  (unless  that,  which  is  given,  be  otherwise  expressly  or- 
dered or  appropriated  by  the  donor,)  and  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  other  legal 
instrument,  duly  executed ;  and  when  the  property  to  be  conveyed  is  real  estate, 
nnder  the  hand  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Society:  provided  that  all 
moneys,  arising  from  such  sale,  be  applied  to  the  same  use  to  which  the  income 
tiiereof  was  before  applied. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  William  Phillips,  Esquire,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  by  notification,  in  any  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  In  Boston,  to 
appoint  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society.

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  pious  young  men  for  the 
gospel  ministry. 

Art.  I.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury  at  one  time,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  forty 
dollars,  shall  be  an  honorary  member ;  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit 
and  deliberate  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  But  all  members  here- 
after added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 

Art.  II.  A  permanent  fund,  consisting  of  bequests,  legacies,  and 
donations,  given  for  this  special  purpose,  shall  be  formed  by  the 
Directors. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Clerk, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  who  shall  continue 
in  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  IV.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
such  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge  ex- 
pedient. 

Art.  V.  The  Society  shall  annually  appoint,  by  ballot,  eleven 
Directors ;  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  by  sollr 
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citing  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents  to  solicit^ 
the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This  Board  shall  ha?e 
the  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  support  of  beneficiaries  ; 
of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  patronage ;  of  appointing 
committees  to  examine  and  recommend  its  applicants  living  in  distant 
parts ;  and,  generally,  of  transacting  all  business  necessary  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  not  otherwise  herein  provided 
for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  annually  make  report  of  their  transactions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  dualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry  ;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor 
or  instructors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually  exhibit 
to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to  receive 
aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary , 
after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors,  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serioas 
purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry. 

Art.  VII.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors ;  or,  who 
shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  ministry,  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  education, 
with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Art.  VIII.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, in  concurrence  with  three  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  two  sureties,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the 
safest  and  most  productive  forms ;  make  payments  and  advances  of 
money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  Directors ; 
and  annually  render  to  the  Society  a  written  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the  amount  of  its  funds,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested  : — this  account  to  be  previouslj

examiiied  and  approved,  in  writing,  by  a  Conmiittee  of  the  Society, 
annnally  chosen  for  the  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  Directors, 
whenever  they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

AttT.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Directors  shall  appoint,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary 
bosiness. 

Art.  XL  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  twenty  members  shall  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
and  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidents  of  all  Societies,  auxiliary  to  this, 
which  shall  pay  annually  one  thousand  dollars  into  the  Treasury 
of  this  Society,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  honorary  Vice  Presidents  of  this 
Society. 

Art.  XIII.  Whenever  a  Society  shall  be  formed,  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  any  State  or  district,  which  shall  adopt  the  essential  principles 
of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  article,  as  the 
basis  of  its  own,  such  Society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence, 
and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received,  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a 
constituent  branch  of  the  American  Society. 

Every  such  Branch  Society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing  its 
own  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer ;  and 
also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 
Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Di« 
rectors  of  said  Branch  Society,  and  one,  by  the  Directors  of  this  So- 
ciety ;  and,  if  approved,  may  prosecute  his  studies,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of  said 
Branch  Society ;  or,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  such  candidate 
may  be  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society.  AH 
monies  of  any  Branch  Society,  not  appropriated  as  above,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  general  treasury  ;  and  whenever  the  exigencies  of 
such  Society  shall  exceed  its  own  resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance 
to  the  Directors  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XIV.  Presidents  of  Branch  Societies  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
members  of  this  Society,  and  also  honorary  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 
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Art.  XV.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  supply  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
till  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Art.  XVI.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  except 
on  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  and  by  vote  of  three  fourths  of 
the  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting ;  or  unless  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Society,  in  writing,  at  a 
previous  meeting.

CHAPTER  I.

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  super-  Dn^««- 
intend  and  to  manage  the  prudential  and  executive  busi- 
ness of  the  Society ;  and,  especially,  to  see  that  the  Con- 
stitution and  Rules  of  the  Society  are  faithfully  observed. 

2.  The  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  for  the  transaction  of  ^^eUM 
business,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October,     Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 

the  Secretary,  at  the  written  request  of  three  Directors. 

3.  Two  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  standing  Com- 
Board— a  Financial  Committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  °"    **' 
attend  to  the  funds,  and  to  advise  with  the  Treasurer  con- 
cerning the  investment  of  funds  in  the  safest  and  most 
productive  forms;  and  an  Executive  Committee  whose 

duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  to  discuss  subjects  of  im- 
portance, and  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  Board ;  to  afford 
the  Secretary  counsel  whenever  he  shall  request  it ;  and 
to  perform  any  business  during  the  recess  of  the  Board, 
which,  in  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
require.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings, which  record  shall  be  read  to  the  Board  at  their 
regular,  or  other  meetings,  for  their  approval.

1.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence; 
keep  the  records  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee; take  measures  for  increasing  the  funds;  and  do 
what  he  can  to  promote  the  highest  prosperity  and  usefal- 
ness  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the 
character  and  qualifications  of  applicants  for  aid,  and  for 
this  purpose  he  shall  be  authorized  to  take  part  with  Ex- 
amining Committees,  whenever  he  can  be  present,  in  the 
examination  of  candidates,  as  the  official  representative  of 
this  Board,  and  in  special  cases  to  conduct  examinations 
separately. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  exercise,  so  far 
as  he  shall  be  able,  pastoral  supervision  over  all  who  are 
under  the  patronage  of  the  Society ;  by  visiting  them  at 
the  places  where  they  reside,  and  conversing  and  praying 
with  them  individually  or  collectively ;  by  correspondence 
with  them,  and  with  their  instructors ;  and  by  any  other 
means  calculated  to  excite  them  to  eflbrt,  and  to  encourage 
them  to  seek  an  elevated  spirit  of  piety.

6.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  the  Secretary  in 
hb  department,  as  the  Board  shall  judge  to  be  necessary.

its  Branches.  Whenever,  in  his  judgment,  it  may  be  im- 
portant to  have  the  notes  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  at  the 
places  where  they  are  given,  he  shall  have  the  power  of 
appointing  such  persons  as  he  shall  judge  proper,  for  this 
parpose,  and  of  giving  them  the  necessary  instructions,  as 
his  agents.  When  the  notes  thus  given  shall  become 
due,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  seasonable  notice  thereof 
to  the  persons  by  whom  they  have  been  given,  unless  they 
shall  have  been  previously  cancelled,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Board. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  do-  StriKSTtoilil

He  shall,  also,  furnish  for  publi- 
cation quarterly,  or  oflener,  if  requested,  a  complete  list

Towport  aano-  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  writ- 
diy^to  Uie  So-  ^^^  Report  to  the  Society,  at  each  annual  meeting,  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  within  the  year ;  of  the  amount 
of  the  funds,  and  the  manner  of  their  investment ;  which 
Report  shall  be  previously  examined,  and  approved  in 
writing,  by  an  Auditing  Committee,  chosen  by  the  So- 
ciety. 
Togireboiub.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in  a  reason- 
able sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

OF   EXAMINING  COMMITTEES. 


Mode  of  •zam- 


Exanininf  I-  I'he  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  such  number 

&>mmittoM  to  ^^  Examining  Committees  in  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, to  examine  and  recommend  candidates  for  patronage, 
as  the  convenience  of  applicants,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Society,  may  require.  But,  as  the  duties  to  be  performed 
are  of  a  highly  sacred  and  responsible  nature,  the  undue 
multiplication  of  such  Committees  is  to  be  studiously 
avoided.  Where  no  special  reasons  exist  for  a  larger 
number,  each  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

2.  When  a  candidate  for  patronage  applies  for  examina- 
tion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examining  Committee,  to 
whom  the  application  is  made,  to  institute  a  personal  and 
faithful  inquiry  respecting  his  testimonials,  his  studies,  his 
religious  character ;  his  motives  in  seeking  an  education 
for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  his  willingness  to  conform 
to  the  Rules  of  the  American  Education  Society.  If,  after 
serious  and  full  examination,  the  Committee  shall  be  satis- 
lied  that  the  applicant  possesses  the  character  and  qualifi- 
cations required  of  beneficiaries  by  the  Constitution  and 
Rules  of  the  Society,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  recommend 
him  for  patronage  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent 
Society,  or  of  one  of  its  Branches  if  the  applicant  reside 
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within  the  limits  of  a  Branch  Society.  In  their  recom- 
mendation, the  Committee  shall  state  very  particularly, 
the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  place  of  education, 
church  connection,  and  other  important  facts  connected 
with  the  history  or  character  of  the  applicant,  together 
with  an  account  of  the  testimonials  furnished,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  by  whom  they  were  furnished. 

3.  If,  after  examining  a  candidate,  the  Committee  shall  Donbtftdeuw. 
have  doubts  respecting  his  character  and  qualifications, 

while  yet  they  are  so  far  satisfied  as  to  be  unwilling  to  re- 
ject the  application,  they  may  state  the  grounds  of  their 
doubts,  and  recommend  the  applicant  on  condition  of  re- 
examination after  a  suitable  period. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Examining  Com-  Applicants  to iw

mittees,  to  endeavor  to  impress  the  mmds  of  those  who  natura  of  their

apply  for  patronage  with  a  deep  sense  of  the  momentous 
and  solemn  nature  of  their  undertaking,  to  explain  to  them 
the  principles  upon  which  appropriations  are  made  by  this 
Society,  and  to  apprise  them  of  the  necessity,  which  the 
Rules  of  the  Society  lay  upon  them,  of  making  vigorous 
efforts  to  sustain  themselves.  It  is  recommended  that 
every  examination  of  candidates  be  introduced  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

5.  Certificates  and  testimonials  furnished  any  Examin-  TaaUmooiaia  to 
ing  Committee  shall  be  regarded  as  the  property  of  the  ^CdfcT^tiM 
Board  of.  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  shall  be  "**^ 
carefully  preserved  till  called  for  by  them  or  their  lawful 

agent ;  except,  that  in  case  an  applicant  shall  not  be 
received  on  trial,  his  papers  may,  if  he  requests  it,  be 
returned  to  him. 


CHAPTER  V. 

OF  BENEFICIARIES. 


1.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  candidate  for  as-  who  art  to  ha

ing  to  enter  College;  or  a  member  of  some  regularly 
constituted  College,  where  a  thorough  classical  course  is 
pursued ;  or  engaged  in  theological  studies  with  the  design 
of  taking  a  regular  three  years'  course. 
8t«pttoiMtakm  3.  When  a  young  man  wishes  to  apply  for  patronage, 
oM^nff  pft-  he  must  pursue  the  following  steps.  First,  He  must 
obtain  unequivocal  testimonials  from  three  or  more  serious 
and  respectable  persons  best  acquainted  with  him  and  bis 
circumstances,  (e.  g.)  his  minister,  instructor,  a  magis- 
trate, or  some  other  principal  man  in  the  vicinity,  stating 
his  age,  place  of  residence,  indigence,  moral  and  religious 
character,  including  his  church  connection,  talents,  pre- 
vious education,  and  serious  desire  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  These  testimonials  should  be  sealed 
papers,  that  the  writers  of  them  may  speak  freely,  con- 
cerning the  character  of  the  applicants.  Secondly.  Har- 
ing  obtained  these  testimonials,  the  applicant  must  present 
his  request  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  some 
Examining  Committee  in  his  neighborhood,  or  within  the 
portion  of  the  country  to  which  he  belongs.  If  no  such 
Committee  is  known  to  have  been  appointed,  the  applicant 
or  his  friends  may  write,  for  information,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Parent  Society ;  or  if  he  resides  within  the  limits 
of  a  Branch  Society,  to  the  Secretary  of  that  Branch. 
AppOeairti  ai-  4.  Whenever  a  young  man  has  taken  the  above  course, 
■madoatru.  ^^^  \)een  examined  and  recommended  by  an  authorized 
Committee,  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Parent  Soci- 
ety, or  of  one  of  its  Branches,  he  may  be  admitted  on 
trial,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  for  a  period  of  three 
months. 

5.  Every  young  man  admitted  on  trial,  or  regularly  re- 
ceived in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  renew 
his  application,  and  make  his  returns  to  the  Board  quar^ 
terly,  in  season  for  each  quarterly  meeting,  unless  for 
special  reasons  a  longer  period  shall  have  been  granted  by 
the  Board  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  he  shall  do  the  same, 
with  scrupulous  exactness,  according  to  the  following  form 
or  schedule — which  shall  be  regularly  and  punctually  re- 
turned by  all  under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  or  of  its 
Branches,  in  every  stage  of  their  education.

CHAPTER  VI. 

or  APPROPRIATIONS. 

Anoant  appro-      1*  The  smouut  appropriated  to  young  men  under  pa- 
v*^*^^  tronage  shall  be  the  least  with  which  they  can  be  carried 

forward,  consistently  with  health  and  a  thorough  educa- 
tion, after  making  suitable  efforts  to  assist  themselves,  and 
receiving  the  aid  of  other  public  funds  and  of  friends. 

2.  The  annual  amount  of  appropriations  to  the  young 
men  in  the  first  stage  of  education,  shall  be  forty-eight 
dollars — twelve  dollars  for  each  quarter :  to  those  in  the 
second  and  third  stages,  seventy-five  dollars ;  of  which 
eighteen  dollars  shall  be  appropriated  for  each  quarter 
ending  in  July  and  October;  nineteen  dollars  for  the 
quarter  ending  in  January;  and  twenty  dollars  for  the 
quarter  ending  in  April.  Where  the  board  and  tuition 
are  furnished  gratuitously,  the  quarterly  appropriation 
shall  be  ten  dollars. 

3.  Appropriations  in  money  shall  be  made  in  the  form 
um  tern  or  ^f  iQi^g^  fyg  which  young  men,  whether  of  age  or  not. 
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shall  give  their  notes,  at  the  time  of  receiving  them,  in  the 
following  form— if  under  the  direct  superintendence  of 
the  Parent  Society :

TWENTIETH  ANIfUAL  MEETING 


AMERICAN    EDUCATION    SOCIETY, 


The  Society  held  its  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting,  on  Thursday, 
May  12, 1836,  at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  in  the  Rooms  of  the  Presbyterian 
Education  Society,  New  York. 

The  Hon.  Samuel  Hubbard,  LL.  D.,  President  of  the  Society,  not 
being  present,  Zacuariah  Lewis,  Esq.,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  was 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

The  Rev.  Professor  Stuart,  of  Andover,  Massachusetts,  opened 
the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Owen,  New  York,  was  requested  to  act  as  Clerk. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 

The  reading  of  the  Report  of  the  Directors,  and  also  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer,  was  postponed  to  the  time  of  the  public  meeting,  to  be 
held  in  the  evening. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year  were  chosen. 

The  Society  adjourned  to  meet  at  half  past  seven  o'clock,  P.  M.  in 
the  Broadway  Tabernacle. 

The  Society  met  according  to  adjournment.  The  Rev.  Leonard 
Woods,  D.  D.,  of  Andover,  Massachusetts,  one  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents,  took  the  chair. 

The  services  were  commenced  with  prayer,  by  Rev.  John  Codman, 
D.  D.,  of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts. 

The  Treasurer,  Hardy  Ropes,  Esq.,  not  being  present,  his  Annual 
Report,  certified  by  the  Hon.  Pliny  Cutler,  as  Auditor,  was  read  by 
Oliver  Willcox,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Presbyterian  Education 
Society ;  and  the  same  was  accepted  and  adopted.

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An  abstract  of  the  Report  was  read  by  the  Rev.  William  Patton, 
of  New  York. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Samuel  Fisher,  D.  D.,  of  Patterson,  New 
Jersey,  seconded  by  Rev.  Nathan  B.  Crocker,  D.  D.,  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island, 

Resolved,  That  the  Roport,  an  abstract  of  which  has  now  been  read,  be  accepted 
and  adopted,  and  be  prinlcd  under  the  direction  of  Uie  Executive  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Todd,  of  Northampton,  Massachusetts, 
seconded  by  Rev.  Sylvester  Eaton,  of  Patterson,  New  Jersey, 

Resolved f  That  the  peculiar  state  of  tliis  country  and  of  the  world,  demands 
vigorous  and  increased  efforts  to  raise  up  a  holy  and  devoted  ministry. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark,  of  Hudson,  Ohio,  seconded 
by  Rev.  Eliakim  Phelps,  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 

Resolvedf  That  the  command  of  Christ  to  *  go  and  teach  all  nations,*  requires 
of  the  church  to  educate,  as  well  as  to  send  forth,  men  in  sufficient  numbers  for  the 
immediate  accomplishment  of  the  work. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  William  J.  Armstrong,  one  of  the  Secretaries 
of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  sec- 
onded by  Rev.  Ansel  Nash,  of  Bloomfield,  Connecticut, 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  urgent  and  increasing  demand  for  thorong'hly 
educated  ministers  of  tlie  ffospel^  throughout  the  unevangelized  world,  the  Ameri- 
can Education  Society  ought  to  be  sustained  by  the  fervent  prayers,  the  liberal 
contributions,  and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  who  desire  the  glory  of  Christ,  in 
the  salvation  of  men. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cogswell,  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
seconded  by  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.,  of  Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Education  Society,  in  view  of  the  maenitude  of 
the  work  in  which  it  is  engaged,  and  the  vast  impoitance  of  its  speedy  accom- 
plishment, does  most  cordially  rejoice  in  the  effoits  of  all  other  evangeucal  £>1q- 
cation  Societies  whose  object  is  to  increase  the  number  of  pious,  feamed,  and 
efficient  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Messrs.  Schmucker,  Todd,  GLARKy 
Armstrong,  and  the  Secretary.* 

The  meeting  was  then  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Humphrey,  President  of  Amherst  College.

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TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


DIRECTORS. 


It  is  a  strange  and  melancholy  fact  that  Christianity  has  made 
but  little  progress  for  fifteen  successive  centuries.  Truly  painfiil 
is  it  to  look  down  this  deep  gulf,  and  number  the  millions  of  im- 
mortal beings  who  have  perished  without  the  gospel ;  and  humilia^ 
ting  to  count  up  the  eighteen  hundred  years  since  the  Saviour  com- 
manded that  his  gospel  be  preached  in  all  the  world  and  to  every 
creature,  and  to  learn  the  fact  that  at  this  late  period  the  greater 
portion  of  the  world  lies  in  wickedness  and  hopelessness.  More , 
than  six  hundred  millions  of  heathens  and  Mohammedans  know 
nothmg  of  Jesus  Christ  the  only  Saviour.  More  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  millions  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  churches  are  sunk 
into  the  grossest  idolatry,  and  vast  multitudes  in  nominally  Chris- 
tian countries  are  destitute  of  a  preached  gospel. 

The  work  of  publishing  the  gospel  to  all  these  millions  must  be 
performed ;  and  by  whom  ?  The  responsibility  of  the  past  genera- 
tions is  closed  and  sealed  for  the  judgment.  We  may  not  roll  it 
upon  coming  times,  without  great  accumulation  of  guilt.  The  cir- 
cle narrows  until  an  uncommon  weight  of  responsibility  rests  upon 
the  men  of  the  present  generation.  We  have  instrumentally  in 
our  keeping  the  everlasting  destiny  of  millions  at  home,  and  hun- 
dreds of  millions  among  the  heathen.  The  salvation  of  the  world, 
in  a  great  degree  depends,  under  God,  upon  the  men  of  the  present 
generation. 

The  five  millions  of  destitute  population  in  the  United  States 
will  soon  increase  to  eight,  to  sixteen,  to  thirty  millions.  The  six 
hundred  millions  of  the  heathen  will  soon  swell  to  twice  that  num- 
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ber.  If  now  neglected,  they  will  soon  require  tenfold  more  than 
all  our  resources  to  win  back  the  territory  and  supply  them  with  a 
preached  gospel.  Error  like  a  mighty  flame  is  sweeping  rapidly  on. 
Let  these  interests  be  disregarded  by  the  men  of  the  present  gen- 
eration ;  let  the  work  continue  to  augment  until  our  children  come 
upon  the  busy  stage  of  life,  and  what  human  power  can  stem  the 
tide  of  irreligion  which  shall  then  sweep  its  angry,  desolating  surges 
over  the  wide  world. 

Every  instrumentality  which  will  advance  truth  and  holiness,  is 
of  immense  value.  The  work  of  Missions,  both  Home  and  For- 
eign, the  circulation  of  Bibles  and  Religious  Tracts,  the  influence 
of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Bible  Classes,  and  the  power  of  revivals 
multiplied  and  extended,  are  all  indispensable.  Still  it  should  be 
indelibly  impressed  upon  every  mind  that  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  among  all  nations  and  to  the  end  of  the  world  is  the  princi- 
pal instrumentality  which  God  has  appointed  for  the  conversion  of 
the  world.  <'It  pleases  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preachbg  to 
save  them  that  believe."  "  Faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hear- 
ing by  the  word  of  God, — and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?"  All  other  means,  however  splendid  and  comprehensive 
in  plan  and  influence,  or  imposing  and  indispensable  in  the  promise 
of  good,  are  but  auxiliary  and  subservient.  For  where  the  gospel  is 
not  preached,  religion  has  never  flourished ;  but  in  every  place  where 
the  faithful  ministry  is  enjoyed,  there  are  found  all  other  instrumen- 
talities in  vigorous  and  successful  action  promoting  alike  the  civil 
and  the  religious  welfare  of  man.  These  are  the  considerations, 
that  load  with  such  immense  responsibility  the  work  of  training 
young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Says  President  Edwards,  the 
elder,  "  Great  things  might  be  done  for  the  advancement  of  the  king- 
dom of  Christ,  by  searching  out  youth  of  promising  abilities  and  with 
hearts  full  of  love  to  Christ,  but  of  poor  families,  and  bringing  them 
up  for  the  ministry."  The  Board  of  Directors  disclaim  all  design 
of  makbg  any  disparaging  comparisons.  They  regard  each  of  the 
great  benevolent  Societies  as  indispensable,  and  as  doing  in  its  place 
the  work  which  none  other  could  do.  Like  the  Christian  graces, 
they  are  all  of  the  same  family,  having  one  common  Lord ;  and  no 
one  of  them  can  be  spared  without  deep  injury  to  the  whole.  Still 
the  Board  are  constrained  to  make  public  their  full  conviction,  that 
under  present  circumstances,  whilst  the  want  of  ministers  is  so 
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much  greater  than  the  supply,  no  institution  can  have  stronger 
claims  upon  the  steady  and  enlarged  benevolence  of  the  Christian 
public.  It  is  emphatically  true  here,  that  if  this  member  suffers, 
all  the  other  members  suffer  with  it :  for  the  claim  is  not  simply 
its  own.  It  derives  strength  from  the  importance  and  largeness 
of  other  benevolent  institutions.  Both  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions are  mainly  supplied  with  laborers  from  among  those  who 
are  introduced  to  the  ministry  by  the  aid  of  Education  Societies. 
Thus  emphatically  it  may  be  said,  that  our  field  is  not  the  destitute 
at  home,  or  the  benighted  abroad,  but  the  world,  the  whole  world 
for  which  Christ  died. 

In  entering  upon  the  details  of  the  year  just  closed,  the  Direc- 
tors desire  first  of  all,  to  record  their  grateful  acknowledgments 
to  Crod  for  his  continued  blessing  upon  the  operations  of  the  Soci- 
ety. During  no  year  has  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  be- 
nevolent enterprise,  and  its  fundamental  character  in  relation  to 
other  associations  of  mercy,  been  more  extensively  felt  by  the  in- 
telligent portions  of  the  Christian  church.  Some  of  the  difficul- 
ties which  formerly  greatiy  circumscribed  its  operations,  have  dis- 
appeared, and  in  their  place  have  arisen  strong  auxiliary  influen- 
ces. Still  there  are  remaining  difficulties  to  overcome,  which  will 
require  patient  continuance  in  well  doing. 

The  truly  catholic  spirit  of  the  American  Education  Society, 
commends  itself  with  growing  strength  to  the  benevolent  public. 
That  feature  in  its  plan  which  extends  aid  to  all  young  men  of 
proper  natural  and  moral  qualifications,  without  regard  to  denomi- 
national distinction,  is  favorably  regarded  by  those  who  love  su- 
premely the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ.  Not 
only  the  wants  of  the  world,  but  the  spirit  of  the  Redeemer  de- 
mands that  aid  should  cheerfully  be  extended  to  all  young  men  of 
proper  qualifications,  who  are  connected  with  evangelical  church- 
es. The  great  business  therefore  of  this  Society,  is  to  furnish  a 
thoroughly  educated  ministry,  not  for  any  particular  denomination 
of  Christians,  but  for  the  world. 

The  American  Education  Society  has  now  been  in  opera- 
tion more  than  twenty  years,*  and  by  the  blessing  of  God  has 
risen  firom  small  beginnings  i  to  its  present  extended  movements. 
It  has  since  its  commencement  aided  in  all,  2,495  young  men.

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About  eight  hundred  ministers,  now  living  and  preaching  the  gos- 
pel, have  already,  through  its  direct  instrumentality,  been  introduc- 
ed to  their  fields  of  labor.  Some  of  these  have  exerted  a  wide  and 
holy  influence  in  heathen  lands,  others  are  in  conspicuous  stations 
in  churches  and  benevolent  institutions  in  the  United  States. 
During  the  year,  the  Society  has  aided  one  thousand  and  forty 
beneficiaries  at  159  institutions.  Its  receipts  have  amounted  to 
$63,227  76,  and  its  expenditures  to  $66,208  92,  which,  with  the 
debt  of  last  year,  $1,079  13,  amounts  to  $67,288  05,  leaving  a 
debt  of  $4,060  29.  The  receipts,  exclusive  of  legacies,  are  larger 
than  in  any  preceding  year.  The  business  arrangements  of  the  So- 
ciety divide  the  whole  field  into  two  parts:  the  one  actmg  directly 
with  the  office  at  Boston,  and  the  other  through  the  Presbyterian 
Education  Society  at  New  York.  The  territory,  including  the 
branches  and  agencies  which  report  directly  to  the  office  in  Boston, 
consists  of  the  New  England  States,  and  the  State  of  Illinois. 
The  number  of  young  men  assisted  during  the  year  within  these 
limits,  is  590.  Of  these  141  were  in  5  Theological  Seminaries, 
315  in  12  Colleges,  and  134  in  46  Academies.  The  receipts  into 
the  treasury  from  New  England  and  the  Illinois  Branch,  have  been 
$40,893  42,  and  the  expenditures  within  these  bounds,  have  been 
$42,774. 

Maine  Branch. 
Maine  has  not  been  surpassed  the  last  year  by  any  State  in 
the  Union,  according  to  her  population,  for  efibrts  in  raising  up  an 
educated  ministry.  She  has  richly  endowed  her  school  of  the 
prophets,  by  one  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  dollars  in  addi- 
tion to  former  contributions.  In  her  Theological  Seminary,  Col- 
leges and  Academies,  77  young  men  have  been  suded  by  the  So- 
ciety the  past  year,  in  the  sum  of  $4,193.  Of  this  amount  she 
has  paid  into  the  treasury  through  her  Branch  organization  $2,525. 
The  Rev.  William  L.  Mather,  who  has  been  an  acceptable 
Agent  of  the  Society  during  five  years,  is  expected  to  take  charge 
of  that  Branch  as  its  principal  active  officer. 

J^ew  Hampshire  Branch. 

This  Branch,  it  will  be  recollected,  raised  the  year  before  the 
last  more  funds  than  any  other,  according  to  the  number  of  young 
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men  under  its  care.  Twice  the  amount  was  contributed  that  was 
appropriated  to  its  beneficiaries.  This  was  the  result  of  the  labors 
of  an  efficient  Agent,  the  Rev.  John  M.  Ellis.  During  the  year 
just  closed,  not  so  much  agency  has  been  performed,  and  the  con- 
sequence is,  much  less  money  has  been  contributed  for  this  object. 
The  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  patronage  of  the  Branch, 
is  39.  The  appropriations  amount  to  j^2,267,  and  the  collections 
to  $1,438. 

J^Torth  Western  Education  Society. 
Vermont  has  one  hundred  and  seven  beneficiaries  of  this  Soci- 
ety at  her  Institutions  of  learning.  To  these  have  been  appropri- 
ated $5,905,  and  yet  but  $1,827  have  been  raised  towards  this 
appropriation.  Not  one  half  of  this,  probably,  would  have  been 
contributed,  had  not  an  Agent  of  the  Society  labored  four  or  five 
weeks  in  behalf  of  the  cause.  The  deficiency  of  funds  this  and 
the  precediitg  year,  is  complete  demonstration  that  the  services  of 
Agents  are  indispensable. 

Massachwetts. 
Massachusetts,  which  is  the  seat  of  operations  of  the  Parent 
Society,  contributes  annually  to  this  cause  far  more  than  any 
other  State  in  the  Union.  She  has  raised  for  this  object  in 
various  ways,  nearly  300,000  dollars.  She  has  uniformly  had  at 
her  Theological  and  Academical  Institutions,  more  beneficiaries 
than  any  other  State.  Having  as  many  educated  Ministers  as 
she  has  thousands  of  souls  within  her  borders,  she  knows  by  happy 
experience  how  to  appreciate  an  able  and  faithful  ministry.  Two 
hundred  and  sixty-two  young  men  have  received  the  patronage  of 
the  Society  during  the  past  year.  The  State  is  organized  into  15 
auxiliaries,  and  has  contributed  the  last  year  about  $20,000 ;  of 
tbiS|  nearly  $5,000  were  raised  in  Boston. 

Rhode  Island  Auxiliary. 
This  State  must  be  considered  on  the  advance,  in  respect  to  an 
educated  ministry ;  though  she  has  done  but  little  in  connection 
with  the  American  Education  Society.  The  number  of  young 
men  assisted  within  the  boundaries  of  that  auxiliary  is  small ;  so 
also  is  the  amount  of  funds  contributed. 
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Connecticut  Branch. 

Connecticut  has  done  well  for  the  cause  of  the  Education  Soci- 
ety. The  number  of  her  beneficiaries  has  increased,  and  the 
amount  of  collections  in  the  different  towns  has  been  greater  than 
usual.  This  is  owing  to  the  judicious  and  efficient  agency  of  the 
Secretary  of  that  Branch,  the  Rev.  Ansel  Nash.  Ninety-three 
young  men  have  been  patronized  at  her  Academies,  Colleges  and 
Theological  Institutions.  To  these  individuals  j5,498  have  been 
appropriated,  and  $4,938  of  this  sum  have  been  contributed  within 
the  bounds  of  the  State.  In  the  enterprise  of  supplying  the 
world  with  the  heralds  of  the  cross,  Connecticut  will  take  a 
prominent  part. 

Illinois  Branch, 
This  Branch  has  under  its  patronage  twelve  young  men.     Ow- 
ing to  a  deficiency  in  the  returns,  it  is  not  known  what  has  been 
the  amount  of  receipts  into  its  treasury.     It  is  expected,  that  an 
Agent  will  be  employed  immediately  in  that  field  of  labor. 

Presbyterian  Education  Societt. 
This  Society  was  organized  in  the  autunm  of  1818.  For  a 
number  of  years  it  continued  its  operations  as  an  independent  So- 
ciety, and  had  under  its  care  about  one  hundred  young  men.  In 
the  year  1827,  it  became  connected  with  the  American  Educa- 
tion Society,  and  was  known  as  the  Presbyterian  Branch.  In  this 
capacity  the  field  of  its  operations  was  limited  to  the  States  of 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  In  the  year  1831,  it 
was  judged  best  for  the  general  cause,  that  the  Branch  relation 
should  cease ;  and  that  *^  the  administration  of  the  affiiirs  of  the 
American  Education  Society,  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  out  of  New  England,  be  committed  to  this 
Society,  provided  the  Branch  Societies  and  agencies  within  these 
limits  should  not  dissent  from  this  arrangement."  This  Society, 
in  connection  with  the  Western  Education  Society,  whose  seat 
of  operations  b  at  Cincinnati,  has  aided  during  the  past  year 
460  beneficiaries  in  97  Institutions  of  learning.  The  Rev.  Wm. 
Patton  still  continues  its  Corresponding  Secretary  and  General 
Agent. 
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The  receipts  from  collections,  in  churches  and  individual  dona- 
tions, amount  to  $22,334  34.*  During  the  same  period  of  lime 
there  have  been  paid  to  beneficiaries  within  its  bounds,  $24,410. 

The  beneficiaries  assisted,  were,  in  12  theological  seminaries, 
82;  in  23  colleges,  192;  and  in  61  academies  and  schools,  176. 

The  Young  Men^s  Education  Society  of  JVcw  York  City. 

This  Society  has  been  in  successful  operation  during  the  past 
year.  Besides  the  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Presby- 
terian Education  Society,  it  has  established  and  continues  to  sus- 
tain a  classical  school  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  young  men  who 
have  the  ministry  in  view.  The  number  connected  with  the 
school  during  the  year,  is  forty-nine ;  of  these  23  were  regularly 
received  beneficiaries.  The  receipts  from  the  Society  have  been 
$1,138  63.  In  this  and  various  other  ways  the  Society  has  done 
much  to  interest  the  minds  of  young  men  in  the  claims  of  the 
sacred  office. 

Young  Men's  Education  Society,  JSTewark,  JST.  J, 

This  Association  has  pursued  the  object  for  which  it  was  called 
into  being  with  the  ardor  and  enterprise  characteristic  of  the 
young.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  a  new  impulse  was  given  to 
their  operations.  The  results  of  their  exertions  thus  far,  give 
strong  encouragement  that  this  year  they  will  yield  a  larger 
revenue  to  the  cause. 

Western  Education  Society,  New  York. 

This  was  among  the  earliest  in  the  work  of  education,  and  has 
pursued  its  course  with  enlargement  and  consistency.  The  field 
of  its  present  operations  embraces  the  seventeen  western  counties 
of  the  State.     It  has  aided  eighty-four   young  men  during  the 

*  This  sum  u  what  has  heen  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  American  Evoca- 
tion Society.  Since  these  returns,  made  the  last  Tuesday  of  March,  there  have 
heen  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Presbyterian  Education  Society  $3|969  82, 
which  makes  the  whole  of  that  Society's  receipts  to  April  30,  1836,  $26;^  16, 
which,  added  to  the  receipts  of  the  American  Education  Society,  will  make  the 
whole  amount  to  $67,187  58.

Utica  Agency. 

During  the  year  $2,825  have  been  expended  by  this  agency  in 
aid  of  53  beneficiaries.  The  Secretary,  Rev.  O.  S.  Hoyt,  has, 
with  perseverance  and  success,  pursued  his  labors.  The  amount 
collected  on  this  field,  comprising  the  central  and  northern  part  of 
this  State,  is  annually  increasing. 

Philadelphia  Education  Society. 

This  Society,  for  more  than  half  of  the  last  year  was  without 
the  labors  of  an  agent,  and  consequently  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
field  has  been  visited.  Local  causes  have  also  conspired  to  some 
extent,  to  embarrass  its  operations.  It  has,  however,  proved  one 
of  our  most  efficient  auxiliaries.  Late  in  the  last  autumn  Rev. 
Eliakim  Phelps  entered  on  the  services  of  this  Society  as  its 
Secretary  and  General  Agent,  to  labor  in  the  States  of  New  Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Virginia.  In  con- 
nection with  the  office  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  a  system  of 
operations  has  been  commenced  \yith  encouraging  prospects. 
The  interest  manifested  by  the  friends  of  the  Society,  and  the 
cheerfulness  with  which  its  claims  have  been  met  and  its  treasury 
supplied,  afford  gratifying  evidence  that  the  Education  cause  has  a 
deep  hold  on  the  hearts  of  the  benevolent  in  that  section  of  the 
Church.  The  receipts  from  the  field  embraced  by  the  Philadel- 
phia Education  Society  amount  to  $4,415  49. 

Western  Education  Society, 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  Cincinnati  in 
October  last,  at  which  time  the  report  states  that  seventy-one  ben- 
eficiaries had  been  aided,  and  that  $4,215  had  been  collected. 
Since  that  time  the  Secretary,  Rev.  John  Spaulding,  performed  a 
successful  agency  in  the  South,  and  uicreased  the  pecuniary  re- 
sources of  the  Society  by  obtaining  large  donations  and  subscrip- 
tions. This  Society  includes  at  present  the  largest  portion  of  the 
great  valley  of  the  West,  and  is  each  year  extending  its  influence 
and  enlarging  its  resources.

Western  Reserve  Branch.* 
This  efficient  auxiliary  has  during  the  year  steadily  advanced. 
Notwithstanding  the  feeble  slate  of  health  of  the  Secretary,  Rev. 
Ansel  R.  Clark,  the  pecuniary  resources  have  been  more  than 
ample  to  meet  all  their  expenditures.  The  receipts  into  the 
treasury  have  been  $3,253  40.  Of  this  sum,  $2,119  are  appro- 
priations to  forty-seven  beneBciaries  in  ten  institutions  of  learning. 
Of  these,  twenty  were  new  applicants.  Forty- four  of  the  young 
men  have  earned  by  manual  labor  and  by  school  teaching 
$1,405  71,  being  an  average  of  about  .$32,  each. 

East  and  West  Tennessee. 
The  Rev,  John  W,  Irwin,  whose  appointment  was  announced 
in  the  report  of  the  last  year,  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Agent  on 
this  field  soon  after  the  anniversary.  After  laboring  with  the  most 
encouraging  .success  for  about  six  months,  he  was  compelled  on 
account  of  ill  health  to  relinquish  his  office.  Since  then  no  Agent 
of  this  Society  has  been  operating  on  that  field.  The  growing 
literary  and  theological  institutions  in  that  State  give  promise  of  a 
large  number  of  faithful  and  devoted  servants  of  the  Lord.  Appro- 
priations amounting  to  .$2,166  have  been  made  to  43  young  men 
within  the  bounds  of  this  agency. 

Loaning  System. 

There  are  two  aspects  on  which  the  system  of  loaning  is  to  be 
viewed ;  the  one  relates  to  pecuniary  income,  and  the  other  to  moral 
effects  upon  the  young  men  assisted.  The  first  of  these,  the 
Directors  have  ever  considered  of  minor  importance,  as  their  con- 
fidence for  the  support  of  the  Society  is  laid  in  the  benevolence  of 
the  Churches.  A  number  who  have  enjoyed  the  patronage  of  the 
Society  have  preferred  to  return  the  whole  amount  of  appropria- 
tions made  to  them,  that  another  young  man  may  thus  be  forward- 
ed to  the  sacred  office. 

The  Board  regard  the  chief  excellence  of  the  loaning  system  to 
lie  b  the  moral  influence  it  exerts.  It  is  a  test  of  character  at  the 
very  outset  of  a  young  man's  desires  for  the  ministry.     He  is

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practically  led  to  determine  how  much  his  heart  is  set  upon  be- 
comiog  a  minister  by  ascertaining  what  responsibility  he  is  willing 
to  bear  and  what  sacriGces  he  is  willing  to  make.  Its  influence  is 
happy  in  promoting  economy,  industry,  and  energy  of  character  on 
the  part  of  the  young  man*  It  is  also  eminently  advantageous  for 
the  Society,  and  secures  it  from  a  loss  of  funds  upon  unworthy 
candidates.  The  Board,  at  a  recent  meeting,  passed  the  following 
votes  in  relation  to  the  loaning  system : 

Voted,  That  in  future  the  notes  taken  of  beneficiaries  of  the  Soci- 
ety, be  in  the  following  form : 

For  value  received,  I  promise  to  pay  the  American  Education  Soci- 
ety, or  order,  dollars,  in  five  years  after  my  preparatory  studies 
for  the  ministry  shall  have  been  closed,  with  interest  from  that  time. 

Voted,  That  on  all  sums  paid  by  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society 
within  five  years  from  the  completion  of  their  preparatory  studies  for  the 
ministry,  a  discount  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  allowed 
from  the  day  of  payment  to  the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

Voted,  That  the  rule  here  adopted  apply  to  all  beneficiaries  now 
under  patronage,  in  reference  to  their  past  appropriations,  and  that  in 
renewing  their  notes,  they  be  requested  to  give  one  note  including  the 
whole  amount  of  their  appropriations,  in  conformity  with  the  new  form 
of  notes. 

Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  settle  with  all  the  ben- 
eficiaries who  have  completed  their  preparatory  studies,  on  the  princi- 
ple of  the  new  form  of  notes,  with  the  condition  annexed,  this  day 
adopted. 

There  have  been  refunded  during  the  last  year  $4,332  63. 

Earnings. 
The  Directors  are  happy  in  being  able  to  assure  the  Society 
that  the  young  men  are  exerting  themselves  with  commendable 
enterprise  towards  their  own  support.  This  is  made  evident  from 
the  fact  that  their  earnings  by  manual  labor  and  school  keeping 
have  amounted  during  the  year  to  $33,502. 

General  Summary. 
Receipts  and  Expenditures, — Its  receipts  during  the  year  have 
amounted  to  $63,227  76;  and  its  expenditures  have  been 
$66,208  92,  exceeding  its  receipts  by  $2,981  16,  which  added 
to  the  debt  of  the  Society  the  last  year,  $1,079  13,  makes  the 
present  debt  $4,060  29. 
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dumber  Aided, — It  is  the  invariable  rule  of  the  Directors,  in 
estimating  the  number  of  young  men  under  patronage,  to  count 
only  those  to  whom  pecuniary  aid  has  been  afforded  within  the 
year  included  in  the  report.  In  addition  to  these,  there  are  a 
considerable  number  connected  with  the  Society,  who  have  not 
been  aided  within  the  year.  These  having  means  arising  from 
school  keeping,  labor,  or  otherwise,  to  sustain  themselves  for  a 
limited  time,  suspend  for  the  present  their  application.  It  is 
their  design  to  receive  again  the  patronage  of  the  Society. 
Notwithstanding  this  connection,  the  Board  dp  not  feel  justi6ed  in 
reporting  as  beneficiaries  any  except  those  who  have  actually  re- 
ceived pecuniary  assistance  during  the  year,  and  whose  names  and 
places  of  study  are  on  the  books  of  the  Society.  From  the  pre- 
ceding details  it  appears,  that  there  have  been  aided  during  the 
year,  by  the  American  Education  Society,  1,040  young  men  in 
159  institutions,  and  from  most  of  the  States  and  Territories  of 
the  Union,  as  follows  ;  viz.,  in  17  theological  seminaries,  223;  in 
35  colleges,  507 ;  and  in  107  academies  and  schools,  319. 

JVw  Applicants, — ^The  number  of  new  applicants  that  have 
been  received  on  the  funds  of  the  Society  is  237.  This  accession 
the  Board  are  deeply  convinced,  is  greatly  below  the  number  im- 
peratively needed,  and  which  might  by  suitable  exertions  be  secur- 
ed. The  Secretaries  and  Agents  have  been  so  occupied  in  raising 
the  necessary  pecuniary  means,  that  but  little  time  has  been  left 
them  to  seek  out  from  amid  the  eighty  thousand  young  men  con- 
nected with  evangelical  churches,  the  six  or  eight  thousand  pos- 
sessing undoubted  qualifications,  who  ought  at  once  to  be  devoted 
to  the  gospel  ministry.  The  Directors  are  firmly  pursuaded  that 
if  the  time  of  the  Secretaries  could  be  secured  for  a  larger  portion 
of  the  year  to  the  looking  up  of  proper  young  men,  several  thous- 
and could  be  added  to  our  list.^  And  this  should  be  but  the  be- 
ginning—only the  first  step  on  the  increasing  operations  of  the 
Society.  To  meet  the  urgent  demands,  the  Society  should  now 
have  at  least  ten  thousand  beneficiaries.  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
eties tell  the  public,  that  their  grand  difficulty  is  to  find  the  men 
to  go  for  them  to  the  destitute  churches.  They  tell  us  that  they 
now  need  more  than  one  thousand  ministers  in  addition  to  all 
whom  they  employ.  The  rapidity  with  which  our  land  is  filling 
up  is  truly  amazing.     It  is  the  language  of  history  when  we  say

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that  one  thousand  villages  and  settlements  spring  into  existence  in 
a  single  year.  Each  of  these  must  have  an  evangelical  minister, 
or  its  influence  will  be  deeply  injurious. 

The  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  ia 
their  recent  statement  to  the  public  declare,  that,  to  sustain  the 
stations  already  occupied,  they  now  need  one  hundred  and  sevea 
ministers  and  can  obtain  but  twenty-five.  In  their  last  Annual  Re- 
port they  inform  the  churches  that  they  are  "brought  into  straights 
for  want  of  the  requisite  laborers  to  go  and  gather  in  the  harvest. 
Comparatively  nothing  has  been  done  to  increase  the  number  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry  in  reference  to  propagating  Christianity 
over  the  worid.  Both  branches  of  this  work  (education  and  mis- 
sions) should  have  been  carried  on  together  and  in  due  proportion. 
The  work  now  remaining  to  be  performed  of  searching  out  young 
men  and  conducting  them  forward  to  the  ministry,  ought  to  have 
been  done  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago.  Owing  to  this  neglect  the 
progress  of  Christianity  among  the  heathen  must  be  retarded,  na- 
tions of  idolaters  left  to  continue  such,  and  all  the  blessings  of  gos- 
pel light  must  be  withheld  from  millions  of  the  human  family,  till 
the  messengers  can  be  found,  and  qualified  and  sent  forth." 

The  church  must  very  greatly  enlarge  her  plans,  and  at  once 
enter  upon  the  work  as  though  shef  believed  that  the  world  is  to  be 
converted,  and  that  very  soon.  Convinced  by  the  word  of  God 
that  the  living  ministry  is  not  only  an  indispensable,  but  the  princi- 
pal instrumentality,  she  must  come  forward  with  thousands  and 
tens  of  thousands  of  her  choicest  sons,  and  consecrate  them  to  the 
work  of  preaching  Christ  to  all  the  nations  of  the  globe.  She 
must  also  bring  her  accumulating  treasures,  and  write  upon  them 
all,  "  Holiness  to  the  Lord,"  and  with  thanksgiving  rejoice,  that  the 
gold  and  the  silver  are  the  Lord's,  and  that  he  will  condescend  to 
use  them  for  the  advancement  of  his  own  glory  in  the  salvation  of 
man. 

Means  to  be  used. 
There  must  be  more  prayer. — It  is  Christ's  own  instruction, 
"  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest."  Ministers  are  the  gift  of  Christ, 
and  he  bestows  them  in  answer  to  prayer.  Let  facts  speak. 
The  very  year  in  which  the  annual  concert  of  prayer  for  Colleges 
was  established  was  a  season  of  revivals  in  literary  institutions.     In 
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1631,  this  concert  was  attended  numerously,  and  with  an  unusual 
spirit  of  prayer.  The  result  was  that  revivals  of  religion  to  a  greater 
or  less  degree  occurred  in  nineteen  different  Colleges,  and  between 
three  hundred  and  fifty  and  four  hundred  young  men  "were  added 
to  the  Lord,"  many  of  whom  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  min- 
istry.* The  experiencet)f  the  Church  on  this  subject  is  clear  and 
settled,  that  whenever  there  has  prevailed  a  spirit  of  prayer  for  an  in- 
crease of  laborers  in  the  spiritual  harvest,  God  has  heard  and  abun- 
dantly answered.  There  are  at  present  not  less  than  from  nine  to 
ten  thousand  young  men  of  talent,  connected  with  the  various  Acade- 
mies and  Colleges,  whose  purpose  is  to  obtain  an  education.  Of 
these,  not  more  than  from  two  to  three  thousand  are  the  professed 
disciples  of  Christ,  leaving  full  seven  thousand  students  pursuing 
their  education,  with  hearts  unsanctified.  Why  should  not  the 
Churches  set  their  heart  upon  the  conversion  of  all  these  ?  It 
is  not  too  much  to  ask  of  God,  nor  is  it  beyond  the  circle  of  his 
promise.  They  are  all  needed.  Not  one  of  them  can  be  spared. 
Such  is  the  condition  of  this  country  and  of  the  world,  that  unless 
there  is  speedily  a  great  addition  to  the  number  of  ministers,  error 
and  irreligion  will  become  more  bold,  and  will  draw  down  the 
fierce  indignation  of  the  Almighty. 

It  is  the  settled  conviction  of  the  Board,  that  the  raising  up  of 
young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  should  form  a  prominent  topic 
of  remark  and  prayer  at  the  monthly  concert.  Whilst  the  number 
of  Missionaries  is  much  smaller  than  the  demand  for  them,  and 
whilst  Missions  both  at  home  and  abroad  are  greatly  retarded  for 
the  want  of  more  laborers,  the  voice  of  Providence  calls  upon  us 
when  we  meet  to  pray  that  the  kingdom  of  God  may  come,  very 
fervently  to  supplicate  for  an  adequate  increase  of  men. 

Parents  must  consecrate  their  children  to  the  work  of  the  min" 
istry. — Hannah  of  old  consecrated  her  infant  Samuel  to  the  min- 
istry- The  mother  of  Christian  Frederick  Swartz,  on  her  dying 
bed,  "informed  her  husband  and  her  pastor,  that  she  had  dedicated 
her  son  to  the  Lord,  and  obtained  a  promise  from  them  that  her 
then  infant  son  should  be  trained  in  the  remembrance  of  this  sacred 
destination,  and  that  if  he  should  in  due  time  express  a  desire  to 
be  educated  for  the  ministry,  they  would  cherish  and  promote  it  to 
the  uttermost  of  their  power."     Swartz  became  the  missionary

apostle  to  India,  and  died  when  about  fourscore  years  old,  having 
been  instrumental,  as  is  supposed,  of  the  conversion  of  thousands 
of  souls. 

The  devoted  mother  of  Samuel  J.  Mills  solemnly  dedicated  this 
son  to  the  ministry.  While  he  was  yet  an  infant  her  heart  was  in 
prayer  for  this  end.  The  hymns  which  she  sung  over  his  cradle,  as 
she  rocked  him  to  sleep,  were  prayers  for  this  object.  He  was 
trained  for  this  work ;  and  what  nation  shall  not  rejoice  that  Samuel 
J.  Mills  was  born  and  had  such  a  mother. 

A  pious  widow,  on  reading  the  life  of  Harriet  Newell,  was  filled 
with  grief  that  she  hqid  no  wealth  to  give  to  the  Lord.  She  re- 
solved to  give  her  children.  She  solemnly  consecrated  them  all  to 
his  work.  She  lived  to  have  one  son  and  two  daughters  mission- 
aries in  Pagan  lands,  and  one  son  a  minister  in  the  United  States. 
*  Of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  students  in  Andover  Theological 
Seminary,  one  hundred  and  twelve  had  pious  mothers.  Of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-four  studying  for  the  ministry  in  the  Academy 
and  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Andover,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
two  had  pious  parents.  Of  five  hundred  and  seven  students  in  six 
Theological  Seminaries,  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  had  pious 
fathers ;  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  had  pious  mothers.'  Such 
facts  show,  that  God  does  regard  the  consecration  which  Christian 
parents  make  of  their  children  to  his  service,  and  that  He  does 
hear  the  prayers  of  those  parents  whose  hearts  are  so  set  upon  the 
advancement  of  the  cause  of  Christ  as  earnestly  to  desire  their 
children  to  be  laborers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Let  maternal  asso- 
ciations be  encouraged,  and  let  parents  solemnly  consecrate  their 
infant  sons  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Let  this  be  the  burden  of 
their  prayers,  let  this  shape  their  instruction  and  education. 

Young  men  must  consecrate  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry^ 
— At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  church  of  Christ  in  this  coun- 
try, has  there  been  so  large  a  proportion  of  members  who  are  young 
men.  Not  less  than  twenty  thousand  between  the  ages  of  four- 
teen and  twenty-five,  were  added  to  evangelical  churches  during 
the  revivals  which  prevailed  firom  1831  to  1834.  Probably  not 
less  than  eighty  thousand  are  at  the  present  time  connected  with 
the  different  Christian  denominations.  At  no  time  have  the  calls 
for  more  ministers  been  so  urgent  and  imperative.  Our  Western 
and  Southern  country  in  which  settlements  are  multiplying  with 
unparalleled  rapidity  is  open   for  faithful  and   devoted   pastors. 
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Almost  the  whole  of  the  heathen  and  pagan  world  has  thrown 
open  the  door  of  access  and  is  in  readiness  for  missionary  laborers. 
The  Churches   have   signified    by    increased   benevolence   their 
willingness  to  sustain  all  who  will  go  forth  to  preach  to  the  desti- 
tute.    But   why  with  such  resources   are  the  desolations  multi- 
plying?    May  not  one  of  the  reasons  be  the  unwillingness  of 
young  men  to  relinquish  their  worldly  prospects  to  become  minis- 
ters of  the  gospel  of  Christ  ?     Whilst  the  heralds  of  the  cross  are 
so  few  and  the  wants  of  the  world  so  great,  it  is  truly  painful  to 
notice  that  so  many  pious  young  men  enter  secular  employments. 
What  an  immense  amount  of  mind  is  now  employed  in  the  com- 
mon operations  of  commerce  and   merchandise,  agriculture  and 
the  arts,  which  if  educated  and  devoted  to  the  service  of  God  in 
the  gospel,  would  bless  many  nations  with  light  and  salvation  !    It 
should  be  impressed   upon  the  minds  of  pious  young  men  se- 
riously to  inquire  whether  it  is  not  their  duty  to  become  qualified 
to  preach  the  gospel.     If  the  general  command  of  Christ,  strength- 
ened as  it  is  by  the  present  condition  of  the  world,  by  the  amaz- 
ing openings  of  providence,  and  by  the  unprecedented  facilities  for 
doing  his  blessed  will  with  other  attendant  circumstances,  do  not 
constitute  a  call  to  the  ministry,  what  can  ?    "  The  harvest  is  plen- 
teous but  the  laborers  are  few."     The  millions  of  our  fellow  men 
for  whom  Christ  died,  are  perishing  for  the  lack  of  the  preached 
gospel.    Pious  young  men  possess  that  gospel  and  can  preach  it  to 
them.     What  call  can  be  plainer?     What  can  be  more  solemn 
and  more  urgent  ?    This  call  may  not  be  disregarded.     It  must 
and  will  have  an  answer.     This  single  question,  Does  not  the 
Lord  call  me  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  ?  is  the  most  momen- 
tous and  solemn  which  any  pious  young  man  can  undertake  to 
answer.     The  destiny  of  multitudes  of  immortal  souls  may  hang 
upon  the  decision  which  he  may  make.     Who  can  tell  the  loss 
that  would  have  been  sustained  by  the  church  had  David  Brainerd, 
or  Henry  Martyn,  or  Elias  Cornelius  decided  not  to  enter  the  min- 
istry.     This  subject   urges   with   a  solemnity  which  cannot  be 
uttered.     Obligation  most  fearful  presses  upon  pious  young  men. 
A  voice  speaks  out  mild,  persuasive,  yet  firm  and  with  authority, 
"  go  preach  my  gospel — go  teach  all  nations."     It  is  recorded  that 
young  Napoleon  when  dying,  grasped  the  sword  of  his  father  and 
lamented  that  he  should  die  so  young  and  without  glory,  when  that 
sword  caused  all  Europe  to  tremble.    And  is  there  no  hallowed 
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spirit  of  enterprisie  among  the  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of 
young  men  consecrated  to  Jesus  Christ.  Shall  our  youth  die  in- 
glorious, when  not  a  continent,  but  a  world  is  to  be  won  to  God  ? 

Conclusion. 

The  signs  of  the  times  are  distinct  and  full  of  hope.  They 
assure  us  that  a  new  era  has  commenced.  The  apathy  which 
paralyzed  exertion  is  broken.  The  darkness  which  for  many  cen- 
turies covered  the  earth  is  receding.  The  church  is  beginning 
to  feel  responsibility,  respecting  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  human 
family.  So  rapid  are  the  revolutions  which  transpire  among  na- 
tions preparing  the  way  for  the  spread  of  the  everlasting  gospel^ 
so  decidedly  are  the  systems  of  old-  and  false  religions  exhibiting 
the  evidences  of  decrepitude  and  decay,  so  manifest  is  it  that  des- 
potism is  giving  place  to  more  liberal  and  genial  sentiments,  and 
so  singularly  has  the  commerce  of  the  world  been  thrown  into  the 
control  of  the  two  nations,  speaking  the  same  language,  and  to 
whom  is  given  the  same  spirit  of  missions,  that  we  cannot  doubt 
that  a  great  work  of  conquest  is  speedily  to  be  accomplished  for 
Christ.  It  cannot  be  long  ere  the  company  of  the  publishers  of 
the  word  shall  be  great,  and  the  voice  of  universal  triumph  be 
heard,  "  how  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that 
bringeth  good  tidings  of  good — that  publisheth  salvation,  that  saith 
unto  Zion  thy  God  reigneth." 

Before  this  consummation  is  realized,  a  work  of  untiring  zeal  and 
self-denial  must  be  performed.  Multitudes  must  be  gathered,  and 
vast  treasures  expended,  until  the  voice  of  the  faithful  ambassador 
is  never  silent  as  it  sounds  invitingly  round  the  globe.  That  this 
world  is  to  be  converted — to  be  brought  into  obedience  to  the 
gospel  through  the  instrumentality  of  men,  moved  and  guided  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  is  admitted  as  clearly  set  forth  in  the  Bible.  Yet 
how  far  are  the  feeling  and  action  of  the  present  day  below  what 
the  Bible  and  the  condition  of  a  perishing  world  demand.  How 
far  below  the  examples  which  apostles  and  martyrs  and  primitive 
Christians  have  left  us.  Every  candid  mind  must  admit  that 
there  was  in  the  primitive  church,  a  holy  and  expansive 
benevolence  which  withheld  neither  treasures  nor  men,  but 
which  does  not  now  actuate  the  church  of  Christ.  In  the 
sacred  Scriptures  no  limitation  is  set,  as  to  the  time  when  the  self- 
denial  imposed  on  primitive  Christians  was  to  be  in  force^  nor  are

they  silent  as  to  the  principle  which  carried  these  holy  men  tri- 
umphant through  the  most  appalling  difficulties,  made  them  patient 
and  firm  amid  the  most  terrific  and  desolating  scenes,  and  which 
in  the  space  of  a  single  generation,  spread  the  gospel  through  the 
known  world.  It  was  a  deep  sense  of  personal  responsibility. 
It  was  the  cheerful  and  unreserved  dedication  of  body  and  spirit — 
of  time,  talent  and  influence, — of  property,  liberty  and  life  to  the 
service  of  God. 

The  wants  of  our  country  and  of  the  world,  together  with  the 
means  we  have  to  supply  those  wants,  must  convince  every  one 
that  there  never  was  a  time  when  Christians  were  so  loudly 
called  upon  to  enlarge  their  exertions,  and  if  need  be,  by  great 
sacri6ces  to  educate  young  men  for  the  ministry.  Does  not  the 
Saviour  in  the  signs  of  the  times  speak  as  plainly  as  though  he 
stood  here  in  person  and  said  :  I  have  heard  your  prayers  that  my 
kingdom  might  come.  I  have  prepared  the  way  among  many 
nations, — I  have  .poured  out  my  Spirit  upon  your  young  men, 
brought  multitudes  of  them  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  truth — 
and  I  have  bestowed  upon  this  generation  more  wealth  than  was 
ever  at  any  one  time  before  trusted  to  my  church,  and  now  I  re- 
quire you  to  pray  for  the  Spirit  to  sanctify  these  young  men  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  and  to  use  your  worldly  substance  that  they 
may  be  thoroughly  educated  for  my  service. 

If  the  enterprise  which  at  present  characterizes  the  United 
States,  shall  continue  unabated  for  ten  years,  and  the  tide  of  wealth 
and  of  population  shall  swell  in  upon  us  with  accumulating  force, 
the  demand  for  ministers  for  our  new  settlements  will  be  immense. 
One  thousand  foreign  missionaries  are  already  needed,  while  the 
work  of  missions  is  but  in  its  infancy,  and  while  the  nations  are 
but  beginning  to  be  opened  for  evangelical  influence.  If  changes 
in  the  moral  aspects  of  the  globe  shall  for  the  next  ten  years  take 
place  with  no  greater  rapidity  than  for  the  last  five,  every  nation 
and  tongue  and  people  under  the  whole  heaven  will  be  in  readiness 
to  receive  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Even  now,  God  is  at  work.  The 
hidden  fires  are  burning  deeper  and  stronger.  The  throes  of  dis- 
solving empires  are  felt  all  over  the  eastern  continent.  God  will 
overturn  and  overturn,  till  every  obstacle  is  taken  away — till 
every  opposing  power  is  dashed  and  broken*^tiIl  the  way  is 
prepared  for  the  full  and  rapid  publication  of  the  gospel.  How 
immense  then  the  demand  for  present  efifort?     How  unanswerable 
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the  argument  for  greatly  increased  exertion  on  the  part  of  Educa- 
tion Societies,  that  the  men  may  be  in  readiness  when  God 
shall  have  thus  prepared  the  way. 

We  cannot  be  true  to  the  trust  committed  to  us,  unless  we  throw 
our  thoughts  far  ahead  and  look  into  the  years  that  are  to  come. 
At  this  anniversary,  we  should  fix  our  eyes  upon  the  world  as  it 
will  be  in  1850..  To-day  we  should  write  down  the  twenty  thous- 
and ministers  demanded  for  the  towns  and  villages  and  cities  which 
at  that  time  shall  have  burst  into  being  from  amid  the  wildernesses 
of  the  West.  To-day  we  should  record  the  wonderful  revolutions 
which  shall  have  swept  away  every  system  of  idolatry  and  false  re- 
ligion— which  shall  have  broken  the  sceptre  of  tyranny,  which  shall 
have  removed  every  hindrance  out  of  the  way,  and  thrown  open  to 
the  missionary  of  the  cross  every  nation  of  the  globe,  and  then  count 
up  the  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  devoted  men  who  shall 
be  needed.  It  may  do  for  Missionary  Societies  to  wait  until  the 
cry  shall  come  from  the  destitute,  from  heathen  lands,  but  not  so 
with  us.  The  foundations  must  be  laid  earlier  than  the  super- 
structure. If  in  ten  or  twenty  years,  China  shall  burst  her  chains 
and  throw  all  her  gates  wide  open,  and  her  three  hundred  and 
sixty  millions  cry  with  empassioned  emphasis  for  the  atoning 
Savidur;  if  all  India  and  the  islands  of  her  oceans  shall 
be  convinced  of  the  vanity  and  falsehood  of  idol  worship,  and  shall 
call  for  the  servants  of  the  true  God  ;  if  Africa,  deeply  degraded, 
and  not  less  deeply  injured,  shall  be  prepared  to  receive  the  gos- 
pel ;  if  the  Angel  having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  publish,  shall 
then  hover  over  every  continent  and  every  island, — what  time  have 
we  to  lose  ?  We  have  not  a  moment  to  throw  away.  The  con- 
scription for  many  thousands  of  the  choicest  of  our  young  men 
must  be  made  now,  the  wealth  which  flows  into  the  possession  of 
Christians  must  be  consecrated  now.  For  iron  they  must  bring 
silver,  and  for  brass  they  mast  bring  gold,  that  there  be.no 
want  in  all  the  treasury  of  the  Lord's  house.  We  must  not 
only  begin  now,  but  press  on  with  renewed  vigor  and  increased 
determination.  The  times  call  for  men — for  men  of  great  forti- 
tude, ready  to  encounter  a  world,  and  armed  for  death.  Let  us 
without  delay  take  hold  on  God,  for  the  fullness  of  his  Spirit  is 
not  exhausted  ;  and  he  shall  yet  sanctify  to  himself  a  noble  army 
of  Christian  Ministers.

REV.  MR.  TODD'S  ADDRESS, 

ON  PRESENTING  THE  rOLLOWINO   RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  That  the  peculiar  state  of  this  country  aod  of  the  world,  demands 
vigorooB  and  increased  efforts  to  raise  up  a  holy  and  devoted  ministry. 

Mr.  President, — ^There  are  two  embarrassments  under  which  a  clergy- 
man always  labors  when  he  rises  to  speak  before  an  Education  Society. 
The  first  consists  in  a  kind  of  indefinite  feeling  that  his  audience  will  con- 
sider all  he  says  as  a  species  of  homage  paid  to  his  own  profession,  that 
however  much  he  may  say  or  feel  on  the  value  of  the  ministry,  a  part  of  the 
praise,  to  say  the  least,  seems  to  return  directly  upon  his  own  head.  The 
second  cause  of  embarrassment  lies  deeper — and  consists  in  a  painful  con- 
sciousness in  the  speaker,  that  he  himself  has  accomplished  little  or  nothing 
in  comparison  with  what  he  ought  to  have  done !  We  have  been  in  the 
ministry — some  of  us  five,  ten,  twenty  or  more  years ;  we  have  professed  to 
stand  near  the  cross ;  to  drink  directly  from  the  fountain  of  life  ;  we  have 
spoken  to  hundreds  and  thousands,  some  of  whom  are  now  on  the  way  to 
the  judgment  seat,  some  have  already  gone  there,  and  there  we  are  soon  to 
meet  them ! 

Oh,  Sir!  if  we  could  feel  that  we  had  written  one  such  book  as  the  Saint's 
Everlasting  Rest,  or  even  such  a  tract  as  one  of  Legh  Richmond's,  which 
would  live  and  preach  when  we  are  gone — that  we  had  been  the  instru- 
ments of  converting  thousands  of  souls,  and  that  no  blood  would  be  found 
on  our  right  hand  at  the  great  day,  we  could  so  plead  the  cause  of  the 
ministry  before  God's  people,  that  many  youth  would  rise  up  and  cry,  "Here 
are  we,  send  us ;"  and  others  would  cry,  *^Here  are  our  silver  and  our  gold, 
take  them,  and  fill  the  earth  with  a  holy  and  devoted  ministry." 

I  say,  holy  and  devoted  ministry ;  I  do  not  say  great  ministers,  in  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  term ;  for  you  and  I  well  know,  that  there  are  men 
who  are  not  spoken  of  afler  their  dust  has  returned  to  dust,  yet  who  will  be 
great  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  shine  as  the  sun  in  the  firmament  forever 
and  ever.  I  speak  on  this  point  the  more  freely,  because  I  am  afraid  we 
are  prone  in  these  days,  to  measure  a  minister's  usefulness  by  what  is  of 
once  seen  to  result  from  his  labors. 

When  a  boy.  Providence  sent  a  humble,  unostentatious  minister  among 
ua — a  man  who  is  now  laboring  in  the  wilderness  at  the  west,  almost  un- 
known. There  was  a  small  revival  under  his  preaching — not  much  said  or 
thought  about  it — for  only  a  few  poor  boys  and  girls  were  the  subjects.  It 
was  one  among  many  of  similar  revivals  under  3ie  labors  of  this  man.  The 
subjects  were  poor  Sabbath  school  children ;  but  I  can  fix  my  eye  upon 
them,  and  see  two  or  three  of  these  girls  the  devoted  wives  of  ministers  ; 
two  or  three  of  these  boys  are  deacons  of  churches ;  two  more  at  least,  min- 
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iBters  of  the  g^spe],  (of  whom  the  humhle  individual  before  you  is  one.]  I 
can  point  to  at  least  eight  new,  vigorous,  prosperous  churches,  gatherea  by 
these  men,  and  nearly  a  score  of  young  men  from  these  churches  on  the 
way  to  the  ministry — several  powerful  revivals  of  religion,  many  new  Sab- 
bath schools  organized,  and  hundreds  of  new  born  souls  who  have  begun  to 
sing  the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb.  All  this  can  be  traced  directly  to 
the  little  seed  which  this  humble  man  of  God  cast  by  the  way-side. 

Sir,  if  all  our  ministers  were  greai  men,  who  would  sow  in  such  soils  ? 
Who  go  to  such  by-corners,  and  not  only  wake  up  the  desire  after  immor- 
tality, but  a  desire  to  do  good,  so  strong  that  it  will  pour  new,  and  wider, 
and  deeper  streams  of  love  upon  man,  till  the  harvest  of  the  earth  is  gather- 
ed? These  aged  servants,  whose  heads  have  whitened  in  the  service  of 
Jesus  Christ,  are  witnesses  that  the  cause  of  holiness  advances,  not  by  might, 
nor  by  power,  but  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  And  when  I  have  heard  half- 
uttered  complaints  that  this  Society  raises  up  now  and  then  a  man  who  does 
not  possess  brilliant  talents,  so  far  from  feeUng  it  to  be  a  matter  of  com- 
plaining, I  deem  it  a  sure  evidence  that  it  is  owned  by  the  great  Head  of 
the  church !  for,  while  I  know  that  the  deep  river  which  rolls  its  heavy 
burden  of  waters  through  the  green  valley  to  the  ocean,  is  the  object  of  ad- 
miration, I  know  also,  Uiat  after  all,  it  is  the  thousand  little  rills  which  are 
neither  named  nor  even  traced  on  the  map,  which  fertiUze  and  bless  our 
country. 

Mr.  President,  there  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  for  this  country,  and  for 
this  earth.  The  church  of  God  alone  is  commissioned  to  do  it  And  to  do 
It,  she  must  have,  not  men  merely,  but  men  stron?,  devoted,  disciplined,  con- 
secrated— whose  lives  are  hid  with  Christ  in  God. 

I  can  spread  out  the  map  of  this  country  before  you,  and  point  to  sections 
as  lar^e  as  New  England,  filled  with  a  vast  population,  but  where  the  moral 
energies  of  the  gospel  are  not  felt,  and  from  which  no  powerful  streams  of 
light  are  poured  over  our  country.  The  churches  are  hardly  numbered  or 
felt.  Their  sons  are  not  found  in  our  colleges  or  theological  seminaries ; 
and  why  not?  Go  through  these  sections.  Sir,  you  will  see  the  cause. 
They  have  no  efficient  ministry.  Man  these  churches  with  a  devoted  min- 
istry, and  go  again,  and  you  will  find  that  mind,  immortal,  imperishable 
MIND  is  waked  up  and  called  out,  and  many  sons  are  hastening  to  prepare 
for  high,  noble,  and  holy  enterprise.  The  ministry  has  never  failed,  and 
never  will  fail  to  call  out  the  slumbering  energies  of  noble  minds. 

But  this  is  not  what  I  mean  by  doing  a  great  work  for  this  country. 
You,  Sir,  have  read  the  12th  chapter  of  Job.  And  what  Christian  can  read 
and  ponder  on  that  chapter,  and  feel  that  any  trust  can  be  put  in  rulers, 
however  wise  or  gifted,  for  the  salvation  of  a  nation?  Bear  with  roe  a 
moment  while  I  ask  you  for  this  brief  space,  to  look  at  our  moral  heavens. 
Here  is  a  country  vast,  but  every  day  spreading  her  territories ;  rich,  but 
new  wealth  flowing  in  it  and  through  it — the  waves  of  prosperity  chasing 
each  other  in  quick  succession,  and  rolling  on,  threatening  to  bury  us  all 
in  luxury.  Here  are  the  demagogues,  who  can  easily  raise  the  storm,  and 
then  ride  on  its  wings ;  here  are  our  great  cities  threatening  to  become  so 
many  great  slaughter-houses  of  our  sons  who  leave  the  firesides  of  their 
praying  parents ;  here  is  the  increasing  tide  of  foreign  immigration  setting 
in  upon  us,  bringing,  with  much  that  is  good,  the  oflals  of  the  old  world, 
and  about  as  likely  to  aid  us  in  keeping  our  institutions  pure,  as  a  thousand 
muddy  streams  let  into  the  pure  waters  of  Lake  George  would  be  to  aid  in 
keeping  those  sweet  waters  pure.  Yonder  is  the  beast,  fixing  a  bloodshot 
eye  upon  us,  greedy  to  devour ! 

Shall  I  pretend  to  speak  of  half  of  what  threatens  us  ? — Shall  I  mention 
our  factories,  which  lay  almost  every  stream  under  contribution,  and  which 
are  in  danger  of  becoming  so  many  sepulchres  of  souls  ?— of  the  desecra- 
tion of  the  Sabbath  ? — of  the  want  of  pastors,  and  tell  you  that  while  I  am 
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Speaking,  more  than  one-half  of  the  population  of  this  conntry  are  destitnte 
of  the  ministry  ?  Shall  I  tell  yoa  how  our  young  pastors  enter  the  field 
with  high  hopes  and  fair  promise  of  usefulness,  but  are  soon  laid  aside  as 
invalids  or  are  in  the  grave — a  generation  of  ministers  now  lasting  hardly 
half  as  long  as  generations  formerly  did  ?  Shall  I  say,  too,  that  I  am  one 
of  those  who  hold  to  the  old-fashioned  doctrine  of  the  existence  and  agency 
of  fiedlen  spirits,  and  I  believe  that  they  are  now  planning  and  striving  for 
the  mastery  over  this  country,  with  an  interest  such  as  the  earth  never  be- 
fore witnessed.  Aye,  Sir,  and  that  cancer  on  the  breast — which  grows  so 
fast,  that  we  see  it  though  we  shut  our  eye ! — that  will  require  the  most 
united  and  the  holiest  efforts  of  the  people  of  God  to  remove  it  without 
taking  our  life's  blood  with  it !  Who  needs  be  told  that  we  must  have 
men  raised  up  to  stand  between  the  living  and  the  dead,  with  the  censer  of 
€rod  in  their  hands?  Who  are  the  men,  and  what  the  influence  which 
will  first  cover  this  nation  with  a  shield,  and  then  stand  between  her  and 
the  gulf  into  which  she  is  in  danger  of  throwing  herself?  Oh,  Sir,  the 
ministers  of  Christ  who  teach  Israel  to  sigh  over  the  iniquities  of  the  land, 
and  the  altars  around  which  they  gather  the  true  worshippers  to  confess 
their  sins — these,  if  any  thing,  must  and  will  do  it 

But  you  may  ask,  when  we  see  the  press  prostituted,  and  rulers  become 
worshippers  of  their  own  honor,  and  every  other  barrier  giving  way  before 
the  torrents  of  vice  which  pour  over  the  land,  Where  is  the  security  that 
the  minister  of  the  gospel  will  not  also  be  swept  away  ?  I  will  tell  yoa : 
Heaven,  in  wisdom  and  in  mercy,  has  made  the  priest's  office  so  poor  a 
boon  in  this  land,  that  none  will  seek  it  for  its  emoluments.  An  agent  of 
almost  any  little  factory,  and  many  street  pedlars,  receive  a  greater  com-  ' 
pensation  than  the  most  gifted  ministers  in  New  England.  There  are  also 
so  many  avenues  to  office  and  honors  in  this  country,  that  none  will  go  to 
the  altar  of  God  with  the  expectation  of  finding  them  there.  In  a  word,  I 
consider  the  way  to  the  ministry  so  hedged  in  b^  the  providence  of  Grod, 
that  the  temptation  to  enter  it  from  unholy  motives  is  every  day  growin^^ 
smaller.  And  these  are  the  men  and  the  agents  whom  the  times  demand 
to  lift  up  a  standard  against  the  floods  of  iniquity,  and  to  do  the  work  of 
saving  this  nation. 

But  this  is  all  but  the  work  of  a  day,  in  comparison  with  that  which  is 
before  the  church  of  God,  and  firom  which  she  can  in  no  way  excuse  her- 
self. 

.  The  greater  part  of  Christians  on  earth,  are  merelv  nominal ;  and  Chris- 
tendom, as  a  whole,  is  a  great  mass  of  darkened  mind. 

This  ignorance  must  all  be  removed,  and  there  is  to  be  an  amount  of 
laborious  teaching  which  must  wear  out  many  a  devoted  servant  of  God. 
And  then,  if  you  go  another  step,  you  meet  papal  religion,  with  its  ten 
thousand  cunning  artifices  by  which  it  enfeebles,  darkens,  chains  and  de- 
stroys the  mind  of  man,  cheats  the  conscience  out  of  existence,  and  the 
soul  out  of  immortal  life.  Advance  another  step,  and  you  meet  Judaism — 
degenerated  into  cold  Deism,  muffled  in  forms,  untired  by  delay,  unchanged 
by  time,  unconvinced  by  miracles,  unmoved  by  love,  unflinching  and  un- 
hesitating in  the  furnace — every  where  the  same  iron-hearted  thing  that 
hung  the  Son  of  God  on  the  cross,  and  mocked  him  there.  A  little  further, 
and  you  meet  Mohammedanism,  fierce,  cruel,  stem  as  fate,  with  the  fore- 
head of  the  false  prophet  marked  with  blood,  while  his  hand  holds  the 
sword,  and  his  mouth  pronounces  death  against  every  follower  who  becomes 
a  Christian !  Further  on  still,  is  Paganism — a  tree  whose  roots  strike  so 
deep  and  wide  that  they  now  fill  most  of  the  earth,  and  which  have  hereto- 
fore so  spread,  that  even  the  gospel  has  not  been  able  wholly  to  eradicate 
them  from  Christian  countries.  The  tree  is  old,  to  be  sure — and  some  say 
is  ready  to  fall  by  its  own  weight ;  but  it  seems  to  me  to  possess  all  the 
strength  which  time  can  give  it,  without  any  thing  of  that  feebleness  which

is  usually  attendant  npon  age.  And  if  any  one  doubts  the  strength  of 
Paganism,  let  him  r^ad  the  history  of  our  Moravian  brethren,  during  the 
long  years  which  they  spent  in  laboring  on  the  coasts  of  Greenland,  among 
men  as  barbarous  and  as  cold  as  their  sterile  earth  and  their  wintry  sky. 
Let  him  look  eastward,  and  see  how  soon  the  foot  of  Paganism  trod  the 
seven  churches  of  Asia  into  the  dust,  and  hung  over  them  a  night  so  deep, 
that  not  a  ray  of  light  shines  to  show  us  where  even  their  graves  are ! 

These  are  all  to  be  met — these  obstacles  are  all  to  be  met  and  overcome 
— and  over  them  all,  a  highway  for  our  God  is  to  be  prepared.  Can  you 
him  men  to  do  it?  Can  you  offer  rewards  and  honors  that  will  lead  men 
to  do  this  ?  No,  Sir — ^no :  we  must  have  men  who,  as  the  burning  Cornelius 
once  said  to  me,  ^  Men  who  are  moved,  and  guided,  and  upheld  by  some- 
thing within ; "  men  who  rise  up  to  go  to  the  work  expecting  to  fall  and 
die  in  it,  but  trusting  that  others  will  follow  and  take  it  up  where  they  lay 
it  down,  and  others  still,  till  every  knee  bows  at  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  aU 
the  tribes  of  the  earth  shall  return  and  come  to  Zion,  with  songs  and  ever- 
lasting joy  upon  their  heads. 

I  hear  it  asked  frequently.  Why  we  take  so  much  pains  to  raise  up  a 
faithful  pastor,  and  then  take  him  and  make  him  a  secretary  or  an  agent,  or 
a  mover  of  our  benevolent  societies  ?  Why  not  call  in  the  wisdom  of  the 
church  and  set  other  men  to  do  this  ?  Can  nobody  but  clergymen  do  it? 
No,  Sir,  and  for  two  very  good  reasons.  The  first  is,  that  our  lay  brethren 
who  are  fitted  to  fill  these  offices,  are  great  merchants  or  presidents  of 
banks,  or  are  judges,  or  are  on  the  floor  of  Congress,  or  they  have  great 
and  splendid  country  seats  to  take  care  of.  You  cannot  expect  them  to  ex- 
ercise the  self-denial  necessary  to  do  the  heavy  drudgery  of  this  work. 
And  the  second  reason  is,  that  the  ministers  of  Christ  are  the  only  men 
who  can  get  sufficiently  near  the  heart  of  the  church  to  move  her  sympa- 
thies. I  can  see  no  way,  but  to  fill  these  offices  with  pastors,  even  granting 
it  were  desirable  to  do  otherwise. 

Sir,  we  want  a  race  of  holy,  devoted  ministers  raised  up,  and  T  believe 
we  shall  have  them.  The  church  begins  to  feel  that  the  richest,  noblest 
gift  which  can  be  laid  on  the  altar  of  God,  is  the  gill  of  her  sons  and  daugh- 
ters. We  have  already  a  precious  cataJogue.  You  can  hardly  begin  to 
read  it  without  tears,  beginning  with  the  Mathers  and  ending  with  Wisner! 
Can  you  doubt  it?  They  sleep,  some  amid  the  dark  pollution  of  Asia, 
some  in  Africa,  some  in  the  wilderness  at  the  west,  some  on  the  isles  of  the 
ocean,  and  some  in  the  coral  chambers  of  the  deep.  Others  are  following, 
reducing  the  languages  of  barbarism  to  writing,  preaching  and  printing  in 
sixteen  different  languages.  More  than  one  hundred  of  these  men  are  or- 
dained missionaries — our  most  precious  sons  and  daughters — the  richest 
gift  of  Zion  to  her  King ! 

Sir,  the  land  which  we  call  ours,  the  church  bought  with  blood,  the  earth 
hastening  to  judgment,  call  for  holy,  devoted  ministers !  Will  they  not  be 
raised  up  ?  Who  has  not  heard  of  Lyman  and  Munson,  one  of  whom  was 
a  benefiSciary  of  this  Society  ?  And  what  wanderer  upon  the  ocean,  when 
his  ship  comes  within  sight  of  the  blue  ridge  of  mountains  which  runs 
through  the  centre  of  the  degraded,  but  beautiful  island,  will  not  turn  his 
eyes  Uiere,  and  have  YaM  thoughts  muster  thick  around  the  scene  of  their 
martyrdom  ?  Though  we  knew  of  no  particular  danger  which  threatened 
them,  yet  there  was  a  melancholy  which  hung  over  the  parting  hour  of 
pnyer  when  Lyman  left  his  native  village,  which  I  can  never  forget. 
When  I  daily  walk  the  street  where  he  spent  his  boyhood,  when  I  stand 
by  the  altar  on  which  he  was  consecrated  to  God,  when  I  see  his  widowed 
mother  smiling  in  grief,  and  blessing  God  that  he  gave  her  such  a  son  to 

S've  back  to  him,  I  cannot,  do  not  doubt,  that  God  will  raise  up  a  host  of 
ithful  men  to  publish  his  word. 
Mr.  President,  though  I  live  in  a  beautiful  part  of  Zion,  where  the  hand 
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of  God  hath  scattered  his  gifts  in  rich  profasion,  and  where  the  waters 
murmur  as  softly  as  those  of  Silva,  yet  even  there,  the  heart  is  a  stone  tiJl 
God  has  touched  it;  and  I  sometimes  have  the  heartache,  and  feel  like 
sinkinjif  under  the  burdens  and  the  responsibilities  of  the  ministry ;  and 
when  I  feel  thus  weary  and  discouraged,  [  oflen  go  and  tread  the  little 
footpath  that  winds  through  our  grave-yard ;  and  at  one  grave  I  always 
pause.  It  is  the  grave  of  David  Brainerd,  that  roan  of  God,  who  finished 
his  great  day's  work  long  before  noon,  and  at  the  early  age  of  thirty  was 
called  home  to  rest !  Ah  !  Sir,  the  Indian  will  look  down  and  contract  his 
brow  when  you  tell  him  that  not  a  red  man  now  walks  through  our  sweet 
valley,  or  over  our  blue  hills  ;  that  our  plough  sometimes  turns  up  the 
arrows,  and  sometimes  the  bones  of  his  fathers  ;  but  tell  him  that  you  live 
near  the  grave  of  David  Brainerd,  and  his  eye  will  fiTl  with  tears.  For  this 
name  is  poured  through  the  forest  like  precious  ointment  Oh !  that  his 
mantle  may  fall  upon  us,  and  upon  the  dear  youth  of  our  churches,  till  each 
church  can  number  sons  in  the  ministry ;  faithful,  holy,  devoted,  Godlike. 
Then  shall  the  light  of  the  moon  be  as  the  light  of  the  sun,  and  the  light  of 
the  sun  shall  be  seven-fold,  as  the  light  of  seven  days. 


ADDRESS  OF  REV.  ANSEL  R.  CLARK, 

OR    PRESENTING    THE    FOLLOWING    RESOLUTION. 

JUsohedf  That  the  command  of  Christ  to  '  go  and  teach  all  nations,*  requires  of 
the  church  to  educate,  as  well  as  to  send  forth,  men  in  sufficient  numbers  for  the 
immediate  accomplishment  of  the  work. 

Mr.  Presioent, — The  resolution  I  have  just  read,  leads  us  to  contem- 
plate a  work,  which,  in  magnitude  and  results,  is  not  surpassed  by  any  other 
that  has  engaged  or  ever  will  engage  the  attention  of  mortals.  But  who  are 
to  do  this  work  ?  Upon  whom  rests  this  overwhelming  responsibility  ?  I 
answer,  upon  the  church,  upon  the  whole  church.  Ministers  and  people, 
old  and  young,  are  under  the  binding  command  of  Heaven,  to  employ  their 
talents,  means,  and  influence  in  the  way  best  calculated  to  hasten  the 
accomplishment  of  this  work.  We  want  no  *«  Thus  saith  the  Lord  "  for 
proof  of  this  assertion.  It  commends  itself  to  reason  and  common  sense  as 
well  as  agrees  witli  the  declarations  of  Scripture.  It  is  in  accordance  with 
the  principle  on  which  the  whole  arrangement  of  the  divine  government  is 
founded.  The  child  must  seek  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  his  father, 
the  servant  that  of  his  master,  the  subject  that  of  his  lord.  And  no  less 
binding  is  the  Christian's  obligation  to  seek  the  best  interests  of  God. 
For  he  is  a  child  of  God,  a  servant  of  God,  and  a  subject  of  Jesus  Christ, 
his  Lord. 

But  in  what  ways  shall  the  efforts  required  be  put  forth,  to  secure  this 
object,  for  which  apostles  so  earnestly  prayed  and  martyrs  so  freely  poared 
ont  their  blood  ?  I  answer,  Mr.  President,  in  those  very  ways  in  which  the 
church  is  now  putting  them  forth,  but  with  tenfold  more  power,  and  stron- 
ger reliance  on  an  almighty  arm.  Let  every  heart  with  every  tongue  offer 
prayer,  and  every  hand  be  open  to  supply  the  needed  aid  for  the  distribn- 
tion  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  among  every  tribe  and  people  on  the  face  of 
the  fflobe.  Let  a  missionary  zeal,  such  as  has  not  been  witnessed  since 
the  days  of  the  apostles,  pervadM  the  church,  and  all  that  assistance  be 
granted,  necessary  to  render  comfortable  those  who  go  far  hence  to  the 
Gentiles.  Let  every  other  object,  upon  which  God  smiles,  receive  its  full 
share  of  attention.  But,  Mr.  President,  what  will  all  this  avail  unless  Chris- 
tians lift  up  their  united  voice  in  humble  supplications  to  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest  ?  Will  the  work 
he  accomplished?    No,  Sir,  never.    Your  Bible  Society  may  cany  its 
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recent  and  heavenly  resolution  into  full  effect ;  your  Tract  Society  may 
accomplish  its  no  less  benevolent  designs ;  they  both  may  plant  their 
depositories  on  every  shore,  in  every  city,  in  every  town,  from  whence 
shall  go  forth  over  cUl  lands  their  leaves  of  salvation.  Yea  more,  your 
Sunday  School  Society  may  plant  its  nursery  of  religious  instruction  in 
every  church  and  neighborhood  on  the  earth  ;  yourl  Seaman's  Friend  So- 
ciety may  hoist  their  flag  in  every  port,  which  shall  direct  the  weather- 
beaten  sailor  to  the  haven  of  eternal  rest ;  they  may  fill  every  library,  yea 
every  cabin  and  berth  even  of  every  vessel  that  ploughs  the  mighty  deep, 
with  Bibles  and  Tracts.  But  what  will  oil  this  avail  unless  these  means 
are  accompanied  with  men  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  prayer,  and  able 
to  preach  the  gospel,  which  is  ordained  of  Heaven  to  be  the  power  and 
wisdom  of  God  unto  salvation. 

To  attempt  the  conversion  of  the  world  without  well  qualified  preachers, 
men  of  high  attainments  in  learning  and  piety,  merely  with  Bibles,  Tracts, 
and  Sunday  Schools,  and  all  other  means  of  moral  influence  which  the 
church  is  now  using,  is  as  absurd  as  it  would  be  for  our  nation  to  attempt 
to  defend  itself  against  the  well  trained  armies  of  Europe,  with  mere 
muskets,  balls,  powder,  and  other  weapons  of  defence,  without  men  to 
wield  them.  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  world  will  never  be  con- 
verted without  well  qualified  ministers  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature. 

Our  next  inquiry,  Mr.  President,  is,  are  there  a  suflicient  number  of  such 
preachers,  or  will  there  ht  a  suflficieDt  number,  without  a  special  efibrt  on 
the  part  of  the  church  ?  Your  Missionary  Societies  can  give  an  answer  to 
this  inquiry.  And  what  is  their  testimony  ?  Are  not  their  calls  for  men 
louder  and  more  imperative  than  they  are  for  money  ?  Sir,  when  they 
consider  the  desolations  of  our  land,  which  spread  out  themselves  beneath 
their  eye,  and  from  3,000  to  4,000  churches  are  destitute  of  pastors  ;  when 
they  behold  the  wide  spread  evils  of  intemperance,  licentiousness.  Sabbath 
breaking,  and  slavery,  none  of  which  will  ever  be  banished  from  the  abodes 
of  men,  except  through  the  influence  of  the  living  ministry,  they  call  upon 
you,  Sir,  upon  every  lover  of  Christ  and  of  his  kingdom,  as  with  a  trum- 
peVs  voice.  Give  us  men ;  give  us  apostolic  missionaries.  And,  Sir,  the 
demand  of  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  are  no  less  urgent.  From  the 
stations  they  occupy,  their  bosoms  swell  with  emotions  of  sympathy,  too 
big  for  utterance,  as  they  look  at  China  with  her  nearly  400,000,000  of 
idolaters ;  at  Africa,  India,  and  all  of  Pagan  and  Mohammedan  Asia  and 
Europe  ;  at  the  islands  of  the  sea ;  at  the  native  tribes  on  our  own  borders, 
aa  well  as  at  the  papal  and  infidel  world  besides.  Here,  Sir,  is  their  work, 
aa  agents  of  the  church.  Here  is  their  commission — **  Go,  preach  the  gos- 
pel to  every  creature."  And  here  is  the  cheering  promise  for  their  encour- 
agement— **  The  kingdoms  of  the  world  shall  becpmc  the  kingdoms  of  our 
I^rd  and  of  his  Christ;  and  he  shall  reign  forever  and  ever." 

Well  then  may  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions call  upon  the  churches  for  107  ordained  missionaries  to  be  sent  to  the 
heathen  within  the  current  year.  And  the  American  Home  Missionary 
Society  for  1,000  for  the  destitute  in  our  own  land.  But  this  demand,  Sir, 
18  nothing  in  comparison  with  the  real  wants.  No  less  than  700,000  addi- 
tional laborers  are  needed  for  the  world,  and  6,000  for  the  United  States. 
And  yet  we  talk  of  merely  100  for  the  heathen ;  and  perhaps  of  as  many 
more  for  our  own  land.  But  whence  shall  this  number,  small  as  it  is, 
come  ?  Can  they  be  found  ?  Are  they  educated  ?  Can  the  American 
Board,  or  the  Home  Missionary  Society  find  them  ?  No,  Sir.  They  are 
not  in  existence.  Whence  then  shall  they  come  ?  From  the  bosom  of  the 
church.  The  church  must  educate,  as  well  as  send  forth,  well  qualified 
preachepi.  For  if  it  be  true,  that  the  church  is  to  convert  the  world, 
through  the  preached  gospel,  and  that  there  are  not  ministers  sufficient  to 
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meet  the  present  demands  will  not  be  without  efficient  agency  in  preparing 
pious  youth  for  this  sacred  employment,  then  who  is  to  put  forth  this 
agency  if  not  the  church  ?  And  if  the  church  is  to  do  this  work,  when 
shall  she  commence  ?  When  must  she  begin  to  mould,  cnltirate,  and  pol- 
ish minds  for  this  holy  and  overwhelmingly  responsible  business  of  preach- 
ing salvation  to  dying  sinners  ?  I  answer,  Mr.  President,  in  the  cradle,  in 
the  nurseiy,  in  infancy,  in  childhood.  Then  is  the  time  for  Christian 
parents  to  impress  upon  the  infantile  mind,  religious  truth,  and  as  the  intel- 
lectual powers  develope  themselves,  to  make  known  to  their  children  the 
wants  of  the  world,  and  exhibit  before  them  an  ardent  desire  for  their  early 
conversion  to  God,  that  they  may  become  ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Let 
them  do  this,  and  depend  upon  it.  Sir,  another  generation  would  not  pass 
away  before  the  gospel  would  light  on  every  land. 

In  reference  to  this  subject,  there  is  too  much  apathy,  selfishness,  and 
infidelity  in  the  church.  Some  parents  say  we  wish  our  children  to  pursue 
that  calling  for  which  they  seem  to  have  a  natural  taste.  For  one,  Mr. 
President,  I  believe  but  little  about  this  natural  taste.  I  believe  the  remark 
of  the  poet  when  he  says, 

"  Just  aa  the  twie  is  boot, 
The  tree's  inclined." 

Further,  Sir,  it  is  the  declaration  of  God,  ^  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it*' 

The  principal  reason  why  some  children  seem  to  have  a  natural  taste  for 
a  particular  employment,  is,  their  parents  have  exerted  a  direct  or  indirect 
influence  to  form  that  taste.  They  have  talked  to  them  about  the  honor  of 
the  forum  or  the  bar,  the  respectability  and  profit  of  the  merchant,  the  inde- 
pendency of  the  farmer,  or  the  gain  of  some  other  employment,  and  have 
thrown  around  a  particular  calling  a  charm  that  has  created  in  the  child  a 
relish  for  that  calling.  This  was  the  way  in  which  the  mother  of  Samuel  J. 
Mills  produced  in  his  mind  a  taste  for  the  Christian  ministry.  From  the 
cradle  upward,  she  followed  him  with  her  prayers  and  instructions,  until  he 
was  seen  sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  clothed  and  in  his  right  mind,  and  his 
soul  panted  for  the  privilege  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  heathen. 

Let  all  Christian  parents  follow  this  example,  and  your  colleges  and 
theological  seminaries  would  soon  swarm  with  candidates  for  the  sacred 
ministry. 

Sir,  I  have  not  been  an  idle  spectator  in  regard  to  this  subject.  While  in 
the  employment  of  your  noble  society  for  more  than  six  years,  I  was  often 
called  to  converse  with  parents  on  the  duty  of  consecrating  their  sons  to 
the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel.  And  though  I  frequently  met  with  those, 
who,  actuated  by  selfishness  or  some  other  unholy  motive,  replied,  "  we  can- 
not spare  them,"  yet  my  spirits  are  sometimes  cheered  in  meeting  with 
others,  whose  souls  leaped  with  joy  at  the  thought  of  having  sons  accounted 
worthy  to  be  put  into  the  sacred  ministry. 

I  now  recollect  a  pious  mother  in  the  backwoods  of  the  West,  who,  in 
conversation  on  this  subject,  gave  vent  to  mingled  emotions  of  joy  and  of 
anxiety  in  a  flood  of  tears,  whilst  she  honestly  declared  that  it  was  her 
earnest  desire  that  her  five  sons  might  be  early  converted  to  God,  and 
trained  to  preach  the  gospel,  not  in  this  land  of  light  and  of  Sabbaths,  Mr. 
President,  but  in  lands  full  of  darkness  and  of  the  habitations  of  cruelty. 

I  have  also  seen  a  father,  who  seemed  to  possess  something  of  the  apos- 
tolic spirit  He  was  willing  that  his  children,  both  sons  and  daughters, 
might  all  go  and  tell  the  heathen  the  story  of  the  cross.  One  morning  as 
he  was  conversing  with  his  family  on  missionary  subjects,  as  he  was  wont 
to  do,  he  expressed  to  his  wife  his  entire  willingness  that  all  his  children 
should  become  missionaries.  His  wife  with  surprise,  replied,  what  shall 
we  do  ?    We  are  getting  to  be  infirm  and  have  but  little  of  this  world's 
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goods ;  if  all  our  children  should  go  to  the  heathen,  what  shall  we  do  ?  His 
answer  was  ready.  If  the  Lord  Jesus  wants  our  children  to  he  employed 
in  his  service  among  the  heathen,  and  will  not  take  care  of  us,  we  will  lay 
down  and  die.  Ah,  Mr.  President,  that  is  the  spirit  That  is  the  spirit, 
and  let  it  pervado  the  whole  church,  and  shortly  an  army  will  be  raised  up 
to  fight  the  battles  of  the*  Lord.  You  will  be  in  no  want  of  men,  Sir,  or 
money  either.  Your  Missionai^  Societies  would  then  have  as  much  as 
they  could  do,  by  attending  to  the  request,  **  Here  are  we,  send  us." 

But  without  dwelling  on  the  importance  of  parental  instruction  and  faith- 
fulness, without  even  looking  at  the  institution  of  Sunday  Schools,  or  any 
other  method  for  raising  up  an  intelligent  and  Christian  generation,  I  will 
detain  you  but  a  moment  with  remarks  on  the  duty  of  sustaining  your 
Society.  Mr.  President,  the  work  of  your  Society  needs  to  be  prosecuted 
with  more  vigor,  more  prayer,  and  stronger  confidence  in  God  fur  success. 
Sir,  your  institution  should  be,  and  is  beginning  to  be,  regarded  as  the  hope 
of  the  church.  Those  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  dawning  of  that  day, 
whose  light  shall  chase  away  the  darkness  of  a  thousand  ages,  are  anxiously 
turned  to  your  Society,  as  the  sheet-anchor,  which  is  to  hold  the  world 
from  dashing  against  the  breakers,  and  involving  its  inhabitants  in  one  com- 
mon ruin.  However  much  some  men,  through  selfishness  and  ignorance, 
may  coldly  and  indifferently,  if  not  with  manifest  opposition,  look  upon  the 
Education  cause,  it  still  stands  and  must  stand  in  intimate  and  indissoluble 
connection  with  the  work  of  converting  the  world  to  God. 

But  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ?  and  how  shall  they  preach 
except  they  be  sent  ?  and  how  shall  they  be  sent  unless  they  are  first  edu- 
cated ?  And  how  shall  they  be  educated,  if  your  Society  and  kindred  insti- 
tutions, do  not  in  a  great  measure  perform  the  work  ?  Will  indigent  young 
men  educate  themselves?  No,  Sir;  except  in  a  few  extraordinary  cases. 
Will  a  sufficient  number  be  educated  at  the  expense  of  their  parents  ?  No, 
Sir.  All  past  history,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  case,  answers.  No. 
Then  your  Society  cannot  be  dispensed  with.  And  it  must  be  carried 
forward  with  accelerated  speed.  For,  I  repeat  it,  the  calls  for  well  edu- 
cated and  holy  men,  such  as  you  are  designing  to  furnish,  are  waxing 
loader  and  louder,  and  every  day  becoming  more  imperative  and  urgent. 

On  the  subject  of  contributing  for  the  support  of  the  institution  I^will 
relate  one  anecdote,  which  occurred  under  my  own  observation  illustrating 
the  spirit  and  self-denial  which  we  and  all  who  love  Zion,  are  called  upon 
to  exercise.  The  devotedly  pious  father,  to  whom  I  have  already  alluded, 
and  who  was  willing  that  all  his  children  should  become  missionaries,  was 
in  rather  indigent  circumstances.  He  lived  in  a  log  hut,  had  a  few  acres 
of  land,  and  a  trade  by  which  he  supported  a  large  family.  About  two  and 
an  half  years  ago,  he  was  called  on  to  subscribe  to  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society.  He  gave  his  name  for  two  dollars.  He  went  home,  and  retired 
to  bed.  But  could  not  sleep.  He  thought  of  his  subscription  all  night  In 
the  morning  he  went  to  his  pastor  and  unburdened  his  feelings  to  him.  He 
took  him  into  the  study,  and  said,  I  could  not  sleep  last  night  I  thought  of 
the  subscription  I  made  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  In  imagination 
I  took  that  subscription  paper  and  went  right  up  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Chnst, 
and  said,  My  Lord  and  my  Master,  here  is  the  sum,  two  dollars,  that  I  have 
promised  to  give  this  year  to  preach  thy  gospel  among  the  heathen  this 
year.  No,  said  he,  I  canH  do  it  Hand  me  that  paper.  He  took  it  and 
subscribed  ten  dollars  instead  of  two.  A  short  time  after  I  presented 
the  Education  cause  in  that  place.  And  this  man  subscribed  ten  dollars 
for  that  society.  About  six  months  after  I  met  him  again,  and  he  said,  I 
have  five  dollars  more  ;  one  half  shall  go  to  the  Missionary  Society  and  one 
half  to  the  Education  Society. 

Now,  Sir,  let  a  similar  spirit  pervade  the  church,  let  the  rich  as  well  as 
the  poor  give  in  proportion  to  their  ability  compared  with  this  man ;  let 
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even  thia  Christian  assembly  be  governed  by  the  same  motives,  which 
governed  that  man,  and  let  them  give  with  the  Lord  Jesus  fully  in  view,  and 
your  debts  will  be  soon  cancelled  and  your  treasury  filled  to  overflowing. 
And  further,  whoever  pursues  this  course,  though  at  the  setting  of  his  sun, 
he  may  have  no  downy  pillow  on  which  to  lay  his  aching  head,  will  have 
that  which  is  more  substantial  to  sustain  and*comfort,  the  bosom  of  the 
blessed  Saviour,  on  which  he  may  breathe  out  his  last  expiring  breath,  and 
shall  receive  the  rewards  of  those  who  labor  to  educate  as  well  as  send 
forth  well  qualifiea  preachers,  that  the  world  may  be  converted  to  God.  I 
submit  the  resolution. 


SKETCH  OF  REV.  MR.  ARMSTRONG'S  ADDRESS, 

ON  PBESEIHTING  THE  rOLLOWIMQ  RESOLUTIOIT. 

Hesohed,  Tliat  in  view  of  the  urgent  and  increasing  demand  for  thoroughly  edu- 
cated ministers  of  the  gospel,  throughout  the  unevangelized  world,  the  American 
Education  Society  ought  to  be  sustained  by  the  fervent  prayers,  the  liberal  contribu- 
tions, and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  who  desire  the  gloiy  of  Chiisty  in  the 
salvation  of  men. 

The  resolution,  said  Mr.  A.,  invites  the  prayers,  the  contributions,  and 
the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  those  who  desire  the  glory  of  Christ  and  the 
salvation  of  men.  It  is  these  which  have  sustained  the  Society  hitherto, 
and  under  their  fostering  influence  its  means  have  become  great,  its  opera- 
tions extensive,  and  its  plans  such  as  to  embrace  the  world.  By  these  it 
must  be  still  sustained.  Let  these  be  withdrawn,  and  its  resources  are 
gone,  and  a  thousand  young  men,  who  are  now  under  its  training  and  pat- 
ronage, must  relinquish  all  their  cherished  hopes,  and  return  to  secular  pur- 
suits. The  churches  must  be  left  to  sink  back  in  despondency,  and  the 
heavens  which  were  beginning  to  brighten  with  the  millennial  morning, 
must  again  be  shrouded  in  darkness  ;  and  the  fair  and  cheering  prospect  of 
Messiah's  speedy  coming  must  be  lost  in  the  gloom. 

Others  have  commended  the  Society  to  the  benevolence  of  the  people  qf 
God  by  arguments  drawn  from  various  other  sources.  I  go  for  ray  argu- 
ment to  the  unevangelized  world.  What  is  it  ?  It  is  more  than  four  fiflhs  of 
the  population  of  our  globe^overed  with  darkness,  sunk  in  wickedness, 
and  passing  without  God  and  without  hope,  to  the  grave  and  to  the  judg- 
ment. And  tliis  deplorably  state  of  rayless  midnight  must  continue  forever, 
unless  the  heaven-appointed  remedy  shall  be  apfilied  for  their  relief.  And 
what  is  that  ?  It  is  the  gospel ;  that  divine  provision  which  cost  the  life- 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  which  is  ordained  of  God  for  the  salvation  of  all 
who  believe.    Was  not  the  necessity  urgent ;  the  call  iropefative  ? 

But  the  resolution  spoke  of  the  increasing  demand  for  the  supply  of  the 
messengers  of  God  to  bear  his  gospel  to  the  destitute.  And  was  not  the 
increase  of  this  demand  obvious  to  all  observers  ?  Mr.  A.  here  called  the 
recollection  of  his  auditory  to  the  period  when  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  was  first  formed,  and  contrasted  that  day  of  small  things 
with  the  enterprise  of  the  Board  of  the  present  time.  Four  hundred  labor- 
ers were  already  in  the  field,  and  the  demand  for  the  present  year  was  for 
200  more  ;  not  for  new  fields,  and  regions  wholly  unexplored,  but  for  the 
points  already  occupied,  and  for  those  which  God's  providence  had  already 
prepared  to  be  immediately  entered  upon.  The  number  required  was  four 
times  as  great  as  that  which  had  been  asked  for  in  any  one  preceding  year, 
and  if  this  was  to  continue  to  be  the  measure  of  its  advance,  who  should 
set  bounds  to  the  future  enterprise  of  the  Board  ?  He  referred  to  what 
had  taken  place  yesterday  morning,  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Tract  Society, 
when  a  proposal  had  been  made  to  increafle  the  appropriation  asked  for 
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foreign  countries  from  $35,000  to  $50,000,  but  its  managers  prudently 
declined  it,  not  because  the  field  of  operation  was  not  wide  enough  to 
absorb  the  $50,000,  nor  because  the  pecuniary  means  of  the  church  were 
inadequate  to  the  demand,  but  because  the  men  were  wanting ;  because 
there  were  no  laborers.  As  the  Bible  and  the  Tract  Societies  continued  to 
move  on,  the  demand  for  men  must  proportionally  increase  ;  for,  wherever 
the  tracts  were  blessed  of  God  to  make  a  deep  impression  on  tlie  minds  of 
the  heathen,  the  next  result  was  an  immediate  demand  for  men  to  distribute 
the  bread  of  life.  Having  once  tasted  the  truth,  the  heathen  immediately 
cried  out  for  personal  instruction.  So  wide  indeed  was  the  demand,  and 
so  white  were  the  fields  for  this  great  harvest,  that,  did  the  Society  possess, 
that  night,  one  thousand  missionaries  suitably  furnished  and  equipped  for 
the  field,  every  one  of  them  might  be  despatched  during  the  ensuing 
summer. 

The  resolution  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  a  ministry  well  trained  and 
thoroughly  educated.  Such  a  ministry,  it  was  the  design  of  this  Society 
to  rear  up,  and  none  other  would  meet  the  demand  of  the  foreign  field. 
There  was  a  vague,  mistaken  notion,  which  had  long  possessed  the  minds 
of  the  Christian  public,  and  wi^s  not  even  yet  fully  exploded,  that  while  an 
educated  ministry  were  needed  at  home,  almost  any  thing  would  do  to  send 
abroad.  A  few  months  since,  when  a  beloved  pastor  broke  away  from  the 
tears  and  embraces  of  an  affectionate  people,  under  the  conviction  that  he 
was  called  by  the  providence  of  God  to  the  countless  millions  on  the  other 
side  of  the  globe,  he  made  a  visit  to  one  of  our  large  cities,  where  he 
preached  with  great  acceptance.  He  was  accompanied  to  the  ship  by  a 
large  number  of  the  friends  of  missions,  one  of  whom  said  to  another  on 
his  way  home,  "  What  a  pity  that  such  a  man  as  that  should  go  to  the 
heathen ! "  On  another  occasion,  a  father,  whose  son  was  studying  for  the 
ministry,  went  to  his  pastor,  and  asked  him,  whether  be  thought  his  son 
could  go  to  the  heathen  as  a  missionary.  "Wait,"  replied  the  minister, 
"  till  I  hear  him  preach ; "  meaning  that  if  he  was  but  an  indifferent 
preacher,  he  might  do  well  enough  to  send  abroad;  but  if  he  should 
preach  with  acceptance,  he  must  be  retained  at  l\orae.  Mr.  A.  remon- 
strated with  warmth  against  a  notion  so  absurd,  and  pressed  with  great 
earnestness  the  duty  of  the  church  to  provide  and  consecrate  her  best  and 
ablest  men  for  the  mission  work.  To  simplify  the  truth  so  as  to  adapt  it  to 
the  comprehension  of  the  heathen  mind,  was  one  of  the  mightiest  efforts 
of  the  human  intellect;  in  illustration  of  which  position,  be  referred  to  the 
remark  of  a  very  competent  judge  on  such  questions,  who  had  observed, 
that  there  was  nothing  in  ail  the  works  of  Dr.  Watts,  which  so  much 
astonished  him  by  its  consummate  ability,  as  his  hymns  for  children.  Mr.  A. 
painted  the  condition  of  a  missionary,  surrounded  by  a  vast  mass  of  mind, 
much  of  it  highly  acute,  and  trained  to  metaphysical  reasoning,  but  sunk  in 
the  darkness  and  prejudice  of  centuries,  and  crushed  under  the  load  of 
senseless  superstitions ;  and  put  the  cogent  inquiry,  how  he  was  to  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  thousand  various  objections  which  should  bo  made 
against  the  truth ;  how  he  was  to  prepare  tracts  and  books  adapted  to  the 
use  of  the  people  to  whom  he  was  sent ;  and  above  all,  how  he  was  to 
perform  the  arduous  work  of  translating  the  Scriptures  into  a  foreign 
tongue,  thus  forming  both  the  religion  and  literature  of  a  nation,  without 
suitable  training,  and  long  and  .careful  preparation  ?  Besides,  it  would 
never  do  as  an  ultimate  arrangement,  that  the  heathen  should  rely  for  their 
whole  supply  of  gospel  instruction  on  teachers  educated  in  this  country. 
There  were  a  thousand  reasons  why  native  teachers  would  be  far  prefer- 
able, and  such  it  was  the  design  of  the  Board  ultimately  to  secure  i^  them; 
but,  for  this  purpose,  permanent  institutions  for  theological  instruction  must 
be  founded  among  the  heathen  themselves,  and  was  this  a  work  to  be  com- 
mitted to  the  hanHs  of  ignorant  men,  half  educatisd,  or  slightly  trained  ? 
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The  missionaries  now  sent  abroad  might  be  compared  to  the  seed-com  of 
the  church ;  and  what  wise  farmer  took  the  refuse  and  sweepings  of  the 
granary  to  sow  his  field  for  the  future  harvest?  If  any  department  of 
ministerial  labor  demanded  the  highest  order  of  raind,  it  was  the  missionary 
work  abroad.  Multitudes  of  every  grade  offered  themselves,  and  all  might 
be  usefully  employed ;  but  it  was  the  educated  who  must  take  the  lead,  and 
like  wise  master-builders,  lay  deep  and  sure  the  foundations  of  the  future 
faith  of  those  populous  regions. 

Mr.  A.  concluded  by  observing,  that  the  hope  of  heathen  lands  lay, 
under  God,  in  our  societies  for  education.  Here  the  instructors  of  the 
heathen  must  be  trained,  and  unless  these  societies  were  liberally  endowed, 
and  faithfully  sustained  by  the  church,  the  hope  of  the  heathen  must  be  aa 
the  giving  up  of  the  ghost. 


ADDRESS  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

I  msE,  Mr.  President,  to  present  a  resolution,  which  it  is  deemed  specially 
important  should  be  adopted  by  the  Society  at  the  present  meeting.  The 
state  of  feeling  in  some  parts  of  the  country  in  reference  to  the  whole 
subject  of  educating  indigent  pious  young  men  for  the  ministry,  seems  to 
require  such  an  action  on  our  part.  And  with  your  permission,  I  will  follow 
the  resolution  with  a  few  remarks. 

Mewhed,  That  the  American  Education  Society,  in  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  in  which  it  is  cn^ged,  and  the  vast  importance  of  its  speedy  accomplishmeot, 
does  most  cordially  rejoice  in  the  efforts  of  all  other  evangelical  Education  Societies, 
whose  object  is  to  increase  the  number  of  pious,  learned,  and  efficient  Ministers  of 
Jesus  Christ 

The  work.  Sir,  to  which  reference  is  here  made,  is  the  supply  of  the 
world  with  heralds  of  salvation.  How  divine  the  work !  It  is  instrument 
tally  carrying  into  completion  what  God  himself  commenced.  Jesus  Christ 
was  an  ambassador  from  heaven,  and  all  his  ministers  have  a  celestial  com- 
mission. How  immense  the  work! — the  supply  of  the  world,  the  whole 
world.  Eighteen  centuries  have  rolled  tlieir  ample  round  since  the  Saviour 
enjoined  upon  his  disciples,  ^*  Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest.**.  At  that  time  one  hundred  thousand 
ministers  would,  probably,  have  furnished  an  adequate  supply  for  the  then 
known  world ;  now  the  demand  is  for  no  less  than  six  hundred  thousand. 
And  it  remains  for  the  church,  in  its  nineteenth  century,  to  arise  in  all  her 
energy,  and  with  the  blessing  of  God,  meet  this  demand. 

The  world,  Mr.  President,  lieth  in  wickedness,  and  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  it.  The  wages  of  sin  is  death— eternal  death.  From  this  awful 
condition  mankind  are  instrumentally  delivered  by  the  ministrations  of  the 
gof  pel.  By  the  foolishness  of  preaching,  Gud  vs  pleased  to  save  them  that 
believe.  Like  the  Ethiopian  nobleman,  men  will  not  understand  the  Scrip- 
tures unless  some  one  guide  them.  Multitudes  also  irretrievably  perish  in 
sin  every  day  for  lack  of  knowledge — are  hastened  to  tiie  bar  of  irreversible 
judgment  without  a  surety  or  a  Saviour.  Hence  the  necessity  of  sending 
the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  with  the  least  possible  delay.  In  view, 
Sir,  of  the  greatness  of  this  work,  and  the  vast  importance  of  its  speedy  ac- 
complishment, the  American  Education.  Society  was  established.  It  was 
formed  on  broad,  evangelical  principles,  and  consequently,  is  neither  de- 
nominational nor  sectarian.  The  men  concerned  in  its  establishment  pos- 
sessed views  and  benevolence  as  extensive  as  the  world, — Worcester, 
Porter,  and  Phillips,  whose  names  are  venerated  on  earth  and  honored 
in  heaven,  were  among  its  founders.  Its  desires  are  commensurate  with 
the  happiness  of  a  world  of  undying  souls,  and  its  aims  are  their  salvation. 
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In  its  operations,  it  institutes  no  inquiry  respecting  the  shiboleths  of  a  party, 
but  only  respecting  the  grand  essentials  of  religion.  It  would  contemplate 
the  whole  body  of  Christ  as  a  seamless  garment.  It  proffers  aid  to  all  wor- 
thy applicants ;  and  elects  not,  in  particular,  for  patronage,  this  denomina- 
tion of  Christians,  or  that  institution  of  learning.  Young  men  of  different 
evangelical  communions  are  this  year  assisted  at  159  different  literary  and 
theological  institutions.  It  commenced  its  operations  in  a  catholic  spirit, 
and  has  ever  maintained  a  uniform  course  of  procedure.  Thus  broad  in 
principle,  and  pacific  in  action,  it  would  endeavor  to  accomplish  the  object 
it  has  in  view,  and  it  is  willing  that  other  societies  should  operate  in  the 
way  of  their  own  election.  It  would  avoid  all  strife  and  collisions  as  de- 
structive of  Christian  feeling,  and  as  a  great  obstacle  to  the  advancement  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  which  consisteth  in  righteousness,  and  peace,  and 
joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost  As  Abraham  said  to  Lot,  so  says  this  Society  to  all 
similar  institutions,  **  Let  there  be  no  strife  I  pray  thee  between  me  and 
thee,  for  we  are  brethren. — Is  not  the  whole  land  before  thee?  If  thou  wilt 
take  the  lefl  hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the  right ;  or  if  thou  depart  to  the  right 
hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the  lefl."  Its  language  to  all  persons  is.  If  you  are 
pleased  with  our  principles  and  mode  of  operation,  we  shall  be  happy  to 
have  you  adopt  them  and  co-operate  with  us  in  this  good  cause.  But,  if 
you  prefer  some  other  way  of  performing  this  work  of  the  Lord,  we  shall 
rejoice  to  have  you  labor  in  any  method  you  may  deem  best.  Choose  your 
own  way  to  work  in  the  Master's  vineyard,  and  we  shall  be  satisfied ;  but 
for  the  glory  of  God,  the  honor  of  Christ,  and  the  salvation  of  souls,  choose 
some  way  and  work,  and  not  be  idle.  If  we  differ  in  this  matter,  let  us 
agree  to  differ,  and  not  spend  in  contention  precious  time,  and  sacrifice 
precious  holy  influence,  while  the  blood  of  immortal  souls  is  found  in  the 
skirts  of  our  garments.  It  is  not  to  be  expected,  that  all  men,  possessing  as 
they  do,  different  natural  constitutions,  different  education,  and  consequent- 
ly different  prejudices,  would  think  exactly  alike  in  regard  to  the  plan  of 
educating  minds ;  or  act  uniformly  in  a  cause  like  this,  so  extended  and 
multifarious  in  its  operations,  and  which  comes  in  contact  with  so  many  lit- 
eraiy  and  theological  institutions.  There  will  be  local  and  denominational 
Societies,  and  perhaps  it  is  best  there  should  be.  To  all  who  are  disposed 
to  engage  in  controversy  on  this  subject,  our  reply  is.  We  are  doing  a  great 
work,  so  that  we  cannot  come  down ;  we  have  not  time  to  devote  to  this  pur- 
pose. Who  would  thus  be  retarded  in  this  enterprise,  while  such  multitudes 
of  souls  are  plunging  into  perdition  as  fast  as  time  can  wafl  them  thither  ? 
There  must  be  no  delay  in  this  work,  but  a  speedy  accomplishment  of  it 
Gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  church  demands  it ;  the  salvation  of  un- 
dying souls  demands  it ;  and  the  glory  of  God  demands  it  These  consid- 
erations press  to  immediate,  untiring,  agonizing  effort. 

It  is  now.  Sir,  more  than  twenty  years  since  this  Society  commenced  ope- 
rations ;  but,  comparatively  speaking,  how  little  has  it  accomplished !  True, 
it  has  assisted  about  2,500  in  a  course  of  education,  and  been  the  means,  in 
a  greater  or  less  degree,  of  introducing  to  the  ministry  800  individuals, 
most  of  whom  are  now  living  and  laboring  faithfully  for  Jesus  Christ  But 
what  are  these  compared  with  the  number  required  ?  Instead  of  one  thotuand, 
the  Society  should  this  day  have  under  its  patronage  at  least  Jive  thousaruL 
Far  greater  efforts  should  be  made  than  ever  have  been  for  the  promotion 
of  this  cause.  Hitherto  we  have  tamely  exhorted  pious  young  men  to  enter 
the  ministry  ;  but  now  we  must  become  press-men.  We  must  go  to  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Captain  of  salvation,  and  demand  their  service,  telling 
them  if  they  will  not  forsake  houses  and  lands,  fathers  and  mothers,  broth- 
ers and  sisters,  to  minister  to  the  salvation  of  souls,  they  must  expect  to 
incur  the  displeasure  of  Jesus  Christ  Young  men  must  pray  over  tliis 
subject  far  more  than  they  ever  have  done,  and  settle  the  matter  of  duty^  in 
view  of  a  perishing  world,  their  own  conscience,  and  the  final  judgment 
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Signs,  Mr.  President,  break  forth  on  every  side,  and  indicate  that  the 
world's  redemption  draweth  nigh.  A  great  work,  indeed,  is  to  be  accom- 
plished before  the  milienniuni  will  be  introduced;  but  it  can  be  performed  in 
the  strength  of  the  Lord  of  hosts.  It  was  a  great  work  to  fight  the  battle 
of  Waterloo.  Much  time  was  expended  in  preparation,  but  when  the  con- 
flict had  commenced,  it  was  soon  over.  Preparation  has  been  making  6,000 
years  for  the  battle  of  the  great  day  of  God  Almighty.  The  action  is  about 
to  commence,  and  soon  it  will  be  announced,  **  The  kingdoms  of  this  world 
have  become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ,  and  he  shall  reign 
forever  and  ever." 

This  glorious  conquest,  Sir,  is  to  be  obtained  principally  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  a  pious,  learned,  and  efficient  ministry.  Such  a  ministry 
God  will  furnish.  "  I  will  give  you,"  says  he,  "  pastors  according  to  my 
heart,  which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding."  This  he 
will  do,  not  by  miracle,  not  by  special  calling  and  qualification  as  in  the  case 
of  the  apostles,  but  by  human  instrumentality  accompanied  by  his  Holy  Spirit. 
In  this  blessed  work,  the  American  Education  Society  is  no  doubt  to  take  a 
prominent  part.  And  while  it  does  this,  it  most  cordially  rejoices  in  the  ef- 
forts of  all  other  evangelical  Education  Societies,  whose  object  is  to  multiply 
the  number  of  holy,  faithful,  and  devoted  ministers — ministers  of  ministeriid 
talents,  education,  piety  and  action — ministers  who  can  labor,  who  know 
how  to  labor,  who  love  to  labor,  and  to  labor  for  Jesus  Christ — for  the  world's 
conversion.  Such  a  ministry,  it  is  confidently  believed,  is  to  be  furnished, 
under  God,  by  this  country.  The  genius  of  its  civil  government,  the  genius 
of  its  church  organizations,  and  the  genius  of  its  literary,  theological,  and 
benevolent  institutions,  guaranty  the  result.  The  American  church  has 
only  to  discharge  her  duty,  and  the  work  is  accomplished ;  her  grand  voca- 
tion is  fulfilled  ;  her  highest  glory  is  attained.  In  view  of  these  duties  and 
prospects,  we  welcome  into  this  godlike  service  all  evangelical  Education 
Societies,  and  rejoice,  yea,  and  will  rejoice  in  their  efforts  to  raise  up  a 
pious,  able,  and  efficient  ministry.  We  present  to  them  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship,  and  in  the  name  of  our  common  Master,  wish  them  God-speed 
in  this  glorious  cause. 


SKETCH  OF  THE  ADDRESS  OF  DR.  SCHMUCKER, 

ON    SECONDING    THE    RESOLUTIOS. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Schmuckcr  said  that  he  had  been  deeply  affected  by  the 
sentiments  which  had  fallen  from  the  brother  who  had  just  taken  his  seat. 
He  bad  risen  merely  for  the  purpose  of  seconding  the  resolntion  which  bad 
been  presented  by  him,  and  without  detaining  the  audience,  would  merely 
say,  as  a  member  of  tho  Lutheran  church,  and  as  officially  connected  with 
the  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary,  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.  that  his  denomina- 
tion had  received  tangible  evidence  ; — solid  and  demonstrative  proof,  that 
the  principles  declared  by  the  Secretary,  to  actuate  and  govern  this  Society, 
were  not  mere  professions  of  the  lips,  but  had  been  acted  out  in  practice, 
and  embodied  in  fact  As  many  as  nine  years  ago,  this  noble  Institution  had 
taken  young  men  of  the  Lutheran  denomination,  who  were  prosecuting  their 
studies  in  the  seminary  of  that  church,  when  that  seminary  was  in  its  infan- 
cy, little  known,  and  perhaps  having  little  claims  to  confidence  among  the 
churches  of  the  land ;  when  it  had  no  special  claim  to  such  an  exertion  of 
benevolence,  and  when  there  was  no  institution  near,  to  stretch  forth  the 
helping  hand.  The  benefit  had  not  been  forgotten  ;  and  it  gave  him  pleas- 
ure thus  publicly  to  acknowledge  it.  He  could  not  reconcile  it  to  his  feel- 
ings ;  he  should  consider  himself  as  recreant  to  all  principles  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion,  could  he  suffer  such  an  occasion  to  pass  by,  and  not 
thus  commemorate  an  act  as  honorable  to  those  who  performed  it,  as 
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beneficial  to  those  who  were  the  objects  of  it  Sure  he  was,  that  in  the 
improvements  which  have  been  witnessed  in  the  German  churches,  this 
liberality  had  been  amon^  the  most  important  means.  This  example  of 
disinterested  benevolence  kindled  a  flame  of  benevolence  in  many  a  Luthe- 
ran heart,  and  made  them  feel  that  they  would  themselves  be  more  deeply 
inexcusable,  if  they  remained  inactive  in  a  work  where  brethren  so  far 
remote  had  tendered  their  aid.  As  reference  had  been  made  to  the  name 
of  the  late  lamented  Cornelius,  he  would  beg  leave  to  add  the  statement  of 
one  fact  which  shed  additional  light  upon  the  secret  piety  of  that  devoted 
and  heavenly-minded  servant  of  God.  He  then  related  an  anecdote  going 
to  show  that  after  much  bodily  exhaustion,  and  at  a  very  late  hour  of  the 
night,  Cornelius  would  not  retire  to  his  pillow  without  having  accompanied 
hie  evening  prayer  with  the  perusal  of  a  portion  of  the  word  of  God,  and 
closed  by  saying  that  his  visit  to  the  seminary  produced  the  happiest  and 
most  lasting  eifects  both  upon  the  students  and  their  teachers.

SKETCH  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  AMERICAN  EDUCATION 

SOCIETY. 

The  following  sketch  was  prepared  and  is  here  inserted  as  a  document 
to  which  reference  may  be  made  as  occasion  may  require. 

The  American  Education  Society  owes  Its  origin  to  the  great  and  in- 
creasing demand  for  pious  and  learned  ministers  of  the  gospel.  The  first 
meeting  in  relation  to  it,  called  by  Rev.  Jedediah  Morse,  D.  D.  of  Charles- 
town,  and'others,  and  consisting  of  a  respectable  number  of  clergymen  and 
layman,  was  held  in  Boston,  July  20,  1815.  This  meeting  was  principally 
for  consultation,  and  resulted  only  in  the  conclusion  that  it  was  best  to 
establish  such  a  Society,  and  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  ten,  six 
clergymen  and  four  laymen,  to  draft  a  constitution  and  report  at  an  ad- 
journed meeting.  According  to  adjournment,  a  meeting  was  held  in 
Boston,  August  29, 1815,  at  which  time  a  constitution  was  adopted  and  the 
Society  was  formed  ;  yet  its  officers  were  not  elected  till  December  7,  fol- 
lowing. The  individuals  then  chosen  were  His  Honor  William  Phillips, 
President;  Samuel  Salisbury,  Esq.  William  Bartlett,  Esq.  and  Hon.  William 
Reed,  Vice  Presidents ;  Henry  Gray,  Esq.  Clerk ;  Rev.  John  Codman,  D.  D. 
Corresponding  Secretary ;  Aaron  Porter  Cleveland,  Esq.  .Treasurer ;  and 
Dea.  John  E.  Tyler,  Auditor.  The  Directors  were  Rev.  Eliphalet  Pear- 
son, LL.  D.,  Rev.  Abiel  Holmes,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Daniel  Dana,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
Ebenezer  Porter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Joshua  Bates,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Brown  Emerson, 
D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Asa  Eaton,  D.  D.  Dr.  Eaton  was  chosen  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  Society  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  December  4, 1816.  October  15,  1817,  a  legal 
meeting  of  the  Society  under  the  charter  was  held,  and  the  officers  of  the 
preceding  year  were  elected,  except  that  the  Rev.  Asa  Eaton,  D.  D.  was 
chosen  Clerk  of  the  Society  instead  of  Henry  Gray,  Esq.  who  had  resigned. 
January  15,  1818,  Rev.  Samuel  Worcester,  D.  D.  was  chosen  Director  in 
the  place  of  Dr.  Bates,  who  had  resigned.  September  30,  1818,  the  Rev. 
Leonard  Woods,  D.  D.  and  Serene  Edwards  Dwight,  D.  D.  were  elected 
Directors  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Drs.  Pearson  and  Dana,  who  had  resigned, 
and  the  Hon.  Pliny  Cutler  was  chosen  Auditor.    During  this  year  the  fol- 
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lowins  persons  were  elected  honorary  Vice  Presidents:  Hon.  William 
ReedrMass. ;  Hon.  Caleb  Strong,  LL.  D.,  Mass. ;  Hon.  John  C.  Smith,  LL. 
D.,  Conn. ;  Gen.  Charges  Cotesworth  Pinkney,  LL.  D.,  S.  C. ;  Hon.  Elias 
Boudinot,  LL.  D.,  N.  J. ;  Robert  Ralston,  Esq.  Pa. ;  John  Bolton,  Esq.  Ga. ; 
Rev.  Ashbel  Green,  D.  D.,  President  College  of  New  Jersey ;  Rev.  Jeremiah 
Day,  LL.  D.,  President  Yale  College;  Rev.  Francis  Brown,  D.  D.,  Presi- 
dent Dartmouth  College;  Rev.  Jesse  Appleton,  D.  D.,  President  Bowdoin 
College ;  Rev.  Samuel  Austin,  D.  D.,  President  University  of  Vermont ; 
Rev.  Eliphalet  Nott,  D.  D.  President  Union  College ;  Rev.  Henry  Davis,  D. 
D.  President  Hamilton  College  ;  Rev.  Zephaniah  Swift  More,  D.  D.  Presi- 
dent Williams  College;  Rev.  Joshua  Bates,  D.  D.  President  Middlebury 
College ;  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Viets  Griswold,  D.  D.  Bishop  Eastern  Dio- 
cese Episcopal  Church;  Rev.  Charles  Coffin,  D.  D.  President  Greenville 
College ;  Hon.  Edward  H.  Robbins,  Mass.  October  3,  1821,  Rev.  Warren 
Fay,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Richard  Salter  Storrs,  D.  D.  were  chosen  Directors 
in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Worcester,  who  had  deceased,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Em- 
erson, who  had  resigned.  October  2,  1822,  Rev.  Benjamin  Blydenburg 
Wisner,  D.  D.  was  chosen  a  Director  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Dwight, 
who  had  resigned.  October  12,  1825,  Dr.  Eaton  resigned  his  offices  as  Di- 
rector and  Clerk  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Society ;  and  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Harvey,  D.  D.  was  appointed  in  liis  place.  He  was  to  act  also  as  General 
Agent  of  the  Society.  Msy  29,  1826,  Rev.  Elias  Cornelius,  D.  D.  was 
chosen  a  Director,  and  Dr.  Wisner  was  chosen  Clerk.  At  this  time  the 
constitution  was  so  altered  as  that  all  members  hereafter  added  to  the  So- 
ciety who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  an  annual 
meeting.  July  12,  1826,  on  account  of  ill  health  Dr.  Harvey  resigned  his 
offices  as  Director  and  Clerk,  and  Aug.  1,  1826,  the  Rev.  Elias  Cornelios, 
D.  D.  was  appointed  Secretary  and  General  Agent.  May  28,  1827,  the 
constitution  of  the  Society  was  changed  so  as  to  enlarge  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, by  the  addition  of  four.  The  individuals  added  to  the  Board  were 
John  Tappan,  Esq.  Hon.  John  Cotton  Smith,  LL.  D.  Rev.  Gardiner  Spring, 
D.  D.  and  Arthur  Tappan,  Esq.  The  President  of  the  Society,  Lieut  Gov. 
Phillips,  having  deceased,  the  Hon.  Samuel  Hubbard,  LL.  D.  was  chosen 
President.  A  large  number  of  individuals  from  the  different  States  of  the 
Union  were  elected  merhbers.  July  19, 1827,  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  Esq,  re- 
signed his  office  as  Treasurer,  and  William  Ropes,  Esq.  was  elected  to  fill 
his  place.  May  8,  1828,  Mr.  Bela  Bates  Edwards  was  elected  Assistant 
Secretary,  with  the  expectation  that  he  should  have  the  charge  principally  of 
editing  the  "  Quarterly  Journal  of  the  American  Education  Society.**  Oc- 
tober 28, 1829,  William  Ropes,  Esq.  resigned  the  office  of  Treasurer,  and 
26th  January,  1830,  Hardy  Ropes,  Esq.  was  chosen  in  his  place.  M^  13, 
1830,  His  Honor  Samuel  Turel  Armstrong,  and  Rev.  John  Brown,  D.  D. 
were  elected  Directors  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Storrs  and  Governor  Smith, 
who  had  resigned.  May  23, 1831,  Rev.  John  Codman,  D.  D.  was  elected  a 
Director  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Brown,  resigned.  January  25th,  1832, 
Rev.  William  Cogswell  was  elected  Secretary  and  a  Director  in  the  place 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Cornelius,  who  had  resigned,  and  Mr.  B.  B.  Edwards  was  elected 
Recording  Secretary.  Mr.  Cogswell  was  appointed  General  Agent  of  the 
Society,  June,  1829,  and  officiated  in  that  capacity  till  1832.  October 
10, 1832,  Rev.  Samuel  Gile  was  chosen  a  Director  in  the  place  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Woods,  who  had  resigned.  May  8,  1834,  Rev.  Ralph  Emerson,  D.  D. 
was  elected  a  Director  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  who  had  de- 
ceased. May  8,  1834,  Rev.  William  Patton  was  elected  a  Director  in 
the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Spring,  who  had  resigned.  April  8,  1835,  Rev. 
Brown  Emerson,  D.  D.  was  elected  a  Director  in  the  place  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Wisner,  who  had  deceased. 

The  Society  is  national  in  its  character,  and  catholic  in  its  principles, 
and  it  has  bestowed  its  patronage  upon  young  men  of  different  denomina- 
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tions  of  evangelical  sentimeDts  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  whose 
qaalificatioDs  in  other  respects  have  been  deemed  suitable.  Most  of  its 
beoeficiaries,  however,  have  been  connected  with  Congregationalists  and 
Presbyterians.  The  method  of  bestowing  its  charities  has  been  varioas. 
The  first  plan  adopted  by  the  Society,  was  to  afford  gratuitous  assistance 
to  yonng  men,  sufficient  to  meet  their  necessary  expenses ;  but  this  was 
found  to  encourage  indolence,  idleness,  and  extravagance.  October  13, 
1819,  the  Directors  fixed  upon  a  definite  sum  to  be  granted  to  the  benefi- 
ciaries, throwing  them  for  support,  in  some  measure,  upon  their  own 
resources  and  efforts;  but  this  method  did  not  prove,  in  its  operations, 
altogether  satisfactory.  October  11,  1820,  the  method  of  assisting  young 
men  by  way  of  loans  was  adopted ;  and  an  obligation  was  required  of  them 
by  the  Society,  to  refund  one  half  the  amount  received.  This  method 
operated  favorably ;  and  since  July  12,  1826,  an  obligation  has  been  re- 
quired to  refund  the  whole  with  interest  after  a  reasonable  time  subsequent 
to  the  completion  of  the  beneficiary's  education,  and  his  entrance  upon  the 
active  duties  of  his  profession.  The  notes,  however,  of  foreign  and  do- 
mestic missionaries,  and  of  ministers  settled  over  feeble  churches,  may  be 
cancelled  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  student  in  any 
stage  of  study  receives  more  than  $75. 

April  10, 1816,  the  Directors  voted  that  they  would  hold  quarterly  meet* 
ings  on  the  second  Wednesdays  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  at  10 
o'clock  A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  making  appropriations  to  beneficiaries, 
and  transacting  any  other  business  that  might  come  before  them.  The  quar* 
terly  meetings  have  been  held  on  these  days  from  that  time  to  the  present* 
At  this  meeting  they  also  appointed  the  three  senior  officers  of  the  several 
colleges  in  New  England,  Examining  Committees,  to  examine  and  recom*^ 
mend  candidates  for  patronage.  July  9,  1817,  the  Directors  authorized  and 
requested  the  three  senior  officers  of  Hamilton  College  and  Union  College^ 
New  York,  and  of  Columbia  College  in  South  Carolina,  to  act  as  Examining 
Committees  ;  and  also  the  Rev.  Benjamin  M.  Palmer,  D.  D.  Rev.  Dr.  Percy^ 
Nathaniel  Russel  and  Timothy  Ford,  Esqrs.  to  act  as  an  Examining  Com- 
mittee for  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  its  vicinity. 

During  the  first  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Society,  very  little  agency 
was  employed  to  advance  its  interests,  and  consequently  but  little  progress 
was  made  in  its  operations.  As  early,  however,  as  February  6,  1816,  Rev. 
Cyrus  Kingsbnry  was  appointed  an  Agent  of  inquiry  to  operate  in  behalf 
of  the  Society,  as  he  might  find  it  convenient,  in  the  Middle  States. 
During  the  summer  of  1816,  the  Rev.  John  Keep,  of  Blandford,  performed 
an  agency  of  a  few  weeks  for  the  Society  in  Berkshire,  Hampshire,  and 
Hampden  counties.  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  performed  an  agency  in  the  winter  of 
1816-1817,  in  the  Southern  States.  During  the  year  1818-1811),  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Storrs  spent  about  seven  mouths  in  the  service  of  the  Society  at  the 
Sonth,  principally  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia;  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Payson 
of  Portland,  Me.  presented  the  cause  to  the  churches  in  the  eastern  part 
of  Massachusetts.  His  labors  were  limited  chiefly  to  Essex  County. 
Rev.  Louis  D wight  was  appointed  an  Agent  of  the  Society  in  June,  1821, 
and  was  continued  in  its  service  till  January,  1824.  His  labors  were 
confined  to  the  New  England  States.  Since  October  12,  1825,  there  has 
been  a  Secretary  and  General  Agent  who  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to 
the  services  of  the  Society.  And  as  the  institution  has  been  extended  in 
its  operations,  other  agents  and  officers  have  been  employed  to  labor  in  its 
behalf. 

The  Board  of  Directors  established  a  Committee  of  Agency  of  their  own 
members,  as  early  as  Jan.  13,  1819.  Jan.  9, 1828,  the  name  of  this  Com- 
mittee was  changed,  and  its  powers  enlarged.  It  was  called  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  invested  with  authority  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Directors 
during  the  interim  of  the  Quarterly  Sessions  of  the  Board.  May  28, 1827^ 
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a  Financial  Committee  irae  established  for  the  purpose  of  saperintendtng 
and  managing  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

For  the  first  ten  years,  the  Society  operated  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States  in  a  loose,  irregular,  and  desultory  manner.  Societies  and 
associations  auxiliary  to  it  were  formed  in  various  places  of  the  land* 
Since  then,  it  has  from  time  to  time  become  more  systematic  in  its  opera- 
tions. In  1826  and  1827,  Education  Societies  which  had  been  formed  in 
Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Connecticut  and  New  York,  (the  latter 
extending  over  the  Slates  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,) 
became  connected  with  the  American  Education  Society  as  Branches.  In 
1829  and  1830,  Branch  Societies  were  formed  for  Illinois,  Indiana,  and 
that  part  of  Ohio  called  the  Western  Reserve.  In  1829  also,  an  Agency 
was  established  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio ;  in  1831,  Agencies  were  established  in 
East  and  West  Tennessee,  at  Utica  in  1833,  and  at  Philadelphia  in  1834. 
In  1830,  an  Auxiliary  Society  was  formed  for  Rhode  Island.  Since  18299 
county  auxiliaries  have  been  formed  in  most  of  the  counties  in  the  States 
of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts. 
It  should  be  observed,  however,  that  previously  to  1818,  four  county  societies 
had  been  formed  within  Massachusetta.  July  13,  1831,  the  Presbyterian 
Branch  was  reorganized  and  greatly  extended  in  its  operations.  The  fol* 
lowing  arrangement  was  at  that  time  adopted  by  the  Directors : 

**  Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Board,  that  the  interests  of  the 
American  Education  Society  would  be  promoted  by  a  reorganization  of 
the  Presbyterian  Branch,  so  as  to  extend  its  operations  within  the  territo- 
rial limits  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Board  being  anxious  to 
afford  every  facility  for  accomplishing  the  object  which  the  {£>ciety  has  in 
view,  it  is  agreed  on  the  part  of  this  Board,  That  hereafter,  the  administra^ 
tion  of  the  affairs  of  the  American  Education  Society,  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  out  of  New  England,  be  committed  to 
the  Presbyterian  Branch,  if  agreeable  to  said  Brancl^,  in  conformity  with 
the  following  arrangement  or  plan  of  union : 

**  1.  The  Branoh  Society  to  modify  its  constitution  suitably  to  the  exten- 
sion of  its  operations  within  the  proposed  limits. 

**2.  The  principles  and  Rules  of  the  American  Education  Society,  as  ex- 
isting at  the  time  of  this  arrangement,  or  as  they  may  be  hereafter  deter- 
mined, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  received, 
and  observed  in  all  cases  where  they  are  capable -of  being  applied. 

*^3.  The  Presbyterian  Society  to  assume  ail  the  engagements  of  the  Amer- 
ican, within  the  limits  mentioned ;  and  the  two  Societies  shall,  as  they  may 
be  able,  render  pecuniary  aid  each  to  the  other,  whenever  the  immediate 
wants  of  either  shall  require. 

**  4.  Branch  Societies,  or  Agencies,  within  the  above  limits,  to  hold  the 
same  relation  to  the  Presbyterian,  which  they  have  heretofore  held  to  the 
American  Society,  and  to  make  all  their  returns  to  the  former,  unless  such 
Branch  Societies  or  Agencies  shall  dissent  from  this  arran^ment 

^&  The  vote  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  Presbytenan  Society  npon 
all  applications  for  patronage,  for  dismission,  or  for  cancelling  of  obligations 
of  beneficiaries  within  its  limits,  and  upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  stand- 
ing of  young  men  under  its  patronage,  shall  be  final ;  but  a  report  of  the 
same,  inlly  and  accurately  made  out,  with  the  schedules,  original  or  copied, 
npon  which  the  votes  are  founded,  to  be  forwarded  quarterly  to  the  Parent 
Society  and  deposited  in  its  archives. 

**6.  Notes  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  to 
belong  to  said  Society,  and  to  be  held  and  collected  by  its  Treasurer  in  the 
same  manner  as  heretofore  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society ;  but  a 
list  of  all  monies  received  by  the  Presbyterian  Society,  to  be  forwarded 
quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  American 
Society,  for  publication  in  its  Journal. 
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^1.  Beneficiaries  of  either  Society  to  be  admitted  to  eqnal  privileges, 
withoot  re-examination,  on  transferring  their  relation  from  one  Society  to 
the  other." 

Thus  by  this  new  arranffement,  the  Presbyterian  Branch  assumed  by 
agreement  with  the  Parent  Institution  the  name  of  Presbyterian  Education 
Society,  with  enlarged  powers  and  privileges.  While  it  possesses  greater 
privileges  and  powers  than  a  Branch  in  the  common  acceptation  of  the 
term,  it  is  nevertheless  not  a  co-ordinate  society,  but  a  constituent  part  of 
the  American  Education  Society,  and  holds  its  connection  witii  it  as  such. 
The  Western  Reserve  and  Illinois  Branches,  and  also  the  Michigan  Edaca* 
tion  Society  have  never  been  disposed  to  fall  in  entirely  with  this  new 
arrangement  They  stilt  hold  a  direct  connection  with  the  Parent  Society. 
October  30, 1834,  a  Society  called  the  Western  Education  Society,  was 
formed  at  Cincinnati,  with  the  expectation  that  it  would  ultimately  embrace 
in  its  operations  the  great  Valley  of  the  MississippL  This  Society  though 
more  extended  than  a  Branch,  has  not,  however,  the  powers  and  privileges  of 
a  Branch,  as  a  Branch  owns  the  notes  given  by  young  men  within  its  bounds ; 
passes  concurrent  votes  in  making  appropriations ;  has  a  right  to  the  money 
refunded ;  and  passes  a  concurrent  vote  in  cancelling  notes.  October  2, 1835, 
an  Education  Society  for  Michigan  was  formed  and  went  into  operation, 
connected  with  the  Western  Reserve  Branch  of  the  American  Education 
Society. 

As  early  as  April  9, 1817,  the  Directors  of  the  Society  contemplated  the 
publication  of  a  periodical,  and  a  vote  was  passed,  "  That  Rev.  Dr.  Pear- 
son, Rev.  Dr.  Holmes,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Emerson  be  a  committee  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  commencing  a  publication  to  be  conducted  under  the 
direction  and  superintendence  of  this  Board,  with  a  special  view  to  collect 
and  communicate  such  information  concerning  the  literary,  moral  and  re- 
ligious state  of  the  Union,  as  may  tend  most  effectually  to  promote  the 
S-eat  object  of  this  Society."  It  was  not  however  till  July  1827,  thst  the 
irectoTS  issued  such  a  periodical  publication.  The  work  was  first  entitled 
^  The  Qtuarterlv  Journal  of  the  American  Education  Society ; "  in  January 
1829,  it  took  the  name  of  the  ^  Quarterly  Register  and  Journal  of  the 
American  Education  Society;"  in  August,  1830,  the  name  of  the  ''Quar- 
terly Register  of  the  American  Education  Society ; "  and  since  August 
1831,  the  title  of  the  ''American  Quarterly  Register."  A  part  of  this 
work  called  the  "Journal  of  the  American  Education  Society,"  is  published 
also  separately  for  gratuitous  distribution.  The  original  discussions  in  this 
periodical  in  respect  to  sacred  learning  and  the  Christian  ministry ;  its  sta- 
tistics of  literary,  religious  and  benevolent  societies,  and  of  academical, 
theological  and  ecclesiastical  institutions,  are,  it  is  believed,  of  great  utility. 
Since  May,  1833,  the  labors  of  Mrr  Edwards  for  the  Education  Society 
have  been  confined  to  the  editing  of  the  American  Quarteriy  Register. 

The  plan  of  pastoral  supervision  of  the  beneficiaries  was  early  adopted, 
and  in  some  measure  carried  into  execution.  Persons  were  specially 
appointed  to  visit  the  young  men,  for  this  purpose.  Since  1826,  this  ser- 
vice has  been  more  fully  performed,  and  been  attended  with  happy  eflfects 
on  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  cause  generally.  The  object,  as  expressed  in 
a  Rule  of  the  Society,  is  thus  stated :— "  The  Secretary  shall  be  required  to 
exercise,  so  fkr  as  he  shall  be  able,  pastoral  supervision  over  all  who  are 
nnder  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  by  visiting  them  at  the  places  where 
tiiey  reside,  and  conversing  and  praying  with  them  individually  and  col- 
lectively ;  corresponding  with  them  and  their  instructors,  and  by  other 
means  calculated  to  excite  them  to  effort,  and  to  encourage  them  to  seek 
an  elevated  spirit  of  piety."  The  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  has 
performed  this  senrice  so  far  as  his  other  duties  of  an  imperative  nature 
would  allow.  Other  Secretaries  and  permanent  Agents  also  have  taken  a 
part  in  this  important  work. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Society  from  yew  to  year,  u  appears  by  the  Animal 
Reports,  are  as  followa,  viz.  1816,  $5,714;  1817,  $6,436;  1818,  $5,971; 
1819,  $19,330;  1820,  $15,148;  1821,  $13,108;  1822,  $15,940;  1823. 
$11,545;  1824,  $9,454;  1826,*  $16,596;  1827,  $33,094;  1828,  $31,991; 
1829,  $30,084;  1830,  $30,710;  1831,  $40,450;  1832,  $42,030;  1833, 
$47,836;  1834,  $57,818 ;  1835,t  $83,062 ;  1836,  $63,227 ;  making  $579,1 44w 
It  appears  by  the  above  statement,  that  a  greater  sum  of  money  has  been 
received  daring  the  last/ve  years,  than  during  the  fifUen  preceding  yeaza. 

The  results  of  the  Society  have  been  as  follows.  It  has  assisted,  since 
its  formation,  2,495  young  men  of  different  evangelical  denominations,  from 
every  State  in  the  Union.  The  nnmber  aided  in  each  succeeding  year, 
from  1816  to  1836,  is  as  follows :  7,  138, 140, 161, 172,  205, 195,  216, 196, 
225,  156,  300,  404,  524,  604,  673,  807,  912,  1,040,  and  1,040.  Of  those  who 
received  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  Society  during  the  last  year,  223  were 
connected  with  17  Theological  Seminaries,  507  with  35  Colleges,  310  with 
107  academical  and  public  schools ;  making  in  all,  1,040  young  men  con- 
nected with  159  institutions.  About  800  individuals  who  have  received  its 
Ktronage,  have  already  entered  the  Christian  ministry,  about  50  of  whom 
ve  gone  forth  as  missionaries  to  heathen  lands. 

The  whole  amount  which  has  been  refunded  by  former  beneficiaries,  is  as 
follows:  during  the  eleven  years  preceding  April  30,  1826,  $339  60;  in 
1827,  $90  00;  1828,  $864  22;  1829,  $830  91;  1830,  $1,007  84;  1831, 
$2,647  03;  1832,  $1,312  77;  1833,  $2,113  27;  1834,  $1,947  78;  1835, 
$2,957  14 ;  1836;  $4,332  53;  making  $18,443  69. 

The  sum  of  earnings  by  the  beneficiaries  for  labor  and  school-keeping, 
reported  from  year  to  year,  for  the  last  ten  years,  is  as  follows,  viz.: 
1827,  $4,000;  1828,  $5,149;  1829,  $8,728;  1830,  $11,010;  1831,  $11,460; 
1832,  $15,568;  1833,  $20,611;  1834,  $26,268;  1835,  $29,829;  1836, 
$33,502.    The  whole  amount  is  $166,125.

The  following  letter  from  Dr.  Scuddeii,  Missionary  at  Ceylon,  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  American  Education  Society,  is  worthy  of  attentive  peroaaL 

My  dear  Brother, — In  the  letter  I  sent  you,  year  before  last,  I  made  a 
remark,  the  substance  of  which  is,  that  it  will  never  answer  for  Christians 
to  be  so  supine  in  the  work  of  the  conversion  of  the  world.  Amonff  the 
things  which,  as  I  thought,  might  be  done  to  expedite  it,  I  mentioned  the 
appointment  of  agents,  whose  only  design  should  be  to  co-operate  with 
ministers  of  the  gospel  in  endeavoring  to  bring  forward  pious  young  men 
for  the  ministry.  I  have  not  heard  of  the  appointment  of  such  agents. 
Perhaps  you  have  doubts  of  the  expediency  of  it.  If  so,  just  suspend  them 
for  a  moment  Let  me  suppose  a  case.  A  minister  of  the  gospel  is  settled 
oyer  a  country  parish,  and  has  among  his  communicants  from  ten  to  twenty 
pious  young  men.  These  young  men  are  farmers,  or  mechanics.  They 
are  not  situated  as  many  are,  where  they  have  access  to  half  a  dozen  publi- 
cations abounding  with  descriptions  of  the  wants  of  a  perishing  world,  and 
of  the  extensive  need  of  laborers  to  supply  them.  Perhaps  the  only  iahr- 
mation  they  have  on  the  subject,  is  from  the  mouths  of  their  pastors ;  and 
this  communicated  so  seldom,  and  without  reference  to  personal  dutiea,

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that  tbo  thought  never  occurs,  am  I  called  to  the  momeutous  work  of 
]»eachiDg  the  gospel  ?  I  was  almost  ready  to  say,  that,  under  similar  cir- 
camstances,  it  never  will  occur.  To  this  parish  some  agent  of  your  Society 
goes,  sits  down  with  the  first  young  man  he  finds  to  possess  qualifications 
for  the  work,  and  commences  the  following  conversation :  My  friend,  what 
is  your  occupation  ?  I  am  a  farmer.  Your  occupation  is  an  honorable  one. 
But  is  there  no  other  in  which  you  can  glorify  God  more  ?  I  am  not  aware 
of  any.  If  I  were,  I  should  wish  to  be  in  it.  My  surrender  of  my  all  to 
my  Saviour  would  admit  of  nothing  else.  In  this  sentiment  you  are  cor- 
rect ;  and  it  is  my  belief  that  you  can  glorify  him  more  in  the  gospel  min- 
istry than  in  your  present  situation.  But  I  am  not  a  suitable  person.  My 
disqualifications  preclude  the  idea  of  my  ever  entering  it.  That  you  have 
various  disqualifications,  I  can  very  readily  believe.  Every  minister  of  the 
gospel  has  more  or  less  ;  and  if  yours  is  a  legitimate  plea,  it  may  be  urged 
by  us  all,  and  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  suffered  to  lie  waste.  But  what  are 
your  disqutdifications  ?  My  unworthiness  is  the  chief.  That  you,  that  all 
are  unworthy,  admits  of  no  doubt  It  does  not  however  follow,  that  your 
unworthiness  will  excuse  you.  When  God  needed  the  services  of  Moses, 
lie  begged  to  be  excused  on  this  account.  ^  Who  am  I  that  I  should  go 
nnto  Pharaoh,  and  that  I  should  bring  forth  the  children  of  Israel  ?  "  "  Ah, 
Lord  God,  I  cannot  speak  for  I  am  a  child,''  said  Jeremiah.  These  excuses 
were  not  considered  valid.  Though  you  are  unworthy  you  may  in  divine 
strength  do  much  good  in  the  ministry.  To  earthern  vossols,  you  must 
remember,  has  this  treasure  been  committed,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
power  may  .be  of  God,  and  not  of  men.  You  must  remember  also  that  you 
can  do  all  things  through  Christ  strengthening  you.  But  I  have  not  a 
proper  education.  This  is  no  objection.  You  can  easily  receive  one.  If 
not  able  to  educate  yourself,  the  Society,  of  which  I  am  an  agent,  will  do 
it  But  why  should  I  enter  the  ministry  ?  There  are  probably  more  pre- 
paring for  it  than  can  find  employment  That  there  is  a  large  number 
preparing  for  it,  is  a  subject  of  great  thankfulness;  probably  there  are 
three  thousand.  This,  however,  is  not  enough  for  our  own  country. 
There  are  millions  on  our  borders,  who  never  hear  the  gospel  preached* 
Most  of  them  are  living  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the  world;  and  if 
many  more  of  our  pious  young  men  do  not  enter  the  ministry  and  go  to  their 
help,  I  fear  they  will  be  lost  forever.  The  great  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  one 
of  the  fairest  portions  of  our  land,  and  which  is  destined  to  hold  a  population 
equal  to  half  the  present  number  of  people  on  the  globe,  is  to  an  immense 
extent  destitute  of  almost  all  the  means  of  grace.  Roman  Catholics,  Uni- 
versalists,  and  infidels  are  sowing  their  tares  in  this  valley,  and  poisoning 
the  minds  of  men,  women,  and  children  in  every  direction.  The  prospect 
is,  if  things  proceed  as  at  present,  that  at  no  very  distant  period,  there  will 
be  hundreds  of  millions  in  that  place  who  know  not  God  nor  Jesus  Christ 
whom  he  hath  sent  Four  thousand  ministers,  at  the  least,  are  imme« 
diately  needed.  Three  thousand  only  I  said  before  are  preparing  for  it 
How  is  the  deficiency  to  be  made  up,  if  you  and  others  refuse  to  do  it.'  But 
to  say  nothing  more  of  our  own  country  ;  look  to  heathen  and  Mohammedan 
lands,  where  there  are  six  hundred  millions  of  immortal  beings,  who  are  iffncH 
rant  of  Him,  to  whom  you  owe  all  your  hopes  of  heaven.  Yes,  six  hundred 
millions  of  your  fellow  men  are  on  the  road  to  eternal  torment  To  send 
the  gospel  to  them,  our  Missionary  Societies  are  loud  in  their  demands  upon 
our  churches,  to  give  up  their  sons ;  but  in  general  they  receive  no  other 
than  the  frigid  answer,  we  have  none  to  give.  Thirty  thousand  ought 
immediately  to  be  sent  forth.  From  supposition,  therefore,  that  all  Sie 
young  men  now  preparing  for  the  ministry  cannot  be  employed,  is  entirely 
without  foundation.  But  you  would  not  have  all  enter  the  ministry? 
Farmers  are  as  much  needed  as  ministers.  They  are  needed  to  support 
the  gospel  both  at  home  and  abroad.    To  give  yon  an  instance.    I  am  a 
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farmer,  and  it  is  my  intention,  after  defhiyin^  my  ezpenaes,  to  give  the 
surplus,  of  what  I  can,  for  this  purpose.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  save  annu- 
ally, one  thousand  dollars.  With  this  sum,  I  need  hardly  tell  you,  much 
^ood  may  be  done.  My  call  therefore  to  preach  the  gospel  is  not  ao  load 
as  you  suppose.  Your  remarks  appear  somewhat  plausible ;  but  yoa  will 
perceive,  after  a  moment's  reflection,  that  if  such  arguments  are  valid  in 
your  case,  they  must  be  valid  in  the  case  of  every  individual.  Then  fare* 
well  to  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  to  our  ruined  world.  That  iannen 
are  needed  for  the  purposes  you  mention  is  true ;  but  all  are  not  needed. 
There  are  more  than  enough  who,  from  various  disqualifications,  cannot 
become  ministers  to  do  all  and  a  thousand  fold  more  than  yoa  have  men- 
tioned. The  deficiency  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  gospel  does  not  con- 
sist so  much  in  money  as  in  men.  That  fturm  you  occupy  may  be  occu- 
pied by  some  devout  servant  of  Christ,  who  will  be  as  ready  as  yourself  to 
f'tve  all  it  produces,  above  what  is  necessary  for  bis  support ;  and  if  not,  as 
said  before,  there  will  be  money  in  abundance.  So  that  in  fiiot,  if  yoa  do 
not  enter  the  ministry,  your  talents  may,  to  a  very  great  degree,  be  kept 
laid  up  in  a  napkin.  Immortal  souls,  which,  humanly  speaking,  might  havo 
been  saved,  may  in  the  last  day  rise  up  and  lay  their  everlasting  condem- 
nation  to  your  charp^e.  And  it  will  not  be  a  light  thing  to  be  found  with 
the  blood  of  souls  m  the  skirts  of  your  garments.  Can  you  go  to  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ,  under  circumstances  of  so  awful  a  nature  ?  Then  let 
me  ask  in  view  of  all  these  considerations,  whether  you  do  not  believe  yoo 
can  glorify  your  Saviour  more  by  entering  the  ministry  than  by  remaining 
on  your  farm  ?  Now  do  you  not  believe  that  many,  even  hundreds  of  young 
men,  would  have  their  way  so  hedged  up  by  such  arguments,  as  to  feel  con- 
strained to  enter  the  ministry ;  young  men,  who  would  be  lost  to  it,  were 
it  not  for  these  very  exertions  ?  If  you  do  not,  of  course  you  will  not  feel 
the  propriety  of  the  appointment  of  such  agents  as  I  have  suggested.    If 

;oa  do,  why  not  appoint  them  ?  Do  you  think  there  is  any  time  for  delay  ? 
*o  say  nothing  of  other  lands,  look  at  the  four  hundred  millions  of  perish- 
ing heathen,  of  whom  thousands  are  daily  plunging  into  eternal  burnings, 
and  give  me  an  answer.  My  dear  brother,  I  repeat  it,  it  will  not  answer 
to  let  the  benighted  heathen  go  down  to  hell  as  they  have  gone  for  the 
want  of  young  men  to  convey  the  gospel  to  them.  Something  more  must 
be  done.  As  far  as  you  are  concerned,  do  this  something  immediately ; 
for  verily  there  is  but  a  step  between  thee  and  death.

The  service  of  which  Dr.  Sc udder  here  speaks  is  vastly  important,  but  it 
is  in  a  great  measure  performed  by  the  Secretaries  and  Agents  of  the 
Society.  It  is  considered  one  of  their  first  duties  to  seek  out  and  induce 
pious  young  men  of  good  natural  qualifications  to  prepare  for  the  ministry 
of  Christ  This  duty  properly  devolves  upon  them,  and  they  should  dis- 
charge it  with  great  fidelity.  They  should  become  as  it  were  press-men 
in  enlisting  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry.  There  cannot  with  pro- 
priety be  another  order  of  Agents  for  this  work,  nor  will  it  be  necessaiy 
should  the  present  Agents  perform  their  duty.  After  preaching  in  a  place, 
it  will  be  well  for  an  Agent  before  ho  leaves  it  to  converse  with  all  such 
young  men  as  the  pastor  of  the  church  considers  suitable  persons  to  pre- 
pare for  the  ministry.  Were  this  to  be  done,  and  were  the  pastors  and 
churches  to  feel  and  act  aright  in  relation  to  this  important  subject,  it  is 
confidently  believed  that  a  multitude  of  young  men  would  be  found  ready 
to  exclaim,  **Here  am  I,  send  me."

Thc  following  Circular  is  here  inserted  as  containing  a  brief  account  of 
the  origin  and  progress  of  the  Concert  of  Prayer  for  literary  institutions, 
its  happy  effects,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  should  be  observed. 

7b  the  young  Men  under  patronage  of  the  American  Education  Sociehf* 

Mt  dear  Toune  Friends, — ^The  particular  object  of  my  present  commu- 
nication, is  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Annual  Concert  of  Prayer  for  col- 
leges and  other  seminaries  of  learning.  This  Concert  has  ever  been  dear 
to  the  officers  and  patrons  of  the  American  Education  Society.  It  was 
established  indirectly  through  their  instrumentality,  and  its  observance  has 
been  promoted  by  them  until  it  has  come  to  be  very  generally  regarded 
with  deep  interest  by  all  evangelical  denominations  of  Christians  in  this 
knd.  It  has,  too,  awakened  a  deep  interest  in  many  of  those  who  have 
gone  forth  as  missionaries  to  the  heathen.  May  the  time  soon  arrive  when 
tills  consecrated  season  shall  be  universally  observed  by  all  Christians,  and 
be  accompanied  with  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven  on  all  literary 
institutions. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  some  brief  remarks  in  respect  to  the  origin 
and  progress  of  this  Concert  of  Prayer ;  its  happy  effects ;  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  should  be  observed. 

In  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  American  Education  Society,  from  its  com- 
mencement to  the  present  time,  there  has  been  published  much  important 
statistical  information  respecting  colleges  and  theological  seminaries.  This 
▼ery  early  excited  a  spirit  of  supplication  among  Christians  on  their  behalf, 
and  a  Concert  of  Prayer  for  the  special  blessing  of  Heaven  on  these  insti- 
tutions was  established,  to  be  observed  every  Sabbath  morning.  As  the 
probable  result  of  this,  at  least  to  some  extent,  there  were  frequent  and 

C>werful  revivals  of  religion  in  our  colleges.  These  cheered  and  stimu- 
ted  the  children  of  God  to  perseverance  in  their  supplications.  Encour- 
aged by  the  signs  of  the  times,  and  desirous  of  perpetuating  the  interest 
awakened,  and  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  which  had  been  imparted, 
an  Agent  of  the  American  Education  Society,  after  consulting  on  the  sub- 
ject with  the  Special  Committee  of  its  Directors,  addressed  a  Circular  to 
presidents  of  colleges,  to  ministers,  and  others,  inviting  them  to  observe  a 
day  of  special  fasting  and  prajrer  for  these  institutions  of  learning.  The 
following  sentence  is  contained  in  the  letter.  "  That  this  object "  (revivals 
of  religion  in  colleges)  ''may  be  more  deeply  and  extensively  felt,  not  only 
at  the  colleges,  but  among  ministers  and  Christians  generally,  a  number  of 
the  friends  of  Zion  have  agreed  to  set  apart  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
Februanr,  1^3,  as  a  season  of  fastinff  and  special  and  united  prayer,  that 
God  will  pour  out  his  Spirit  on  the  colleges  of  our  country  the  present  year 
more  powerfully  than  ever  before."  The  request  was  complied  with  to  a 
considerable  extent,  and  thus  commenced  this  annual  season,  favored  of 
Heaven  by  the  ^ft  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  the  conversion  of  multitudes  in 
our  literary  institutions. 

The  reasons  why  the  last  Thursday  of  February  was  selected  as  the  day 
of  this  Annual  Concert,  were  the  following.  The  second  term  of  study  in 
the  colleges  has  then  commenced.  The  winter  vacation  has  elapsed,  and 
the  members  of  the  institutions  have  returned  to  their  classical  pursuits. 
At  this  time  students  are  generally  more  regular  in  their  habits  than  at  any 
other  season  of  the  year.  This  was  the  time,  too,  when  revivals  of  religion 
had  usually  taken  place  in  colleges.  This  fact  was  considered  an  indica- 
tion of  the  will  of  Heaven  in  relation  to  the  time  to  be  thus  consecrated. 
Tharsday  was  selected  tm  being  less  occupied  with  religious  engagements 
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than  either  of  the  other  days  of  the  week,  and  as  being  the  day  nsaally 
observed  on  other  occasions  as  a  season  of  fasting  and  prayer. 

In  the  American  Quarterly  Register  and  tlie  Reports  of  the  American 
Education  Society,  this  subject  has  annually  been  presented  before  the 
community.  The  religious  newspapers  of  the  country  generaUyt  have 
advocated  the  observance  of  this  season  of  fasting  and  prayer.  Resolutions 
recommending  its  observance,  have  been  adopted  by  different  Education 
Societies,  and  by  many  ecclesiastical  and  ministerial  bodies. 

The  Annual  Concert  of  Fasting  and  Prayer  for  Colleges  and  other  Insti- 
tutions of  learning,  is  now  therefore  established,  by  the  concurrent  voice  of 
the  churches,  throughout  this  land.  It  is  also  specially  sanctified  by  the 
|rreat  Head  of  the  church,  as  will  appear  by  the  blessed  effects  which  have 
followed  it. 

Subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  the  Sabbath  Morning  Concert  of 
Prayer  for  Colleges,  the  Spirit  of  God  was  poured  out,  and  animating  were 
the  results.  From  1820  to  1823  inclusive,  there  were  revivals  of  religion 
in  Dartmouth,  Middlebury,  Williams,  Amherst,  Yale,  Union,  Hamilton, 
Dickinson,  Jefferson,  (Pa.)  Washington,  (Pa.)  and  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
leges, College  of  New  Jersey,  Brown  University,  and  the  University  of 
Ohio.  Some  of  these  revivals  extended  into  the  year  1824.  In  the  yean 
1824  and  1825,  there  was  a  revival  of  religion  in  five  different  colleges, 
besides  more  than  usual  seriousness  in  a  number  of  others.  In  1826,  there 
was  a  revival  of  religion  in  six  colleges ;  in  1827,  in  four ;  in  1828,  in  five. 
In  1829  and  1830,  the  Holy  Spirit  seems  to  have  forsaken,  in  a  very  great 
degree,  the  institutions  of  learning.  There  were  in  them  apparently  bat 
ibw  conversions,  and  no  revivals  to  any  considerable  extent.  But  the  Lord 
had  not  withdrawn  his  Holy  Spirit  from  them  forever.  He  had  mercy  still 
in  reserve.  The  year  1831  was  emphatically  a  *'  year  of  the  right  hand  of 
the  Most  High."  Nineteen  colleges,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  were 
visited  with  the  effusions  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  it  was  computed  that 
between  350  and  400  of  their  students  were  hopefully  converted  to  God.  In 
one  college,  a  revival  commenced  the  very  day  of  the  Concert  In  1833, 
God  poured  out  his  Spirit  on  some  of  our  institutions  of  learning,  though 
the  number  thus  favored  was  small.  The  Holy  Spirit  descended  on  a  few- 
colleges  in  1833,  and  some  souls  were  converted.  A  promising  state  of 
religious  feeling  existed  at  the  time  also  in  other  institutions.  In  1894, 
revivals  were  enjoyed  in  a  number  of  colleges,  and  many  students  were 
brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  During  the  last  year, 
(1835,)  eleven  colleges  were  blessed  with  revivals,  and  between  one  and 
two  hundred  students  were  hopefully  brought  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ 

Since  1820,  there  have  been  revivals  in  the  following  institutions,  viz. 
Bowdoin,  Dartmouth,  Middlebury,  Williams,  Amherst,  Yale,  Union,  Ham- 
ilton, Geneva,  Dickinson,  Jefferson,  (Pa.|  Washington,  (Pa.)  Hampden* 
Bydney,  Washington,  (Va.)  Columbian,  Oakland,  Centre,  Western  Reserve, 
Kenyon,  Granville,  Marietta,  South  Hanover,  East  Tennessee,  IHinoie, 
Wabash,  and  Randolph — Macon,  Colleges,  the  College  of  New  Jersey, 
Brown  University,  Hamilton  Literary  and  Theological  Institution,  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  University  of  Vermont,  University  of  Georgia,  Uni- 
^ersitv  of  Ohio,  Wesleyan  University,  and  Miami  Univewity.  During  this 
perioo,  not  less,  probably,  than  1,500  young  mon  in  these  institutions  have 
hopefully  experienced  the  renewing  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  Within 
this  same  time  a  large  number  of  youth  at  academies  and  the  higher  schools 
have  also  become  hopefully  pious.  In  view  of  such  displays  of  divine  grace, 
who  can  doubt  the  efficacy  of  prayer?  Who  can  doubt  that  this  season 
consecrated  by  the  church  for  united  supplications  on  behalf  of  seminaries 
of  learning,  has  the  approbation  and  seal  of  Heaven  ? 

A  few  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  observing  this  Concert, 
will  cloee. 
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The  day  should  be  spent  as  a  season  of  special  fasting  and  prayer.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  a  portion  of  the  time  should  be  occupied  in  retirement 
by  self-examination,  acknowledging  the  mercies  of  God,  confessing  sin, 
petitioning  for  ourselves,  and  interceding  for  others.  By  attending  to  these 
private  offices  of  devotion,  you  will  be  better  prepared  to  discharge  tbe 
public  services  of  the  day. 

A  part  of  the  day  should  be  observed  in  a  public  manner  in  prayer  and  in 
listening  to  addresses  and  remarks  which  may  be  made  on  the  occasion. 
Most  of  the  time,  however,  should  be  appropriated  to  prayer.  This  is  the 
great  business  of  the  day.    If 

"  Prayer  ardent  openi  heaven,  lets  down  a  itream 
Of  glory,  on  the  conieerated  hoar 
Of  man  in  andtonce  with  the  Deity," 

what  might  not  be  expected,  were  clouds  of  holy  incense  on  this  day  of 
prayer,  to  ascend  to  heaven  ?  Would  not  the  Holy  Ghost  sanctify  our 
institutions  of  learning,  and  consecrate  our  young  men,  now  in  a  course  of 
education,  to  Christ  and  the  church  ?  Verily  he  would.  The  revivals  of 
religion  which  have  been  enjoyed  in  the  colleges,  are  pledges  of  his  love 
and  earnests  of  his  pleasure.  You  should  pray  for  the  officers  of  these  insti- 
tutions, that  they  may  be  faithful  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  their  pupils. 
You  should  pray,  too,  for  pious  students,  that  they  may  be  guided  in  all 
wisdom,  and  honor  the  religion  they  profess  by  a  holy  and  consistent  life, 
and  that  those  especially,  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry,  may  be  filled 
with  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  and  exhibit  it  in  all  their  deportment.  In  your 
intercessions  you  should  remember,  in  a  very  particular  manner,  those  stu- 
dents who  are  in  an  unconverted  state.  Let  them  be  presented  in  faith 
before  the  throne  of  God ;  let  the  most  fervent  and  importunate  prayer  be 
offered  on  their  behalf.  It  is  specially  for  their  conversion  that  this  day  of 
Concert  was  established.  In  your  supplications  for  literary  institutions, 
confine  not  your  requests  to  those  of  the  United  States,  but  offer  prayers 
for  those  of  other  lands,  that  God  would  pour  into  these  fountains  the  salt 
of  grace,  that  streams  may  thence  issue  to  make  glad  the  city  of  God. 
Prayers  are  now  offered  by  Christians  dwelling  in  heathen  lands  with  deep 
interest  on  behalf  of  our  literary  institutions  at  the  time  of  this  Annual 
Concert ;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  Con- 
cert of  Prayer  for  colleges  and  other  institutions  of  learning  will  be 
observed  by  all  Protestant  Christendom. 

If  you  know  T)f  any  interesting  facts  adapted  to  the  occasion,  these  may 
be  related.  It  is  always  proper  to  speak  of  the  importance  of  colleges  and 
revivals  of  religion  in  them ;  to  tell  how  they  have  originated  and  con- 
tinued ;  how  they  have  multiplied,  and  how  they  have  resulted  in  the  con- 
version of  nrecious  souls.  You  can  state  the  deficiency  of  laborers  for  the 
harvest,  ana  the  importance  of  praying  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  more  laborers  into  the  harvest.  As  a  means  of  this,  you  can 
mention  the  necessity  of  the  sanctification  of  literary  institutions,  that 
young  mf  n  in  suitable  numbers  may  be  fiirnished  for  the  ministry. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  by  a  regard  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  interests 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  and  the  salvation  of  undying  souls,  be 
entreated  to  spend  the  day  of  Annual  Concert  of  Fasting  and  Prayer  for 
Colleges  in  the  most  entire  consecration  to  the  glorious  objects  it  has  in 
view.  Let  the  season  be  hallowed  by  the  most  devout  spirit,  and  by  the 
noost  holy  services.  Then  will  the  Lord  hear,  then  will  the  Lord  forgive, 
then  will  the  Lord  hearken  and  do,  and  defer  not  for  his  own  sake,  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  pe6ple  called  by  his  name  ;  and  then  will  be  written  on  all 
our  halls  of  science,  '*  Holiness  to  the  Lord  of  hosts." 

In  your  quarterly  communication  to  me  for  April,  you  will  please  to  men- 
tion the  state  of  religion  in  your  institution,  and  if  God  has  favored  it  with 
11 
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the  efTusions  of  bis  Holy  Spirit,  give  me  a  particular  accoast  of  the  reviYal. 
Let  it  be  done  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his  grace.

Considering  the  connection  which  the  object  of  this  appointment  haa 
with  the  highest  and  best  interests  of  mankind,  it  is  hoped  that  you  will 
allow  it  to  claim,  and  to  receive,  a  portion  of  your  valuable  services.

DIRBlCiTIONS 

TO  THOSE  WHO  APPLY  FOR  ASSISTANCE 

rROM   THE 

AMBBZOAXf  BDVOATZOXf  SOOXST'Sr. 

1.  Every  applicant  must  have  reached  the  ag^e  of  fourteen  years,  and  have 
been  a  professor  of  religion  at  least  six  months,  and  have  studied  the  lan- 
guages the  same  length  of  time. 

2.  Let  him  then  apply  to  his  minister,  or  the  principal  officer  of  the 
church,  for  a  letter  of  recommendation.  This  letter  should  mention  his 
piety,  or  describe  his  moral  and  religious  character,  his  church  membership, 
his  native  place,  the  place  of  his  present  residence,  his  age,  his  indigence, 
and  in  what  employments  he  has  been  engaged.  This  letter  should  be 
signed  by  the  minister,  and  by  one  or  more  other  persons,  either  a  deacon 
of  the  church,  or  some  respectable  individual  who  knows  him.  [If  there  be 
no  minister  in  the  parish,  some  principal  man  in  the  church  may  be  applied 
to.]  Then  let  him  ask  his  instructor,  or  the  gentleman  with  whom  he  has 
studied  the  languages,  for  a  letter  of  recommendation,  stating  what  his 
talents,  and  prospects  for  acquiring  knowledge  are.  The  more  full  these 
papers  are,  the  better.  The  points  which  are  indispensable  arc,  piety, 
talents,  and  indigence.  The  recommendatory  papers  should,  in  all  cases, 
be  sealed,  so  that  the  entire  character  of  the  applicant  may  be  given. 

3.  Then  let  him  take  these  letters  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Examining 
Committee,  who  resides  nearest  to  him.  For  the  list  of  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Examining  Committee,  see  page  28,  of  this  Report. 

4.  He  should  make  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  as 
early  as  the  second  week  in  June,  September,  December,  and  March.  The 
Boston  Examining  Committee  meet  on  the  aflernoon  of  the  Tuesday  im- 
mediately preceding  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October. 

5.  If  the  Committee  are  satisfied  with  the  character  and  qualifications  of 
the  applicant,  they  will  immediately  present  his  case  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Parent  Society,  or  of  the  Branch  within  whose  bounds 
they  are. 

6.  If  the  Board  receive  him,  the  Secretary,  soon  afler  the  meeting,  will 
write,  informing  him  that  he  is  admitted  on  trial,  that  the  usual  appropria- 
tion is  voted  to  him,  and  will  direct  where  the  money  can  be  obtained.  At 
the  same  time  a  copy  of  the  Rules  will  be  sent  to  him. 

7.  When  be  receives  the  appropriation,  he  must  give  his  note  for  the 
amount,  and  a  note,  likewise,  must  be  given  for  every  future  appropriation, 
when  he  receives  it  A  blank  form  will  be  handed  to  him  for  the  purpose, 
by  the  agent,  or  the  person  who  pays  him  the  grant 

8.  In  no  case  is  it  necessary  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  to 
ascertain  whether  aid  can  be  furnished.  If  the  individual  in  question,  pos- 
sesses the  proper  qualifications,  his  application  will  probably  be  successful. 

9.  Afler  he  has  received  the  appropriation,  let  him  procure  a  small  blank 
book,  and  begin  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  his  expenses,  and  pecuniary 
concerns. 
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10.  It  is'  of  great  importance  that  this  habit  of  keeping  fall  accoants 
should  be  commenced  at  the  beginning,  and  should  be  steadily  persevered 
in. 

11.  Near  the  close  of  the  quarter,  the  various  items  should  be  added  to- 
gether, and  tlie  sums  placed  in  the  proper  columns,  on  a  schedule,  or  blank 
form,  similar  to  the  one  printed  on  page  13  of  this  Report  All  these  state- 
ments should  be  made  in  their  proper  places,  and  be  written  in  a  fair  hand. 

12.  If  a  young  man  wishes  to  make  particular  explanations  about  his  own 
case,  let  him  "write  to  the  Secretary. 

13.  If  a  young  man  expects  to  be  absent  at  the  time  the  schedule  is  to 
be  circulated,  he  should  by  all  means  leave  his  account  with  a  friend,  and 
authorize  him  to  place  it  on  the  schedule. 

14.  In  all  other  cases,  tlie  individual  should  write  his  name,  and  place  bis 
accounts  on  the  schedule  with  hia  own  hand. 

15.  Every  individual,  assisted  by  the  Society,  is  expected  to  connect  him- 
self with  some  regularly  established  institution  of  learning,  either  a  public 
grammar  school,  an  academy,  college,  or  theological  seminary. 

16.  Whenever  a  young  man  removes  from  the  Parent  Society  to  a 
Branch  Society,  as  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticut,  or  from  one  Branch 
to  another,  as  from  Maine  to  New  Hampshire,  or  from  one  seminary  to 
another,  in  the  same  State,  he  should  carry  with  him  tlie  letter  which  noti- 
fied him  as  being  received  by  the  American  Education  Society  ;  and,  also, 
&  letter  of  dismission  and  recommendation  from  his  former  instructor,  to  the 
one  to  whom  he  is  going.  In  case  he  neglects  to  procure  a  dismission  from 
his  instructor,  he  must  procure  the  approbation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Parent  Society,  or  if  he  be  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch,  of  the  Direc- 
tors of  that  Branch. 

17.  Whenever  a  young  man  fails  to  report  himself,  by  returning  a  regular 
schedule,  twice  in  succession,  without  giving  proper  explanation  of  the 
omission,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  re-examined,  according  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Directors. 

18.  Whenever  a  young  man  intends  to  leave  his  studies  for  any  length 
of  time,  he  should  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Directors  of  the  Parent  Society, 
or  of  a  Branch,  if  he  lives  within  the  limits  of  a  Branch. 

19.  Whenever  a  note  is  given,  all  the  preceding  notes  in  the  hands  of 
the  Agent  should  be  taken  up,  and  brought  into  one. 

20.  Whenever  the  time  for  transmitting  the  schedule,  or  making  returns, 
occurs  in  the  interval  between  leaving  one  institution  and  joining  another, 
as  from  a  college  to  a  theological  seminary,  three  things  are  to  be  observed: 

FirsL  A  schedule,  or  statement  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and  a  request 
for  another  grant  for  the  quarter  thus  intervening,  should  be  left  with  the 
agent,  or  instructor  of  the  institution,  which  the  young  man  leaves. 

Secondly,  It  should  be  mentioned  against  the  name  of  each  applicant, 
uhere  he  wishes  to  have  the  expected  appropriation  sent,  or  deposited. 

Thirdly.  In  case  the  appropriation  is  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  for- 
mer agent,  the  young  man  should  give  his  note  for  the  anticipated  appro- 
priation before  he  leaves  the  institution,  and  receive  from  the  agent  his 
certificate  that  the  note  has  been  given  ;  this  certificate  must  be  handed  to 
the  agent  of  the  new  institution,  and  to  be  mentioned  by  him  on  the  next 
schedule.  He  must,  in  all  cases,  take  with  him  a  certificate  of  his  note  for 
his  last  grant. 

21.  Whenever  a  young  man  wishes  for  a  regular  dismission  from  the 
Society,  he  should  transmit  his  request  to  the  Secretary,  having  first  given 
one  note  for  all  which  he  owes  to  the  Society.

IH  THE  TXAR  Or  OUR  LORD  ONX  THOUSAHD  RIGHT  HUHORXD  AFD  SUTRRH. 

Jin  act  to  incorporate  the  American  Education  Society, 

Seetion  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentatiTef,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  William  Phillips,  Samuel 
Salisbury,  Eliphalet  Pearson,  William  Reed,  Joshua  Bates,  Asa  Eaton,  Samuel  H. 
Walley,  and  Aaron  P.  Cleveland,  together  with  those  who  have  associated,  and 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made 
a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  Thr  American  Education  Society.  And  the 
Society  aforesaid  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  common  Seal, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  may  purchase  and  receive, 
by  fjiU.  or  devise,  lands,  tenements,  and  real  estate  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  hold 
in  fee  simple,  or  less  estate,  the  annual  income  and  profits  whereof  shall  not  exceed 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  Society  is  hereby  enabled  to  take 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  charitably  disposed  persons,  and  may  take  any  personal 
estate  in  succession;  and  all  donations  to  the  Society,  either  by  subscription,  legacy, 
or  otiierwise,  (excepting  such  as  shall  be  differently  appropriated  by  the  donors,  or 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society,  agreeably  to  their  Constitution,)  shall  make  a  part  or  be  put 
into  the  capital  stock  of  the  Society,  wliich  shall  be  put  out  on  interest  on  eood  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  Income  or  profits  applied 
to  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  hopeful  ptety  in  acquiring 
a  learned  and  competent  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  add  Society  may  choose  a  President, 
Yice  President,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  see  fit ;  and 
may  at  their  first  meeting  under  this  incorporation,  by  the  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  said  meeting,  adopt  such  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and 
By-laws,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  orderly  conducting  and  executing  the 
business  of  said  Society,  and  for  the  most  effectually  securing  the  object  of  their 
institution;  which  Constitution  or  system  of  Rules  and  By-laws  shall  be  for  the 
government  of  said  Society,  and  shall  not  be  altered  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  but 
in  the  manner  therein  pointed  out :  provided  such  Rules  and  By-laws  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Seetion  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Society  aforesaid  may  at  all  timet  un- 
der the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  sue  and  bo  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  or  Agents,  to  prosecute  and  delend  suits  with  power  of  substitution ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Society  to  make  sale  of  any  estate  or  personal  propertv, 
given  or  purchased,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  way  or  right  accruing  to  them  la 
their  corporate  capacity,  (unless  that,  which  is  given,  be  otherwise  expressly  or- 
dered or  appropriated  by  the  donor,)  and  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  other  legal 
instrument,  duly  executed ;  and  when  the  property  to  be  conveyed  is  real  estate, 
under  the  hand  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  seal  of  the  Society :  provided  that  all 
moneys,  arising  from  such  sale,  be  applied  to  the  same  use  to  which  the  income 
thereof  was  before  applied. 

Section  4.  Be  It  further  enacted,  that  William  Phillips,  Esquire,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  by  notification,  in  any  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  In  Boston,  to 
appoint  the  lime  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society.
